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WITTENBERG  COLLEGE  AND  OHIO  ALPHI  PSI. 


When  a  few  years  before  the  middle  of  last  century  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  decided  to  found  an 
institution  of  higher  education  in  Ohio,  the  town  of  Springfield 
was  selected  as  a  suitable  location,  and  Wittenberg  College, 
chartered  by  the  State  of  Ohio,  began  its  work  in  November,  1845. 

While  thus  founded  and  maintained  by  a  church  body,  the 
college  has  never  made  any  denominational  restriction,  either  in 
the  appointment  of  teachers,  or  in  the  admission  of  students,  but 
has  aimed  to  impart  to  all  attending  it  a  broad,  liberal  education 
under  Christian  influences. 

In  the  sixty-five  years  which  have  elapsed  since  its  founding, 
the  college  has  striven  to  realize  this  purpose,  and  has,  in  spite  of 
the  difficulties  which  it  has  met,  enjoyed  a  steady  and  healthy 
growth. 

As  all  know  who  have  followed  the  educational  development 
of  the  last  half  century,  and  especially  the  latter  part  of  it,  the 
ideals  and  aims  of  college  education  have  during  this  time  been 
greatly  changed  and  amplified.  The  men  directing  the  destinies 
of  our  institution  have  been  fully  aware  of  this;  and  especially 
the  present  head  of  Wittenberg  College,  Dr.  Charles  G.  Heckert, 
who  succeeded  to  the  presidency  in  1903,  realizing  the  increased 
demands  which  modern  conditions  make  upon  higher  institutions 
of  learning,  has  striven  with  notable  success  to  bring  the  college 
to  the  degree  of  efficiency  that  should  adequately  meet  the  changed 
conditions.     This  he  has  accomplished  by  greatly  increasing  the 
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endowment  of  the  institution,  by  selecting  suitably  trained 
teachers,  and  by  extending  the  work  of  the  college  with  new 
courses,  instructors,  and  improved  equipment. 

The  college  is  conveniently  located  in  the  outskirts  of  Spring- 
field, now  an  important  manufacturing  city  of  about  50,000 
inhabitants.  The  fine  campus  of  about  forty  acres  affords  ample 
space  for  buildings,  as  well  as  for  athletic  sports.  The  most 
important  buildings  are:  The  Recitation  Hall,  where  the  courses 
in  history,  languages,  philosophy,  are  given;  the  Carnegie 
Science  Hall,  completed  two  years  ago  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  classes  in  science,  and  splendidly  equipped  for  its  purpose; 
the  Hamma  Divinity  Hall,  named  in  honor  of  the  Rev.  M.  W. 
Hamma,  '61,  through  whose  generosity  it  was  first  built,  and 
again  rebuilt  after  having  been  destroyed  by  fire  in  i9oi;the 
Zimmerman  Library,  designed  as  a  memorial  to  the  Rev.  J.  C. 
Zimmerman,  by  its  donors,  John  L.  Zimmerman,  Esq.,  and  rela- 
tives. Besides  these  there  are  dormitories,  gymnasium  and  other 
buildings. 

There  are  four  national  fraternities  represented  at  the  college. 
They  are  in  the  order  of  the  establishment  of  the  chapters:  Phi 
Kappa  Psi,  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  and  Phi  Gamma 
Delta. 

Alpha  Psi  chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  was  established 
November  8,  1883,  by  N.  Wiley  Thomas,  of  Pennsylvania  Tau, 
with  ten  charter  members.  In  the  years  that  have  elapsed  since 
then  the  chapter  has  flourished,  and  its  members  have  distin- 
guished themselves,  not  only  in  the  more  extraneous  activities 
of  college  life  as  athletics  and  social  life,  but  also  in  scholarship. 
Mentioning  one  example,  for  two  years  in  succession,  '93  and  '94, 
all  the  honors  on  commencement  day  were  captured  by  Alpha 
Taus. 

For  several  years  the  chapter  has  made  its  home  in  houses 
leased  for  that  purpose.  We  all  realize,  however,  that  the  ideal 
thing  would  be  to  have  a  house  built  especially  for  the  chapter, 
and  so  an  association  of  alumni  has  been  formed  with  this  end  in 
view:  The  alumni,  over  160  in  number,  have  been  asked  to 
contribute  for  this  purpose,  and  the  great  majority  of  them  have 
responded  to  the  appeal  in  a  very  encouraging  manner.     We  hope 
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that  in  a  very  short  time  Alpha  Psi  chapter  will  have  a  home  of 
its  own. 

The  alumni  association,  while  formed  primarily  for  the 
purpose  mentioned,  also  helps  to  keep  the  alumni  in  touch  with 
the  active  chapter  in  a  social  way.  Besides  more  informal  gath- 
erings, we  have  had  a  number  of  banquets,  where  the  Alpha  Tau 
spirit  has  been  visibly  and  audibly  present.  At  our  banquet 
last  spring  we  were  honored  by  the  presence  of  our  Worthy  Grand 
Chief,  Paul  R.  Hickok,  who  spoke  to  us  in  his  wonted  inspiring 
and  helpful  manner. 

In  a  brief  sketch  like  the  present  it  would  be  impossible  to 
chronicle  the  achievements  of  the  individual  members  of  Alpha 
Psi,  past  and  present.  Suffice  it  to  say,  they  have  striven  to 
excel  in  the  different  activities  of  college  life  as  loyal  Alpha  Taus 
should.  There  is  one  brother,  however,  who  deserves  special 
mention  for  his  devotion  to  the  best  interests  of  the  chapter  and 
fraternity.  It  is  not  too  much  to  assert  that  the  present  strength 
and  the  future  good  prospects  of  Alpha  Psi  are  largely  due  to  the 
boundless  enthusiasm,  eager  interest,  and  energetic  work  of  R.  W. 
McKinney.

Claude  Stale y  Wilson,  Worthy  Grand  Scribe  of  the  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  fraternity;  member  of  the  legal  fraternity  of  Phi 
Delta  Phi;  member  of  the  Masonic  fraternity  of  Acacia;  Mason 
of  the  32nd  degree;  Knights  Templar  and  Shriner;  Past  Great 
Sachem  of  Red  Men  for  Nebraska,  and  member  of  no  end  of  other 
fraternal  organizations — there  you  have  it — a  long  and  imposing 
array  of  titles,  well  worthy  of  the  man  who  carries  them,  who 
takes  upon  his  shoulders  each  added  dignity,  not  content  to 
accept  it  as  an  honor,  but  as  a  further  obligation  to  his  fellow-men, 
which  must  be  paid  out  in  work — good  solid  work — of  the  sort 
that  counts  in  the  long  run,  if  lacking  in  spectacular  climaxes. 

Energy:  The  man  fairly  radiates  energy,  as  it  were,  from 
his  very  clothes.  Energy  is  the  dominant  characteristic  of  his 
many-sided  character,  which  quality  has  been  the  chief  asset  in 
bringing  him  to  the  front  in  his  profession  and  making  him,  as  he 
is,  one  of  the  most  prominent  of  the  younger  generation  of  lawyers 
in  the  city  in  which  he  resides.  The  " Strenuousness  of  Wilson," 
is  a  theme  upon  which  his  friends  delight  to  dwell,  a  theme  that 
makes  its  beginning  with  his  undergraduate  days  and  continues 
to  the  present,  each  day  adding  its  episode  to  the  quota  that  will 
one  day  make  interesting  reading,  should  events  so  marshall 
themselves  to  make  profitable  their  publication.  Whatever  he 
goes  into,  he  goes  with  a  vim  and  a  dash  that  spells  success  for 
the  undertaking,  if  success  be  in  anyway  possible.  His  grasp  of 
detail  and  thoroughness  in  carrying  out  a  systematized  line  of 
action  is  best  exemplified  in  a  half-laughing,  half -serious  comment, 
made  by  one  of  his  closest  friends,  "Claude's  head  will  rest  uneasy 
in  his  coffin,  owing  to  his  inability  to  be  master  of  ceremonies  of 
his  own  funeral." 

A  Hoosier  by  the  accident  of  birth,  but  a  Nebraskan  by 
deliberate  choice,  Wilson  entered  the  Freshman  Class  of  the 
University  of  Nebraska  in  1895,  receiving  his  A.  B.  in  1899,  and 
his  LL.  B.,  in  1901.     During  his  undergraduate  days  he  was  well

known  in  college  as  one  of  the  most  able  debaters  of  his  day, 
serving  on  debating  teams,  the  victories  of  which  are  still  remem- 
bered by  "old  grads"  of  the  time,  and  are  still  talked  over  at  class 
reunions.  After  graduation,  while  a  practicing  attorney,  he  was  still 
-connected  with  the  university,  taking  graduate  work  for  two  years. 

In  1899,  he  was  initiated  into  Nebraska  Gamma  Theta  chapter 
of  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  then  struggling  for  its  very  existence  in 
the  midst  of  strong,  healthy  rivals  at  the  Nebraska  institution. 
While  the  present  chapter  has  reached  better  and  brighter  days, 
and  is  now  enjoying  a  strong  and  lusty  boyhood,  interest  in  the 
old  days  of  toil  and  disaster  has  not  died  out,  and  Wilson,  with 
his  store  of  reminiscences,  is  one  of  the  most  welcome  visitors  at 
the  chapter  house,  and  is  always  sure  of  an  audience  when  he 
sinks  into  an  easy  chair,  puts  the  tips  of  his  fingers  together  and 
begins,  "Now,  I  remember,  back  in  1900,  we  had  only  five  men  in 
the  house.  The  exchequer  was  in  a  critical  condition,  and  there 
was  no  coal  in  the  cellar — ."  To  listen  to  the  tales,  we  would 
think  that  the  Taus  ot  that  day  spent  the  greater  portion  of  their 
energies  in  "borrowing  boards  from  their  neighbors'  backyard 
fences,  or  in  trying  to  circumvent  the  persistence  of  bill  collectors." 

But  the  chapter  of  to-day  refutes  the  idea.  It  is  a  true 
saying  that  a  man  gets  no  more  out  of  a  thing  than  he  puts  into 
it,  and  the  way  Brother  Wilson  is  looked  upon  by  his  own  chapter 
is  proof  conclusive  that  the  hardships  and  discouragements  of 
the  old  days  only  brought  out  more  fully  the  principles  upon  which 
our  order  is  founded.  The  lessons  learned  in  days  of  adversity  are 
of  inestimable  benefit  to  the  present  chapter,  the  members  of 
which  knowing  whom  to  turn  to  in  a  crisis,  feeling  that  advice 
and  sympathy  will  be  freely  tendered,  even  at  the  cost  of  much 
time  and  trouble  to  a  very  busy  man. 

Nebraska  Gamma  Theta  chapter  is  proud  of  the  fact  that  it 
has  upon  its  roll  the  name  of  Claude  S.  Wilson,  Worthy  Grand 
Scribe.  The  honor  reflected  upon  the  chapter  means  much  to 
its  members.  But  it  is  not  as  the  grand  officer  that  they  think 
of  him.  To  them  he  is  "Claude,  one  of  our  fellows."  When  a 
matter  of  momentous  interest  conies  up  in  the  chapter  it  is  to 
"Claude"  that  a  delegation  wends  its  way.  When  a  particularly 
refractory  freshman  is  being  rushed  by  another  fraternity,  and 
has  been  filled  full  of  data  gathered  under  the  head  of  this  or  that 
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"Manual,"  it  is  to  " Claude"  he  is  taken,  to  have  the  cob-webs 
brushed  from  his  hair.  Wilson  has  probably  convinced  more 
freshmen  to  go  to  Alpha  Tau  than  any  other  man  in  the  chapter, 
for  he  can  talk  Alpha  Tau  longer,  faster  and  more  to  the  point 
than  any  other  man  in  the  West. 

And  probably  a  man  better  versed  in  the  inner  workings  of 
our  national  organization  does  not  exist.  He  has  gained  his 
knowledge  through  practical  experience.  When  Dr.  K.  P.  Lyon, 
then  Chief  of  Province  III,  was  compelled  in  1902  to  resign  his 
office  on  account  of  his  proposed  trip  abroad,  Wilson  was  appointed 
chief  to  fill  out  his  unexpired  term  by  George  H.  Lamar,  then 
Worthy  Grand  Chief.  At  the  Chicago  Congress  he  was  reap- 
pointed and  served  in  this  capacity  until  1904.  At  the  New  York 
Congress  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  High  Council  and  served 
in  that  capacity  until  1906,  when,  at  Birmingham,  he  was  elected 
Worthy  Grand  Scribe,  which  position  he  now  holds.  At  the 
Chicago  Congress,  in  1902,  he  was  chairman  of  the  Chapter  House 
Fund  Committee,  and  at  the  Birmingham  Congress  he  was  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  Laws,  which  committee 
re-wrote  the  entire  constitution  for  the  fraternity.  He  is  chairman 
of  the  Chapter  House  Committee  of  Gamma  Theta  chapter. 

On  November  28,  1907,  Brother  Wilson  was  married  to  Miss 
Grace  Hildebrand,  of  Lincoln,  Neb.,  and  since  that  happy  occa- 
sion, has,  with  his  wife,  graced  most  of  the  social  events  of  Nebraska 
Gamma  Theta  chapter  in  the  official  capacity  of  chaperon.  Mrs. 
Wilson  has  endeared  herself  to  the  members  of  the  chapter  for 
the  way  she  has  responded  to  the  many  calls  made  upon  her, 
and  has  proven  herself  a  loyal  Alpha  Tau  in  every  respect. 

Member  of  numerous  fraternal  organizations  as  he  is,  there 
can  be  no  doubt  in  the  mind  of  an  Alpha  Tau  which  has  the  highest 
place  in  the  heart  of  Claude  Wilson  as  he  jumps  from  his  office 
chair  to  greet  you  upon  the  announcement  that  you  wear  the 
Maltese  Cross.  Hardly  a  brother  that  passes  through  the  City 
of  Lincoln  but  takes  time  to  call  upon  the  Worthy  Grand  Scribe  of 
the  fraternity,  and  none  come  away  without  feeling  impressed 
with  the  personality  of  the  man,  the  tremendous  energy  expressed 
in  his  every  motion,  yet  tempered  with  a  quiet  dignity  that  makes 
him  what  he  is — a  truly  grand  officer  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
Fraternity.

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ALPHA  TAUS  OF  ACHIEVEMENT. 

XIV— WALTER  HINES  PAGE  (North  Carolina  Xi). 

Common  sense  is  one  of  the  rarest  forms  of  genius,  and  the 
man  who  has  enough  of  it  to  apply  it  consistently  to  the  big,  as 
well  as  to  the  little  affairs  of  life,  is  one  of  the  most  valuable 
assets  of  mankind.  Uncommon  or-  special  sense  or  knowledge 
has  come  to  be  common.  Specialists  or  experts  are  a  fairly 
plentiful  commodity  to  be  procured,  whether  you  wish  an  acro- 
batic tooth  or  an  etymological  root  extracted,  or  a  murderous 
relative  insulated  from  the  electric  chair.  But  the  man  with 
broad  common  sense  is  a  rarity;  the  public  that  comes  in  contact 
with  him  gets  a  thrill  of  surprise,  as  when  a  big,  honest  man 
rises  in  politics. 

All  of  which  merely  leads  up  to  the  statement  that  the  most 
impressive  quality  of  Walter  H.  Page,  an  Alpha  Tau  of  real 
achievement,  is  sterling  common  sense.  This  quality  is  mani- 
fested in  many  ways  and  places,  as,  for  instance,  in  his  editing  of 
The  World's  Work,  in  his  many  public  addresses,  in  his  activity 
as  a  member  of  the  General  Education  Board,  of  the  Sanitary 
Commission  for  the  South — but  let  us  begin  at  the  beginning. 

Walter  Hines  Page  was  born  at  Cary,  N.  C,  on  August  15, 
1855,  and  was,  therefore,  but  a  child  at  the  time  of  the  Civil  War. 
Yet  he  was  old  enough  to  gain  some  impressions  from  the  talk 
and  activity  about  him,  and  from  the  events  of  violence  and 
hardship  that  formed  "the  fringe  of  war."  When  the  strife  was 
over,  young  Walter  was  sent  away  to  Bingham  School  to  be 
prepared  for  college.  From  this  school,  of  which  one  must  surely 
get  some  reminiscences  in  "The  Southerner,"  Mr.  Page's  only 
novel,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  Nicholas  Worth's  autobiography  is 
not  the  autobiography  of  Walter  Page,  the  young  North  Caro- 
linian entered  Randolph-Macon  College,  at  Ashland,  Va.  After 
graduating  from  Randolph-Macon  he  entered  Trinity  College  and 
became  a  charter  member  of  North  Carolina  Xi.     After  gradua- 
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tion  from  Trinity  College,  in  1876,  he  entered  John  Hopkins 
University,  just  opened,  as  a  Fellow,  the  first  real  graduate  uni- 
versity in  this  country.  Theie  he  continued  for  a  year  and  a 
half,  in  graduate  courses,  and  at  the  end  of  that  time  had  com- 
pleted all  of  the  academic  training  he  was  to  have. 

Like  a  great  many  other  persons  of  more  or  of  less  renown,  his 
first  work  out  of  college  was  school-teaching.  But  one  year's 
service  in  the  Boys'  High  School,  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  proved  that 
his  was  not  the  spirit  of  the  pedagogue,  though  he  has  since  given 
convincing  proof  that  he  is,  fundamentally,  a  teacher  and  educator. 
The  ambition  that  has  shaped  his  career  was  already  formed,  and 
the  young  school-teacher  sought  a  place  in  journalism.  With  proper 
appreciation  of  the  merits  of  publicity,  he  placed  advertisements 
in  Philadelphia  and  New  York  newspapers,  informing  the  public 
that  it  was  possible  to  find  at  least  one  young  man  willing  to  go 
into  newspaper  work.  He  was  not  particular  where  he  worked, 
so  he  took  a  job  on  the  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  Gazette. 

This  was  in  i878-'79.  Mr.  Page  worked  on  the  Gazette  for 
a  year,  then  he  quit  and  traveled  through  the  South,  writing  for 
New  York  and  Boston  papers,  and  laying  a  foundation  of  intimate 
knowledge  of  social,  political,  and  economic  conditions  all  over 
the  South  that  was  to  form  the  basis  of  his  later  endeavors. 
When  the  Cotton  Exposition  was  opened  in  Atlanta,  in  the  winter 
of  i88i-'8-2,  he  became  manager  of  the  New  York  World's  Atlanta 
bureau,  and  remained  with  it  until  the  close  of  the  exposition. 
That  was  before  the  change  in  ownership  of  that  paper  which 
gave  rise  to  the  legend  that  Mr.  Pulitzer  found  the  World  the  best 
written  and  least  read,  and  made  it  the  worst  written  and  most 
read  paper  in  New  York  City. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  when  the  Cotton  Exposition  closed  Mr. 
Page  was  out  of  a  job.  He  tried  to  get  a  place  with  Henry  Grady 
at  Atlanta,  but  before  he  had  found  a  position,  he  received  a 
telegram  on  a  Friday  asking  him  to  take  the  post  of  book  reviewer 
and  general  writer  for  the  World  on  the  following  Monday.  In 
some  way  not  recorded,  Mr.  Page  whiled  away  the  intervening 
time,  and  arrived  in  New  York  to  take  up  his  duties  on  Monday 
morning.  Like  Benjamin  Franklin  and  many  other  notables 
he  showed  consideration  for  his  future  biographers  by  arriving 
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in  a  great  city  without  a  dollar.  He  had  his  pockets  picked  on 
the  journey  thither. 

When  Mr.  Pulitzer  bought  the  World  in  May,  1883,  Mr.  Page 
left  the  paper.  This  had  been  his  first  experience  outside  of  the 
Southern  country;  at  the  end  of  it  he  again  turned  to  the  South, 
and  in  1883  started  the  North  Carolina  State  Chronicle  at  Raleigh, 
the  capital  city  of  his  native  Commonwealth. 

He  knew  the  people  of  North  Carolina,  and  he  knew  the  con- 
ditions thoroughly.  Under  those  circumstances  it  was  to  be 
expected  that,  with  his  added  equipment  of  experience,  he  should 
make  a  success  of  his  first  newspaper  venture.  And  he  did.  He 
gave  the  Chronicle  sl  good  start.  But  at  the  same  time  he  came 
to  see  clearly  certain  large  forces  at  work,  not  only  in  North 
Carolina,  but  throughout  the  South,  that  he  believed  to  be 
hindering  and  retarding  the  proper  development  of  that  part  of 
the  country.  Especially  prominent  among  these  were  the  con- 
ditions that  then  hampered  industrial  development,  and  the 
atrophied  state  of  education.  He  began,  through  the  Chronicle, 
to  apply  common  sense  to  the  conditions  as  he  saw  them.  In 
politics  he  saw  the  old  soldier  the  principal  political  asset,  with 
the  ''danger  of  negro  domination"  as  a  powerful  rallying  cry. 
That  politics  or  education  had  a  vital  connection  with  economic 
conditions  was  hardly  suggested  in  public  discussions.  He  also 
saw  that  the  situation  could  not  be  changed  until  it  was  freely 
discussed,  and  that  it  could  not  be  freely  discussed  because  nobody 
who  valued  his  position  in  politics  or  society  would  boldly  speak 
his  mind.  In  "The  Rebuilding  of  Old  Commonwealths,"  which 
Mr.  Page  contributed  to  the  Atlantic  Monthly  for  May,  1902,  he 
sketched  the  situation. 

"When  the  play  of  general  conversation  had  ended  one 
evening  (in  a  Southern  college  town)  the  talk  settled  down  to  a 
specific  topic,  and  this  was  the  topic — the  lack  of  freedom  of 
speech  in  the  community.  Of  course,  there  was  in  that  company 
absolute  freedom.  We  were  talking  about  'radical'  opinions, 
especially  on  theological  subjects  and  about  the  race  relation. 
'I  should  not  dare,'  said  one  Professor,  'to  say  in  public— in  my 
lecture  room  or  in  print — a  single  thing  that  I  have  said  here.' 

"  'Why?' 
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"  'I  should  be  dismissed.' 

"  '  Do  the  men  who  hold  the  power  of  dismissal  all  count  your 
opinions  a  crime?' 

"  'Why,  not  one  of  them.  They  all  agree  with  me.  There 
is  no  difference  of  private  opinion.  I  can  discuss  anything  with 
them  in  private.  But  they  could  not  withstand  the  public 
indignation  that  would  be  expressed  through  the  press.' 

"  'Who  is  the  public?' 
'The   Democratic   platform,   the   Daughters   of   the   Con- 
federacy,  old   General  So-and-so,   and  the  Presbyterian  creed,' 
said  one. 

"  'And  the  farmers  who  vote,  whether  they  can  read  or  not,' 
said  another." 

In  the  Chronicle  days,  Mr.  Page  shaped  in  his  own  mind 
another  idea,  that  has  come  to  be  perhaps  the  one  thing,  of  the 
many  with  which  his  busy  life  is  occupied,  that  means  the  most 
to  him,  and  to  the  country — a  reform  in  the  methods  and  scope  of 
education  to  make  school  training  fit  the  needs  of  those  to  be 
trained.  What  he  stood  for  then  may  in  part  be  found  in  the 
ideas  then  advanced  and  in  part  worked  out,  to  the  everlasting 
benefit  of  North  Carolina,  by  Charles  Duncan  Mclver,  with  whom 
Mr.  Page  then  came  in  contact,  and  with  whose  work  he  was  in 
hearty  accord.  We  can  not  here  expound  the  idea  or  trace  its 
development  in  Mr.  Page's  published  utterances.  But  it  is  to 
be  found  especially  in  such  addresses  as  "The  Forgotten  Man," 
"The  School  that  Built  a  Town,"  in  the  essay,  "The  Rebuilding 
of  Old  Commonwealths,"  and  in  his  novel,  "The  Southerner," 
being  the  autobiography  of  Nicholas  Worth,  and  in  hundreds  of 
editorial  articles  in  World's  Work.  Perhaps  the  best  brief  state- 
ment of  what  this  idea  is.  is  in  this  creed,  to  be  found  near  the  end 
of  "The  School  that  Built  a  Town." 

"I  believe  in  the  free  public  training  of  both  the  hands  and 
the  mind  of  every  child  born  of  woman. 

"I  believe  that  by  the  right  training  of  men  we  add  to  the 
wealth  of  the  world.  All  wealth  is  the  creation  of  man,  and  he 
creates  it  only  in  proportion  to  the  trained  uses  of  the  community; 
and,  the  more  men  we  train,  the  more  wealth  everyone  may 
create. 
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"I  believe  in  the  perpetual  regeneration  of  society,  in  the 
immortality  of  democracy,  and  in  growth  everlasting." 

When  Mr.  Page  left  the  Chronicle  he  left  the  South  as  a  place 
of  residence,  though  his  affection,  his  interest,  and  his  labor  have 
never  left  it.  He  went  to  New  York,  and  a  new  era  in  his  life 
began.  For  a  time  he  had  an  editorial  position  on  the  Brooklyn 
Union;  then  he  was  with  the  New  York  Evening  Post;  in  1890, 
he  became  business  manager  of  the  Forum.  In  less  than  a  year, 
during  which  time  Mr.  Page  and  the  Forum  were  nearly  synony- 
mous, Mr.  Frank  Presbrey  took  the  business  management  of  the 
concern,  and  Mr.  Page  confined  his  efforts  to  the  more  congenial 
duties  of  editor.  He  remained  in  this  position  until  1895,  greatly 
to  the  advantage  of  the  Forum  in  stability  and  influence.  Then 
he  went  to  Boston  as  literary  adviser  to  the  publishing  concern 
of  Houghton,  Mifflin  and  Company.  His  efficient  handling  of 
the  duties  of  this  position  led  to  his  appointment,  in  1896,  to 
the  position  of  editor  of  the  Atlantic  Monthly. 

To  say  that  Mr.  Page  did  tor  the  Atlantic  Monthly  what  he 
had  done  for  the  Forum  would  not  be  true,  because  the  Atlantic 
Monthly  was,  and  is — the  Atlantic  Monthly.  But  to  have  as 
editor  a  man  who  combined  with  the  requisite  feeling  and  taste 
for  literature,  the  catholicity  of  interest,  the  virility  and  energy, 
and  the  common  sense  that  distinguish  this  man  was  an  experience 
not  to  the  disadvantage  of  that  most  respectable  periodical.  In 
the  years  of  his  editorship  Mr.  Page  made  it  plain  that,  sitting 
on  the  gilded  dome  of  the  Massachusetts  State  House  he  could 
see  the  Chattahoochee  and  the  Roanoke  as  plainly  as  he  could 
see  the  Charles. 

In  1899,  at  the  time  of  the  failure  of  Harper  &  Brothers, 
the  air  was  full  of  change  and  rumors  of  change  in  New  York 
publishing  circles.  Among  other  combinations  talked  of  was  one 
of  the  Harpers  with  the  Doubleday  Company.  Mr.  Page  returned 
to  New  York,  and  he  and  Mr.  Doubleday,  at  the  beginning  of 
1900,  established  a  publishing  house  of  their  own,  under  the  name 
of  Doubleday,  Page  and  Company,  the  business  of  which  was  to 
be  strictly  confined  to  the  publishing  of  books. 

But  Mr.  Page  had  acquired  the  editorial  state  of  mind  that 
was  not  long  content  to  find  expression  slowly  and  indirectly 
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through  the  publishing  of  books.  He  saw,  too,  a  field  for  a  new 
kind  of  periodical,  to  give  expression  to  a  new  state  of  things. 
Consequently  in  November,  1900,  The  World's  Work  was  first 
issued,  with  Walter  H.  Page  as  editor;  and  about  the  editorship 
of  this  publication  has  centered  the  best  work,  and  into  it  has 
gone  the  best  thought  and  energy  of  Mr.  Page's  life.  What  the 
magazine  was  to  do  is  suggested  in  the  first  number: 

"The  higher  organization  of  industry  has  for  half  a  century 
engaged  the  kind  of  minds  that  once  founded  colonies,  built 
cathedrals,  led  armies,  and  practised  statecraft ;  and  to  an  increas- 
ing number,  work  has  become  less  and  less  a  means  of  bread- 
winning  and  more  and  more  a  form  of  noble  exercise.  The  artist 
always  took  joy  in  his  work;  it  is  the  glory  of  our  time  that  the 
man  of  affairs  can  find  a  similar  pleasure  in  his  achievements. 

"It  is  with  the  activities  of  the  newly  organized  world,  its 
problems  and  even  its  romance,  that  this  magazine  will  earnestly 
concern  itself,  trying  to  convey  the  cheerful  spirit  of  men  who  do 
things." 

Nearly  a  decade  has  passed  since  the  magazine  was  begun ; 
it  has  been  a  decade  of  achievement  for  Mr.  Page.  What  his 
magazine  has  done  and  is  can  be  seen  in  its  pages.  Its  success 
was  promptly  assured  and  has  continually  increased.  It  has 
been  "a  history  of  to-day,"  sometimes  even  of  to-morrow,  and  a 
"record  of  present  significant  achievement."  It  has  not  been 
sensational,  but  it  has  been  alert.  It  introduced  and  developed 
the  facts  that  led  to  the  meat  trust  investigations,  but  it  kept 
its  head.  As  long  ago  as  in  1901,  it  printed  an  editorial  article 
on  Gifford  Pinchot  and  conservation,  and  has  led  the  way  to  a 
popular  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  that  subject.  It  has 
followed  closely  and  illuminated  the  larger  aspects  of  politics; 
it  has  done  more  than  any  other  periodical  to  call  attention  to 
the  South,  to  point  out  its  weaknesses  and  its  needs,  its  strength, 
and  its  achievements. 

Mr.  Page  has,  meanwhile,  been  active  in  other  ways.  He  has 
made  hundreds  of  addresses  on  topics  relating  to  politics,  industry, 
and  education.  He  has  published  a  volume  of  addresses  and 
essays,  entitled  "The  Rebuilding  of  Old  Commonwealths,"  in 
which  he  has  set  lorth  many  of  his  ideas  of  education.     In  1909, 
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he  published  an  anonymous  novel,  "The  Southerner,"  in  which 
he  has  portrayed  with  great  frankness  the  social  and  political 
forces  of  the  South,  the  conflict  of  progress,  inertia,  and  reaction. 
I  am  not  writing  an  essay  in  literary  criticism,  so  I  say  nothing 
about  this  book  as  a  novel.  But  this  I  do  venture:  That  there 
is  more  common  sense  to  the  page  in  this  book  on  Southern  poli- 
tics, Southern  education,  the  negro  question,  "the  ladies — God 
bless  'em,"  "The  Church,  and  the  ex-Confederates  and  the  Pious 
Lady  and  our  Honoured  Dead  and  Anglo-Saxon  Civilerzation," 
than  readers  have  come  to  expect  from  books  dealing  with  some 
of  those  subjects,  or  than  some  readers  are  likely  to  relish  at  first 
tasting. 

When  the  Southern  Education  Board  was  created  some  years 
ago,  Mr.  Page  was  made  a  member  of  that.  When  the  General 
Education  Board  was  created  in  1902  to  "promote  education  in 
the  United  States,  without  distinction  of  race,  sex,  or  creed,  and 
especially  to  promote,  systematize,  and  make  effective  various 
forms  of  educational  beneficence,"  Mr.  Page  was  made  a  member 
of  that.  When  the  Country  Life  Commission  was  created  and 
sent  out  to  find  something  to  do,  Mr.  Page  was  made  a  member 
of  that.  And  then,  when  among  the  many  other  things  they 
found  to  do,  they  brought  forward,  indirectly,  if  not  directly, 
the  hookworm  disease  as  a  great  subject  of  public  concern,  Mr. 
Page  was  made  a  member  of  the  Hookworm  Commission.  This 
commission,  bearing  the  official  title  of  Rockefeller  Sanitary 
Commission  for  the  Eradication  of  the  Hookworm  Disease,  was 
organized  in  the  fall  of  1909,  and  was  given  a  fund  of  $1,000,000 
by  Mr.  Rockefeller,  to  bring  about  a  co-operative  movement  of 
the  medical  profession,  public  health  officials,  boards  of  trade, 
churches,  the  press,  and  other  agencies  for  the  cure  and  preven- 
tion of  the  hookworm  disease.  What  the  eradication  of  that 
disease  means  to  the  South  can  not  be  expressed ;  certainly  no 
other  one  thing  has  meant  so  much.  "Dr.  Stiles'  discovery 
(of  hookworm  in  America)  shows  the  way  from  depression  and 
anaemia  to  health  and  cheerfulness  for  millions  of  persons  who 
are  now  of  little  economic  value  and  who  get  small  joy  from  life," 
Mr.  Page  wrote  in  World's  Work.  And  to  give  publicity  to  this 
matter,  and  to  the  results  of  the  work  of  the  Country  Life  Com- 
mission, Mr.  Page  has  written  and  spoken  with  indefatigable  zeal. 
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Now  these  many  interests  and  activities  seem  perhaps  heter- 
ogeneous; yet  they  are,  indeed,  unified  by  a  straightforward 
consistency  of  purpose  and  a  comprehensive  conception  of  politics 
in  the  larger  and  better  sense.  Mr.  Page  has  realized  certain 
fundamental  weaknesses  in  the  social  fabric.  He  has  shown 
unusual  powers  of  perspicacity  in  getting  at  the  flaws,  and  unusual 
honesty  in  acknowledging  them  and  in  proposing  remedies. 
These  remedies  are  honesty  and  virgin  common  sense  in  applying 
to  politics  and  the  problems  of  society,  the  methods  and  the  test 
of  efficiency. 

His  interests  are  confined  to  no  one  section  of  the  country, 
but  his  sympathies  are  especially  keen  for  the  South.  If  freedom 
of  speech  can  be  brought  about  and  the  plain  truth  spoken  there 
will  follow  the  new  era  in  education  and  in  politics,  and  a  conse- 
quent economic  resurrection.  Toward  all  this  Mr.  Page  has 
labored — is  laboring — not  alone,  to  be  sure,  and  not  in  vain.  His 
methods  are  sometimes  very  direct.  A  year  or  so  ago  he  was 
made  president  of  the  North  Carolina  Club  of  New  York.  It 
is  not  a  large  club,  and  it  had  no  great  amount  of  cutlery  to 
grind.  But  Mr.  Page  knew  that  Mr.  Taft,  then  President-elect, 
yearned  for  a  real  Republican  party  in  the  South,  and  that  a 
break  up  of  solid  South  and  solid  New  England  would  be  good 
for  South  and  North,  for  Democracy  and  for  Republicanism.  So 
Mr.  Page  went  down  to  Hot  Springs,  where  Mr.  Taft  was  playing 
golf,  and  engaged  him  for  the  annual  dinner  of  the  North  Carolina 
Club.  Then,  in  introducing  Mr.  Taft,  he  said  these  frank  and 
wholesome  words : 

"Wherever  one  party  by  long  power  breeds  intolerance,  the 
other  falls  into  contempt.  And  what  constructive  influence 
have  the  Southern  States  in  our  larger  political  life?  From  some 
of  them,  where  parties  have  fallen  low,  we  have  seen  men  go  to 
one  national  convention  as  a  mere  unthinking  personal  following 
of  a  candidate,  even  then  clad  in  garments  of  twofold  defeat; 
and  to  the  conventions  of  the  other  party  we  have  sometimes 
seen  office-holding  shepherds  with  their  crooks  drive  their  mottled 
flocks  to  market.  We  are  tired  of  this  political  inefficiency,  this 
long  isolation,  and  these  continued  scandals;  and  we  are  tired  of 
the  conditions  that  produce  them.     If  parties  are  to  be  instru- 
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ments  of  civilized  government,  the  conditions  that  produce  such 
scandals  must  cease.  We  must  have  in  the  South  a  Democratic 
party  of  tolerance  and  a  Republican  party  of  character;  and 
neither  party  must  be  ranged  on  lines  of  race. 

"We  aspire  to  a  higher  part  in  the  Republic  than  can  be 
played  by  men  of  closed  minds  or  of  unthinking  habits  or  by 
organized  ignorance.  We  aspire  again  to  share  in  the  construc- 
tive work  of  the  government  in  these  stirring  days  of  great  tasks 

at     home     and     growing     influence     abroad We 

prefer  a  higher  station  in  the  Union  than  New  Hampshire  and 
Vermont  and  Pennsylvania  and  Arkansas  hold." 

All  of  these  things  show  a  little  of  what  Mr.  Page  does  and 
believes.  To  understand  what  he  is  you  must  know  more  than 
any  sketch  can  tell  of  his  buoyant  optimism,  his  serene  good 
faith  in  ultimate  redemption  through  efficiency,  his  simplicity  and 
geniality,  and  his  abiding  sense  of  humor,  without  which  there 
never  could  have  been  compounded  his  all-prevailing  good 
common  sense.  Frank  W.  Scott.

XV— WILLIAM  D.  NESBITT  (Georgia  Alpha  Beta). 

To  THOSE  who  attended  the  Birmingham  Congress,  the 
following  words  may  recall  pleasant  memories : 

"You  are  gathered  here  to-night  to  celebrate  and  perpetuate 
a  thought,  the  product  of  that  now  triumphant  Trinity,  Glaze- 
brook,  Marshall  and  Ross.  It  is  justly  fitting  that  these  three 
makers  of  peace  should  receive  our  votive  offerings.  In  the 
years  of  the  late  sixties  the  pall  of  sorrow  and  the  hush  of  death 
hung,  fog  like,  in  this  valley  and  desolation  was  everywhere.  In 
the  language  of  one  who  said  that,  'War  is  Hell,'  a  ci ow  traveling 
through  this  section  at  that  time  had  to  take  with  him  at  least 
one  day's  rations  or  go  unfed.  The  men  of  the  South  had  met 
in  this  State  at  Montgomery,  and  had  declared  for  a  bitter  struggle; 
the  clash  of  arms  had  come,  and  the  red  war  had  settled  the 
rights  of  contending  factions;  the  once  smiling  landscape  was 
scarred  and  blackened  and  the  earth  had  drunk  deep  the  offerings 
of  blood,  rich,  red,  Saxon  and  Celtic  blood,  that  of  the  South's 
own  sons  and  the  sons  of  those  former  sister  states  a  little  removed 
to  the  north.

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"At  this  time  and  under  these  conditions,  pregnant  with 
woe,  there  appeared  through  the  suggestion  of  our  founders, 
that  star  of  hope,  the  giant  Thought  of  Brotherly  Love.  Was 
there  with  them  any  geographical  limitation  in  their  ideas  as  to 
the  dwelling  place  of  manly  men?  Was  there  any  East  or  West, 
North  or  South  ?  No !  This  manly  thought  shed  the  vestment  of 
local  surroundings,  rose  above  sectional  prejudice,  and,  looking 
over  the  confining  ridges  of  egotistic  opinion,  saw  in  the  sunshine 
beyond  the  hills  in  all  the  land,  a  brotherhood  of  high  purpose 
and  earnest  endeavor,  and  there  and  then  was  born  a  spirit  of 
love  and  good  fellowship  sufficiently  wide  to  cover  all  our  common 
country.  This  was  the  young  thought  giant  of  those  dark  days 
that  has  grown  and  developed  and  through  its  own  strength 
brought  parted  heart-brothers  together,  until,  to-night  in  this 
cheery  banquet  hall,  it  is  the  pleasure  of  Alabama,  the  mother 
of  the  old  Confederacy,  through  her  granddaughter,  Birmingham, 
a  child  of  the  New  South,  to  ask  you  to  mingle  with  us  in  our 
hearts  and  at  our  hearthstones.  This  thought  of  Glazebrook, 
Marshall  and  Ross  has  made  possible  this  gathering 

"And  now,  my  brothers,  when  at  sunset  you  gaze  into  the 
blue  of  God's  overarching  sky,  and  see  written  there  in  yellow 
light,  cast  from  roaring  furnace  or  glowing  stack,  the  signals 
which  spell  men's  achievements,  remember,  proudly,  that  there 
on  the  heavens  are  painted  the  colors  so  meaningful  to  you — blue 
for  hope — God's  opportunity  to  man;  yellow  for  wealth,  not 
necessarily  money,  but  of  thought  and  endeavor — man's  accom- 
plishment of  God's  given  opportunity.  'Gold  and  Blue,  ever 
true,  our  Alpha  Tau  Omega.'  " 

It  is  a  part  of  Brother  W.  D.  Nesbitt's  response  at  the  Con- 
gress banquet.  Anyone  who  was  at  Birmingham  will  remember 
Brother  Nesbitt.  He  was  president  of  the  Birmingham  Alumni 
Association  at  that  time,  and  the  success  of  the  20th  Biennial 
Congress— memorable  in  fraternity  annals — is  due  in  a  large 
measure  to  his  work. 

William  D.  Nesbitt  is  decended  from  the  Scotch-Irish  and 
has  inherited  the  sturdy  characteristics  of  these  people.-  He  was 
born  in  Savannah,  Ga.,  in  1869,  received  his  early  schooling  in 
Marietta,  Ga.,  and  entered  the  University  of  Georgia  with  the 
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class  of  '88.  On  account  of  the  necessity  of  making  a  living  for 
himself  he  left  the  university  at  the  end  of  his  Junior  year  and 
took  a  position  as  tobacco  drummer.  After  eight  months  of  this 
work,  he  quit  it  to  take  up  a  position  in  a  saw-mill  at  Forty-eight 
Miles  Siding,  Ga.,  with  a  promise  that  if  he  made  good,  he  would 
be  given  a  position  with  the  cotton  firm  of  S.  M.  Inman  &  Co.,  at 
their  Anniston,  Ala.,  office.  He  soon  showed  them  his  worth, 
and  on  September  i,  1888,  he  went  to  Anniston  and  took  up  the 
work  of  learning  the  cotton  business,  which  was  the  business  that 
he  had  always  wished  to  develop  in.  During  five  years  of  service 
with  this  company  he  rose  from  the  position  of  check  clerk  to 
that  of  manager  of  their  Alabama  business. 

Having  been  offered  an  opportunity  of  going  to  Mississippi 
on  the  basis  of  a  share  in  profits,  he  resigned  his  position  with 
the  S.  M.  Inman  Company  and  located  at  West  Point,  Miss., 
where  he  had  his  first  experience  in  building  and  operating  com- 
presses and  warehouses.  For  two  seasons  he  remained  here  and 
then  removed  to  Monroe,  La.,  where  the  same  firm  was  developing 
better  warehouses  and  cotton  facilities.  After  remaining  here 
for  two  seasons  he  found  his  health  so  impaired  that  it  was  neces- 
sary for  him  to  leave. 

From  here  he  came  to  Birmingham,  Ala.,  and  opened  up  a 
cotton  office  under  the  name  of  Johnston,  Nesbitt  &  Co.,  in  August, 
1897.  In  October,  1900,  Mr.  Johnston,  who  had  supplied  the 
capital  and  the  credit  for  the  firm,  failed  in  business,  leaving  the 
younger  man  to  work  out  the  Johnston,  Nesbitt  &  Co.  proposition 
as  best  he  could.  The  next  three  years  were  taken  up  in  the 
liquidation  of  the  firm's  indebtedness,  which  was  finally  accom- 
plished. During  this  time  he  established  the  firm  of  W.  D. 
Nesbitt  &  Co.,  Cotton  Mill  Brokers,  which  now  has  offices  in 
Spartanburg  and  Greensville,  S.  C. ;  Charlotte  and  Greensboro, 
N.  C,  and  Birmingham,  Ala.  He  has  studied  since  his  first 
engagement  in  the  cotton  business,  the  methods  of  improving 
the  storing  and  the  handling  of  the  South's  great  cotton  crop, 
and  is  now  also  the  president  of  the  Warrant  Warehouse  Company, 
Builders  of  Fireproof  Sprinkled  Warehouses  for  Cotton  and 
General  Storage. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Democratic  State  Executive  Committee 
from  the  State-at-large.     At  the  last  session,  when  the  debate 
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as  to  whether  the  State  would  hold  an  early  or  late  primary, 
the  chairman  resigned  after  calling  the  meeting  to  order.  There- 
upon, Brother  Nesbitt  was  unanimously  chosen  to  succeed  him. 

In  speaking  of  his  experiences,  he  says:  "The  troubles  and 
work  of  the  period  from  1900  to  1904  impressed  three  things 
indelibly  upon  my  mind,  and  have  largely  influenced  my  work 
and  development  since. 

"The  first  of  these  was  that  the  comparatively  small  or 
unknown  man  in  every  line  of  development  was  tremendously 
hampered  on  account  of  discriminatory  service  and  rates  by  the 
common  carriers  of  the  country,  and  that  the  business  man  was 
frequently  at  the  mercy  of  the  whim  or  caprice  of  the  ruling  spirit 
in  the  transportation  company,  and  had  no  avenue  of  relief  for 
unjust  treatment.  To  succeed  meant  the  necessity  for  fawning 
and  favoritism,  rather  than  a  demand  for  equal  rights. 

"The  second  was  that  the  South  wasted  millions  of  dollars 
annually  in  the  improvident  and  improper  methods  of  baling, 
transporting  and  selling  its  cotton  crop. 

"The  third  was  that  the  average  boy  who  grows  to  manhood 
does  so  in  absolute  ignorance  of  the  necessity  for  the  proper  care 
of  his  body,  with  absolutely  no  conception  of  the  amount  and 
character  of  work  or  dissipation  possible,  without  permanent 
injury  to  the  machinery  in  this  plant,  upon  which  he  is  absolutely 
dependent  for  health,  wealth  and  happiness.  He  says,  'My  own 
experience  and  the  observation  of  others  with  whom  I  came  in 
contact  showed  me  that  many  men  were  prematurely  old,  not 
from  overwork,  but  from  a  lack  of  doing  the  daily  little  things  in 
the  care  of  the  body  that  would  have  lengthened  their  life  by 
twenty  years.'  " 

These  observations  and  experiences  have  lead  him  to  devote 
careful  study  and  time  to  each,  so  that  each  in  turn  has  been 
corrected  and  bettered.  In  how  far  he  has  succeeded  in  his 
efforts,  can  be  judged  by  the  excellent  results  of  his  work. 

From  1904  to  the  present  time,  he  has  devoted  his  business 
hours  to  the  upbuilding  of  better  regulations,  controlled  by  better 
sentiment,  between  the  common  carriers  of  the  country  and  its 
patrons.  There  was  a  crying  need  for  this  expressed  by  the 
dissatisfaction  of  the  citizens  of  Alabama.     Therefore,   when  a 
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State  Railroad  Commission  was  appointed,  the  ablest  men  in  the 
State  were  sought  as  commissioners.  Brother  Nesbitt's  famili- 
arity with  the  subject  in  hand  gained  for  him  a  place  on  the  com- 
mission. Now,  after  six  years,  the  principles  of  transportation 
control  for  which  he  stood,  are  written  in  the  laws  of  Alabama 
and  govern  her  common  carriers.  He  entered  upon  the  work  to 
correct  what  he,  in  common  with  many  other  citizens  of  Alabama, 
considered  grave  abuses  by  the  transportation  companies,  and 
now,  that  what  he  has  fought  for,  has  been  accomplished,  he  has 
announced  that  he  will  not  be  a  candidate  for  re-election. 

The  study  of  his  second  observation,  the  better  warehousing 
and  protecting  of  the  South's  great  cotton  crop,  has  resulted  in 
the  formation  of  the  Warrant  Warehouse  Company,  the  most 
important  concern  of  its  kind  in  the  South.  Brother  Nesbitt  is 
president  of  this  firm  and  has  associated  with  him  Brother  H.  K. 
Milner  as  secretary-treasurer. 

His  leisure  time  has  been  devoted  to  impressing  upon  adults 
the  necessity  of  teaching  the  boys  and  girls  to  know  their  bodies, 
and  through  athletic  interests  and  training,  to  do  those  things 
which  are  necessary  for  good  health  and  clear  heads.  He  is 
president  of  the  Birmingham  Athletic  Association,  one  of  the 
most  important  clubs  in  the  South,  and  has  always  been  actively 
interested  in  the  public  playgrounds. 

In  speaking  of  his  works,  he  says,  modestly,  "If  I  have 
succeeded  in  anything  it  is  slightly  along  these  lines,  though  all 
of  them  are  but  in  the  beginning."

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ALPHA  TAU  FOOTBALL  CAPTAINS  IN  1909. 


Every  year  there  shines  in  the  football  firmament  a  par- 
ticularly bright  star.  This  year  the  particularly  bright  star  in 
the  North  is  John  B.  McGovern,  of  the  University  of  Minnesota, 
and  in  the  South  it  is  Derril  Pratt,  of  the  University  of  Alabama. 
Out  of  not  more  than  thirty-five  chapters  which  had  football 
men  this  year  on  the  'Varsity,  nine  were  represented  by  captains, 
as  follows:     John  B.  McGovern,  University  of  Minnesota;  Derril 

B.  Pratt,  University  of  Alabama;  Robert  G.  Calder,  St.  Lawrence 
University;  Horace  J.  Cook,  University  of  Maine;  Elbert  R.  Boone, 
Union  University;  Volney  R.  Reynolds,  Hillsdale  College;  Robert 

C.  Todd,  College  of  Charleston;  William  W.  Gibbs,  University 
of  Florida,  and  John  M.  Aberly,  Muhlenberg  College. 

Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  the  All-American  quarterback!  It 
is  seldom  that  a  Western  football  player  is  mentioned  for  a  posi- 
tion on  the  "All-American"  team.  It  is  only  when  a  player 
shows  exceptional  ability  that  he  is  so  mentioned,  because,  with 
the  exception  of  Michigan  and  Chicago,  the  Western  teams  do  not 
play  games  with  Eastern  colleges  and  the  comparative  merits  of 
the  men  can  not  be  judged.  This  year,  however,  critics,  East 
and  West,  have  chosen  John  McGovern,  of  Minnesota,  as  All- 
American  quarterback.  No  man  is  more  competent  to  pick  an 
All-American  team  than  Walter  Camp,  who  makes  it  a  point  to 
see  every  team  in  action.     He  says: 

"At  quarter,  McGovern,  of  Minnesota,  is  the  best  man  in  the 
country.  Being  a  Westerner,  he  is  not  as  well  known  to  the 
East ;  but  some  idea  of  his  quality  may  be  gathered  from  the  fact 
that  he  handled  a  machine  of  far  greater  variety  of  plays  than 
any  Eastern  quarter,  and  made  it  work  for  him,  too;  while  his 
individual  work  in  forward  passing,  running  in  a  broken-up  field, 
and  catching  punts  was  quite  up  to  that  of  'Tad'  Jones,  and  in 
addition  he  kicked  three  drop-kicks  in  one  of  his  championship 
games." 
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Another  authority  on  athletics,  Caspar  Whitney,  says:  "In 
the  position  of  quarterback,  McGovern,  of  Minnesota,  must  be 
awarded  the  position,  as  he  was  by  all  odds  the  greatest  quarter- 
back since  Eckersall  passed  from  view.  He  has  everything  that 
a  quarterback  needs — a  good  general,  full  of  ginger,  a  deadly 
tackier,  fleet  on  running  back  punts  and  quarterback  runs,  and 
an  equal  to  Eckersall  in  drop-kicking." 

All  the  Western  newspapers  have  chosen  him  as  captain  of 
the  All-Western  football  eleven. 

When  he  was  chosen  captain  at  the  football  banquet  in  1908, 
his  election  was  received  with  unaminous  satisfaction  by  the 
Minnesota  students,  even  with  such  men  as  Johnston,  Rademacher 
and  Pickering  on  the  team.  That  he  was  the  best  man  for  the 
place  has  been  demonstrated  by  his  work  during  the  past  season. 
For  the  first  time  Minnesota  has  been  Western  Conference  Foot- 
ball Champion,  having  defeated  Chicago  by  the  decisive  score  of 
20  to  6  and  Wisconsin  by  34  to  6. 

McGovern  is  one  of  the  best  all-around  football  men  that 
ever  played  the  game;  clever,  tactful,  spirited,  and  with  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  science  of  football,  he  has  run  his  team  in  a 
way  that  has  made  critics  proclaim  him  as  the  best  field  general 
they  have  ever  seen.  To  know  what  plays  to  use,  and  when  to 
use  them,  is  like  second  nature  to  him,  and  everyone  who  has 
seen  Minnesota  play  this  year,  has  marvelled  at  the  variety  of  in- 
tricate plays  used.  It  is  hard  to  say  in  what  branch  he  excels,  but 
the  way  in  which  he  handles  the  forward  pass  is  one  of  the  pret- 
tiest sights  in  the  game,  and  the  Minnesota  victories  this  year  are 
due  in  no  small  degree  to  the  success  with  which  the  team  worked 
the  forward  pass.  His  skill  as  a  drop-kicker  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  he  kicked  three  goals  from  the  field  in  the  game  against 
Chicago,  a  team  which  has  been  invincible  for  the  last  half  dozen 
years.  He  is  very  swift  on  his  feet  and  a  clever  dodger.  When 
carrying  the  ball  his  small  stature  has  been  of  considerable  aid 
to  him,  for  often  his  opponents  have  been  unable  to  find  him  until 
it  was  too  late.  He  is  popular  with  his  teammates  and  has  been 
able  to  get  the  best  there  is  in  them.  With  a  team  of  stars  such  as 
Minnesota  had  this  year  a  man  must  be  good  indeed  to  stand  out 
amongst  them  as  has  McGovern  this  year. 
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For  the  third  time  in  six  years  Gamma  Nu  has  had  the  foot- 
ball captain,  which  is  no  small  distinction  for  a  chapter  in  a  school 
of  5,000  students.  Both  of  the  other  men,  Strathern  and  Schuh- 
knecht,  were  All-Western  men,  whose  names  will  never  be  for- 
gotten in  Minnesota,  but  McGovern  has  outclassed  them  all. 

He  entered  the  University  of  Minnesota  in  1907  and  took  up 
a  course  in  law.  The  same  year  he  made  the  Freshman  football 
eleven.  The  following  year  he  was  tried  out  at  half  and  at  quarter- 
back, and  finally  became  the  regular  quarterback.  His  work 
that  year  was  good,  but  it  did  not  stand  out  on  account  of  the 
phenomenal  showing  made  by  Stiffen,  of  Chicago.  But  in  the 
fall  of  1909,  he  showed  that  he  was  the  best  of  them  all.  It  was 
his  spirit  and  his  playing  that  won  many  of  the  games  for  Minne- 
sota. In  the  Chicago  game,  he  was  the  star  of  the  contest,  but 
was  carried  from  the  field  with  a  dislocated  shoulder-blade. 
However,  he  was  able  to  get  into  the  Wisconsin  game,  two  weeks 
later,  the  result  of  which  decided  the  championship  of  the  Western 
Conference. 

In  addition  he  made  his  "M"  in  baseball  last  spring,  playing 
a  star  game  at  third  base.  He  was  the  surest  hitter  on  the  team 
and  puzzled  many  an  opposing  pitcher.  When  he  has  finished 
the  coming  baseball  season  his  intercollegiate  athletic  career  will 
be  ended,  for  in  June,  19 10,  "Johnnie"  McGovern  will  leave  the 
halls  of  his  Alma  Mater,  to  wrest  the  elusive  dollars  from  those 
who  wish  legal  advice. 

Derril  Pratt,  the  man  who  has  put  Alabama  in  the  champion- 
ship running  for  the  past  three  years,  is  probably  the  most  talked 
of  man  on  the  Southern  gridiron  to-day.  His  fame  as  a  punter, 
his  fleetness  as  an  end,  and  his  head  work  at  quarter,  have  made 
his  work  not  a  matter  of  home  pride  alone,  but  of  national  admir- 
ation. 

Through  the  coaching  of  Coach  Pollard,  the  "Wizard  of  the 
South,"  the  name  of  Derril  Pratt  has  become  a  word  for  college 
folk  to  conjure  with.  While  Pratt  has  starred,  both  at  quarter 
and  at  halfback,  it  is  his  playing  at  end  that  won  for  him  the 
position  on  the  "All -Southern"  team.  Because  of  his  fleetness 
of  foot  and  almost  supernatural  accuracy  in  handling  forward 
passes,  he  was  called  by  opposing  teams,   "Devil"  Pratt.     But 
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the  most  marked  thing  in  Pratt's  work  is  his  punting.  A  man 
may  properly  be  called  "The  Wonder  of  the  South,"  who  can 
boot  the  pigskin  fifty  to  sixty  yards.  A  short  notice  was  devoted 
to  him  in  the  Chicago  Record- Herald,  telling  of  a  drop-kick  which 
he  made  from  the  center  of  the  field.  His  kicking,  while  it  is 
sensational,  is  not  spasmodic,  for  he  has  demonstrated  in  every 
game  that  it  is  dependable.  With  a  team  weighing  but 
150  pounds,  Alabama  has  had  to  depend  to  a  large  extent  upon 
Pratt's  footwork  to  defeat  the  stronger  and  heavier  teams  from 
Vanderbilt,  Tennessee,  Sewanee,  Auburn  and  Louisiana  State. 

Though  playing  in  every  Crimson- White  game,  in  the  last 
three  years,  and  starring  in  every  scrimmage,  Pratt  has  never 
been  "laid  out."  Excepting  the  game  with  the  Haskell  Indians, 
in  1908,  he  was  never  seriously  injured.  It  was  late  in  the  last 
half,  after  an  incessant  battering  of  Pratt's  end  by  the  Redmen, 
who  never  dreamed  of  being  defeated  in  the  South,  that  he  was 
taken  from  the  game,  bruised  in  every  limb,  but  his  end  still 
unskirted. 

Pratt  is  a  native  South  Carolinian,  but  received  his  early 
education  in  Georgia.  His  first  year  of  college  was  spent  at 
Georgia  Tech.,  where  he  became  a  member  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 
In  1907,  he  entered  the  University  of  Alabama  and  was  imme- 
diately affiliated  by  Beta  Delta.  Though  only  nineteen  years 
old  at  that  time,  he  brought  with  him  a  reputation  as  a  baseball 
player.  Last  year  he  captained  the  Alabama  team,  which  won 
the  Southern  Championship.  Twice  he  was  chosen  on  the  "All- 
Southern"  baseball  team  and  last  year  as  captain.  Both  last 
year  and  this,  he  was  chosen  on  the  "All-Southern"  football 
team.  Needless  to  say  he  is  the  idol  of  the  student  body,  and  it 
is  with  regret  that  they  will  see  him  graduate  this  coming  June. 

Seventeen  times  out  of  a  possible  twenty-one,  Alpha  Omicron, 
of  St.  Lawrence  University,  has  had  the  football  captain.  The 
honor  last  year  fell  on  Robert  G.  Calder,  '10,  whose  athletic 
ability  is  undoubtedly  the  best  in  the  university.  Besides  being 
the  captain  of  the  football  team,  he  is  captain  of  the  basketball 
and  baseball  teams.  His  brother,  Alexander  Calder,  was  captain 
of  the  football,  basketball  and  track  teams  during  the  school 
year  i9o8-'o9.  Carl  B.  Olds,  '12,  was  chosen  to  lead  the  team  in 
1910. 
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"Pinkie,"  as  Calder  is  called  at  the  university,  has  played 
football  since  he  entered  school,  and  by  his  consistent  work  during 
the  first  three  years  was  chosen  as  captain  in  his  Senior  year. 
He  is  brawny  and  a  heavy  line  hitter.  As  right  halfback  he 
carried  the  ball  for  good  gains  whenever  they  were  needed.  His 
gains  through  tackle  were  the  feature  of  every  game  in  which  he 
played.  At  the  kick-off,  too,  it  seemed  he  always  got  the  ball 
and  never  failed  to  advance  the  pigskin  for  good  distances  before 
he  was  downed. 

St.  Lawrence  has  always  had  a  good  basketball  team  and 
this  year  they  have  started  by  winning  every  game.  The  pros- 
pects look  bright  for  a  very  successful  season. 

Captain  Horace  J.  Cook,  University  of  Maine,  was  severely 
handicapped  this  year  by  having  a  team  of  inexperienced  men, 
there  being  only  tnree  veterans  on  the  team.  Consequently  the 
playing  at  times  was  of  a  brilliant  nature  and  again  marked  by 
severe  "stage"  fright.  After  being  scored  on  three  times  in 
twelve  minutes  by  Harvard,  they  held  them  on  the  two-yard 
line  for  downs.  Then  they  began  a  period  of  offensive  playing 
and  Harvard  was  kept  on  the  defensive  for  the  rest  of  the  game. 

Cook  is  by  far  the  best  player  on  the  team  and  was  twice 
chosen  as  left  end  on  the  "All-Maine"  team.  He  entered  college 
with  the  class  of  '10  and  played  on  the  Freshman  Class  team. 
The  following  year  he  was  chosen  captain  of  the  Sophomore 
Class  team.  He  made  the  'Varsity  in  his  Sophomore  year  and 
again  in  his  Junior  year.  His  work  so  distinguished  him  that 
he  was  chosen  captain  in  his  Senior  year. 

Elbert  R.  Boone  has  played  tackle  at  Union  University  for 
four  years  and  in  his  Senior  year  was  chosen  captain  of  the  team. 
He  is  a  man  of  great  strength  and  weight,  and  has  repeatedly 
broken  through  the  opponents'  line  and  tackled  their  players  for 
a  loss.  On  defensive,  he  plays  wide,  but  gets  into  every  play. 
His  graduation  will  leave  a  vacancy  on  the  team  which  will  be 
hard  to  fill. 

Volney  R.  Reynolds,  who  captained  the  Hillsdale  College 
football  team,  entered  Hillsdale  in  the  fall  of  1906.  Since  that 
time  he  has  played  each  year  on  the  regular  football  team  and 
left  field  on  the  college  baseball  team.     As  captain  of  the  football 
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team,  the  past  season,  he  proved  by  his  energetic,  aggressive 
playing  and  his  ready,  sure  judgment  that  he  was  fully  qualified 
to  fill  the  position.  His  position  is  left  end  and  for  the  past  two 
seasons  he  has  been  chosen  to  fill  the  end  position  on  the  "All- 
M.  I.  A.  A."  team.  Upon  his  graduation  from  Hillsdale,  he  will 
pursue  a  course  in  civil  engineering  at  Valparaiso,  Ind. 

Undoubtedly  the  most  popular  man  at  the  College  of  Charles- 
ton is  Robert  C.  Todd,  for  he  has  won  distinction  in  every  phase 
of  college  activities.  Not  only  was  he  captain  of  the  football 
team,  but  he  is  also  chairman  of  the  Annual  College  Ball  Commit - 
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JOHN  M.  ABERLY,  ELBERT  R.  BOONE, 

Muhlenberg.  Union. 

tee,  chairman  of  the  German  Club  Committee,  manager  of  this 
year's  baseball  team,  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Athletic  Association,  and  member  of  the  college  magazine  staff. 
He  entered  from  the  Charleston  High  School  and  made  the 
regulars  in  his  Freshman  year.  He  immediately  gained  the 
reputation  of  being  one  of  the  best  halfbacks  in  the  colleges  of 
South  Carolina.  All  the  newspapers  commented  upon  his 
splendid  open-field  running,  his  running  back  of  punts,  his  nervy 
flying  tackles  and  his  reckless  line  plunges.  The  following  year 
he  had  no  difficulty  in  winning  his  position  again.     That  year  he 
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made  a  brilliant  showing,  but  unfortunately,  both  for  himself  and 
the  college,  he  received  an  injury  to  his  back.  At  the  end  of  the 
season  he  was  elected  captain  for  1909. 

In  spite  of  the  treatment  by  specialists,  his  back  failed  to 
improve  and  he  was  ordered  by  the  physicians  to  stay  out  of  the 
game.  Contrary  to  these  orders  and  the  advice  of  his  friends, 
he  felt  that  he  must  be  in  the  game,  and  when  the  first  big  game 
was  begun,  he  was  in  his  regular  position.  The  opposing  team, 
knowing  his  condition,  handled  him  roughly  upon  every  possible 
opportunity.  Several  times  he  was  so  badly  hurt  that  time  had 
to  be  taken  out.  The  coach  called  him  out,  but  he  refused  to 
leave  the  game.  He  played  to  the  end,  but  when  the  whistle 
blew  he  fainted.  For  several  days  afterward  he  was  confined  to 
his  bed  and  is  still  having  his  back  treated,  but  he  has  played 
his  last  game  of  football. 

John  M.  Aberly,  the  captain  of  the  1909  Muhlenberg  team, 
played  on  the  'Varsity  but  two  years.  In  the  fall  of  1908,  when 
it  became  known  Smith  would  be  unable  to  play  at  fullback, 
Coach  Bull  decided  to  give  Aberly  a  trial.  John  made  good. 
By  his  earnest  work  he  developed  into  one  of  the  best  line  plungers 
and  tacklers  that  Muhlenberg  has  had.  He  was  elected  captain 
of  the  T909  team,  the  first  week  of  school,  and  immediately  took 
charge  of  the  team. 

During  the  season  of  1909  he  played  a  star  game  at  halfback. 
His  line  plunging  and  tackling  was  wonderful,  while  he  was 
always  pulling  and  pushing  the  man  with  the  ball  for  a  distance 
of  two  and  three  yards.  Near  the  close  of  the  season  he  was 
compelled  to  remain  on  the  side  lines  because  of  internal  injuries. 

John  is  the  most  popular  man  at  college.  During  his  Soph- 
omore year  he  played  center  on  the  college  basketball  team  and 
caught  for  the  college  baseball  team.  He  is  also  a  member  of 
all  class  teams.  The  students,  last  fall,  conferred  upon  him  the 
highest  honor  possible  by  electing  him  president  of  the  student 
body,  which  governs  all  student  activities.

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THE  FRATERNITY'S  CHARTER. 


An  exhaustive  search  through  many  books  and  papers 
published  by  the  fraternity,  from  time  to  time,  failed  to  disclose 
a  copy  of  the  fraternity's  charter.  Accordingly,  we  applied  for 
and  secured  a  certified  copy  from  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court 
of  Baltimore  and  the  same  is  now,  for  the  first  time,  published 
herewith.  The  certified  copy  has  been  deposited  by  the  editor 
in  the  office  of  the  Worthy  Grand  Keeper  of  Annals. 

This  charter  was  secured  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  adopted 
by  the  Baltimore  Congress  of  1878.  Alpha  Tau  Omega  enjoys  the 
distinction  of  being  the  first  college  fraternity  to  become  incor- 
porated. 

The  incorporators,  that  is,  the  persons  who  subscribed  to 
the  petition,  were  selected  by  the  Baltimore  Congress.  All  of 
them  are  well  known  names  in  our  annals.  Thomas  G.  Hayes 
was  the  first  chief  executive  officer  of  the  general  fraternity,  and 
was  Worthy  Grand  Chief  from  1878  to  1884.  Afterwards,  he 
became  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore.  Mareen  D.  Humes,  Virginia 
Delta,  was  Senior  Grand  Chief — chief  executive  officer — during 
1877  and  Worthy  Grand  Keeper  of  the  Exchequer  from  1878  to 
1886.  James  B.  Green  is  the  present  Worthy  High  Chancellor, 
having,  in  his  time,  acceptably  filled  almost  every  office  within 
the  gift  of  the  fraternity.  At  the  time  of  the  incorporation  he 
was  a  member  of  the  High  Council  and  the  Orator-elect  for  the 
succeeding  Congress.  The  foregoing  were,  at  that  time,  residents 
of  Baltimore. 

Joseph  R.  Anderson  and  George  W.  Archer  were  residents 
of  Richmond,  Va.  The  former  was  Senior  Grand  Chief  during 
1876  and  Worthy  Grand  Keeper  of  Annals  from  1878  to  1884. 
He  founded  the  Palm  and  issued  the  fraternity's  first  catalogue. 
Indeed,  it  is  within  the  bounds  of  truth  to  say  that  Anderson 
was  the  most  useful  man  Alpha  Tau  Omega  ever  knew.  George 
W.  Archer  is  the  only  deceased  brother  among  the  incorporators. 
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He  was  the  inventor  of  the  marvelous  cipher  in  which  pur  secret 
work  is  contained.  It  was  adopted  at  the  Baltimore  Congress  and 
has  remained  unchanged  since.  C.  T.  R. 

Know  All  Men  By  These  Presents,  That  we,  ThomasG.  Hayes, 
of  Baltimore  City,  Md.,  Mareen  D.  Humes,  of  Baltimore  City,  Md., 
James  B.  Green,  of  Baltimore  City,  Md.,  Joseph  R.  Anderson/ Jr., 
of  Richmond,  Va.,  George  W.  Archer,  of  Richmond,  Va.,  being 
citizens  of  the  United  States  and  a  majority  of  whom  are  citizens 
of  the  State  of  Maryland,  do  hereby  certify  that  we  do,  under  and 
by  virtue  of  the  General  Laws  of  this  State  authorizing  the  forma- 
tion of  corporations,  hereby  form  a  corporation  under  the  name 
of  ALPHA  TAU  OMEGA  FRATERNITY  OF  BALTIMORE 
CITY. 

Second.  We  do  further  certify  that  the  said  corporation 
so  formed  is  a  corporation  for  the  following  purposes,  to  wit: 

(a.)  For  the  purpose  of  promoting  and  cultivating  social 
intercourse  among  its  members  as  set  forth  in  class  one,  section 
fourteen  of  the  General  Incorporation  Law. 

(6.)  For  the  purpose  of  buying,  selling,  mortgaging,  loaning, 
improving,  disposing  of  or  otherwise  dealing  with  land  in  this 
State  and  partly  beyond  this  State  as  set  forth  in  class  eight, 
section  sixteen  of  the  General  Incorporation  Law. 

(c.)  For  the  purpose  of  a  secret  fraternity  for  the  promo- 
tion and  culture  of  friendship  and  brotherly  love  among  the 
members,  said  association  being  of  a  kindred  kind  to  the  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons  as  set  forth  in  class  five,  section  eighteen 
of  the  General  Incorporation  Law;  that  the  term  of  existence  of 
the  said  corporation  is  limited  to  forty  years  and  that  the  said 
corporation  is  formed  upon  the  articles,  conditions  and  provisions 
herein  expressed  and  subject  in  all  particulars  to  the  limitations 
relating  to  corporations  which  are  contained  in  the  General  Laws 
of  this  State. 

Third.  We  do  further  certify  that  the  operations  of  the  said 
corporation  are  to  be  carried  on  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  the 
counties  of  the  State  of  Maryland  and  in  the  cities  and  counties 
of  all  the  States  and  Territories  of  the  United  States  and  that  the 
principal  office  of  the  said  corporation  will  be  located  in  Balti- 
more City. 
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Fourth.  We  do  further  certify  that  the  aggregate  of  the 
capital  of  the  said  corporation  is  nothing;  the  said  corporation 
having  no  capital  stock. 

Fifth.  We  do  further  certify  that  the  said  corporation  will 
be  managed  by  a  board  of  officers  and  that  said  board  of  officers 
are  to  be  known  as  the  Grand  Officers  and  High  Council,  and  that 
Grand  Officers  Thomas  G.  Hayes,  Otis  A,  Glazebrook,  Mareen  D. 
Humes,  Joseph  R.  Anderson,  Jr.,  Sylvanus  Stokes,  John  W.  Weber, 
Ignatius  L.  Candler,  and  the  High  Council :  Joseph  R.  Anderson 
Jr.,  James  B.  Green,  Otis  A.  Glazebrook,  Frank  H.  Maginnis, 
Thomas  T.  Eaton  are  the  names  of  the  Grand  Officers  and  High 
Council  who  will  manage  the  concerns  of  the  said  corporation 
for  the  first  year. 

In  Witness  Whereof,  We  have  hereunto  set  our  hands  and 
seals,  this  first  day  of  January,  In  the  Year  of  Our  Lord,  Eighteen 
Hundred  and  Seventy  Nine.

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THE  INTER-FRATERNITY  CONFERENCE. 


Pursuant  to  a  call  issued  by  President  W.  H.  P.  Faunce,  of 
Brown  University,  representing  the  Religious  Education  Asso- 
ciation, representatives  from  twenty-six  college  fraternities  met 
at  the  University  Club,  New  York  City,  Saturday,  November  27, 
1909. 

With  the  call  there  was  sent  a  suggestion  of  the  following 
topics  as  the  basis  for  discussion  at  the  meeting: 

Current  Problems  in  Fraternity  Life. 

1.  The  relation  of  the  fraternity  chapter  to  the  college  administration. 

Should  the  college  ignore  or  utilize  the  fraternity?     Should  the 
fraternity  confer  with  the  administration  of  the  college? 

2.  The  influence  of  the  fraternities  on 

(a)  the  expense  of  a  college  course; 

(b)  manners  and  social  habits; 

(c)  serious  scholarship; 

(d)  moral  standards; 

(e)  college  loyalty  and  solidarity. 

3.  The  evils  connected  with  present  systems  of  pledging  new  members. 

How  can  they  be  minimized  or  avoided? 

4      The  proper  control  of  chapter  houses 

(a)  by  the  college? 

(b)  by  undergraduates? 

(c)  by  alumni? 

5.  The  unification  of  the  various  chapters 

(a)  by  executive  councils,  or  boards  of  trustees; 

(b)  by  conventions,  national  and  local; 

(c)  by  publications,  periodical  or  occasional; 

(d)  by  a  traveling  secretary. 

6.  The  relation  of  the  local  alumni  of  a  fraternity  to  the  undergraduate 

members.      Should  alumni 

(a)  encourage  in  all  cases  establishment,  of  chapter  houses? 
(6)   offer  financial  aid  in  maintaining  such  houses? 

(c)  appoint  a  resident  manager? 

(d)  supervise  matters  financial,  hygienic,  culinary,  and  moral  i 
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7.  The  relations  of  the  fraternities  to  one  another.      Should  they  ignore 

one  another,  or  undertake  official  co-operation? 

8.  The  relation  of  fraternities  to  the  life  of  the  nation.      Have  they  any 

duty  beyond  their  own  membership?      If  so,  what? 

The  members  of  the  conference  assembled  in  the  council 
chamber  of  the  club  between  nine  and  ten  A.  M.,  and  at  the  latter 
hour  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Faunce,  who 
stated  briefly,  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  college  section  of  the 
Religious  Education  Association  held  in  Chicago  some  months 
before,  so  much  interest  was  aroused  in  subjects  connected  with 
college  and  fraternity  life  that  there  seemed  to  be  a  general  desire 
that  a  meeting  of  representatives  of  different  fraternities  be  held 
for  conference  concerning  them.  He  emphasized  the  statement 
made  in  all  communications  to  the  several  fraternities  interested 
that  the  delegates  were  understood  to  have  no  power  to  act  for 
their  respective  organizations,  the  conference  being  purely 
informal.  He  expressed  his  gratification  at  the  cordial  response 
which  his  call  had  elicited,  the  names  of  over  sixty  delegates 
officially  appointed  having  been  sent  to  him.  He  then  nominated 
as  officers  of  the  conference,  Hamilton  W.  Mabie,  A  A  $,  as 
chairman,  and  Francis  W.  Shepardson,  B  0  n,  as  secretary,  and 
they  were  unanimously  chosen  for  the  place  stated. 

After  the  roll  had  been  called,  the  chairman  asked  for  sug- 
gestions as  to  the  topics  to  be  discussed  announcing  that  the 
speakers  would  be  limited  to  ten  minutes. 

William  Raimond  Baird,  B  0  n,  suggested  that  the  proper 
control  of  chapter  houses  by  the  college  authorities,  the  under- 
graduates or  the  alumni,  was  the  most  important  of  the  current 
problems  outlined  in  the  call  and  supported  his  contention  by  a 
brief  statement.  A  general  discussion  followed,  covering  a  good 
many  phases  of  college  fraternity  life,  which  was  participated 
in  by  Clarence  F.  Birdseye,  X  *F;  Francis  Lynde  Stetson,  AA  $; 
Dr.  Oscar  H.  Rogers,  2  $;  James  B.  Curtis,  ATA;  Carl  A. 
Harstrom,  0  A  X;  Julian  McCarry,  K  A  (S) ;  J.  Duane  Livingston, 
A  <£;  Charles  H.  Eldridge,  2  X;  and  representatives  of  B  ©  n, 
$  A  G,  X  <S>,  2  A  E,  Z  T\  $  K  2,  2  N,  K  2  and  A  K  E. 

During  the  course  of  the  proceedings  several  related  topics 
were  brought  forward  with  definite  propositions  for  action,  but 
after  free  discussion  each  was  withdrawn. 
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After  a  recess  for  luncheon,  which  was  served  in  the  adjoining 
club  room,  the  conference  reassembled,  and  after  several  resolu- 
tions were  informally  presented  and  discussed  with  much  lati- 
tude and  fine  fraternity  spirit,  the  following  resolution,  offered  by 
Dr.  Oscar  H.  Rogers,  2  <£,  was  adopted: 

"Resolved,  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  conference  that  the 
college  fraternities  should  sanction  and  participate  in  the  forma- 
tion of  a  permanent  Inter-fraternity  Conference,  to  meet  each 
year  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  questions  of  mutual  interest 
and  of  presenting  to  the  fraternities  represented  such  recom- 
mendations as  the  said  conference  may  deem  wise,  it  being 
understood  that  the  functions  of  such  conference  shall  be  purely 
advisory." 

The  matter  of  communicating  this  resolution  and  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  conference  to  the  fraternities  represented,  and  to 
other  similar  organizations  not  yet  represented,  was,  on  motion, 
intrusted  to  a  committee  of  five  of  which  President  Faunce  was 
chairman,  he  being  given  authority  to  select  the  other  members 
of  the  committee. 

On  motion  of  J.  Duane  Livingston,  A  <I>,  numbers  i,  3  and  7 
of  the  "Current  Problems  in  Fraternity  Life,"  classified  above, 
were  selected  for  discussion  at  the  proposed  future  conference 
and  committees  of  five  members  each  were  appointed  to  inves- 
tigate existing  conditions,  gather  information  and  report  recom- 
mendations to  such  future  sessions. 

The  chairman,  following  numerous  nominations  from  the 
floor,  appointed  these  committees  as  follows:

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On  motion  the  chairman,  Dr.  Hamilton  W.  Mabie,  A  A  $, 
and  the  secretary,  Francis  W.  Shepardson,  B  0  IT,  were  con- 
stituted ex-officio  members  of  each  committee. 

A  motion  made  by  J.  Duane  Livingston,  A  4>,  that  the 
expense  for  the  preparation  and  publication  of  the  minutes  of  this 
conference  be  met  by  an  assessment  upon  each  fraternity  repre- 
sented, was  withdrawn  when  William  Raimond  Baird,  editor  of 
the  Beta  Theta  Pi,  offered  to  furnish  proof  sheets  of  such  minutes 
to  each  delegate  provided  the  secretary  would  furnish  him  with 
an  authoritative  copy.     This  offer  was  accepted  with  appreciation. 

A  resolution  of  thanks  to  President  Faunce  for  calling  the 
conference  was  passed,  and  Dr.  Faunce  being  called  on,  expressed 
his  great  satisfaction  with  the  hearty  response  with  which  his  call 
had  been  met  and  with  the  spirit  of  harmony  and  inter-fraternity 
comity  which  characterized  the  meeting. 

With  a  resolution  of  thanks  to  the  chairman  and  secretary  of 
the  conference  and  to  the  management  of  the  University  Club  for 
its  courtesies  the  meeting  adjourned  sine  die.

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THE  PROVINCE  CONCLAVES. 


SECOND  BIENNIAL  CONCLAVE  OF  PROVINCE  III. 

On  February  25th  and  26th  seventy  Alpha  Taus  met  in 
conclave  at  Lawrence,  Kan.  This  was  the  second  biennial  con- 
clave of  Province  III,  the  first  having  been  held  at  Lincoln,  Neb. 

One  who  enjoyed  the  hospitality  of  Gamma  Mu  and  the 
Kansas  alumni  could  not  but  be  impressed  with  the  efficient  and 
systematic  manner  in  which  every  detail  in  the  scheme  of  enter- 
tainment was  carried  out.  Gamma  Nu  chapter  has  a  house  very 
well  suited  for  such  purpose. 

The  first  day  was  spent  in  meeting  one  another  and  in  seeing 
something  of  the  university.  In  the  evening  Gamma  Mu  gave 
the  conclave  ball.  It  was  a  brilliant  affair  and  in  every  particular 
reflected  credit  on  the  hosts.  Brother  Van  der  Vries,  with  the 
young  lady  who  is  soon  to  become  Mrs.  Van  der  Vries,  led  the 
grand  march.  Sixty-seven  couples  were  in  attendance.  Owing 
to  the  fact  that  in  Kansas,  despite  the  general  prohibitory  tendency 
in  lawmaking,  no  one  has  yet  said  how  long  a  dance  shall  hold, 
we  danced  until  three  in  the  morning.  As  a  result  some  of  the 
brothers  missed  breakfast. 

The  forenoon  of  the  second  day  we  spent  in  getting  ac- 
quainted. At  two  we  gathered  in  business  session.  Two  sub- 
jects most  discussed  were:  "What  shall  we  do  with  the  man  who 
goes  from  one  chapter  to  an  institution  where  there  is  another 
chapter?"  and  "Do  we  want  limitations  on  rushing  and  initiat- 
ing?" 

The  consensus  of  opinion  on  the  first  question  was  tl  at 
Province  III  favors  a  restatement  of  the  clause  concerning  affili- 
ation in  the  constitution  which  shall  clearly  define  the  position 
of  the  brother  and  chapter  concerned.  Such  a  restatement,  it  was 
felt,  should  definitely  provide  that  when  a  brother  goes  from  one 
institution  where  there  is  a  chapter  to  a  sister  institution  also 
having  a  chapter  his  own  chapter  shall  write  to  the  sister  chapter 
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concerning  him,  then  the  second  chapter,  if  it  so  desires,  shall 
invite  him  to  affiliate.  Such  a  rule  stated  without  ambiguity, 
would  relieve  the  brother  of  embarrassment  and  also  the  chapter 
concerned.  We  did  not  arrive  at  any  conclusions  concerning  vote 
necessary  for  affiliation,  time  limit,  if  any,  in  which  the  brother 
should  be  invited,  or  scheme  of  equalizing  initiation  fees. 

Concerning  the  second  question  the  sense  of  the  conclave 
was  that  it  favored  restrictions  on  rushing  and  initiating;  and  that 
perhaps  the  best  way  would  be  to  have  such  restrictions  passed 
by  Congress  itself. 

The  chapters  represented  at  the  conclave  were  those  of 
Nebraska,  Simpson  College,  Kansas,  Colorado,  Missouri,  Minne- 
sota and  Iowa  State  College.  California  and  Washington  did 
not  send  delegates  because  of  the  great  distance  their  delegates 
would  have  had  to  come.  E-  P.  Lyon  represented  the  Worthy 
Grand  Chief. 

Congratulatory  telegrams  were  sent  to  Oregon  and  to  our 
beloved  Founder,  Rev.  O.  A.  Glazebrook.  A  resolution  was 
adopted  urging  Brother  Glazebrook  to  visit  the  western  chapters. 

The  place  of  meeting  of  the  next  conclave  was  left  for  the 
decision  of  the  Province  Chief. 

The  conclave  closed  with  the  conclave  banquet  Saturday 
evening.  Here  the  Kansas  alumni  were  our  hosts  at  a  most 
delightful  and  sumptuous  banquet.  Brother  Van  der  Vries  was 
a  most  excellent  toastmaster.  Enthusiasm  ran  high.  An 
imaginary  telegram  of  protest  against  the  punch  by  Carrie  Nation 
was  read.  Not  having  the  password,  however,  Carrie  had  not 
been  admitted,  so  that  we  who  had  heard  of  this  great  Kansan 
were  denied  the  privilege  of  meeting  her. 

Toasts  were  given  by  Charles  F.  Brook,  Gamma  Mu;  E-  R- 
Morrison,  Gamma  Theta;  Ex- Worthy  Grand  Chief  E-  P.  Lyon, 
Beta  Kappa.  Then  the  toastmaster  called  on  Brothers  Lyon  and 
Ladd,  of  Minnesota,  and  a  delegate  from  each  chapter.  At 
twelve  o'clock  the  Province  Chief  declared  the  conclave  closed.

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THIRD  BIENNIAL  CONCLAVE  OF  PROVINCE  IV. 

The  third  biennial  conclave  of  Province  IV  was  held  in 
Providence,  R.  L,  February  22nd.  Sixty-three  New  England 
brothers  were  present  at  the  business  sessions,  and  at  the  banquet 
the  night  before  eighty-two  were  seated  at  the  tables. 

It  was  necessary  that  the  banquet  should  be  held  in  a  semi- 
public  room,  the  Rustic  Inn  of  the  Hotel  Newman,  inasmuch  as 
no  other  place  in  the  city  was  available  for  that  evening  or  the 
evening  following.  As  a  result,  the  formal  speeches  of  the  evening 
were  reduced  to  a  minimum  of  effectiveness.  But  the  delegates 
wisely  stored  away  their  formal  remarks  for  delivery  at  the  busi- 
ness sessions,  and  all  gave  themselves  up  to  more  or  less  informal 
speech  and  merry-making,  both  in  the  banquet  hall  and  in  the 
much  frequented  room  adjoining. 

"Shorty"  Hooper,  of  Beta  Gamma  chapter  and  form- 
erly of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  ex-Pittsburgh 
cheer  leader  and  good  sport,  started  the  festivities  of  the  evening 
with  a  long  "Ruh,  Rah,  Rega!"  which  shook  the  leafy  ceiling 
adornments  of  the  Rustic  Inn  from  tip  to  stem  and  stirred  up  a 
spirit  of  congenial  conviviality  in  the  breasts  of  the  assembled 
Taus.  Howard  S.  Young,  Brown,  '08,  ably  filled  the  bill  as  toast- 
master. 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  pursuit  of  fun  and  frolic  was  the 
uppermost  consideration  of  the  evening,  nearly  everyone  was  on 
hand  at  10  o'clock  the  next  forenoon  for  the  opening  session  of 
the  conclave  proper. 

Province  Chief  George  Maguire  was  in  the  chair,  and  the 
delegates  in  attendance  were  as  follows:  Robert  S.  Breyer,  of 
Mass.  Beta  Gamma;  Charles  S.  Sykes,  of  Vermont  Beta  Zeta; 
Alexander  Macomber,  of  the  Massachusetts  Alumni  Association ; 
Hugh  N.  Danforth,  of  Maine  Beta  Upsilon;  Isaac  Higinbotham, 
of  Maine  Gamma  Alpha;  Robert  J.  Fuller,  of  the  Providence 
Alumni  Association;  Cook,  of  Mass.  Gamma  Beta;  Robert 
F.  Skillings,  of  R.  I.  Gamma  Delta,  and  P.  A.  Hamilton,  of 
Mass.  Gamma  Sigma. 

The  Brown,  M.  I.  T.,  Tufts,  and  Worcester  Tech.  chapters 
were  represented  by  over  ten  men  each,  while  there  were  two 
present  from  the  University  of  Maine,  and  one  from  both  Colby 
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and  University  of  Vermont.  Frank  G.  Wren,  ex-Province 
Chief,  was  present,  also  a  number  of  alumni  from  Rhode  Island 
and  Massachusetts. 

Telegrams  of  fraternal  good  wishes  were  sent  to  Worthy 
Grand  Chief  Hickok,  to  Brother  Otis  A.  Glazebrook,  and  to  the 
Province  V  conclave,  and  telegrams  were  received  from  Worthy 
Grand  Chief  Hickok  and  from  Province  V. 

In  the  reports  of  delegates,  which  were  given  in  great  detail, 
particular  emphasis  was  laid  on  financial  matters,  and  each  dele- 
gate answered  questions  with  regard  to  chapter  affairs  from  the 
province  chief  and  others.  These  reports  occupied  the  attention 
of  the  conclave  during  the  forenoon  session  and  a  part  of  the 
afternoon  session,  and  as  a  result,  many  points  were  brought  up 
which  will  be  of  help  to  every  chapter. 

Brother  Fuller,  Gamma  Delta,  made  a  speech  on  the  fifteenth 
anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Rhode  Island  Gamma  Delta 
chapter,  explaining  the  circumstances  of  its  founding  and  its 
growth  and  incidentally  the  reason  for  the  inscription,  "15th," 
on  the  souvenir  scarf  pins,  presented  by  Ralph  C.  Thomp- 
son, Gamma  Delta. 

Enlightening  speeches  on  such  subjects  as  the  qualifications 
of  a  delegate,  relations  between  actives  and  alumni,  and  the 
development  of  a  sense  of  responsibility  in  the  active  chapters, 
were  made  by  Alumni  Brothers  Macomber,  Beta  Gamma;  Wren, 
Beta  Gamma;  Kstes,  Gamma  Delta,  and  Cole,  Beta  Upsilon. 

The  subject  of  the  National  Congress  for  191 2  was  brought 
up,  and  the  sentiment  was  expressed  that  the  alumni  of  the 
province  were  not  just  at  present  in  a  position  to  take  any  step 
toward  bringing  the  next  congress  to  New  England. 

A  motion  was  carried  to  have  a  committee  appointed,  having 
members  from  each  chapter  and  alumni  association,  to  make 
arrangements  for  the  next  conclave. 

It  was  voted  to  have  the  next  province  conclave  in  Boston. 
A  motion  to  have  annual  conclaves  was  lost. 

Province  Chief  Maguire  spoke  a  few  words  concerning  his 
relations  with  the  chapters  and  said  that  his  term  of  office  would 
be  concluded  at  the  end  of  this  year.  A  vote  of  thanks  was 
extended  to  him  for  his  good  services  and  earnest  efforts  in  behalf 
of  the  New  England  chapters. 
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Many  brothers  had  to  leave  the  city  late  in  the  afternoon,  and 
in  the  evening  between  thirty  and  forty  saw  a  play  at  the  Provi- 
dence Opera  House.  R.  F.  Skilungs. 


THIRD  BIENNIAL  CONCLAVE  OF  PROVINCE  V. 

The  third  biennial  conclave  of  Province  V  was  held  on  Wash- 
ington's Birthday,  at  the  Livingston  Club,  Allentown,  Pa.  Two 
business  sessions  were  held  during  the  day,  while  the  evening 
was  spent  by  entertainment  of  the  Alumni  Association. 

Delegates  and  visitors  assembled  at  the  club  at  eleven  o'clock. 
They  were  sent  to  the  third  floor,  where  the  sessions  were  held.

The  reports  of  the  several  chapters  were  read.  All  appear  to 
be  in  good  financial  condition,  and  every  member  of  each  chapter 
is  engaged  in  some  phase  of  college  activity. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  reading  of  the  reports,  Worthy 
Grand  Chief  Paul  R.  Hickok  was  ushered  into  the  meeting.  He 
gave  a  short  address  and  immediately  the  conclave  returned  to 
business. 

Greetings  were  sent  to  the  founders,  Rev.  O.  A.  Glazebrook 
and  Erskine  M.  Ross,  and  to  Conclave  IV,  which  was  in  session 
at  Providence,  R.  I.  Greetings  were  received  from  Province  IV. 
Congratulations  were  also  sent  to  the  Alpha  Club,  which  has 
just  recently  been  installed.

Each  chapter  delegate  discussed  the  manner  of  initia- 
tion; secret  work;  relations  of  alumni  to  their  chapter,  and  the 
sending  of  alumni  letters.  Max  Erdman  reported  for  the  Allen- 
town  Alumni  Association;  Dr.  H.  T.  Schantz  for  Reading;  N. 
Wiley  Thomas  for  Philadelphia,  and  Elder  W.  Marshall  for  Pitts- 
burgh. 

Claude  T.  Reno,  editor  of  the  Palm,  then  addressed  the 
conclave  on  the  subject,  "The  Palm."  The  business  session 
closed  in  form  at  4.30. 

In  the  evening  the  members  were  entertained  at  a  vaudeville 
smoker.

TWENTIETH  CONCLAVE  OF  PROVINCE  VII. 
The  twentieth  annual  conclave  of  Province  VII  was  held 
with  Beta  Mu  at  Wooster,  Ohio,  February  18th  and  19th, 
when  over  half  a  hundred  Alpha  Taus,  undergraduates  and 
alumni  of  the  six  chapters  in  the  State  got  together  in  one  of  the 
most  rousing  and  successful  conclaves  ever  held  in  the  history 
of  the  province,  the  Wooster  boys  fairly  outdoing  themselves 
as  hosts  of  the  occasion.  From  the  time  that  the  doors  of  the 
chapter  house  on  College  Avenue  were  swung  ajar  to  welcome 
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the  brothers  at  the  smoker  on  Friday  evening  until  the  last  cigar 
had  gone  out  at  the  banquet  Saturday  night,  it  was  one  big  round 
of  pleasure  and  entertainment,  while  the  more  serious  side  of 
the  gathering  was  not  lost  sight  of  in  the  business  meeting  on 
Saturday  morning,  when  a  number  of  problems  of  vital  impor- 
tance to  the  province  and  the  fraternity  at  large  were  taken  up 
and  discussed. 

The  delegates  and  visiting  brothers  began  to  arrive  about 
noon  on  Friday,  and  by  evening  the  merry  crowd  which  had 
assembled  at  the  house  for  the  smoker  numbered  forty-six.  The 
feature  of  the  evening  was  the  performing  of  the  initiation  cere- 
mony by  the  Wooster  chapter,  Province  Chief  Eldredge  acting 
as  Worthy  Master  of  the  initiating  team  and  Karl  T.  Compton, 
Worthy  Usher.  John  Weir,  of  Ashtabula,  was  made  an  Alpha 
Tau  at  this  time  before  the  large  body  of  visiting  brothers,  and 
the  ceremony  was  conducted  throughout  in  the  most  beautiful 
and  impressive  manner.  The  chapter  was  unfortunate  in  the 
fact  that  on  account  of  the  sudden  death  of  the  senior  elder  of 
his  church  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  Rev.  Paul  R.  Hickok,  was 
unable  to  be  present,  but  they  were  fortunate  in  having  present 
his  father,  the  Rev.  Francis  M.  Hickok,  who,  at  the  close  of  the 
initiation,  favored  the  crowd  with  a  masterly  address,  eulogizing 
the  ritual  and  its  embellishments  and  impressing  on  all  present 
its  beauty  and  seriousness.  A  copious  lunch  counter  had  been 
erected  in  the  dining  room  of  the  house  and  hither  all  the  brothers 
repaired,  where  they  were  amply  supplied  with  plenty  of  "eats" 
and  smoking.  Good  fellowship  abounded  in  large  quantities 
and  the  hour  was  growing  late,  when,  after  singing  a  couple  of 
good  old  frat  songs  and  startling  the  natives  with  a  rousing 
"Ruh,  Rah,  Rega!"  the  merry  crowd  broke  up  for  the  night. 

The  business  meeting  was  called  to  order  in  the  parlor  of  the 
American  House  at  10.30  by  the  Province  Chief,  E.  F.  Eldredge, 
with  the  following  accredited  delegates  in  their  seats :  Alpha  Nu, 
George  O'Brien;  Alpha  Psi,  J.  H.  Dressier;  Beta  Eta,  D.  A.  Lingo; 
Beta  Mu,  W.  B.  Shontz;  Beta  Omega,  C.  B.  McNeis;  Gamma 
Kappa,  Thomas  Corlette;  Alliance  Alumni  Association,  G.  C. 
Allott;  Cleveland  Alumni  Association,  G.  D.  Tully;  Palm  Corre- 
spondent,   C.    S.    Jackson.     The   officers   of   the   meeting   were: 
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D.  A.  Lingo,  Beta  Eta,  Worthy  Chaplain;  W.  A.  Feather,  Gamma 
Kappa,  Worthy  Scribe;  J.  H.  Dressier,  Worthy  Keeper  of  Annals; 
C.  H.  Main,  Beta  Mu,  Worthy  Keeper  of  Exchequer;  W.  B. 
Shontz,  Beta.  Mu,  Worthy  Sentinel. 

Reports  were  heard  by  the  delegates  from  the  six  chapters 
and  showed  each  one  of  them  to  be  in  the  most  flourishing  con- 
dition. The  present  standing  with  regard  to  numbers  is  as 
follows:  Alpha  Nu,  15  initiates  and  4  pledges;  Alpha  Psi,  23 
initiates;  Beta  Eta,  20  initiates;  Beta  Mu,  20  initiates;  Beta 
Omega,  23  initiates;  Gamma  Kappa,  24  initiates.  All  the  chap- 
ters were  reported  to  be  well  represented  on  all  the  athletic  teams 
of  their  respective  schools.  Each  one  has  men  on  the  musical, 
dramatic,  literary  and  other  clubs.  Their  standing  as  to  scholar- 
ship was  reported  to  be  of  the  best  and  the  chapters  seem  to  be 
setting  a  pace  for  all  others  in  the  social  end  of  things.  All  the 
chapters  have  started  house  funds,  all  occupy  houses  and  several 
are  intending  to  build  or  to  buy  in  the  very  near  future.  The 
following  committees  were  then  appointed:  Nominations,  Mar- 
quart,  Beech  and  Shaw;  Resolutions,  McNeis,  Battenfield  and 
Gibson;  Greetings,  Swartz  and  Blue.  After  a  short  address  in 
which  he  said  that  the  personnel  of  the  men  at  the  meeting  was 
evidence  enough  of  the  fraternity's  standing  in  the  State,  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  by  the  Province  Chief,  and  luncheon  was 
served  at  the  hotel. 

In  the  afternoon  session  the  reports  of  the  Alliance  and 
Cleveland  Alumni  Associations  were  heard,  and  following  this  a 
number  of  general  subjects  were  taken  up  and  thrashed  out  at 
length.  First,  was  the  question  of  affiliates,  which  was  handled 
by  Brother  McNeis.  Since  there  is  as  yet  no  law  on  the  subject 
and  the  sentiment  seems  to  be,  "Once  an  Alpha  Tau,  always  an 
Alpha  Tau,"  the  only  cure,  he  said,  for  the  evil,  until  it  is  settled 
at  the  next  Congress,  is  a  larger  degree  of  unity  in  the  standards 
of  the  different  chapters.  Brother  Eldredge  then  spoke  on  the 
subject,  presenting  a  number  of  extreme  cases,  the  question 
resolving  itself  into  three  parts:  (1)  The  man  must  be  in  good 
repute  in  his  old  chapter  and  must  on  leaving  it  receive  a  certi- 
ficate from  the  Worthy  Master  to  that  effect.  (2)  On  entering 
another  school  where  he  desires  to  affiliate  he  must  present  the 
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certificate  to  the  new  chapter  and  express  his  wish  to  affiliate. 
(3)  This  chapter  must  collect  all  the  evidence,  and  if  the  man 
has  made  good  it  is  then  up  to  them.  The  following  other  prob- 
lems were  taken  up  and  discussed :  The  question  of  the  best  way 
to  get  a  line  on  new  men,  governing  the  freshmen,  interesting 
the  alumni,  codifying  the  laws,  the  fraternity  house  question  and 
others.  After  short  speeches  from  a  number  of  the  brothers 
present  the  meeting  closed  in  form. 

The  entire  crowd  then  were  delightfully  entertained  at  a 
reception  at  the  home  of  Brother  Collins,  after  which  all  went  in  a 
body  to  the  Wooster-Mt.  Union  basketball  game.  At  this  con- 
test all  who  were  not  specially  interested  rooted  enthusiastically 
for  the  Alpha  Taus  in  the  game,  Mt.  Union  being  represented  by 
Captain  O'Brien  and  Gibson  and  Wooster  by  "Bill"  Compton, 
the  game  being  refereed  by  Brother  Blaser,  of  Cleveland. 

The  feature  of  the  conclave,  however,  was  the  banquet, 
which  was  held  at  the  American  House  at  seven-thirty  Saturday 
night.  Fifty-three  of  the  visiting  brothers,  active  chapter  and 
alumni  sat  down  to  this  sumptuous  feast,  a  treat  for  Epicureus 
himself,  and  the  following  toasts  were  responded  to,  Province 
Chief  Eldredge  ably  filling  the  position  of  symposiarch :  "When 
We  Go  Forth,"  P.  T.  Holwick,  Mt.  Union;  "So  Be  It,"  J.  H. 
Dressier,  Wittenberg;  "Things  Ahead,"  Thomas  Corlette,  Western 
Reserve;  "Round  the  Hearth,"  C.  B.  McNeis,  Ohio  State;  "Fra- 
ternal Spirit,"  Don  A.  Lingo,  Ohio  Wesleyan;  "College  Friend- 
ship," Karl  T.  Compton,  Wooster.  Impromptus  were  then  given 
by  "Uncle  George"  Swartz,  the  Rev.  Hickok,  Lester  K.  Wolfe, 
"Stogie"  Allott,  "Bare"  Meldrum,  Blue,  Fewsmith,  Blaser, 
Crawford  and  others.  Everyone  on  the  list  was  good,  too,  and 
it  was  well  that  the  banquet  was  begun  early,  for  it  lacked  but  a 
few  minutes  of  being  to-morrow  and  Sunday,  when  the  crowd 
broke  up,  and  with  a  hearty  yell  and  a  last  handshake  the  men 
departed;  some  for  their  rooms  and  some  for  their  trains,  all 
satisfied  that  they  had  attended  one  of  the  best  conclaves  that 
Province  VII  has  ever  known.

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A.  T.  O.  IN  THE  PUBLIC  EYE. 


The  following,  taken  from  The  News  Scimitar  (Memphis, 
Tenn.),  refers  to  Brother  J.  H.  Malone's  (Tenn.  Lambda)  retire- 
ment from  the  office  of  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Memphis : 

This  good  day  the  present  municipal  administration  lays  down  the 
reins  of  office.  To-morrow,  on  the  first  day  of  the  new  year,  with  a 
new  charter  and  in  new  quarters,  a  new  set  of  officials  will  assume  respon- 
sibilities. Much,  very  much,  can  truthfully  be  said  of  the  outgoers,  and 
will  be  said  later  by  The  News  Scimitar.  Nothing,  however  good,  which 
is  said  of  Mayor  Malone,  will  natter  that  most  excellent  official  and 
gentleman.  During  the  four  years,  arduous  years,  of  his  incumbency, 
he  has  moved  ever  with  the  best  interests  of  Memphis  the  controlling 
impulse  and  inspiration  of  his  conduct.  He  has  not  always  been  able 
to  have  his  own  way.  Factions  and  disagreements  of  greater  or  less 
importance  have  often  brought  failure  to  him.  But  with  it  all,  when  the 
story  is  told,  Memphis  has  done  more,  has  advanced  further,  during  the 
past  four  years  than  ever  before  in  a  like  period.  The  city  has  spread  and 
grown  in  size  and  in  beauty.  Old  streets  have  been  converted  into 
splendid  boulevards,  school  houses  and  sewers  have  been  built,  and  the 
administration  is  deserving  of  very  much  that  such  is  true. 

Mayor  Malone  has  been  a  dignified,  earnest,  hardworking,  easily- 
approachable  official.  No  slander,  no  taint  has  ever  attached  to  any  act 
of  his.  He  has  been  a  superb  instance  of  the  gentleman  in  politics.  He 
has  been  the  student  in  practical  life.  That  he  goes  out  of  office  with 
the  respect  of  all  men  is  very  high  tribute  these  days  to  an  official  who 
has  for  four  years  been  on  the  firing  line  of  red  hot  politics.  He  leaves 
the  position  of  his  own  volition.  The  practice  of  law  is  naturally  his 
preference,  all  the  years  of  his  manhood,  except  the  past  four,  having 
been  successfully  dedicated  to  that  profession. 

It  has  been  the  happy  fortune  of  this  newspaper  to  agree  with  Mayor 
Malone  in  nearly  all  of  his  policies,  to  line  up  beside  him  and  give  him 
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its  added  strength  and  encouragement.  It  is  therefore  a  matter  of  course 
that  The  News  Scimitar  wishes  him  all  good  fortune  upon  his  retirement, 
that  many  blessings  and  much  happiness  may  come  to  him. 

So  likewise  to  Judge  Floyd,  who  has  been  a  splendid  official,  and  to 
the  others  who  retire  after  this  day's  work. 

That  the  new  administration  and  the  new  form  of  government  will 
keep  Memphis  moving  rapidly  onward  in  the  lines  where  it  is  left  by  the 
retiring  administration,  we  feel  assured.  Every  good  citizen  should  do 
his  part  toward  such  an  end.

Alpha  Beta) : 

A  Documentary  History  of  American  Industrial  Society.  Edited  by 
John  R.  Commons,  Ulrich  B.  Phillips,  Euguene  A.  Gilmore,  Helen  L. 
Sumner  and  John  B.  Andrews.  Prepared  under  the  auspices  of  the 
American  Bureau  of  Industrial  Research,  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
Carnegie  Institution  of  Washington.  Volumes  I  and  II,  Plantation  and 
Frontier,  by  Ulrich  B.  Phillips.  Cleveland:  The  Arthur  H.  Clark 
Company.     $50  for  the  set  of  ten  volumes. 

The  Documentary  History  of  American  Industrial  Society  is  due 
chiefly  to  the  inspiration  of  two  men,  both  of  whom  are  now  professors 
in  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  It  was  Prof.  Richard  T.  Ely  who  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  the  American  Bureau  of  Industrial  Research  and  raised 
the  funds  which  made  it  possible;  while  Prof.  Frederick  J.  Turner  has 
long  been  engaged  in  training  young  men  for  the  sort  of  work  that  Ulrich 
B.  Phillips,  one  of  his  ablest  disciples,  has  now  accomplished.  We  have 
known  and  watched  Professor  Phillips  for  several  years,  since  he  won 
the  Justin  Winsor  prize  of  the  American  Historical  Association  for  his 
essay  on  "Georgia  and  State  Rights."  In  this  he  showed  the  insight 
into  the  economic  background  of  the  South  that  has  enabled  him  to 
produce  in  his  writings,  since  then,  what  is  probably  the  truest  and 
keenest  exposition  of  the  plantation  system.  Two  years  ago  he  left,  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  where  he  had  been  a  colleague  of  Turner  and 
Ely,  to  take  a  chair  among  his  own  people  in  the  South,  in  the  Tulane 
University  of  Louisiana.  The  private  researches  of  Mr.  Phillips  have 
covered  a  wide  area  throughout  the  Southern  States.  They  have  been 
encouraged  at  opportune  times  by  grants  from  Professor  Ely's  bureau 
and  the  Carnegie  Institution,  with  the  result  that  they  have  gathered 
the  remarkable  collection  of  documents  now  given  to  the  public.  It 
has  called  for  laborious  industry  and  shrewd  diplomacy  to  extract  these 
documents  from  their  hiding  places  in  cellars  and  attics,  or,  worse  yet, 
the  strongboxes  of  Southern  households.      Probably  no  Northerner  could 
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have  done  the  work.  But  we  have  here  as  a  result  two  volumes  on  the 
plantation  and  the  frontier  that  are  without  a  parallel.  Save  in  Mr. 
Phillips'  own  essays,  the  plantation  and  its  labor  problems  have  rarely 
been  described  with  any  fidelity  and  insight.  The  old-time  Southerner 
ran  his  own  estate  with  little  introspection.  The  Northerner  was  obsessed 
by  a  humanitarian  view  of  slavery  that  blunted  his  perception  of  the 
labor  problem  beneath  it.  And  indeed,  without  research  like  this,  it 
would  long  have  remained  impossible  to  describe  the  plantation  as  it 
really  was.  We  believe  it  fair  to  say  that  in  these  two  volumes  the 
casual  student  can  learn  more  about  the  economic  foundations  of  the 
ante-bellum  South  than  any  one  scholar  knew  before  Professor  Phillips 
began  his  work. 

The  great  collection,  of  which  these  make  only  the  beginning,  is  to 
run  to  ten  volumes  under  co-operative  editorship,  under  the  general 
supervision  of  Prof.  John  B.  Commons.  The  main  purpose  is  to  portray 
the  American  labor  problem  in  its  various  aspects  from  the  beginning 
until  1880.  Following  these  volumes  on  plantation  and  frontier  will 
come  others  on  the  labor  conspiracy  cases  and  the  labor  movement  in 
general.  With  these  before  him,  the  future  historian  will  be  not  only 
able,  but  compelled  to  begin  a  revision  of  many  of  our  notions  of  American 
history.  Because  it  was  easiest,  historians  have  dealt  most  intimately 
with  wars  and  governments,  and  some  have  even  tried  to  defend  an 
adherence  to  the  aphorism  that  history  is  past  politics  and  politics 
present  history.  Most  of  them  know  better  to-day,  and  realize  that 
governments,  et  al.,  are  only  the  surface  manifestations  of  the  real  forces 
of  life  underneath.  As  evidence  of  honest  and  successful  attempt  to 
get  at  these  forces,  we  commend  this  book.

The  Sorority  Handbook,  by  Ida  Shaw  Martin,  is  out  with  and 
in  its  third  edition  inside  the  past  two-and-a-half  years,  showing 
a  demand  for  it  that  must  be  gratifying  to  the  compiler  and 
pleasing  to  us  all.  The  chapters  in  the  forepart  on  the  Higher 
Education  of  Women,  the  Evolution  of  the  Sorority  System,  and 
the  Mission  of  Sororities,  are  all  extremely  interesting  and  are 
well  written.  The  second  one,  embracing  such  sub-heads  as 
Distribution  of  Chapters,  Extension,  Standards,  Government, 
Publications,  etc.,  is  of  particular  value  and  worthy  of  leisurely 
reading.  Mrs.  Martin  says:  "Of  the  twenty-three  literary 
sororities  having  one  or  more  chapters  in  colleges  of  the  highest 
rank,  three,  IIB^  KAB,  and  KK  T,  have  over  thirty  chapters. 
These  and  two  others,  AAA  and  X  Q,  both  rapidly  nearing  the 
thirty  chapter  mark,  are  found  in  all  sections  of  the  country. 
A  r,  though  by  birth  a  Southern  sorority,  has  now  no  chapters 
south  of  Mason  and  Dixon's  line.  A  A$  and  <J>  M  confined  them- 
selves to  the  South  for  more  than  half  a  century.  In  addition  to 
this  there  are  three  sororities  that  seem  at  present  essentially 
Southern,  K  A,  2  2  2,  and   Z  T  A,  all  organized  at  the  Virginia 

State  Normal  School AO  II,  founded  in  the  North. 

has  one-fourth  of  its  chapters  in  the  South.  ASA,  founded  in 
Illinois,  and  2  K,  founded  in  Maine,  have  both  called  attention 
to  themselves  by  the  rapidity  with  which  they  have  recently 
placed  branches  at  considerable  distances  from  the  parent  chap- 
ter."              "Approximately    speaking,    the    number    of 

men  enrolled  in  the  colleges  of  the  United  States  is  twice  that  of

women.  Exclusive  of  professional  societies,  which  have  no  real 
bearing  on  the  case  in  point,  the  fraternities  are  twice  as  numerous 
as  the  sororities.  When,  however,  it  comes  to  a  question  of  the 
relative  number  of  chapters,  statistics  show  that  there  are  four 
fraternity  chapters  to  every  sorority  chapter." 

The  data  given  for  each  sorority  includes  the  general  officers, 
the  chapter  roll  and  the  parent  chapter,  membership,  official 
magazine,  colors,  and  everything  else  usually  looked  for.  There 
are  class  A  sororities,  class  B  ones,  musical  and  medical  ones. 
Then  a  list  of  honorary  societies,  data  of  co-educational  colleges, 
and  finally  a  list  of  men  fraternities  and  their  chapters. 

Altogether  it  is  a  complete  little  book,  paper  bound,  and 
printed  at  the  Roxburgh  Press,  Roxbury,  Mass. 


The  sixth  conclave  of  2  $  E,  the  partly  medical  and  mostly 
academic  fraternity,  will  be  held  at  Washington    on  March  28th. 

Washington,  by  the  way,  houses  the  official  editors  of  S 
4>  E,  of  A  X,  and  of  0  A  X,  and  thus  is  on  a  par  with  New  York, 
in  which  provincial  town  there  are  published  the  organs  of  A  K  E, 
B0R  and  K  2. 


The  college  board  of  the  Oklahoma  State  Baptist  Conference  has 
selected  a  site  at  Oklahoma  City  for  the  location  of  a  university,  to  which 
John  D.  Rockefeller  has  promised  to  give  $500,000.  It  will  be  one  of  the 
largest  denominational  colleges  in  the  southwest  and  will  cost  probably 
$1,000,000. — American.  Educational  Review. 


The  determined  stand  of  the  girls  of  Wooster  University,  Wooster, 
O.,  caused  the  abrogation  of  an  order  that  the  girls'  college  fraternities 
must  die.  The  girls  threatened  to  strike  if  the  order  was  not  withdrawn, 
and  the  fraternity  boys,  fearing  a  similar  order  against  their  societies, 
offered  to  join  in  a  walkout.  The  faculty  has  taken  the  matter  under 
advisement,  and  when  a  decision  has  been  reached,  final  action  will  be 
taken. — American  Educational  Review.

And  then  there  are  the  well-filled  departments  on  the  "College 
Community,"  the  "College  Home,"  the  "College  World,"  and 
the  "College  Press." 

It  is  noted  that  what  is  ordinarily  called  "News  of  the 
Fraternities"  is  in  this  magazine  called  "The  College  Home,"  a 
new  term  used  by  Mr.  Birdseye,  not  inappropriate  at  all,  and  one 
destined  to  come  into  more  common  use.  Our  Bro.  Clark,  whose 
address  at  our  last  Congress  was  quoted  throughout  the  land  in 
fraternity  journals,  has  an  interesting  paper  on  "If  I  Were  a 
Freshman  Again." 

The  criticism  made  by  the  writer  of  the  first  issue  of  the 
magazine,  namely,  that  its  various  departments  of  college  activ- 
ities were  not  thoroughly  national  in  their  scope,  can  not  be  so 
well  applied  to  these  later  issues;  however,  there  is  still  a  little 
room  for  improvement,  and  its  course  and  characteristics  in  this 
respect  will  be  watched  with  interest. 


In  a  recent  number  of  Religious  Education,  the  official  organ 
of  the  Religious  Education  Association,  President  Benton,  of 
Miami  University,  in  writing  on  "The  College  Fraternity  as  an 
Ally  in  Maintaining  Institutional  Standards,"  concludes  with  an 
expression  of  this  unique  hope : 

I  am  hoping  that  the  college  which  has  given  birth  to  three  great 
American  Greek-letter  college  fraternities  may  establish  a  new  precedent. 
I  want  that  institution  by  the  perfection  of  a  new  organization,  now 
under  consideration,  to  make  it  possible  for  every  man  who  enters  its 
student  body  to  find  his  way  to  membership  in  a  company  of  not  more 
than  twenty  congenial  men.      When  every  student  has  membership  in  a 
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group  of  national  affiliation,  guaranteeing  to  him  all  the  high  privileges 
that  are  the  inherent  rights  of  college  students,  not  excepting  those  of 
the  social  circle,  I  shall  write  another  report,  and  at  its  beginning  and 
at  its  conclusion  I  shall  say:  "If  I  had  been  alive  one  hundred  years  ago, 
and  had  been  at  the  head  of  a  college,  and  could  have  foreseen  exactly 
what  the  influence  of  such  organizations  would  be,  as  we  have  them  to-day, 
I  should  have  encouraged,  with  all  earnestness,  the  organization  of  the 
American  college  fraternity  system. 


In  a  carefully  written  article  on  "Present  Day  Conditions  in 
Fraternity  Life,"  a  writer  in  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  for  November, 
makes  an  important  contribution  to  the  discussion  going  on 
universally  at  present  as  to  chapter  house  failings  in  fraternity 
life.  These  extracts  are  taken  from  it,  and  they  are  deserving 
of  careful  attention: 

Only  recently  I  was  told  by  one  of  the  best  posted  men  in  the  faculty 
of  one  of  the  larger  Eastern  Universities  that  unless  the  scholarship  of 
the  fraternity  men  improved  and  they  took  more  interest  in  their  studies 
and  stood  higher  in  their  classes  than  they  were  now  standing,  and  also 
unless  the  fraternity  house  stood  for  higher  and  cleaner  standards  of 
morality  than  now,  the  fraternity  would  be  a  doomed  institution  within 
the  next  five  years.  A  Yale  friend  of  mine,  only  a  few  days  ago,  told  me 
that  Dr.  Chittenden,  head  of  the  Sheffield  Scientific  School,  had  last 
winter  written  a  letter  to  the  different  club  houses  at  "Sheff,"  demanding 
that  a  change  for  the  better  in  scholarship  be  shown  or  drastic  measures 
would  be  taken  against  the  clubs. 

Perhaps  never  before  have  the  alumni  of  the  different  fraternities 
been  so  interested  in  their  respective  organizations  as  they  are  to-day,  and 
perhaps  never  before  have  these  alumni  insisted  on  higher  moral  standards 
in  the  chapter  houses,  because  they  have  been  forced  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  issue  is  indeed  quite  a  serious  one. 

Our  International  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Secretary  for  the  South,  Dr.  Wether- 
ford,  informed  me  some  time  ago  that  the  State  Legislature  of  South 
Carolina  had  passed  a  law  forbidding  fraternities  in  the  University  of 
that  State,  and  that  the  Supreme  Court  had  upheld  the  legislation.  When 
I  was  in  Nebraska,  at  the  University  of  that  State  last  March,  a  bill  was 
then  pending  in  the  Legislature  to  abolish  fraternities  in  the  State  Uni- 
versity, and  I  understand  that  similar  bills  have  been  threatened  in 
Wisconsin,  Arkansas,  Tennessee  and  other  states. 

Last  winter  I  went  before  the  faculty  of  one  of  the  larger  universities 
to  talk  the  fraternity  question  over,  and  I  could  plainly  see  from  what 
the  members  of  this  faculty  then  told  me,  that  they  were  gaining  their 
impressions  of  fraternity  life  in  general  from  the  actions  of  a  few  immoral 
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men  in  that  university.  If  every  man  in  a  chapter  would  only  realize 
his  responsibility  to  his  organization,  and  understand  that  any  immoral 
action  on  his  part  is  going  to  give  such  a  drastic  trend  to  unprejudiced 
outsiders  who  do  not  know  all  the  circumstances,  then  I  am  sure,  for  the 
sake  of  their  fraternity,  if  for  no  other  reason,  such  immoral  men  would 
give  up  their  fast  living  and  strive  for  purity  and  manliness  of  the  true 
type. 

Some  writer  in  defending  college  men  has  recently  said,  "A  dozen 
dissipating  students  furnish  more  repertorial  material  than  one  hundred 
men  faithfully  and  quietly  doing  their  routine  work."  I  agree  thoroughly 
with  the  writer  of  these  words,  and  they  not  only  apply  to  college  men, 
but  more  especially,  in  my  judgment,  to  fraternity  men. 

In  my  opinion,  never  has  the  fraternity  and  club  house  life  been  so 
clean,  and  never  before  have  the  recognized  leaders,  in  my  judgment, 
demanded  from  their  colleagues  higher  standards,  morally  and  spiritually, 
than  right  now.  That  there  is  immorality  in  some  clubs  and  fraternity 
houses,  no  sane  student  of  the  facts  will  doubt,  but  the  general  sentiment 
of  the  majority  of  the  members  in  such  fraternities  and  clubs  is  certainly 
against  all  such  conduct,  and  the  immoral  man  is  now  looked  down  upon 
as  never  before  and  his  conduct  deeply  deplored. 

Any  number  of  leaders  of  the  different  fraternities  have  expressed 
to  me  their  sincere  wish  that  certain  immoral  men  in  their  respective 
chapters  would  either  give  up  their  immoral  practices  or  "quit"  the 
fraternity.  They  have  even  gone  further  in  many  cases,  demanding 
either  a  change  or  a  resignation.  It  is  the  custom  among  a  number  of 
the  fraternities  of  my  acquaintance  that  if  a  member  of  their  chapter 
comes  into  the  fraternity  house  intoxicated,  to  put  him  with  his  clothes 
on  into  a  bath-tub  of  cold  water,  and  to  reprimand  him  most  severely 
for  his  conduct. 

Another  thing  which  has  greatly  surprised  me  has  been  the  great 
decline  in  the  telling  of  foul  stories  and  in  swearing.  In  some  chapter 
houses,  I  have  heard  songs  (but  the  cases  are  exceptional)  which  were 
immoral,  and  I  am  sure  if  the  members  of  these  fraternities  could  only 
appreciate  how  vulgar  these  songs  sound  to  the  refined  ear,  and  how 
repulsive  and  lacking  in  refinement  they  are,  they  would  soon  cut  them 
out  and  sing  songs  which  contained  decent  language  and  manly  sentiment 
in  their  stead. 

When  I  was  in  college  it  was  considered  all  right  to  have  liquor  in 
the  chapter  house  and  excessive  drinking  was  not  frowned  down  upon  as 
it  should  have  been.  I  know  of  very  few  chapters  now  which  permit 
alcohol  in  the  house  except,  of  course,  when  in  the  care  of  matron  for 
medicinal  purposes.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  I  do  not  know  at  this  time 
a  single  chapter  of  B  0  U  which  has  liquor  in  its  house. 

Dr.  Lyman  Abbott's  article  in  the  monthly  Outlook  of  August,  1909, 
entitled,  "Shall  We  Send  Them  to  College?"  shows  conclusively  that  as 
far  as  his  experience  of  many  years  has  gone  in  his  work  among  the 
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colleges,  the  men  of  our  American  colleges  of  to-day  are  far  ahead, 
spiritually,  morally  and  otherwise,  of  the  men  who  were  in  college  when 
he  was  a  student.  I  am  sure  that  men  like  John  R.  Mott,  Robert  E 
Speer,  and  others  who  know  about  student  life  well  from  18  years'  expe- 
rience would  render  the  same  testimony.  Lots  and  lots  of  men  stand  off 
at  a  distance  and  with  a  limited  actual  experience  among  our  students 
are  prone  to  criticise  conditions  as  they  now  exist  in  our  American  Uni- 
versity life  and  the  papers  are  containing  frequent  attacks  upon  it  of 
late,  but  I  feel  confident  that  if  these  critics  would  carefully  study  the 
students'  lives  in  a  classroom,  on  the  campus,  in  clubs,  and  in  Greek 
fraternity  houses,  they  will  be  forced  to  the  confession  that  there  has 
been  a  tremendous  change  for  the  better,  morally  and  spiritually,  in  the 
past  twenty-five  years.

The  inter-fraternity  conference  called  by  President  Faunce, 
of  Brown  University,  met  last  November  in  New  York,  and  a 
full  report  of  this  important  meeting  is  left  for  other  pages  in  the 
Palm.  Representatives  of  twenty-six  fraternities  were  present, 
among  whom  were  our  Worthy  Grand  Chief,  Hickok,  and  H.  M. 
Crooks,  of  Wooster  University.  Committees  were  appointed  on 
four  subjects  of  vital  interest,  among  which  is  one  to  present  to 
the  fraternities  the  proposition  to  meet  regularly  every  year  in  a 
similar  conference,  or  in  one  of  somewhat  enlonged  powers. 

As  a  bit  of  ancient  history  and  connected  intimately  with 
the  above,  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  for  January,  reprints  the  minutes 
of  the  old-time  inter-fraternity  gathering  held  at  Philadelphia 
in  February,  1883.  Our  revered  Dr.  Otis  Glazebrook  and  F.  H. 
Eusby  (Pa.  Tau,  '8i)  represented  A  T  Q,  the  former  being  elected 
chairman  of  the  meeting.  Fourteen  fraternities  were  represented, 
and  a  resolution  passed,  among  others,  for  the  calling  of  a  second 
conference  in  July,  1884,  provided  that  as  many  as  ten  fraternities 
should  signify  their  intention  to  participate.  This  number, 
however,  did  not  signify  such  an  intention  and  no  further  meeting 
was  held.  Mr.  Baird  says  that  there  was  quite  a  little  ill-feeling 
engendered  among  some  of  the  fraternities  by  the  actions  of  some 
who  attended  the  Philadelphia  Conference  and  probably  that 
had  much  to  do  with  the  failure  of  the  plan.  "Petty  jealousies 
developed  and  were  accented  and  commented  upon.  But  among 
the  larger  fraternities  there  developed  a  sentiment  of  mutual 
respect  which  has  lasted  until  the  present  day." 
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$  A  <f>  (legal)  was  scheduled  to  meet  in  New  York  in  Decem- 
ber, and  the  Brief  says  thusly  and  so  regarding  probable  and  possi- 
ble new  chapters:  "There  are  applications  for  charters  for  new 
chapters  in  West  Virginia,  Louisiana,  Missouri,  South  Dakota, 
Texas,  Oklahoma,  and  Pennsylvania.  Not  all  of  these  will  be 
passed  on  by  the  New  York  Convention.  One  or  two  are  likely 
to  run  the  gauntlet  safely." 

The  Brief,  by  the  way,  is  characterized  not  so  much  by 
fraternity  news,  though,  of  course,  there  are  the  chapter  letters, 
as  it  is  by  excellent  legal  articles  of  a  popular  nature.  To  the 
man  with  some  time  on  his  hands  and  a  little  legal  bent,  it  furnishes 
A i  reading.  The  fraternity  seems  to  be  in  a  very  prosperous 
condition,  has  forty  chapters,  each  one  of  which  is  named  after 
some  distinguished  lawyer,  and  is  exercising  unusual  care  as  to 
where  it  bestows  new  charters. 


Of  a  more  fraternal  nature  than  the  Brief  is  another  legal 
fraternity's  journal,  the  A  X  Quarterly.  A  X  has  only  nineteen 
chapters  as  against  its  rival's  forty,  but  judging  from  the  Quart- 
erly, which  is  a  handsome  magazine,  it  is  also  prospering.  Its 
Hellenic  news  department  is  full  and  well-conducted,  and  to 
prove  it,  here  are  two  interesting  items  taken  from  it : 

Two  sororities — X  Q  and  A  A  A — support  secret  publications,  while 
ten  fraternities  do  the  same:  "A  X  P,  The  Labarum,  1907-5;  X  ¥,  Purple 
and  Gold,  1883-4;  A  0,  Delta  Phi  Record,  1902-4;  K  I,  Star  and  Crescent, 
1897-2;$  J  (9,  The  Palladium,  1898-5;  0  T  A,  Phi  Gamma  Delta  for  October; 
0  K  I,  Phi  Kappa  Sigma  News  Letter,  1901-4;  IJ  K  A,  The  Shield  and 
Diamond,  1890-5;  I  A  E,  Phi  Alpha,  1894-4;  I  X,  The  Bulletin,  1887-4." 
The  year  here  given  is  that  of  the  founding  of  the  publication,  and  the 
number  after  the  year  tells  the  number  of  times  the  secret  magazine  is 
issued  during  the  year. 

Chancellor  McCracken,  of  New  York  University,  being  asked  whether 
there  was  any  tendency  among  the  wealthier  students  to  socially  ostracise 
those  who  have  to  work  for  a  living  denied  that  any  such  condition  existed. 
On  the  contrary  he  said:  "We  have  here  a  number  of  Greek-letter 
fraternities  which  make  it  a  rule  to  invite  the  membership  of  those 
students  who  excel  and  who  give  promise  of  making  a  mark  for  themselves, 
no  matter  what  their  present  circumstances  may  be.  I  think  these 
fraternities  have  done  much  to  keep  out  the  caste  feeling." 
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While  the  subject  of  special  and  mixed  fraternities  is  in  mind, 
the  status  of  A  X  Q  (sorority)  is  interesting  in  that  it  is  partly 
musical  and  partly  academic — a  happy  combination  which  strikes 
one  at  first  sight.  Here  is  an  impassioned  defence  of  and  plea 
for  its  dual  membership,  taken  from  its  official  organ,  the  Lyre, 
and  which  makes  good  reading: 

It  would  seem  at  first  thought  that  A  X  Q  had  made  at  least  one 
radical  change  at  this  last  Grand  Chapter.  To  allow  50%  of  its  member- 
ship to  be  chosen  from  among  purely  literary  students  after  maintaining 
a  33^%  basis  so  long,  would  appear  to  indicate  a  traitorous  attitude  of 
heart  to  those  whose  interest  and  love  of  tradition  is  woven  intimately 
with  the  musical  element  of  our  fraternity.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  this 
apparently  new  step  was  not  taken  at  the  last  convention,  but  years  ago, 
even  as  far  back  as  the  first  day  the  first  chapter  was  installed,  and  later, 
chapter  expansion  emphasized  it.  The  very  day  A  X  Q  was  born  in  a 
literary  college,  even  with  a  musical  inheritance,  she  was  bound  by  the 
law  of  environment  to  possess  a  dual  personality.  We  can  not  arrest 
her  development  nor  eradicate  her  inherent  tendencies  any  more  than 
we  can  suppress  certain  qualities  in  an  individual  who  has  been  born 
under  conditions  beyond  his  control,  and  all  tending  to  produce  certain 
results. 

Had  A  X  been  born  in  a  musical  college  and  KEPT  there,  she  could 
always  have  remained  a  strictly  musical  fraternity.  But  neither  of  the 
two  conditions  existed.  She  was  born  of  musical  parents,  but  in  a 
literary  atmosphere.  Believing  in  the  broad  and  strong  development 
of  her  members  through  continuing  where  they  were  not  only  good 
musical,  but  strong  literary  connections  as  well,  she  has  entered  thirteen 
colleges,  and  thereby  forced  her  chapters  to  compete  with  fraternities 
which  draw  their  membership  entirely  from  the  college  of  Liberal  Arts. 
Under  a  33^%  basis,  they  were  forced  into  an  unfair  competition. 

What  can  be  finer  than  a  membership  made  up  of  both  elements, 
literary  girls  and  musical  girls,  with  strict  justice  to  each?  One  needs 
and  completes  the  other.  In  that  way  the  chapters  are  allowed  to  select 
the  best  who  come  for  music  and  not  be  obliged  to  take  indifferent  material 
in  order  to  live  up  to  requirements  which  under  present  conditions  weaken 
the  chapter.  Those  fine  and  splendid  women  in  our  fraternity  who  fear 
lest  A  X  some  time  banish  all  musical  requirements,  need  not  suffer  one 
uneasy  moment.  That  time  will  never  come,  it  can  not  by  the  very 
nature  of  the  fraternity.  Remember,  its  parentage  was  musical,  and 
the  effect  of  environment  can  not  efface  all  parental  instincts,  even  were 
the  musical  conditions  of  our  colleges  not  to  improve,  which  we  can  not 
believe.  There  are  too  many  loyal  hearts  who  love  the  art  in  A  X,  and 
there  always  will  be.  We  have  had  some  difficulty  because  we  were 
unfair  to  one-third  of  our  membership,  but  we  are  now  entering  an  era  of

fairness  to  both  elements  represented  in  our  ranks,  and  with  the  great 
body  of  loyal  alumnae,  tradition,  and  one-half  of  our  members  continuing 
to  uphold  the  art,  the  future  of  A  X  must  needs  be  only  a  development 
of  its  present  requirements,  not  a  relinquishing  of  either. 


The  professional  fraternities  have  their  troubles,  not  only 
the  ones  arising  from  dual  membership,  but  also  others,  as  witness 
a  plaint  along  this  line  by  a  writer  in  the  K  W  Mask: 

Few  realize  the  enormous  amount  of  labor  required  to  successfully 
carry  on  the  work  of  a  professional  fraternity,  especially  a  medical  and 
pharmaceutical  fraternity  such  as  K  W;  the  average  man  looks  at 
the  large  chapter  roll  of  an  academic  fraternity,  reads  their  official 
magazine,  bulky  in  size,  covers  just  bulging  with  interesting  notes  of 
progress  and  chapter  letters  without  number,  and  then  wonders  why  a 
professional  fraternity  can  not  easily  duplicate  this  condition  of  affairs. 

In  the  first  place,  as  regards  to  numbers  of  chapters;  the  field  that  a 
medical  fraternity  has  to  pick  from  is  naturally  limited  since  every  college 
has  not  a  medical  or  pharmaceutical  department,  and  even  some  that  have 
are  located  in  towns  without  clinical  facilities,  and  hence  give  but  two 
years  of  the  course  and  send  their  students  to  colleges  situated  in  larger 
cities  where  the  facilities  are  at  hand  to  finish  their  work;  thus  at  a  glance 
we  find;  first,  a  natural  limited  field  for  operation;  second,  this  field 
reduced  considerably  by  reason  of  the  course  being  divided  as  outlined 
above. 

When  the  alumni  chapter  of  an  academic  fraternity  desires  to  hold  a 
meeting,  the  secretary  sends  out  notices  to  its  members,  knowing  that  he 
can  count  as  a  rule  upon  a  fairly  large  attendance,  for  his  men  are  through 
with  their  day's  business  at  five  o'clock  and  the  evening  is  their  own. 
But  how  about  the  doctor  and  the  druggist?  Both  these  professions  are 
catering  to  the  public,  and  are  at  the  beck  and  call  of  the  people  day  and 
night.  Their  time  belongs  to  their  patients  and  customers.  The  drug- 
gist must  keep  his  store  open  until  ten  or  eleven  o'clock  at  night,  and  the 
doctor  must  be  reached  any  hour  in  the  twenty-four.  Is  it  strange  then, 
that  the  secretary  of  an  alumni  chapter  wonders  if  a  quorum  will  be 
present  at  a  called   meeting? 

We  have  ten  times  more  to  contend  with  than  the  academic  frater- 
nities, and  yet  with  all  these  vexing  conditions  to  overcome,  every  pro- 
fessional fraternity  is  to  be  encouraged  in  the  fight  it  is  making  to  unite 
in  fraternal  bonds  members  of  a  chosen  profession. 

The  editor  of  the  Mask  has  resigned  and  this  office  for  the 
the  balance  of  the  volume  has  been  assigned  to  the  New  York 
alumni  chapter. 
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From  the  Quarterly  it  is  noted  that  2  X  had  an  attendance 
of  351  at  its  "Grand  Chapter"  convention  in  Chicago,  June 
2 9th- July  2nd  of  last  year.  The  official  photograph  of  the  crowd, 
taken  on  the  slope  of  ground  reaching  up  to  the  Logan  monument 
in  Grant  Park,  is  one  of  the  best  ever  seen  by  the  writer.

In  an  article  on  Central  University  (Kentucky),  the  Beta 
Theta  Pi  for  January  mentions  that  the  institution  has  751 
students  and  six  fraternities.  This  fraternity  was  the  first  to 
enter  there,  which  it  did  in  1842,  at  what  was  then  known  as 
Transylvania  University.  "K  A  and  2  A  E  represent  the 
Southern,  while  B0II,  AKE,  $A0  and  S  X  represent 
the  national.  The  fraternities  are  all  in  good  standing,  are 
approved  of  by  the  faculty  and  by  the  student  body,  and  there  is 
a  spirit  of  good  feeling  among  the  fraternities  themselves."  What 
will  2  A  E  say  to  -being  classed  in  this  manner  when  it  has  some 
forty  chapters  outside  the  South?

Vice-President-elect  Sherman  is  a  I  #,  as  is  also  Secretary  of  State  Elihu 
Root. — Sigma  Chi  Quarterly.

The  A  Y  Quarterly  has  a  circulation  of  3,000  copies,  of  which  1,912  go 
to  alumni.  This  is  probably  a  larger  list  of  alumni  subscribers  than  any 
other  fraternity  journal  can  boast  of.  The  Quarterly  also  manages  some- 
how, we  wish  we  knew  how,  to  secure  more  general  advertising  than  any 
other. — Scroll  of  Phi  Delta  Theta. 


The  Circle  of  Z  \F  for  June  of  last  year  gives  illustrations  of 
three  of  the  chapter  houses  at  Illinois,  among  which  is  the  hand- 
some colonial  one  of  A  T  Q.  Z  *F  entered  Illinois  last  April,  thus 
giving  it  twenty  chapters. 

It  is  interesting  to  note,  in  spite  of  its  comparatively  small 
chapter  roll,  that  it  is  extremely  strong  in  the  North  and  East, 
that  it  has  only  two  chapters  in  the  South,  and  that  its  quarterly 
journal,  after  a  lapse  of  twenty-three  years,  was  revived  in  June 
last,  by  the  publication  of  the  Circle.  This  first  issue  was  possible 
through  the  generosity  of  one  man. 
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An  attack  of  Western  college  fraternities  by  Professor  W.  H.  Norton, 
of  Cornell  (Iowa),  was  answered  recently  by  President  E.  A.  Scholl,  of 
the  Iowa  Wesleyan  University,  as  follows:  "At  the  Iowa  Wesleyan," 
he  said,  "fraternities  are  of  the  greatest  service  in  maintaining  discipline 
and  responsibility  in  the  social  part  of  the  college.  The  members  are 
among  the  best  students  and  set  a  high  standard  of  scholarship.  The 
religious  life  maintained  among  them  is  higher  than  that  of  the  average 
student  body  in  the  average  college."  It  rests  with  members  individually 
to  have  this  said  of  fraternities  in  other  colleges. — Sigma  Chi  Quarterly. 


The  editor  of  the  Circle  of  Z  W  has  this  criticism  to  make 
of  the  executive  branch  of  his  fraternity:  "The  central  organi- 
zation of  our  fraternity,  at  the  present  time,  is  not  efficient  enough 
to  properly  take  care  of  the  small  amount  of  business  coming 
before  it.  There  is  very  little  system  in  the  method  of  commu- 
nicating the  general  business  of  the  fraternity  to  all  the  chapters 
and  members."  And  another  writer  in  the  same  issue  of  the 
Circle  also  adds  that  "the  central  organization,  however,  is  weak, 
or  is  practically  nonexistent.  Other  fraternities  have  established 
central  offices  and  have  paid  officials  to  give  their  whole  time  to 
their  interests."  Z  W  is  somewhat  more  secret  than  the  majority 
of  fraternities,  so  Baird  says,  as  well  as  more  conservative,  and 
the  above  quotations  indicate  an  awakening  as  to  present-day 
progress  and  methods.  The  Circle,  we  see,  starts  off  in  its  third 
number  with  over  400  alumni  subscribers,  which  can  be  called 
an  auspicious  beginning.  The  officers  of  the  fraternity  seem  to 
be  called  (in  public)  iA,  2A,  3A,  4A,  etc.,  and  it's  a  guess  as  to 
what  these  mean.

The  students  of  the  University  of  Missouri  at  a  mass  meeting 
voted  unanimously  to  drop  all  "cuss"  words  from  their  college 
songs  and  yells. 


The  next  annual  convention  of  0  K  I  will  be  held  at  Old  Point  Com- 
fort, Va.,  on  December  31st  and  January  1st.  This  fraternity  has  twenty- 
six  active  chapters One  of  the  first  houses  to  built  out  of 

this  fund  [a  chapter  house  endowment  fund]  will  be  the  chapter  house 
for  the  chapter  located  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  which  is  the  oldest 
fraternity  established  at  that  place. — The  American  College. 
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How  can  the  latter  statement  be  true,  considering  that  both 
<£  K  *F  and  A  K  E  have  chapters  at  Virginia,  the  former  being 
established  in  1853  and  the  latter  in  1852,  while  <£>  K  2  was  not 
established  there  until  1855,  according  to  Baird? 

$KS  and<l>  2  K  should  not  be  confounded  with  one  another, 
in  spite  of  the  too  close  similarity  in  names. 


B  6  IJ,  so  far  as  membership  in  chapters  is  concerned,  certainly 
ran  the  whole  gamut  with  a  chapter  roll  of  4  at  Hampden-Sidney  College 
and  a  membership  of  42  at  Dartmouth  and  reaching  86  at  Yale.  Nine 
times  out  of  ten  there  will  be  more  genuine  fraternalism  in  the  4  than  in 
the  86  roll. — The  Delta  of  Sigma  Nu. 


Mr.  Baird,  of  B  0  II,  has  this  to  say  of  chapter  affiliates  in  a 
recent  number  of  the  journal  of  which  he  is  editor: 

In  the  letter  from  the  Cornell  chapter  in  this  number,  mention  is 
made  of  the  fact  that  it  has  been  found  impossible  to  affiliate  the  great 
number  of  eligible  Betas  who  are  in  attendance  at  the  university  and 
who  were  initiated  by  other  chapters.  Some  sentimentalists  think  that 
the  chapter  should  at  once  enroll  these  men,  but  if  it  did  the  chapter 
would  not  only  be  of  unwieldly  size  and  possibly  be  inharmonious,  but 
it  would  lose  its  distinct  Cornell  spirit  and  its  place  in  Cornell  life.  Much 
as  we  may  regret  it,  the  chapters  confronted  with  a  similar  condition 
must  protect  their  own  existence  in  the  same  way.  We  suggest,  how- 
ever, that  these  Betas  should  form  a  Beta  Association  of  Cornell  Univer- 
sity, meeting  at  regular  intervals  at  the  chapter  house,  enjoying  the 
benefit  of  its  social  advantages  so  far  as  practical  and  helping  each  other 
and  the  members  of  the  active  chapter  in  every  possible  way.  They  are 
not  strangers,  but  brothers.  One,  however,  does  not  always  have  a  house 
large  enough  to  accommodate  a  brother,  but  he  is  always  welcome  to  the 
social  life  of  the  family.  A  little  mutual  kindness  and  forbearance  and 
some  talent  for  organization  ought  to  solve  this  problem  satisfactorily. 


A  stormy  career  has  attended  the  two  "non-sectarian"  fraternities 
of  Q  II  A  and  A  I  0  since  their  organization  at  the  College  of  the  City  of 
New  York  in  1901.  Nearly  every  chapter  has  suffered  from  dissensions 
between  Christian  and  Jewish  members.  Of  the  six  chapters  of  QUA, 
the  one  at  Cornell  died  prematurely,  those  at  Pennsylvania  and  Rutgers 
seceded  and  formed  local  organizations,  while  the  members  at  Columbia 
were  chartered  by  I  N  and  at  Lehigh  by  I  0  E.     A  I  0,  which  combined 
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with  its  idea  of  race-equality  a  leaning  towards  socialism,  has  put  up  a 
more  stubborn  struggle,  but  now  seems  to  be  decidedly  on  the  decline. 
The  Christian  members  of  its  New  York  University  Chapter  seceded 
several  years  ago;  its  chapter  at  Columbia  never  gained  a  foothold;  those 
at  Cornell,  M.  I.  T.,  and  Penn.  State  are  said  to  have  existed  chiefly  on 
paper;  while  the  chapter  at  Washington  and  Lee,  now  with  but  three 
members,  is  reported  on  the  point  of  death. — The  Garnet  of  Alpha  Chi  Rho. 


In  addition  to  the  other  fraternities  that  have  adopted 
standard  badges,  mentioned  in  the  last  Palm,  B  6  II  has  taken 
the  same  action.

<I>  K  W,  as  a  memorial  to  its  founders,  presented  a  beautiful 
drinking  fountain  to  Washington  and  Jefferson  College  last 
November.  A  Mr.  Monnette,  formerly  one  of  the  model  secre- 
taries of  the  fraternity,  made  the  principal  address  of  the  occasion, 
and  the  frank  acknowledgment  of  fraternity  failings  as  quoted 
below,  it  is  guessed  can  be  applied  to  us  all,  more  or  less : 

Our  fraternity  has  its  full  quota  of  fraternity  sins.  We  have  engaged 
in  unseenly  contests  for  college  honors,  both  in  victory  and  defeat.  We 
have  been  victors  and  been  vanquished;  to  accomplish  our  imaginary 
ends  and  win  our  victories,  we  have  used  doubtful  means.  We  have 
wholly  forgotten  the  high  and  holy  pledges  of  our  ritual;  we  have  raided 
rival  fraternity  halls,  and  in  the  spirit  of  retaliation,  have  attempted  to 
disseminate  fraternity  grips  and  secrets. 

We  have  unworthily  belittled  our  opponents  with  unjust  criticism 
and  libelous  publications;  and  I  find  this  true  in  the  college  battles  fought 
in  the  days  of  our  founders,  and  these  things  will  occur,  no  doubt,  as 
long  as  college  life  exists;  but  we  are  no  different  in  our  human  frailties 
than  Peter  of  old,  who  in  the  Garden  of  Gethsemane  was  wont  to  draw 
his  sword  in  revenge  and  cut  off  the  soldier's  ear,  or  when  he  denied  his 
Lord  thrice  in  the  court  of  Herod's  palace. 

The  Shield,  by  the  way,  comes  to  us  and  the  long  suffering 
public  at  last  clothed  in  a  large  enough  type  to  be  readable.     The

new  editor  is  responsible,  we  suppose,  and  we  hereby  congratulate 
him!  Now  if  the  2  X  Quarterly  will  cut  its  leaves  for  us,  we'll 
be  happy. 


"0  A  X  at  the  City  College  of  New  York  for  the  past  five  years  has 
maintained  an  average  chapter  of  five  (5)  men.  City  College  has  an 
enrollment  of  4,000  students,  mostly  Irish.  The  fraternities  at  City 
College  are  6  A  X,  A  A  0  and  0  K  E,  besides  numerous  local  organizations."

When  a  student  in  my  home  college  is  delinquent,  it  is  a  relief  to  me 
to  find  that  he  belongs  to  a  fraternity.  Not  that  I  wish  the  fraternity 
harm,  but  because  I  know  there  are  those  who  are  willing,  either  on 
account  of  the  boy  or  fraternity  or  both,  to  give  the  needed  help. 

A  whole  fraternity  may  at  times  be  met  with  profit  for  consultation. 
Those  who  watch  student  affairs  know  that  the  educational  standards 
of  any  chapter  are  fluctuating.  The  membership  changes  every  four 
years,  and  a  fraternity  with  a  high  standard  of  scholarship  at  one  period 
may  later  have  a  very  low  standard.  It  is  largely  a  question  of  environ- 
ment and  leadership.  If  a  chapter  is  in  an  especially  low  state  in  scholar- 
ship, the  right  member  of  the  faculty  can  often  change  the  whole  character 
of  the  work  of  the  members  by  a  mere  statement  of  fact,  appealing  to 
the  fraternity  pride  and  pointing  out  the  dangers  in  which  they  find 
themselves.  Such  cases  will  usually  have  to  be  followed  up  with  personal 
help.  I  remember  a  case  in  which  a  frank  talk  to  a  certain  chapter 
brought  the  members  to  a  realization  of  their  duties  and  obligations, 
and  several  members  were  soon  changed  from  failures  to  satisfactory 
students. — President  of  Swarthmore  College  in  Phi  Kappa  Psi  Shield. 


The  first  chapter  of  any  fraternity  at  the  Alabama  Poly- 
technic Institute  to  occupy  a  house  is  that  of  K  2,  which  also 
lays  claim  to  being  the  youngest  fraternity  there. 


At  the  U.  S.  Naval  Academy,  2  A  E  leads  with  eleven  mem- 
bers ;  K  A  is  next  with  seven,  and  the  others  follow  with  from  one  to 
five  each.    ATQ  has  three. 
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0  A  X  meets  in  Chicago  in  its  annual  convention  on  Febru- 
ary i9th-22nd. 


Each  of  the  five  fraternities  at  Davidson  College,  namely,  K  I,  B 
6  II,  I  A  E,  K  A  and  77  K  A,  sends  one  representative  to  a  joint  conference 
known  as  the  Pan-Hellenic  Council,  which,  with  the  approval  of  the 
faculty  and  board  of  trustees,  places  restrictions  of  time  upon  pledging 
and  initiating  new  men,  and  strives  by  every  lawful  means  to  execute 
them  successfully.  In  the  meetings  of  this  council  the  question  of  basing 
fraternity  membership  upon  scholarship  has  been  discussed  many  times 
until  it  has  become  the  chief  topic  of  consideration.  Those  who  favor  it 
want  to  require  a  new  man  to  pass  on  a  certain  per  cent,  of  his  work 
before  he  can  join  any  fraternity.  Before  another  year  is  gone  the 
council  will  either  adopt  or  reject  such  a  basis  for  the  future. — Pi  Kappa 
Alpha  Shield  and  Diamond. 


B  0  II  entered  the  University  of  Oregon,  December  4th  last. 
21  A  E  entered  Oklahoma  on  October  24th. 


At  its  convention  in  Chicago  last  June,  K  A  0  sorority  granted 
charters  to  Oregon,  Montana,  and  Oklahoma  State  Universities. 
There  were  245  members  attending  the  convention. 


Out  of  fifteen  fraternities  at  the  University  of  Maine,  ATQ 
was,  in  1891,  the  third  to  enter  there;  B  0  II  was  first,  in  1879, 
and  K  2,  second,  in 


A  $  sorority  sends  out  as  a  supplement  to  the  November 
Quarterly,  a  complete  paper  bound  directory  of  its  members. 
The  directory  is  one  of  147  pages,  and  records  a  membership  of 
1,961  living  initiates.  The  usual  features  are  found  in  the  publi- 
cation, but  the  one  greatly  to  the  credit  of  the  sorority  is  the  free 
distribution  of  the  work;  in  this  shape  it  is  unusually  convenient 
to  handle  and  has  none  of  the  cumbersomeness  of  some  of  the 
directories  published. 
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<£  A  0  will  meet  in  August  at  Niagara  Falls.  This  fraternity 
gets  out  annually  a  "Year  Book,"  the  one  of  1909  being  its  23rd 
volume,  or  its  fifth  under  the  present  manner  of  binding  and 
issuance.  Divided  into  two  parts,  the  second  part  is  made  a 
complete  catalogue  of  the  fraternity's  membership,  and  the  pages 
run  up  to  874.  Mr.  Walter  B.  Palmer,  in  a  late  number  of  the 
Shield,  criticises  it  somewhat,  saying,  "possibly  some  modification 
of  the  system  might  be  adopted  which  would  make  it  more 
satisfactory  and  less  expensive." 

The  first  chapter  house  at  the  University  of  Alabama  has 
lately  been  finished  and  is  owned  by  the  chapter  of  3>  A  @ .  2  A  E 
is  planning  for  a  memorial  chapter  house  there  in  the  near  future, 
and  <£  K  2  has  bought  ground  on  which  to  build. 

-+- 

The  Harvard  chapter  of  A  T  is  not  satisfied  with  that  fra- 
ternity's method  of  voting  upon  charters,  and  says  so  in  these 
words,  taken  from  the  Quarterly: 

I  have  said  the  great  majority  desire  this  growth,  this  expansion  of 
interests  and  activities  through  the  establishment  of  new  chapters.  But 
under  the  present  constitutional  requirements  do  the  majority  get  what' 
they  want?  Clearly  no.  We  have  seen,  those  of  us  who  have  been 
privileged  to  attend  conventions,  how  a  majority  composed  of  nearly  all 
the  chapters,  together  with  many  graduates,  well  informed  and  eager  to 
work  for  the  best  interests  of  the  fraternity,  have  been  effectually  blocked 
by  a  small  minority  again  and  again.  In  a  convention  of  this  organiza- 
tion, as  in  any  legislative  body,  the  majority  should  rule.  We  need 
differences  of  opinion.  We  need  hot  debate,  for  in  this  way  always  are 
the  merits  and  faults  best  brought  under  the  scrutiny  which  all  sincere 
men  desire.  But  the  cry  that  we  must  have  absolute  uniformity,  as 
though  men  were  turned  out  like  so  many  gross  of  German  toys,  may  be 
dismissed  as  unworthy  the  consideration  of  those  who  want  genuine 
progress. 

The  constitution,  therefore,  should  be  so  amended  as  to  permit  the 
will  of  the  majority,  and  not  of  a  minority  of  two  or  three,  to  guide  the 
policy  of  the  entire  fraternity.  As  a  suggestion  for  a  specific  amendment, 
the  Harvard  chapter  proposes  that  a  unanimous  vote  be  required  on  the 
first  two  applications  for  a  charter  made  by  any  petitioning  society,  but 
that  on  any  subsequent  application  a  favorable  vote  of  seven-eighths 
of  the  chapters  should  be  sufficient  for  the  granting  of  a  charter. 
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The  above  brings  to  mind  that  with  a  different  constitutional 
clause  operating  as  the  Harvard  chapter  suggests,  perhaps  A  Y 
will  decide  to  take  advantage  of  Southern  opportunities  and  in 
this  way  become  national  in  its  scope  and  membership. 


Speaking  of  honors  taken  by  the  Rhodes  scholars,  the  Beta 
Theta  Pi  gives  this  list,  which  includes  the  A  T  brother  from 
Virginia : 

"It  may  be  well  to  give  the  roll  of  honor  of  those  who  have  won 
firsts.  In  1906,  Tucker-Brooke,  of  Virginia,  in  English  literature;  Hinds, 
North  Dakota,  geology.  In  1907,  Fobes,  Massachusetts,  Literae  Human- 
oires;  Kirkpatrick,  Alabama,  history;  Barnes,  Montana,  and  Sperry, 
Michigan,  theology;  Kieffer,  Maryland,  for  the  B.  C.  L.  degree.  In  1908, 
Schmidt,  Tennessee,  in  history;  Ford,  Mississippi,  jurisprudence.  Five 
came  from  south  of  Mason  and  Dixon's  line,  a  creditable  showing  for  that 
part  of  the  country." 


Referring  to  the  new  2  X  directory,  which  the  writer  hasn't 
seen,  it  seems  that  the  fraternity's  constitution  and  by-laws  are 
not  secret  and  are  regarded  as  proper  subjects  for  open  publication. 
The  Beta  Theta  Pi  has  this  to  say  of  a  portion  of  the  directory : 

Two  chapters  appear  in  this  roll  which  have  not  heretofore  appeared 
in  any  list  of  I  X,  viz. :  An  Epsilon  chapter  established  in  May.  1856, 
at  the  University  of  Nashville,  and  a  X  ¥  chapter  established  at  the 
University  of  Louisiana  in  1882.  It  is  stated  in  the  historical  sketch 
above  referred  to  that  "neither  of  these  organizations  were  of  long 
duration,  and  as  official  records  were  not  preserved  regarding  them  it  is 
only  by  chance  that  their  data,  incomplete  as  they  are,  have  come  to 
light.  It  is  presented  in  the  hope  that  the  deficiencies  may  be  noted  and 
supplied  by  someone,  so  that  the  record  of  the  members  of  these  chapters 
can  be  completed  for  publication  in  future  directories." 

In  regard  to  the  method  of  granting  charters,  this  is  said : 

Triumvirs  comprising  the  Grand  Annotator  (recording  secretary) 
and  two  others  are  the  executive  of  the  fraternity.  In  addition  a  sepa- 
rate and  permanent  Board  of  Trustees  is  to  hold  the  Endowment  fund. 
Chapters  are  established  on  petition  presented  to  the  Grand  Tribune 
(general  secretary).  The  Triumvirs  then  examine  into  the  petition  and 
if  favorable  submit  the  same  to  the  Grand  Council  and  the  chapters.  No 
charter  shall  be  granted  (during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Chapter)  unless 
three-fourths  of  the  Council  and  three-fourths  of  the  active  chapters  vote 
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in  favor  thereof.  This  conservatism  is,  however,  practically  nullified 
by  the  provision  that  "Unless  a  chapter  shall  forward  its  vote  within 
forty  days  from  the  submission  of  the  petition  it  shall  be  counted  as 
casting  an  affirmative  vote."  Practically  all  the  mistakes  made  in 
extending  B  6  IT  were  made  under  such  a  plan.  When  the  Grand  Chapter 
is  ;n  session  it  can  grant  a  charter  by  a  vote  of  four-fifths  of  its  members. 
Petitioners  are  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  $25,  which  is  returned  to  them  if 
unsuccessful.  B  6  II  ought  to  charge  a  charter  fee.  Practically  all 
fraternities  do. 

A  salary  list  is  provided  for.  The  Grand  Tribune  receives  $360  per 
annum  and  his  railway  expense  to  the  convention;  the  editor  of  the 
Quarterly,  $200;  the  Grand  Annotator,  $50;  the  Grand  Quaestor,  $40  per 
month  and  his  railway  expense  to  the  convention,  and  each  Grand 
Triumver  who  is  not  otherwise  a  salaried  officer,  $25. 

Speaking  of  one  of  the  laws  in  2  X  that  no  member  may 
resign  from  the  fraternity,  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  man  says: 

Of  all  foolish  provisions  this  is  the  worst.  Nearly  all  of  the  college 
fraternities  have  the  same  rule.  But  suppose  a  member  does  resign. 
He  can  not  be  retained  by  force  or  by  law.  He  is  out  and  that  is  the  end 
of  it.  Resignations  should  always  be  permitted,  but  the  resigning 
member  should  be  requested  to  sign  a  statement  that  he  will  regard  as 
confidential  what  he  has  learned  of  the  fraternity's  business  while  a 
member. 


From  the  Lyre  of  A  X  Q: 

Tf  many  of  the  fraternities  do  not  have  a  higher  standard  of  scholar- 
ship among  their  members  it  will  not  be  because  their  officers  have  failed 
to  work  out  very  excellent  plans.      One  of  these  we  clip  from  the  I  X 

Quarterly : 

A  "Roll  of  Honor"  is  a  plan  recently  inaugurated  by  A  T  Q  in  an 
effort  to  stimulate  application  to  their  studies  on  the  part  of  undergrad- 
uate members.  Every  member  is  urged  to  feel  that  there  is  a  record  for 
him  to  strive  for,  and  that  his  chapter  is  interested  in  his  achievements. 
The  chief  officer  of  the  chapter  (who,  in  the  case  of  A  T  Q,  bears  the  title 
of  Worthy  Master)  makes  reports  to  the  High  Council,  and  on  such 
reports,  as  well  as  other  information,  certificates  of  honor  are  awarded 
to  such  members  who  may  succeed  in  attaining  a  distinguished  position 
in  studies  or  intellectual  pursuits.  While  worded  in  a  rather  broad 
manner,  it  is  not  understood  that  the  "distinguished  position"  means 
any  more  than  a  relative  one.  The  position  of  a  student  who  may 
graduate  magna  cum  laude  is  a  decidedly  distinguished  one,  and  so,  in  a 
lesser  degree,  is  that  of  the  undergraduate  who  wins  a  scholarship.  There 
must  be  a  decided  stimulus  in  the  thought  that  the  achievement  of  a 
position  on  the  Roll  of  Honor  means  the  scattering  broadcast  to  the 
fraternity  of  the  name  of  the  one  so  honored.  The  plan  has  much  to 
recommend  it,  and  its  effect  will  be  watched  by  other  fraternities. 
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Agnes  Scott  College,  at  Decatur,  Ga.,  just  outside  Atlanta, 
has  recently  completed  a  campaign  for  $350,000,  including  a 
subscription  of  $100,000  from  the  General  Education  Board. 
This  college  is  one  of  the  leading  ones  for  women  in  the  South, 
and  the  success  of  the  campaign,  no  doubt,  places  it  high  up  on 
the  list  of  prosperous  women's  institutions  in  that  section.  New- 
comb  College,  an  affiliate  with  Tulane  University,  at  New  Orleans, 
probably  is  the  best  endowed  of  them  all  "down  South." 


Stanford  University  has  all  the  women  its  charter  will  permit,  which 
number  is  500. 

Last  year  the  number  of  students  suspended  at  Stanford  for  delin- 
quent scholarship  was  232.  Three  and  two-tenths  of  the  sorority  women 
were  suspended,  3.6  of  non-sorority  women,  28  per  cent,  of  fraternity 
men,  12^  per  cent,  of  non-fraternity  men.  Thus,  comparing  the  records 
of  the  women  living  in  the  six  sorority  houses  on  the  campus  with  the 
non-sorority  women  living  in  the  college  dormitory,  we  see  they  are 
practically  identical,  yet  the  sorority  women  are  much  more  given  to 
society.  There  are  fewer  failures  in  scholarship  among  women  than 
among  men,  among  non-fraternity  men  than  fraternity  men.- — Independent. 


Under  the  heading  of  "Southern  Hospitality  in  New  Eng- 
land," the  K  A  Journal  for  February,  has  something  so  pleasant 
to  say  of  our  St.  Lawrence  University  boys  that  we  are  happy  to 
reproduce  it : 

The  editor  of  the  Journal  is  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
Frater  George  C.  Morgan,  alumnus  of  B  J  chapter,  whose  likeness  is 
herewith  presented,  which  tells  a  decidedly  unusual  story  of  the  exper- 
iences of  this  brother  while  a  student  at  St.  Lawrence  University,  New 
York.  A  member  before  going  there  and  consequently  ineligible  for 
consideration  as  a  fellow  Greek  at  that  institution,  where  chapters  of 
A  T  Q,  B  6  II  and  0  I  K  prevail,  he  was  the  subject  in  no  small  degree 
of  real  "Southern  hospitality,"  being  during  the  second  year  of  his 
residence  a  member  of  the  household  of  the  first-named  organization  and 
free  to  enjoy  all  the  privileges  of  chapter  house  and  chapter  life  except 
attending  meetings,  banquets  and  voting  on  new  members.  In  fact, 
as  to  the  last  named  feature,  he  states  that  he  was  consulted  by  his  "broth- 
er" Greeks,  and  that  when  so  sought  he  always  gave  the  best  and  most 
candid  opinion  he  had  in  stock. 
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The  brother  in  question  was  initiated  at  Georgetown  College  in  1905, 
going  to  St.  Lawrence,  where  opportunities  for  working  his  way  through 
college  were  better.  He  says  in  his  letter  to  the  editor:  'I  was  unable 
to  return  after  Christmas,  and  after  working  awhile,  took  advantage 
of  a  scholarship  offer  at  St.  Lawrence,  at  which  place  I  was  the  subject 
of  many  unusual  courtesies  at  the  hands  of  the  local  chapter  of  A  T  Q. 
Although  it  was  apparently  thought  when  I  entered  that  I  was  not  a 
fraternity  man,  this  fact  did  not  deter  this  and  the  other  chapters  from 
showing  me  every  possible  consideration.  The  A.  T.  O.'s  did  not  have 
room  for  me  the  first  year,  as  their  quarters  were  limited,  but  the  next 
year  when  they  had  entered  a  much  more  commodious  chapter  house, 
I  was  given  a  room,  took  my  meals  in  the  house,  and  attended  their 
smokers,  house  parties  and  general  affairs — everything,  in  fact,  except 
chapter  meetings  and  banquets."  He  states  that  he  concluded  his 
experience  there  by  getting  a  good  position  through  the  influence  of  an 
Alpha  Tau  alumnus.     This  he  now  enjoys. 

While  at  St.  Lawrence,  Brother  Morgan  was  prominent  in  student 
life,  dramatics  and  athletics  in  particular.  He  was  secretary  and  treasurer 
of  the  student  body,  was  a  member  of  the  'Varsity  football  and  basket- 
ball teams  and  substitute  on  the  baseball  squad  and  assistant  manager 
of  the  Dramatic  Club.  He  says  if  all  A.  T.  O.'s  are  like  the  St.  Lawrence 
sample,  that  fraternity  is  certainly  all  right.  Frater  Morgan's  home  is  at 
Morganview,  Ky.,  and  he  shows  great  interest  in  the  Journal  and  every- 
thing pertaining  to  the  order. 


Acknowledgment  is  here  made  of  the  directory  of  <£  A  <I>, 
the  legal  fraternity.  This  is  the  eighth  edition,  and  is  edited  by 
George  A.  Katzenberger.  The  forepart  contains  a  brief  history 
of  this  legal  fraternity,  while  the  remaining  part  contains  the 
directory  proper.

By  an  unanimous  vote  of  the  chapters  the  establishment  of  a 
chapter  at  the  University  of  Oregon  was  authorized  and,  accord- 
ingly, on  February  25th,  the  new  chapter  was  installed.  The 
ceremonies  and  the  new  institution  will  be  adequately  described 
in  the  next  issue.

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The  Conclaves.

Simpson  Resigns. 

With  this  issue  Hendree  P.  Simpson  lays  down  the  pen  he  has 
so  long  and  so  ably  wielded  for  the  Palm.  A  press  of  other 
duties  compelled  his  resignation.  Very  reluctantly  we  yielded  to 
his  desire  for  relief  and  with  great  regret  is  this  announcement 
now  made. 

The  fraternity  is  under  many  obligations  to  Brother  Simpson. 
He  became  the  editor  of  the  Palm  during  1904  and  immediately 
improved  it  both  in  contents  and  appearance.  Impartial  critics 
unanimously  vote  him  the  ablest  editor  of  recent  years.  After  a 
short  period  of  service  Simpson  retired  as  Editor-in-Chief  and 
was  succeeded  by  the  present  incumbent.  At  our  earnest  solici- 
tation he  remained  as  Associate  Editor  and  assumed  charge  of 
the  "  Greek  World  "  department. 

It  was  in  the  latter  capacity  that  Simpson  revealed  his  greatest 
worth.  To  conduct  a  successful  "  Greek  World  "  department  is 
not  a  slight  task  ;  and  to  make  it  the  most  efficient  department 
of  its  kind  in  Greek  journalism  requires  energy  that  only 
Simpson  could  apply.  He  accomplished  this  :  he  made  the  Palm 
pre-eminent  among  Greek  journals  for  its  wide,  comprehensive 
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and  liberal  review  of  Greek  happenings.     His  retirement  will  be 
noted  with  regret  by  the  whole  Greek  press. 

Of  the  staff  that  was  organized  by  the  present  editor  in  1905 
he  is  sole  survivor.  Hartzell  retired  a  year  ago  ;  Simpson  goes 
now,  and  before  long  the  writer  of  these  lines  must  lay  aside  his 
pen  and  give  way  to  a  more  aggressive  and  a  more  energetic 
man.  Five  years  at  hard  labor  are  sufficient  to  satisfy  anyone's 
craving  for  altruistic  service.

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THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  OREGON  AND  GAMMA  PHI. 


Section  10  of  the  general  acts  of  Congress  in  regard  to  public 
lands  in  Oregon  granted  the  territory  two  townships  of  land  west 
of  the  Cascade  Mountains,  one  section  to  be  situated  north  and 
the  other  south  of  the  Columbia  River. 

Soon  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  territory  of  Washington 
was  organized  and  this  made  it  necessary  for  a  new  assignment  of 
university  lands.  The  tenth  section  of  the  law  of  1850  was 
repealed,  and  in  lieu  of  the  former  lands,  two  townships  of  36 
sections  each  were  granted  to  each  of  the  territories  of  Oregon  and 
Washington  for  university  purposes. 

Lack  of  judgment  and  poor  management  characterized  the 
disposal  of  this  land.  The  minimum  price  per  acre  was  fixed  at 
$2.50  and  buyers  were  few  even  at  that  price.  At  the  present 
time  nearly  all  of  the  lands  have  been  disposed  of  and  the  support 
available  from  this  source  is  the  income  derived  from  $200,000. 

The  territorial  legislature  of  1853  passed  an  act  on  January 
20th,  creating  a  board  of  three  commissioners  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  a  territorial  university  at  Marysville,  Benton  County. 
On  the  14th  day  of  June,  1854,  this  board  met  at  Marysville, 
where  they  qualified  and  were  organized.  A  piece  of  land,  five 
acres  in  extent,  had  been  offered  to  the  Board  by  a  Joseph  P. 
Friedley  as  a  suitable  site  for  the  university.  This  land  was 
accepted  and  bids  were  opened  for  the  purchase  of  material  for 
the  construction  of  a  university.  By  an  act  passed  January  15, 
1855,    the    territorial    university    was    located    at    Jacksonville, 
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Douglas  County.  The  material  collected  at  Marysville  was  not 
used,  and  on  January  30,  1855,  the  legislature  passed  an  act 
authorizing  the  university  Commissioners  to  dispose  of  the 
materials  which  they  had  collected,  and  this  was  done  accordingly. 

By  an  act  passed  October  19,  1872,  the  state  university,  was 
located  permanently  at  Eugene.  ;The  act  was  to  take  effect  when 
the  Union  University  Association,  of  Eugene,  provided  a  suitable 
site  for  a  university,  together  with  a  building  of  not  less  than 
$50,000  in  value. 

In  August,  1872,  the  Union  University  Association,  of  Eugene, 
was  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  and  had  a  capitalization 
of  $50,000.  The  site  chosen  was  situated  about  half  a  mile  east 
of  Eugene,  and  consisted  of  18  acres.  A  building,  now  known  as 
Deady  Hall,  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  between  $75,000  and  $80,000. 
The  offer,  of  the  association  was  accepted,  and  in  July,  1876,  the 
building  was  conveyed  to  the  University  Board  of  Directors  by 
the  Union  University  Association,  of  Eugene. 

Eugene  is  a  thriving  city  of  15,000  inhabitants,  situated  in  the 
Willamette  Valley,  midway  between  Portland  and  the  California 
line.  It  is  the  center  of  rich  agricultural,  mining,  and  lumbering 
districts,  on  the  main  line  of  the  Southern  Pacific. 

Eugene  is  famous  as  a  "city  of  homes";  here  are  located 
churches  of  all  denominations,  a  Bible  University,  and  one  of  the 
best  Y.  M.  C.  A.  buildings  in  the  Northwest.  Many  handsome 
buildings  of  native  stone,  well  paved  streets,  an  extensive  system 
of  suburban  electric  railways,  the  Willamette  River,  the  proximity 
of  the  Cascade  Range,  a  distinctly  college  towns-people,  a  perfect 
climate,  all  go  to  make  Eugene  an  ideal  university  location. 
Eugene  has  no  saloons. 

The  University  of  Oregon  is  an  integral  part  of  the  state 
school  system,  of  which  it  is  the  head.  Being  a  state  institution, 
it  is  necessarily  non-denominational.  The  entrance  requirements 
are  the  same  as  for  any  other  state  university.  The  atmosphere 
of  the  school  is  extremely  democratic,  and  its  relations  with  the 
high  schools  and  other  preparatory  schools  are  most  harmonious, 
so  that  the  enthusiastic  support  of  the  whole  state  is  assured  its 
university. 

The  organization  of  the  university  Is  int«fea  College  of  Liter- 
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ature,  Science,  and  the  Arts,  a  College  of  Engineering,  a  School  of 
Education,  a  Summer  School,  a  Correspondence  School,  a  School 
of  Law,  in  Portland,  a  School  of  Medicine,  in  Portland,  and  a 
School  of  Music.  The  Faculty  numbers  103  members.  Two 
years  ago  the  College  of  Law  raised  its  entrance  requirements 
and  lengthened  its  course.  All  the  State  and  Federal  courts  are 
represented  in  Portland  and  the  facilities  of  the  department  are 
unexcelled  for  practical  work.  The  University  of  Oregon  Medical 
School  has  just  been  placed  in  the  same  class  with  Rush,  Jefferson, 
and  the  State  schools. 

The  university  campus  contains  eighty  acres  of  land,  valued 
at  $250,000,  all  lying  within  the  city  limits  of  Eugene,  in  easy 
communication  with  the  business  section  by  electric  cars.  The 
university  buildings  are  twelve  in  number,  substantially  con- 
structed, in  the  main,  of  brick  and  stone. 

The  university  library,  around  which  the  life  of  any  institution 
largely  centers,  contains  between  20,000  and  25,000  volumes,  and  a 
fixed  continuing  appropriation  of  $10,000  annually  for  the  pur- 
chase of  library  books  has  been  made  by  the  Regents.  This 
addition  of  $100,000  worth  of  books  during  the  next  ten  years 
will  make  the  Oregon  library  one  of  the  strongest,  if  not  the 
strongest,  in  the  Pacific  Northwest. 

The  largest  gift  which  the  university  has  received  was  that 
of  Villard  Hall,  which  was  donated  by  the  late  Henry  Villard,  the 
pioneer  railroad  builder  of  Oregon.  The  Failing-Beekman 
prizes  consist  of  $150  and  $100  respectively,  which  are  given 
annually  for  the  best  graduating  oration.  Numerous  additions 
have  been  made  to  the  student  loan  fund  from  time  to  time. 

In  athletics  Oregon  has  always  led  the  Northwest.  Every 
game  of  football,  with  a  single  exception,  was  won  last  year.  The 
baseball  team  has  just  begun  a  most  successful  tour  and  the  track 
team  won  the  big  indoor  meet  at  Portland.  Oregon  has  an  envi- 
able reputation  for  being  a  "sticker"  for  clean  athletics.  No 
man  wearing  Oregon  colors  has  ever  been  allowed  to  enter  any 
kind  of  contest  where  there  was  a  shadow  of  a  doubt  concerning 
his  eligibility. 

In  debate  Oregon  won  the  Northwest,  as  well  as  the  Pacific 
Coast  championship  two  years  ago,  and  did  the  same  thing  again 
this  year. 
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The  university  supports  a  literary  magazine,  the  Oregon 
Monthly,  and  a  semi-weekly,  the  Oregon  Emerald.  Among  the 
clubs  and  associations  are:  Y.  W.  and  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Engineering 
Club,  Dramatic  Club,  Germania  Verein,  two  tennis  clubs,  a  canoe 
club,  and  the  Philologian  and  Laurean  Literary  Associations. 

There  are  eleven  men's  and  women's  fraternities  at  the 
university,  includirfg  the  organizations  of  Alpha  Kappa  Kappa, 
Phi  Delta  Phi,  and  Phi  Alpha  Delta.  The  others  are:  Sigma 
Nu,  1900;  Kappa  Sigma,  1904;  Acacia  Fraternity,  1909;  Beta 
Theta  Pi,  1909;  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  1910;  Gamma  Phi  Beta,  1909; 
Chi  Omega,  1909;  Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  1909. 

The  Alpha  Club  was  organized  May  27,  1907.  W.  L.  Ray,  on 
his  way  East,  met  J.  B.  Ladd,  of  Minnesota,  and  in  this  meeting 
Oregon  Gamma  Phi  had  its  inception.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
following  school  year  the  matter  was  taken  up  with  various 
western  A.  T.  O.  men,  with  the  result  that  it  was  definitely  decided 
to  try  for  a  chapter.  In  the  fall  of  1908,  the  club  leased  its  own 
home,  and  started  out  for  itself.  A  systematic  campaign  was 
started  and  several  A.  T.  O.  men  inspected  the  organization. 
The  reports  were  favorable  and  we  secured  the  consent  of  the 
five  nearest  chapters.  In  the  summer  of  1909,  Worthy  Grand 
Chief  Hickok  visited  Eugene,  and  he  also  reported  favorably.  In 
the  fall  of  1909,  the  petition  was  submitted,  the  result  of  which 
is  already  known. 

The  reception  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  at  the  University  of 
Oregon  has  been  very  flattering.  Many  favors  have  been  shown 
us,  which  we  are  prone  to  believe  is  indicative  of  the  fact  that 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  where  she  belongs,  at  the  head  of  the  Greeks. 

A  word  as  to  our  representation  in  college  activities  might  be 
of  interest.  McDaniels  is  an  All-Northwest  quarter-miler.  C. 
S.  Cunning  is  a  member  of  the  student  body  Executive  Committee. 
Dean  is  manager  of  the  Emerald  and  has  charge  of  art  in  the 
Junior  Annual.  Williams  is  on  the  staff  of  the  Oregon  Monthly. 
Rinehart,  Brosius,  Onthank,  and  Stevens  are  out  for  baseball. 
All  are  encouraged  to  take  part  in  the  various  activities.  Our 
scholarship  has  been  of  the  best,  there  being  no  failures  at  the 
midyear  examinations,  and  several  perfect  grades. 

The  chapter  has  endeavored  to  make  itself  known  for  its 
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genuine  hospitality  and  unaffected  democracy.  We  have  enter- 
tained a  great  deal  and  are  now  making  extensive  plans  for  the 
Junior  Week-end.  We  keep  open  house  and  our  old  friends  are 
just  as  welcome  now  as  when  we  were  locals. 

We  live  on  the  highway  between  Portland  and  San  Francisco. 
To  those  who  have  the  time  and  the  inclination  to  stop  here,  we 
extend  a  cordial  invitation  to  visit  us.  Our  hospitality  is  western, 
but  not  the  less  genuine  on  that  account.

INSTALLATION  OF  OREGON  GAMMA  PHI. 

Henceforth  February  25th,  1910,  will  be  the  occasion  of  much 
celebration  at  Oregon  Gamma  Phi  Chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega, 
for  it  was  on  this  date  that  the  Alpha  Club  became  the  baby 
chapter  of  "the  noblest  of  them  all." 

With  the  arrival  of  the  afternoon  train  came  the  represen- 
tatives of  our  sister  chapters  on  the  north  and  south,  together 
with  the  Portland  Alumni  Association,  which  has  given  us  so 
much  support  from  the  very  first. 

Those  coming  for  the  installation  were  Page  R.  Boyles  and 
Lewis  Williams,  Washington  Gamma  Pi;  Clyde  H.  Brand,  Cali- 
fornia Gamma  Iota;  W.  E.  Thompson,  Colorado  Gamma  Lambda; 
President  H.  M.  Crooks,  of  Albany  College,  Ohio  Beta  Mu;  C.  S. 
Van  Brundt,  Illinois  Gamma  Zeta;  and  the  Portland  Alumni 
Association,  composed  of  F.  S.  McCord,  Alabama  Beta  Beta; 
V.  A.  Crum,  Chicago  Gamma  Xi;  J.  G.  Rainey,  Tennessee  Pi,  and 
G.  G.  Schmitt,  Chicago  Gamma  Xi. 

The  afternoon  was  spent  in  making  preparation  for  the 
ceremonies  of  the  evening  and  visiting  the  university  and  places 
of  interest  about  the  city  and  vicinity.  After  dinner  at  the 
chapter  house,  all  repaired  to  the  hall  for  the  ceremony,  where 
the  following  men  were  initiated:  Alumni,  James  Cunning, 
Harold  C.  Merryman,  Harold  E.  Hunt,  and  Thomas  B.  Hoover, 
ex-'n;  active  members,  Benjamin  W.  Grout,  Chauncey  Cunning, 
George  M.  White,  Howard  W.  Drew,  Charles  F.  Dean,  Leland  L. 
Steiwer,  David  L.  McDaniel,  Rex  A.  Turner,  Theodore  G.  Williams, 
William  L.  Rinehart,  Henry  H.  Norton,  William  C.  Hum,  Alex- 
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ander  Martin,  Edward  E.  Brosius,  Karl  W.  Onthank,  and  William 
P.  Stevens.  Professor  John  Straub  was  initiated  as  an  honorary 
member.  He  is  head  of  the  Department  of  Greek,  Dean  of  the 
College  of  Liberal  Arts,  and  the  best  liked  man  in  the  university. 

President  Crooks  had  charge  of  the  installation,  but  as  there 
were  five  relays  of  candidates,  nearly  all  of  the  visitors  had  an 
opportunity  to  preside.  It  is  mere  idleness  to  dwell  on  the  beauty 
of  the  ritual,  or  the  depth  of  thought  that  is  inspired  at  such  a 
time.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  Alpha  Tau  Omega  must  inevitably 
live  on  forever  being  founded,  as  it  is,  on  principles  which  are 
themselves  everlasting. 

At  eleven-thirty  o'clock,  thirty-two  enthusiastic  A.  T.  O.'s 
sat  down  to  the  banquet  where  the  very  essence  of  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  spirit  prevailed.  President  Crooks  performed  the  duties 
of  toastmaster  after  his  characteristic  manner,  and  Brand,  from 
California,  gave  vent  to  some  yells,  the  like  of  which  no  one  present 
had  ever  heard  before.  President  Crooks  says  Brand's  yelling 
is  contagion  itself.  Everybody  had  something  to  say.  McCord 
spoke  on  behalf  of  the  Portland  Alumni  Association.  Schmitt 
gave  us  some  excellent  advice  for  the  guidance  of  the  new  chapter. 
Only  the  lateness  of  the  hour  and  the  threatening  attitude  of  the 
police  put  an  end  to  a  most  enjoyable  event. 

Hearty  as  were  the  handshakes  and  sincere  as  the  expressions 
of  friendship  seemed  to  be  on  the  evening  of  the  installation,  all 
was  changed  the  following  afternoon.  The  same  Alpha  Tau 
Omegas  appeared  at  the  same  hall  with  all  manner  of  instruments 
of  torture,  and  for  five  hours  the  newly  initiated  members  ground 
out  amusement  for  their  delighted  audience.  But  we  soon  turned 
the  tables  by  enjoying  it  to  the  utmost  ourselves. 

This  sketch  would  hardly  be  complete  were  not  mention  made 
of  the  friendly  comment  of  the  press  on  that  occasion.  All  the 
Portland  papers,  as  well  as  the  local  ones,  gave  us  complete  notice. 
The  following  from  the  Eugene  Register  of  February  26th  is  a 
pleasing  example : 

"The  local  college  club  known  as  the  Alpha  Club  received  a  charter 
yesterday  and  was  duly  installed  as  a  branch  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  one 
of  the  foremost  of  the  great  college  fraternities,  and  twenty-one  members 
were  duly  initiated.      Dr.  H.  M.  Crooks,  President  of  Albany  College,  was 
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the  installing  officer,  and  was  assisted  by  J.  S.  Rainey,  G.  G.  Schmitt, 
F.  S.  McCord,  and  V.  A.  Crum,  of  Portland;  Lewis  Williams  and  P.  R. 
Boyles,  of  the  University  of  Washington;  C.  S.  Van  Brundt,  of  Tacoma, 
and  Clyde  H.  Brand,  of  the  University  of  California. 

"The  grand  officers  of  the  organization  granted  permission  to 
initiate  one  of  the  professors  of  the  institution  and  this  honor  fell  upon 
Dean  John  Straub,  who  is  the  oldest  in  service  at  the  University  of 
Oregon.      A  splendid  banquet  followed  the  initiation  and  installation." 

And  now  that  it  is  over  and  we  haye  had  time  to  reflect,  we 
have  become  more  fully  conscious  of  the  responsibility  that 
devolves  upon  us  as  members  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  But  reflec- 
tion in  itself  is  of  no  use  other  than  to  make  us  pause  and  see  where 
the  most  good  can  be  done;  something  that  will  be  positive  and 
permanent,  for  we  are  resolved  that  in  the  course  of  not  many 
years,  we  shall  be  represented  in  "Who's  Who"  in  Alpha  Tau 
Omega.

Of  course,  an  installation  is  primarily  for  the  benefit  of  the 
installed,  but  the  installers  ought  to  be  heard  from  in  the  matter 
of  the  Oregon  Gamma  Phi  affair. 

They  are  a  fine  lot  of  fellows,  that  bunch — not  a  hasbeen  or 
a  neverwaser  in  the  crowd.  The  old  man  of  the  bunch,  the  honorary 
member,  Dean  John  Straub,  is  one  of  the  youngest  of  the  crowd 
and  one  of  the  proudest.  He  didn't  go  home  till  morning  and 
tells  me  that  the  Shrine  really  can't  equal  what  that  Portland 
bunch  did  to  the  boys.  "That  man  Schmitt  is  a  hard  hitter," 
one  man  told  me  (I  couldn't  be  there  for  the  second  degree  doings). 
"Well,  how  about  Crum? "  yelled  a  f  rater  with  reminiscent  rubbing 
of  his  anatomy,  while  another  observed  "Wasn't  that  little  Brand 
the  busy  lad?" 

It  was  a  great  occasion  for  us.  We  tried  to  honor  it  by 
putting  on  the  work  in  the  best  possible  form.  Crum  is  recom- 
mended as  the  best  usher  on  either  side  of  the  Rockies.  McCord, 
as  chaplain,  is  a  heap  big  success.  Boyles  furnishes  music  and 
knows  the  secret  work  from  any  direction  at  any  point.  As 
carpenters  to  make  paraphernalia,   worthy  masters  or  banquet 
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effervescences  Schmitt,  Rainey,  Van  Brundt,  Williams  and  Thomp- 
son are  alive  and  present.  The  California  Brand  is  a  good  one; 
he  arrived  late,  but  on  arrival  emitted  a  yell  that  was  contagion 
itself.  I  want  it  on  the  program  of  the  next  Congress :  I  never 
heard  a  real  yell  before. 

It  was  the  general  judgment  that  Alpha  Tau  never  had  a 
better  new  chapter.  It  is  a  manly  crowd.  When  our  usher 
marched  the  long  line  of  twenty  of  them  round  blindfolded  we 
were  busily  nodding  to  each  other  our  approval  of  the  entire 
crowd.  They  had  planned  well  our  entertainment;  they  show 
themselves  capable  in  management. 

The  ceremony  of  installation  and  initiation  was  well  carried 
out.  I  could  feel  that  the  initiates  were  surprised  and  affected 
by  the  lofty  precepts  of  the  ritual.

The  afternoon  following  the  initiation  and  banquet  the 
alumni  men  put  the  boys  through  a  diabolically  devised  second 
degree.

The  chapter  is  to  be  congratulated  on  securing  as  honorary 
member  Dr.  John  Straub,  Dean  of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts, 
who  was  delighted  that  the  boys  wanted  him  with  them  and  with 
the  work  of  initiation.

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BISHOP  THEODORE  DU  BOSE  BRATTON. 


The;  Right  Reverend  Theodore  DuBose  Bratton,  D.  D., 
Bishop  of  Mississippi  and  Worthy  Grand  Chaplain  of  the  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  Fraternity,  was  born  at  Winnsboro,  S.  C,  on  Novem- 
ber nth,  1862.  His  father,  John  Bratton,  physician,  planter  and 
soldier,  and  descended  through  a  long  line  of  Virginia  ancestry 
from  the  one  family  bearing  the  name  which  came  in  the  earliest 
settlement  from  County  Antrim,  Ireland,  held  the  commission 
of  Brigadier-General  in  the  Confederate  Army,  afterwards  taking 
a  prominent  part  in  South  Carolina  politics.  His  great-grand- 
father, William  Bratton,  who  had  moved  into  South  Carolina 
from  the  original  family  seat  on  the  Pennsylvania  border  of 
Virginia,  served  under  General  Sumpter  as  Colonel  in  the  Revo- 
lutionary struggle.  His  mother,  Elizabeth  DuBose,  was  of 
French  Hugenot  stock,  from  the  family  which  settled  in  South 
Carolina  immediately  after  the  Revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes 
in  1680,  and,  on  the  maternal  line,  from  the  Marions.  General 
Marion,  the  "Swamp-fox,"  was  his  grandfather's  uncle. 

During  the  absence  of  his  father  in  the  war  time  the  family 
resided  at  Winnsboro,  afterwards  moving  to  Farmington,  a 
plantation  in  Fairfield  County,  S.  C.  There  he  received  all  of  his 
early  schooling  under  the  tutelage  of  an  aunt,  until  at  the  age 
of  twelve  he  was  sent  to  Sewanee. 

Sewanee  exercised  upon  him  the  profound  influence  which 
has  shaped  the  lives  of  many  other  of  her  illustrious  sons.  The 
"spirit"  of  Sewanee  is  an  atmosphere  of  ideals,  of  self-sacrifice, 
of  culture.  He  loves  Sewanee  to-day  as  he  loved  it  when  he 
entered  the  old  Grammar  School ;  though  the  desk  of  the  student 
has  been  exchanged  for  the  chair  of  the  trustee. 

Bishop  Biatton  was  advanced  to  the  Undergraduate  Depart- 
ment in  1878,  but  the  same  year  he  was  compelled  to  leave  the 
Mountain  to  manage  his  father's  business,  and  to  take  part  in  the 
South  Carolina  reconstruction  campaign,  which  was  being  directed 
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by  General  Bratton,  his  father.  Two  years  and  a  half  thus 
slipped  out  of  his  college  life;  but  on  his  return  he  resumed  his 
interest  in  all  the  various  college  activities.  He  became  a  member 
of  Tennessee  Omega  in  1881.  During  the  six  years  that  followed 
he  served  the  chapter  in  most  of  the  offices,  chiefly  as  Worthy 
Chaplain  and  Worthy  Master.  He  was  chairman  of  the  committee 
that  built  the  chapter  house,  since  enlarged,  which,  occupying 
the  central  site  of  the  town,  in  its  simple  dignity  depicts  in  stone 
the  high  ideal  of  fraternity  life  in  the  university.  He  was  the 
organizer  and  the  first  President  of  the  Pan-Hellenic  Association, 
a  body  founded  to  regulate  the  Mountain's  fraternity  life.  Along 
with  his  activity  in  the  social  and  fraternal  life  of  the  university, 
he  taught  in  the  lower  classes. 

In  1884,  he  entered  St.  Luke's  Hall  as  a  student  in  the 
Theological  Department.  His  first  ministerial  work  was  as 
lay-reader,  in  charge  of  St.  Mark's  Negro  Church.  He  graduated 
in  theology  in  1887,  receiving  his  B.  D.  degree,  after  post-graduate 
work  three  years  later. 

He  was  ordained  to  the  diaconate  in  September,  1887,  and 
to  the  priesthood  in  September,  1888.  As  deacon  he  labored 
in  the  three  South  Carolina  counties  of  York,  Lancaster  and 
Chester  under  Bishop  Howe.  Upon  his  advancement  to  the 
priesthood  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  rectorship  of  the  Church  of 
the  Advent,  Spartanburg.  This,  as  the  Bishop  tells  to-day  with 
reasonable  pride,  is  the  only  parish  he  ever  served.  He  regarded 
it  as  a  life-call,  and  would  accept  no  inducement  to  abandon  his 
charge,  until  overmastered  by  the  summons  to  a  more  difficult 
post.  He  spent  eleven  years  with  this  parish,  during  which  he 
doubled  its  membership  and  rebuilt  the  church,  doubling  its  size, 
in  order  to  accommodate  the  larger  congregations.  He  did  not 
forget  old  Alpha  Tau ;  for  while  there  he  assisted  in  the  organization 
of  the  ill-fated  chapter  at  Wofford  College. 

He  was  married  in  July,  1888,  to  Miss  Lucy  Beverley  Ran- 
dolph, of  Virginia.  Nine  children  were  born  of  this  marriage,  of 
whom  six  survive.  The  oldest  son  is  a  member  of  Tennessee 
Omega. 

During  the  rectorship  at  Spartanburg,  Bishop  Bratton  found 
time  for  the  larger  extra-parochial  activities.     He  did  missionary 
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work;  the  church  at  Greenwood,  S.  C,  is  the  result  of  his  enter- 
prise. He  was  for  nine  years  Professor  of  History  at  Converse 
College.  He  was  editor  of  the  diocesan  paper,  member  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  member  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  Examining 
Chaplain,  and  since  1895  Deputy  to  the  General  Convention  of 
the  Church. 

In  1899,  he  was  elected  by  the  Carolina  dioceses  to  be  rector 
of  the  old  School  of  St.  Mary's,  Raleigh.  The  task  before  him 
was  its  rejuvenation.  His  success  was  complete.  In  four  years 
of  service  he  doubled  the  attendance. 

The  preceding  events  were  merely  a  preparation  for  the 
supreme  task  of  his  life.  In  1903,  he  was  elected  Bishop  of  Missis- 
sippi. His  physicians  predicted  his  death,  if  he  consented  to 
reside  in  the  new  state.  Hosts  of  friends  urged  him  to  remain 
where  he  was.  The  condition  of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi  was 
such,  however,  that  he  felt  the  call  to  be  imperative.  He  entered 
upon  his  episcopal  duties  in  the  summer  of  1903. 

The  Diocese  of  Mississippi  has  prospered  under  his  adminis- 
tration. The  missionary  activity  has  largely  increased.  Many- 
churches  and  rectories  have  been  built.  A  college  for  young 
women  has  been  created. 

Bishop  Bratton  himself  occupies  the  position  of  the  most- 
loved  clergyman  in  the  state.  In  seven  years,  from  a  total 
stranger  both  to  the  people  and  the  conditions  of  the  work,  he 
has  become  the  leader  in  every  large  Christian  enterprise,  with  a 
following  that  includes  the  members  of  all  the  Christian  churches. 
At  the  age  of  forty-eight,  apparently  more  vigorous  than  at  the 
time  of  his  consecration,  he  has  but  barely  begun  his  constructive 
work.  He  is  quiet  and  unostentatious  in  manner,  and  most 
modest  in  the  presentation  of  his  own  views,  but  is  received  as 
one  of  the  wisest  of  those  splendid  statesmen  who  compose  the 
bishops  of  the  South.  As  a  speaker  he  is  deeply  spiritual,  with  a 
directness  and  earnestness  of  manner  that  carry  conviction  to  all. 
He  is  an  indefatigable  worker,  covering  every  section  of  the 
state  in  the  course  of  a  year's  visitations,  and  at  the  same  time 
keeping  up  with  an  enormous  correspondence. 

During  his  brief  spells  of  rest  and  recuperation  he  dwells  in 
pastoral  simplicity  at  Battle  Hill,  the  seat  of  the  bishops  of  Missis- 
sippi. 
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His  first  wife  died  soon  after  the  removal  to  Mississippi.  In 
August,  1906,  he  was  married  to  Mrs.  Ivy  Perrin  Gass,  who 
presides  over  the  Battle  Hill  household  and  is  his  coadjutor  in 
several  lines  of  diocesan  work. 

With  all  these  years  of  activity  to  his  credit,  his  interest  in 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  not  decreased.  At  the  Birmingham  Con- 
gress, his  usefulness  being  realized,  he  was  elected  Worthy  Grand 
Chaplain  for  a  term  of  two  years.  He  was  unable  to  attend  the 
Pittsburgh  Congress,  because  of  the  pressing  duties  of  his  church. 
He  was  again  re-elected  for  another  term  of  two  years,  and  has 
signified  his  intention  of  being  present  at  the  Atlanta  Congress.

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COLLEGE  AND  FRATERNITY  CO-OPERATION. 


I.    THE  ATTITUDE  OF  THE  COLLEGES. 

The  evolution  of  the  college  fraternity  in  the  past  fifty  years 
has  carried  it  through  two  distinct  phases,  from  the  second  of 
which  it  is  now  passing  to  the  third.  Each  phase  has  produced 
a  pretty  definite  relationship  between  the  fraternity  and  its 
"host,"  as  the  scientist  might  call  the  college  to  which  the  chapter 
pertained ;  this  relationship,  in  turn,  has  been  a  fairly  sure  indicator 
of  the  value  of  the  fraternity  to  its  members,  to  the  colleges,  and 
to  society. 

The  first  phase  was  that  of  abstract  ideals.  They  were  at 
the  time  not  at  all  incongruous  with  student  thought  and  life; 
indeed,  they  were  based  upon  the  spiritual  and  mental  activities 
of  their  founders,  at  a  time  when  college  students  were  not  un- 
familiar with  metaphysics,  and  could  discuss  the  philosophical 
abstractions  of  Kant  with  just  such  verve  as  may  nowadays  be 
witnessed  among  undergraduates  in  the  consideration  of  batting 
averages  or  the  forward  pass.  That  phase  passed  away  some 
time  ago,  in  so  far  as  it  was  a  real  or  constant  force  in  fraternity 
life.  There  are  those,  of  course,  who  will  deny  that  this  is  tr'ue. 
The  "principles  of  the  order,"  to  be  sure,  are  still  inculcated; 
rehearsed  at  initiation  they  are  impressive;  they  are  valuable  as 
the  basis  of  the  Congress  poem  and  the  Congress  oration :  between 
times  they  are  too  often  stored  in  the  lumber  room  with  the 
insignia,  or  mislaid,  like  last  year's  knowledge  of  calculus.  A 
story  is  told  of  real  moral  support  secured  from  the  mystic  words 
by  two  of  the  faithful.  They  were  with  difficulty  treading  home- 
ward in  the  vasty  night  when  the  world  was  in  a  state  of  unstable 
equilibrium.  Each  had  found  the  other  of  scant  service  as  a 
guide  and  a  physical  support  when,  as  if  in  reply  to  the  signal  of 
distress,  Brown  whispered  X  Y  Z  to  Black,  and  Black  whispered 
X  Y  Z  to  Brown,  and  they  were  safely  restored  to  their  brothers. 

The  idealism  of  the  founders  must,  happily,  always  remain  a 
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force  and  an  inspiration,  but  in  the  second  phase  the  secret  society 
based  on  true  ideals  became  a  social  organization,  with  ideals 
theoretically  as  strong,  but  practically  weakened  and  of  little  use. 
For  a  number  of  years  it  would  have  been  difficult  for  any  one  of 
many  of  our  national  fraternities  to  justify  its  existence  before 
an  impartial  jury.  The  real  purposes  of  college  life  were  largely 
lost  sight  of.  The  college  was  a  good  and  necessary  hook  to  hand 
a  charter  on;  but  faculty  assignments  often  put  the  fraternity 
members  to  the  expense  of  buying  text-books,  and  often  required 
for  preparation  for  examinations  time  that  could  be  more  pleas- 
antly spent  in  some  other  way — in  securing  polish,  rather  than 
lustre.  Happily  the  extreme  of  this  phase  has  been  passed. 
Fraternities  are  coming  more  and  more  to  recognize  that  as  organ- 
izations they  have  serious  obligations  and  great  opportunities, 
as  auxiliaries  to  the  institution  to  which  they  belong. 

Thus  they  are  passing  to  the  third  stage,  the  one  with  which 
we  have  to  do,  in  which  the  fraternity  is  coming  to  see  that,  as 
the  college  or  the  university  itself  is  more  and  more  required  to 
show  cause  for  its  existence  by  the  results  which  it  achieves, 
so  the  fraternity,  having  no  excuse  for  existence  apart  from  the 
college,  can  have  little  if  any  raison  d'etre  unless  it  becomes  so 
related  to  the  college  or  the  university  as  to  help  the  college  on 
toward  efficiency  by  helping  itself  in  the  same  direction. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  article  to  show  how  far  the  colleges 
have  recognized  the  fraternities  as  able,  not  only  to  attend  to 
the  social  needs  of  the  members,  which  the  colleges  have  often 
wholly  and  deplorably  neglected,  but  to  become  centers  of  intel- 
lectual interest  and  stimulus.  Succeeding  papers  will  endeavor 
to  show  in  some  detail  the  attitude  of  the  chapters  toward  this 
function. 

The  colleges  did  not  greet  the  secret  societies  with  great 
eclat  in  the  beginning;  as  the  second  phase  waxed  there  came  a 
period  when  charters  were  called  in  or  securely  hidden,  and 
Greeks  met  in  lee  havens  of  great  secrecy.  The  colleges  could  see 
little  or  no  good  in  the  fraternities,  and,  on  the  whole,  it  must 
be  admitted  that  this  failure  was  not  entirely  due  to  defective 
eye-sight,  but  in  part  to  the  fact  that  the  fraternities  not  only 
were  failing  to  do  anything  worth  while,  but  also  were  doing 
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some  things  which  conflicted  with  the  purposes  of  collegiate 
endeavor.  As  a  result,  the  fraternities  were  excluded  from  some 
colleges ;  they  were  but  tolerated  at  others ;  in  some  instances  the 
real  social  service  which  the  fraternities  rendered  to  their  members 
and  to  the  college  communities  made  them  welcome  to  the  author- 
ities. In  many  cases  amicable  and  helpful  relations  existed  from 
the  beginning  between  the  colleges  and  the  fraternities.  But 
even  where  the  fraternities  have  not  been  unwelcome  they  have 
seldom,  and  only  sporadically,  been  given  serious  consideration  as 
auxiliaries  to  administrative  officers.  Within  the  past  decade, 
and  especially  within  the  past  three  or  four  years,  that  relationship 
has  radically  changed,  and  in  a  dozen  colleges  the  work  of  such 
officials  as  have  direct  charge  of  undergraduate  administration 
are  asking  and  receiving  organized  and  efficient  help  from  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Greek-letter  coteries. 

That  this  relationship  has  come  about  is  due  less  to  the 
college  officers  than  to  the  fraternities,  which  have  taken  the 
initiative  partly,  at  least,  as  a  measure  of  self-preservation.  As 
the  results  of  "phase  two"  became  more  and  more  manifest  the 
colleges  began  to  tighten  their  lax  standards.  The  time  came — it 
is  with  us  now — when  the  life  of  the  loafer  became  increasingly 
difficult.  Some  chapters  suffered  death  from  official  depopula- 
tion; others  showed  thin  and  narrowed  ranks.  It  grew  apparent 
to  the  collegians  that  they  had  to  "work  or  get  out."  The  stronger 
began  to  help  the  weaker,  to  consult  the  college  advisers  as  to 
terms  and  methods  of  salvation,  and  the  new  relationship  began. 

In  some  cases  the  alumni  have  been  helpful;  in  others  the 
national  officers  have  taken  a  hand  and  sent  visitors  from  chapter 
to  chapter,  investigating  the  scholastic  standing  of  members  and 
offering  remedial  suggestions.  And  in  certain  cases  the  colleges 
have  had  men  in  charge  of  undergraduate  affairs  who  have  helped 
to  bring  about  co-operation.  These  were  very  rare  five  years 
ago — they  are  not  so  rare  now,  and  will  never  be  so  again.  But 
whatever  shall  be  the  degree  of  co-operation  which  in  the  future 
may  exist  between  these  parties  to  an  educational  compact,  the 
fraternities  will  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  in  the  main, 
and  with  more  or  less  of  coaching,  they  have  worked  out  their 
own  salvation — in  so  far  as  it  has  now  been  worked  out,  at  any 
rate. 
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The  extent  to  which  the  college  officers  have  ignored  or 
clumsily  "foozled"  their  opportunity  to  make  use  of  the  frater- 
nities is  one  of  many  indications  of  lost  motion  and  wasted  energy 
in  college  administration.  That  fault  is  not  yet  cured,  but  it  is 
improved,  and  improving.  One  college  president  writes:  "Cer- 
tainly fraternities  can  be  helpful,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  they 
seldom  are.  We  have  no  purpose  in  this  institution  to  inaugurate 
a  crusade  against  the  fraternities,  but  simply  tolerate  them, 
although  substantially  all  of  our  faculty  deplore  their  presence." 
Under  a  college  president  who  writes  in  that  vein  to-day  there  is 
small  hope  for  better  relations  between  the  fraternity  and  the 
college.  Another:  "I  do  not  know  that  anything  new  can  be 
said  about  the  fraternities  as  a  source  of  help  to  college  officers. 
It  seems  to  me  that  question  has  been  thrashed  over  for  the  last 
twenty  years  pretty  thoroughly  in  all  sorts  of  college  papers,  and 
that  the  most  that  can  be  said  at  any  time  is  that  a  close  co-oper- 
ation between  the  parties  would  probably  increase  the  efficiency 
of  both."  Thin  harvest,  that,  for  twenty  years  of  thrashing! 
It  is  not  surprising  to  find  in  the  same  letter,  relative  to  compara- 
tive standing  of  fraternity  and  non-fraternity  men:  "The  truth 
is  that  we  have  not  made  any  investigation  of  these  questions  and 
are  not  prepared  to  answer  concerning  the  relative  scholarship 
of  fraternity  and  non-fraternity  men,  nor  have  we  made  any 
comparison  between  the  men  of  different  fraternities."  Still 
another  official  avers  that  "There  is  not  the  serious  intent  and 
spirit  in  fraternism  which  was  formerly  in  it.  It  has  degener- 
ated too  much  into  a  social  affair,  and  that  not  always  of  the  best 
type."  He  has,  however,  received  most  valuable  aid  from 
fraternity  men  on  direct  appeal  to  them. 

But  these  do  not  represent  the  present  feeling  in  the  majority 
of  the  colleges.  Out  of  forty-four  letters  from  the  presidents  or 
the  deans  of  as  many  colleges,  thirty-seven  acknowledge  that  the 
fraternities  are  offering  and  affording  help  in  keeping  up  the 
scholastic  standing  of  members,  and  most  of  these  officers  write 
with  enthusiasm  of  the  possibility,  and  conviction  of  the  cer- 
tainty of  increasing  mutual  helpfulness.  In  five,  the  efforts  have 
not  been  successful ;  in  but  two  has  no  such  helpful  co-operation  been 
attempted  or  offered,  on  the  initiative  of  the  fraternity.     The  attitude 
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of  the  men  and  the  institutions  taking  the  most  active  and  intel- 
ligent interest  in  the  standards  of  undergraduate  life  may  best 
be  shown  in  the  letters  from  these  men,  deans  or  presidents.  One 
writes:  "If  college  officers  will  recognize  fraternities  as  agencies 
for  promoting  and  attaining  to  proper  ideals,  a  long  step  toward 
student  self-government  will  be  taken.  To  give  this  recognition 
in  a  practical  way,  the  fraternities,  through  representatives, 
should  be  clothed  with  every  possible  responsibility  in  college 
government." 

Another  believes  that  it  is  important  that  fraternities  shall 
"Co-operate  with  the  college  authorities  in  promoting  the  real 
purposes  of  the  institution,  in  order  to  overcome  the  objections 
and  criticisms  which  are  being  made  concerning  student  organ- 
izations and  student  activities.  I  think  that  no  organization 
should  exist  among  our  college  students  which  can  not  show  that 
it  is  contributing  something  toward  forwarding  the  high  purposes 
of  the  institutions  in  training,  educating,  and  developing  character 
among  the  students."  Yet  this  writer  objects  to  methods  of 
help  which  do  not  teach  students  to  rely  upon  themselves,  instead 
of  upon  their  fellow  for  assistance  or  backing.  "The  student 
who  is  pulled  through  a  difficult  subject,  after  all  has  not  gained 
much  from  it.  The  fraternity  influence  which  makes  a  man  do 
his  work  himself  is  good,  but  that  which  assists  him  in  doing  his 
daily  problems  and  lessons  is  questionable." 

"If  the  fraternities  would  bear  in  mind,"  the  president  of  a 
smaller  but  important  institution  writes,  "that  their  interests 
are  best  served  by  bringing  in  men  who  would  not  only  add  by 
their  social  polish  or  their  ability  to  give  financial  support  to  the 
fraternity,  but  that  the  fraternity  after  all  is  to  be  a  great  educa- 
tional factor,  they  might  very  materially  help  college  officers,  by 
placing  the  educational  interests  and  loyalty  to  the  institution 
above  small  fraternity  interests  and  politics." 

"There  has  been  a  marked  change  in  the  attitude  of  fraternity 
men  here  toward  scholarship  during  the  past  three  years,"  is  the 
statement  made  by  the  dean  of  one  of  the  largest  state  universities. 
"During  my  first  year  of  service  as  dean,  the  fraternity  was 
distinctly  opposed  both  in  its  attitude  and  in  influence  to  scholarly 
pursuits  and  interests.     Leading  men  in  prominent  fraternities 
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openly  scoffed  at  scholarship  and  inquired,  'who  was  interested 
in  making  a  good  record  in  his  class  work?'  the  plain  inference 
being  that  scholarship  was  of  the  least  importance  among  the 
varied  interests  which  a  fraternity  man  might  be  supposed  to 
consider  important.  At  present,  however,  there  is  an  inter- 
fraternity  league,  aided  and  directed  by  prominent  and  influential 
men  of  the  faculty,  in  which  there  has  developed  a  distinct  effort 
to  improve  the  scholarship  of  fraternity  men  in  general,  and  to 
enlist  the  scholarly  interests  of  freshmen  in  particular.  Reports 
upon  the  work  of  fraternity  men  are  sought  for  by  representatives 
of  this  league  and  are  furnished  by  this  office,  and  any  man  who 
is  derelict  in  his  work  promptly  receives  the  attention  of  the 
officers  in  the  fraternity.  In  this  way  very  much  better  conditions 
prevail,  and  I  feel  sure  that  the  influence  of  this  form  of  fraternity 
co-operation  is  being  felt  throughout  the  entire  student  body." 

"The  chief  assistance  which  a  fraternity  may  be  able  to 
render  to  college  officers  in  the  way  of  increasing  student  interest 
in  scholarly  pursuits  and  in  the  interests  of  good  order  is  by  seeking 
to  establish  a  high  ideal  of  scholarship  and  of  student  propriety. 
During  the  past  ten  years  the  most  notable  outbreaks  of  disorder 
have  originated  in  some  fraternity  house  or  other,  where  a  body 
of  men  have  collected  with  no  special  interest  or  purpose,  but 
through  desultory  talk  some  seemingly  harmless  prank  has 
crystallized  into  organized  disorder.  This  has  been  especially 
true  in  regard  to  hazing,  keg  parties,  and  other  familiar  forms  of 
student  lawlessness.  On  the  other  hand,  during  the  past  two 
years,  the  fraternities  have  furnished  an  admirable  basis  of  oper- 
ation for  the  university  officers,  in  that  through  them  the  president 
and  deans  have  been  able  to  promulgate  certain  orders,  to  make 
known  the  attitude  of  the  faculty  toward  certain  forms  of  disorder, 
and  thereby  to  warn  the  leading  men  in  the  fraternities  to  see  to 
it  that  the  members  of  that  particular  organization  scrupulously 
abstain  from  any  participation  in  that  disorder.  A  specific  case 
of  this  kind  arose  last  fall  when  the  faculty  assumed  a  distinctly 
definite  attitude  toward  the  problem  of  student  hazing,  and  the 
leading  men  of  practically  all  literary  fraternities  were  notified 
directly  from  the  office  that  their  freshmen  and  sophomores  must 
keep  out  of  this  form  of  activity.     As  a  result,  the  only  offenders 
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were  those  of  outside  affiliations  or  of  no  affiliation,  and  the  only 
men  disciplined  were  two  members  of  another  department  who 
had  transferred  to  this  department  within  a  few  days  of  the  time 
when  they  were  expelled." 

This  letter  is  quoted  at  length  because  it  represents  clearly 
the  attitude  and  the  efforts  of  faculties  in  a  number  of  colleges  and 
universities,  and  may  be  taken  as  fairly  characteristic  of  the 
present  trend  toward  helpful  co-operation.  In  a  dozen  institutions 
in  which  Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  chapters,  the  fraternities  have 
organized  to  carry  on  such  work.  In  others  such  organizations 
are  planned.  In  still  others  the  college  officials  see  their  way 
to  securing  fraternity  co-operation.  Of  course,  in  some  the 
colleges  have  done  nothing,  but  are  disconsolately  deploring  the 
presence  of  fraternities.  Such  are  few,  however,  and  are  growing 
fewer. 

This  article  is  intended  to  show  the  spirit  of  the  colleges 
toward  fraternity  co-operation.  What  the  attitude  of  the  fra- 
ternities is,  how  this  co-operation  is  being  worked,  and  what  may 
still  be  done,  will  be  discussed  hereafter.

At  Stevens  Institute  of  Technology,  an  upperclass  fraternity 
called  "Scarab"  has  been  formed  for  the  advancement  of  good 
fellowship  and  the  furtherance  of  the  best  interests  of  student 
activity.

Its 
membership  is  limited  to  twelve  men  elected  at  the  close  of  their 
Junior  year. 
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ALPHA  TAUS  OF  ACHIEVEMENT. 


XVI— MARVIN   M.  PARKS    (Georgia  Alpha  Theta). 

Professor  Parks  is  a  native  of  Georgia,  a  son  of  Rev.  W. 
A.  Parks,  and  was  born  in  Marietta.  His  childhood  and  boyhood 
was  spent  in  Marietta,  Newnan,  Dalton,  Gainesville,  Katonton 
and  Oxford.  At  Oxford,  he  was  graduated  from  Emory  College 
with  first  honor  in  a  large  class,  being  the  youngest  member  of 
the  class.  While  in  college  he  took  every  Latin  and  Greek  medal 
open  to  his  competition.  Since  leaving  Emory  College,  Professor 
Parks  has  spent  three  years  in  Northern  universities,  two  years 
at  Chicago  and  one  year  at  Harvard. 

In  1896,  he  organized  the  Georgia  Club  at  the  University 
of  Chicago,  and  was  the  leader  in  the  organization  of  groups  of 
Georgia  teachers  who  attended  the  university  in  large  numbers 
in  1896,  1897,  1898,  1899  and  1900,  altogether  about  300  teachers 
being  included  in  the  groups  during  three  years. 

In  1 901,  he  made  an  extended  tour  of  Europe,  visiting  Eng- 
land, France,  Switzerland,  Italy  and  Spain.  Upon  his  return 
to  America,  he  prepared  three  illustrated  lectures  on  London, 
Paris  and  Rome.  These  were  delivered  in  several  cities  of  the 
State  and  South  and  in  a  number  of  schools  and  colleges, 
including  the  University  of  Georgia,  the  University  of  Tennessee, 
the  University  of  Nashville,  and  the  University  of  Chicago. 

But,  without  doubt,  the  best  work  of  Professor  Parks  has 
been  as  an  educator.  For  two  years,  beginning  when  he  was 
19  years  old,  he  was  the  Professor  of  Latin  at  Andrew  College, 
Cuthbert,  Ga.  Later  he  was  the  Professor  of  Latin  at  Wesleyan 
College,  Macon,  Ga.  He  came  to  this  position  when  23  years 
of  age.  He  resigned  this  position  to  accept  a  more  lucrative 
offer  of  a  position  in  the  high  school  at  Savannah,  Ga. 

In  1903,  he  was  elected  Professor  in  the  Georgia  Normal  and 
Industrial  College,  at  Milledgeville,  being  elected  over  27  appli- 
cants.    In  1904,  while  he  was  attending  the  World's  Fair  at  St. 
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Louis,  and  without  any  knowledge  on  his  part,  he  was  chosen  as 
acting  president  of  the  college.  A  year  later  he  was  elected 
president,  succeeding  Dr.  J.  H.  Chappell,  whose  health  had  failed, 
and  since  June,  1906,  he  has  served  in  this  capacity. 

Under  the  administration  of  President  Parks  the  progress 
of  the  college  has  been  remarkable.  The  value  of  the  plant  of 
the  institution  has  almost  doubled  and  the  college  property  is 
now  valued  at  nearly  $300,000.  Two  large  buildings  of  unusual 
architectural  beauty  have  been  erected  and  over  $30,000  has  been 
spent  in  repairs  and  improvements.  The  faculty  of  the  college, 
which  has  been  doubled  in  size  in  recent  years,  is  composed  of 
men  and  women  of  superior  qualifications.  The  attendance  at 
the  institution  has  nearly  doubled ;  but  in  addition  to  this,  during 
the  past  summer,  about  500  applications  of  students  were  refused 
because  the  college  had  no  more  room. 

In  educational  policies,  President  Parks  has  quietly  and  yet 
fearlessly  stood  for  a  reorganization  of  the  type  of  work  for  colleges 
for  young  women.  The  marked  and  continued  success  of  the 
institution  under  his  administration  is  a  proof  of  the  wisdom  of 
his  position. 

Probably  the  most  important  feature  of  the  school  at  Mill- 
edgeville  is  the  system  of  student  government.  Two  years  ago, 
President  Parks  abolished  the  entire  system  of  giving  demerits 
and  punishments.  Students  were  given  still  greater  privileges  in 
self-government  and  in  advising  about  the  customs  of  the  college. 
The  success  has  been  even  greater  than  was  anticipated. 

People  from  all  sections  of  the  country  have  visited  the 
school  and  have  praised  its  work  and  plans.  In  his  last  message 
Governor  Smith  (in  June,  1909)  gave  special  mention  of  the 
excellence  of  the  school,  while  a  recent  committee  of  fifteen  from 
the  legislature  were  unanimous  in  their  hearty  approval. 

In  1905,  Professor  Parks  was  president  of  the  Georgia  Teach- 
ers' Association.  In  1896,  he  was  married  in  Petersburg,  Va., 
to  Miss  Ruth  Vaden.  His  children  are  two  boys  and  two  girls, 
ranging  in  years  from  6  to  12. 

An  account  of  the  life  of  Professor  Parks  is  given  in  "Who's 
Who,"  and  he  is  the  youngest  of  the  hundred  or  more  Georgians 
mentioned  in  this  biographical  dictionary. 
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For  five  years  Professor  Parks  has  worked  without  vacation 
in  summer  or  leave  of  absence  at  other  times.  The  board  of 
directors  of  the  college  has  given  many  resolutions  of  approval 
of  his  work  for  the  college  and  the  state,  and  has  twice  voted  him 
a  leave  of  absence. 

Previous  to  this  time  he  has  not  been  able  to  find  an  oppor- 
tunity to  leave  his  work,  but  this  fall  he  has  finally  arranged  to  do 
so,  and  at  the  same  time  to  take  a  trip  around  the  world. 

Brother  Parks  became  a  member  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  through 
the  Alpha  Theta  chapter  in  1887.  He  graduated  from  Emory 
College  in  1892.  His  career  in  the  past  has  been  one  of  success 
and  we  look  forward  to  a  life  of  greater  achievements.

XVII— NATHANIEL  C.  CURTIS   (North  Carolina  Alpha  Delta). 

Among  the  younger  men  in  the  fraternity  there  are  perhaps 
none  who  are  achieving  greater  success  in  their  chosen  profession 
as  rapidly  as  Nathaniel  Cortlandt  Curtis.  To  him  belongs  the 
honor  of  organizing  and  directing  the  first  School  of  Architecture 
in  a  Southern  University. 

Brother  Curtis  was  born  February  8th,  1881,  in  Smith ville, 
N.  C,  an  ancient,  isolated  town  of  the  lower  Cape  Fear  River, 
famed  lor  the  beauty  of  its  natural  features  and  peacefully 
remote  from  the  noisy  world.  His  parents  were  descended  from 
ancestors  prominent  in  the  public  affairs  of  the  colonies  and  dis- 
tinguished for  the  culture  and  hospitality  of  their  private  life. 
Dr.  Walter  G.  Curtis,  his  father,  was  a  man  of  wide  influence  in 
that  section,  and  for  a  quarter  of  a  century  as  Quarantine  Physi- 
cian for  the  Port  of  Wilmington,  safeguarded  the  State  from  the 
contagious  diseases  of  immigrants.  Brother  Curtis  received  his 
early  education  under  that  celebrated  and  well-beloved  teacher 
of  boys,  Dr.  Samuel  W.  Murphy.  At  the  age  of  sixteen  he  entered 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  as  an  irregular  student,  but  by 
the  middle  of  the  first  year  had  completed  the  requirements  for 
the  Sophomore  Class.  Thereupon  he  was  initiated  into  the 
mysteries  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  by  the  Alpha  Delta  chapter.  Dur- 
ing the  past  thirteen  years  he  has  maintained  a  lively  interest 
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in  the  fraternity  and  in  the  chapter.  When  the  chapter  unfor- 
tunately lost  their  charming  little  lodge  by  fire  a  year  ago,  he 
came  forward  with  plans  for  a  new  one,  which  is  now  nearing 
completion.  He  has  recently  drawn  up  plans  for  the  new  chapter 
house,  which  the  chapter  at  Alabama  Polytechnic  Institute  is 
preparing  to  build. 

The  year  following  his  graduation  from  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  was  spent  in  the  mountains  with  the  State  Geo- 
logical Survey.  But  this  work  was  not  what  he  wished  to  follow 
and  he  entered  Columbia  University  in  1901  to  study  architecture. 
His  course  here  was  finished  in  1904,  and  the  three  years  immedi- 
ately thereafter  were  spent  in  the  City  of  New  York.  At  this 
time  a  summons  came  from  "down  home"  and  he  went  to  teach 
drawing  and  descriptive  geometry  at  his  Alma  Mater. 

About  this  time  the  Alabama  Polytechnic  Institute  was 
planning  to  establish  a  Department  of  Architecture  and  Brother 
Curtis  was  offered  the  position  of  Professor  of  Architecture. 
Realizing  the  splendid  opportunity  of  advancing  himself  in  his 
beloved  art,  he  accepted  the  position,  and  in  the  fall  of  1907  took 
up  the  work  of  organizing  the  first  architectural  course  in  the 
South.  Such  a  department,  designed  to  fill  a  well  defined  need, 
met  with  success  from  the  first.  The  principles  of  correct  and 
symmetrical  building  are  being  taught  to  students,  and  thus  are 
being  brought  into  communities,  where,  before,  there  was  little 
appreciation  of  it. 

Alabama  Polytechnic  Institute  or  Auburn,  as  it  is  generally 
called,  is  distinctively  a  school  of  science  and  its  applications.  It 
is  a  State  college,  established  in  1872  and  endowed  with  the  land- 
grant  appropriations  made  by  Congress  in  1862.  Under  the 
leadership  of  its  president,  Dr.  Charles  C.  Thach,  the  college  is 
rapidly  taking  a  front  rank  among  the  technical  schools  of  the 
country.  Seven  hundred  and  fifty  students  received  instruction 
in  its  halls  during  the  past  session. 

Although  teaching  engages  most  of  his  time,  Professor  Curtis 
finds  time  to  occupy  himself  occasionally  with  the  practical  side 
of  architecture.  For  the  college  he  has  designed  an  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station,  a  Library  and  a  new  Mechanical  Building, 
all  of  which  are  completed  and  in  use. 
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He  is  the  author  of  a  text-book  for  architectural  students 
called  "The  Elements  of  Graphics."  He  is  a  member  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Architects,  the  Architectural  League  of 
America,  the  Society  of  Columbia  University  Architects  and  other 
professional  societies.

XVIII— JOHN  H.  FRYE  (Alabama  Beta  Delta). 

When  John  H.  Frye  organized  the  Traders  National  Bank, 
in  1904,  he  was  one  of  the  youngest  bank  presidents  in  the  country. 
A  financier  by  nature,  he  had  risen  quickly  from  the  lowliest  of 
all  positions  in  a  bank,  that  of  runner,  to  the  presidency  of  what 
is  now  one  of  the  solid  banks  of  the  City  of  Birmingham,  Ala. 
The  success  which  he  has  attained  has  been  won  by  pure  merit 
and  keen  business  sense,  coupled  with  rightly  directed  energy. 

He  was  born  in  Monroe  County,  Ala.,  on  December  23rd, 
1 87 1.  His  father  was  a  planter  of  considerable  means,  and  when 
his  son  had  finished  his  preliminary  education  he  sent  him  to  the 
University  of  Alabama.  It  was  here  that  he  became  a  member 
of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity.  He  entered  with  the  Class 
of  1890,  but  in  1888  he  withdrew  from  college  and  took  up  the 
position  of  runner  in  the  First  National  Bank  at  Anniston,  Ala. 

His  ability  was  far  above  the  average  and  in  a  few  years  he 
was  established  in  a  private  banking  business  in  which  he  was 
remarkably  successful.  Aside  from  his  regular  business,  he  had 
many  other  financial  interests  in  Anniston  and  was  one  of  her  most 
progressive  citizens.  For  ten  years  he  was  treasurer  of  the  Annis- 
ton Water  Supply  Co.,  a  large  corporation  in  which  he  still  con- 
tinues as  a  director.  It  was  through  his  efforts,  in  a  considerable 
measure,  that  Donahoo  &  Co.  and  the  Interstate  Roofing  Co.  were 
established.  He  is  still  a  director  of  these  companies,  being 
president  of  the  Interstate  Roofing  Co. 

In  1903,  he  removed  to  Birmingham,  where  he  opened  the 
banking  offices  of  John  H.  Frye  &  Co.  When  he^went  to  that 
city  it  was  intended  by  himself  and  associates  to  organize  a  bank 
there,  and  in  the  short  space  of  one  year  this  was  accomplished. 
In  February,  1904,  the  Traders  National  Bank  opened^its  doors 
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for  business  and  nothing  but  success  has  attended  it  since,  due  to 
the  capable  management  of  its  president,  John  H.  Frye. 

Brother  Frye  is  an  enthusiastic  Alpha  Tau  and  was  Chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee  when  the  Twentieth  Biennial  Congress 
was  held  in  Birmingham.  An  unusual  feature  of  his  management 
was  a  surplus  large  enough  to  make  a  liberal  subscription  to  the 
Boys'  Club  and  still  leave  the  Birmingham  Alumni  Association  in 
funds.  Unfortunately  Brother  Frye  was  unable  to  enjoy  the 
fruits  of  his  labor,  during  Congress  time,  for  he  was  at  that  time 
absent  from  the  city  on  his  honeymoon. 

With  the  best  years  of  his  life  still  before  him,  it  is  certain 
that  the  Traders  National  Bank  will  continue  to  prosper  under  his 
guidance.

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WALTER  SPEIGHT  BRYAN  (Georgia  Alpha  Theta). 
The  youngest  in  a  family  of  eight  children,  Walter  Speight 
Bryan  was  born  in  the  Methodist  parsonage  at  Fort  Gaines,  Ga., 
December   17th,    1887.     His  father,   a  clergyman,   was  a  North 

Carolinian  by  birth,  while  his  mother 

was  a  native  of  South  Carolina.  They 
moved  to  Wrightsville,  Ga.,  when  he 
was  but  a  few  months  old,  and  his 
father  died  three  years  later.  Here 
he  received  his  early  training  at 
Warthen  College,  graduating  in  1903 
with  honor.  For  three  years  he  taught 
in  the  grammar  schools,  securing  a 
teacher's  permanent  license  for  Georgia 
when  only  seventeen  years  old.  In 
September,  1906,  he  entered  Emory 
College,  Oxford,  Ga.,  and  at  once 
became  a  member  of  Alpha  Theta 
chapter,  following  the  good  example 
of  three  brothers  who  had  preceded 
him  into  the  mystic  circle.  He  has 
exerted   some   of  his    best    efforts   in  waiter  s.  Bryan, 

advancing  the  chapter's  interest;  she,  in  turn,  made  him  her 
delegate  to  the  twenty-first  Congress  at  Pittsburgh.  In  Janu- 
ary, 1908,  while  a  Junior,  he  passed  responsions  to  Oxford 
University,  and  this  year  became  a  candidate  for  the  Rhodes 
scholarship,  receiving  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  selecting 
committee.  This  is  the  second  Alpha  Tau  who  has  won 
this  honor  in  the  Empire  State  of  the  South,  R.  P.  Brooks,  Georgia 
Alpha  Beta,  getting  the  very  first  appointment  in  1904.  Brother 
Bryan  received  his  A.  B.  diploma  in  June,  1909,  and  is  at  present 
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engaged  as  an  assistant  in  the  departments  of  English  and  Math- 
ematics in  his  Alma  Mater.  He  is  also  doing  post-graduate  work, 
and  will  receive  an  M.  A.  degree  in  June.  He  will  enter  Merton 
College  of  Oxford  University  in  October. 


CHARLES  SIMONTON  BRICE  (South  Carolina  Beta  Xi). 

Charles  S.  Brice,  who  is  22  years  of  age,  was  born  in  Winns- 
boro,  S.  C,  of  a  family  long  distinguished  for  patriotism  and  good 
citizenship.     He  is  a  cousin  of  the  late  Judge  Simonton.     It  is 

characteristic  of  Brother  Brice's 
determination  of  character  that  he 
entered  the  College  of  Charleston  six 
years  ago  with  the  special  purpose 
of  receiving  there  such  training  as 
would  fit  him  to  qualify  for  the 
Oxford  examination.  He  was  ini- 
tiated into  the  South  Carolina  Beta 
Xi  chapter  in  1 905 .  He  was  Worthy 
Master  during  his  entire  Senior 
year.  His  college  career  was  a  bril- 
liant one,  ending  in  the  final  dis- 
tinction of  first  honor  of  the  class 
of  1908.  He  was  a  marked  man 
in  college,  whether  in  the  intellec- 
tual or  social  sphere,  or  on  the  ath- 
letic field. 

Brother  Brice  has  been  admitted  to  Lincoln  College,  one  of 
the  oldest  colleges  at  Oxford,  where  he  will  take  a  course  in 
American  law  with  a  view  of  practicing  law  later  in  Spartanburg, 
S.  C.

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THE  ALUMNI  AT  HARVARD. 

While  Harvard  has  opposed  the  establishment  of  chapters 
of  national  fraternities  in  the  college  and  has  been  successful  to 
the  extent  that  only  local  clubs  exist  here,  yet  there  is  a  large 
body  of  fraternity  men  in  attendance  at  the  university.  Harvard 
is  not  only  a  great  institution  of  learning  for  undergraduate  stu- 
dents, but  it  is  also  essentially  a  graduate  school.  Its  college  of 
law  with  760  members,  its  medical  school  with  several  hundred, 
are  strictly  graduate  schools. 

The  students  in  these  colleges,  along  with  numerous  others 
entered  as  undergraduates,  compose  a  body  of  college  men  repre- 
sentative of  every  state  in  the  union  and  of  every  university  in 
the  country.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  in  such  a  gathering  there 
would  be  found  a  large  number  of  fraternity  men,  and  investigation 
shows  that  nearly  every  national  fraternity  has  two  or  more 
representatives  at  Harvard.  Sigma  Chi  and  Kappa  Sigma  have 
a  large  number. 

Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  always  been  well  represented  both  by 
men  of  ability  and  in  numbers  in  the  student  body.  There  never 
has  been,  however,  any  attempt  made  to  bring  the  numerous 
Taus  together  either  informally  or  as  an  organization,  and  so 
men  have  come  and  gone  unaware  that  near  them  were  many 
other  brother  Alpha  Taus.  A  number  of  years  ago,  Ohio  Beta 
Eta  had  fifteen  alumni  in  attendance  in  various  colleges  of  Har- 
vard. But  it  remained  until  the  spring  of  19 10  before  there  was 
any  concerted  movement  to  bring  Alpha  Taus  together,  to  meet 
one  another  and  to  revive  interest  in  the  fraternity. 

Early  in  February,  a  meeting  of  all  A.  T.  O.'s  attending 
Harvard  was  called  in  the  room  of  C.  R.  Johnson,  Brown 
Gamma  Theta.  Fourteen  brothers  responded  to  the  call,  and, 
after  a  few  minutes  of  meeting,  five  additional  brothers  were  heard 
from,  who  sent  messages  of  encouragement  for  the  permanent 
organization   of   Alpha  Tau   at   Harvard.     The   success   of   this 
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meeting  and  the  great  enthusiasm  led  to  the  calling  of  another 
meeting  for  organization,  and  to  petition  for  a  charter  as  the 
Harvard  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Alumni  Association. 

The  application  for  the  charter  was  granted  by  Worthy  Grand 
Chief  Hickok  on  March  24th,  1910.  A  formal  banquet  was 
held  the  same  evening  in  Boston,  in  celebration  of  the  occasion, 
at  which  Brother  Maguire,  Province  Chief  of  Province  IV,  and 
Dr.  Underhill,  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Alumni  Association, 
were  present  and  welcomed  the  new  organization.  F.  I.  Sutton, 
North  Carolina  Alpha  Delta,  the  newly  elected  president  of  the 
association,  acted  as  toastmaster  during  the  evening  and  im- 
promptu toasts  were  responded  to  by  George  Maguire,  Province 
Chief  of  Province  IV;  Dr.  C.  D.  Underhill,  President  Massachu- 
setts Alumni  Association;  Professor  K.  W.  Griffiths,  Ohio  Beta 
Eta,  '95;  Professor  P.  T.  Cherington,  Pennsylvania  Tau ;  J.  W. 
Hutchison,  North  Carolina  Xi;  George  Campbell,  Brown  Gamma 
Delta;  James  Donahue,  Vermont  Beta  Zeta. 

A  short  business  meeting  was  held  before  the  banquet,  at 
which  the  following  officers  were  elected  to  serve  until  next  March : 
President — Frederick  I.  Sutton,  North  Carolina  Alpha  Delta; 
Vice-President — Harry  F.  Kline,  Ohio  Alpha  Psi;  Secretary  and 
Treasurer — Obert  Sletten,  Wisconsin  Gamma  Tau. 

The  association  meets  regularly  once  a  month,  taking  dinner 
in  one  of  the  piivate  dining  rooms  of  Memorial  Hall  at  Harvard. 
If  at  any  time  any  Alpha  Tau  is  in  the  city,  in  Cambridge  or  Bos- 
ton, he  will  be  most  heartily  welcomed  at  these  dinners,  and  it  is 
desired  and  urged  upon  Taus  to  make  known  their  presence. 

The  association  particularly  desires  to  hear  from  any  Alpha 
Taus  who  are  considering  entering  Harvard  next  fall.  Members 
of  the  association  can  be  of  great  assistance  to  new  men,  and 
especially  is  it  desired  to  preserve  each  Alpha  Tau's  active  con- 
nection with  the  national  organization.  Fraternity  life 
is  not  over  when  one  leaves  college,  it  is  just  begin- 
ning. The  value  of  the  fraternity  to  each  and  to  all 
depends  upon  a  retention  of  interest  and  loyalty  beyond  the 
college  and  its  fraternity  home.  The  Harvard  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
Alumni  Association  bridges  over  a  chasm  from  student  days  to 
active  participation  in   affairs  of  life.     Every  Alpha  Tau  who 
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enters  Harvard  should  make  his  presence  known  to  some  member 
or  officer  of  the  association.

they  supply,  and  which  no  other  element  in  his  college  life  does. —

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PROVINCE  CONCLAVES. 


FIRST  CONCLAVE  OF  PROVINCE  I. 

The  first  biennial  conclave  of  Province  I  was  held  in  New 
Orleans  on  April  15th  and  16th  with  Louisiana  Beta  Kpsilon  as 
hosts  of  the  occasion.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Universities 
of  Florida  and  Texas  and  Emory  College  were  not  represented, 
there  reigned  a  true  conclave  spirit.  A  feeling  of  closer  brother- 
hood characterized  the  gathering,  and  it  may  be  said  that  the 
conclave  if  it  performed  nothing  else,  served  as  a  medium  to  unite 
the  chapters  of  the  South  in  a  strong,  personal  friendship,  which 
will  materially  affect  the  maintenance  of  the  high  standards  set 
by  the  chapters  at  present.  Even  the  air,  which  was  yet  laden 
with  the  salutation  to  the  visiting  Shriners  of  the  first  part  of  the 
week,  proclaimed  the  reception  of  the  Louisiana  brothers,  "Glad- 
U-Kum." 

We  were  glad  that  such  a  delegation  of  fine  men  with  high 
ideals  of  life  should  have  represented  our  fraternal  order  in  the 
Southern  colleges,  and  we  were  indeed  glad  that  the  opportunity 
to  entertain  the  brothers  in  New  Orleans  had  been  offered  to  us. 

The  active  men  of  Louisiana  Beta  Epsilon  showed  true 
example  of  Southern  hospitality  and  demonstrated  the  principal 
aim  of  the  meeting.  It  was  to  get  together.  The  Louisiana  boys 
believed  that  "In  union  there  is  strength,"  and  it  was  with  the 
aim  of  combining  the  interests  of  the  Southern  chapters  that  the 
conclave  was  held. 

The  New  Orleans  Alumni  were  active  in  their  co-operation 
with  the  Tulane  chapter  in  arranging  entertainment  for  the 
visiting  delegates,  and  several  of  them  were  present  at  the  busi- 
ness sessions. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  departing  Shriners  delayed  the 
incoming  trains,  bringing  the  worthy  brothers  from  the  other 
chapters,  a  short  business  session  was  held  in  the  Hotel  Grunewald 
on    Friday    morning,    April    15th,    at    which    Woodruff    George, 
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Worthy  Master  of  Louisiana  Beta  Epsilon,  welcomed  the  visitors 
and  expressed  the  chapter's  gratitude  in  being  so  honored  to  have 
the  first  conclave  of  the  Province  in  New  Orleans.  After  giving 
over  the  chair  to  Hugh  Martin,  Chief  of  Province  I,  he  gave  the 
report  of  the  local  chapter.  It  set  forth  the  excellent  standing 
of  the  fraternity  in  the  college  and  in  the  city. 

William  A.  Bell,  of  the  Louisiana  Alumni  Association,  was 
eloquent  in  his  greetings  to  the  delegates.  He  set  forth  the  object 
from  the  alumni  point  of  view  of  the  conclave  and  thoroughly 
indorsed  the  movement.  Bell  reported  on  the  condition  of  the 
association  and  of  its  incorporation  under  the  laws  of  Louisiana, 
so  that  the  privilege  of  purchasing  a  chapter  house  may  be  ob- 
tained. 

The  reports  from  the  delegates  were  very  gratifying  to  the 
Province  Chief  and  the  brothers  in  attendance.  The  standing  of 
the  chapters  in  athletic  and  social  activities  was  reported  to  be 
of  the  highest  grade,  while  in  scholarship  the  chapters  were  on  an 
average  with  the  rest  of  the  students  of  the  colleges.  It  was 
reported  by  all  of  the  chapters  that  an  intimate  relationship 
existed  between  the  faculty  and  students,  and  the  active  chapters. 
This  important  state  of  affairs  was  emphasized  by  the  Province 
Chief,  and  the  chapters  were  advised  to  strengthen  the  ties  of 
friendship  between  these  two  potent  factors  in  the  university 
and  the  active  chapter. 

During  the  business  sessions,  several  questions  which  will  be 
of  vital  interest  to  the  whole  fraternity  were  brought  under 
discussion.  The  problem  of  the  position  of  the  fraternity  man 
who  leaves  the  university  where  he  was  initiated  to  attend  a 
university  at  which  there  is  a  chapter  of  the  fraternity  claimed 
considerable  attention. 

Many  of  the  delegates  expressed  their  views  on  the  subject 
and  related  the  mode  of  procedure  of  their  chapter.  The  delegates 
told  of  the  cases  of  affiliation  which  had  occurred  at  their  univer- 
sities. Several  of  them  showed  how  the  rule  would  work  out  for 
itself.  It  seemed  that  the  consensus  of  opinion  was  in  favor  of 
no  congressional  regulation,  but  to  allow  the  individual  chapters 
the  privilege  of  accepting  or  rejecting  an  affiliate.  The  conclave, 
however,  unanimously  recommended  that  the  sentiment  of  the 
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gathering  be  "Once  an  Alpha  Tau,  always  an  Alpha  Tau  so  long 
as  he  is  worthy." 

The  subject  of  the  confidential  reports  on  scholarship  from 
the  Worthy  Master  to  the  fraternity  officers  afforded  a  complete 
discussion.  Several  of  the  brothers  present  spoke  highly  of  the 
institution,  and  by  Clements,  of  Alabama  Alpha  Kpsilon,  it  was 
strongly  commended. 

George,  of  Louisiana  Beta  Kpsilon,  proposed  that  an  exami- 
nation in  the  constitution  and  history  of  the  fraternity  be  given 
by  the  Province  Chief  each  year,  and  held  by  a  member  of  the 
fraternity  in  the  faculty  of  the  university  or  a  resident  alumnus. 
This  suggestion  caused  the  expression  of  several  views  on  the 
subject,  but  in  all  cases  the  idea  was  recommended.  It  was 
decided  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  and  the 
High  Council  for  a  final  decision. 

Joe  Chaffe,  of  Louisiana  Beta  Epsilon,  spoke  to  the  delegates 
of  the  importance  of  a  unity  among  the  chapters,  particularly 
in  the  Southern  province.  He  dwelt  upon  the  aid  which  one 
chapter  could  give  another  in  regard  to  rushing  aliens,  and  further 
advised  the  chapter  to  recommend  any  worthy  alien  to  the  chapter 
at  the  university  which  he  was  going  to  attend. 

In  addition  to  the  business  which  took  up  a  considerable 
part  of  the  time,  the  brothers  were  royally  entertained.  After 
the  first  business  session  on  Friday,  W.  A.  Bell  had  the  delegates 
as  his  special  guests  at  lunch  at  one  of  the  most  prominent  and 
exclusive  clubs  in  New  Orleans,  the  Boston  Club,  and  that  after- 
noon the  Newcomb  chapter  of  the  Pi  Beta  Phi  Sorority  entertained 
in  their  rooms  at  Newcomb  College  at  a  reception  in  honor  of  the 
conclave  and  local  chapter.  The  delegates  were  greatly  impressed 
with  the  cordiality  of  these  young  ladies. 

On  that  night,  the  Tulane  chapter  were  hosts  at  the  largest 
fraternity  dance  which  has  ever  been  given  in  New  Orleans. 
The  harmonious  strains  of  the  music,  the  attractive  and  graceful 
girls,  and  the  smooth  floor  of  the  Odd  Fellows'  Hall  made  it 
almost  impossible  to  refrain  from  dancing  until  the  cold  gray 
dawn. 

It  was  a  gala  affair.  The  hall  was  decorated  with  the  pen- 
nants of  the  colleges  at  which  Alpha  Tau  has  chapters,  and  as 
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a  special  feature  of  the  decorations,  the  Kentucky  Mu  Iota  chapter 
were  kind  enough  to  loan  their  handsome  electric-lighted  badge 
of  the  fraternity.  With  the  forty-eight  electric  bulbs  outlining 
the  pin  as  jewels  the  only  illumination,  two  of  the  dances  were 
truly  "moon  light."  The  informality  of  the  entertainment  in 
both  dress  and  bearing  made  an  impression  upon  the  gathering 
which  will  long  be  a  pleasant  recollection.  After  a  short  business 
session  the  next  morning  at  ten,  the  delegates  were  taken  on  an 
auto  tour  of  the  city.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Young  Men's 
Gymnastic  Club,  the  party  enjoyed  a  swim  in  the  marble  salt 
water  tank  and  refreshment  in  the  lunch  room. 

That  .afternoon,  a  most  delightful  ride  on  the  river  was 
arranged.  Bach  boy  took  one  of  New  Orleans'  charming  belles 
for  this  tug  ride.  The  afternoon  was  ideal  for  such  an  enter- 
tainment and  the  combination  of  the  time,  the  place  and  the  girl 
made  of  it  a  much  enjoyed  function  of  the  conclave. 

With  fifty  brothers  at  the  festive  board,  on  Saturday  night 
past  midnight,  the  conclave  was  adjourned.  At  this  gathering 
were  several  of  the  alumni  of  New  Orleans,  who  joined  in  the 
jollity  of  the  occasion  as  they  had  in  past  years. 

Several  speeches  were  enjoyed.  William  A.  Bell  was  toast- 
master  of  the  occasion.  Hugh  Martin  addressed  the  enthusiastic 
brothers  on  "Province  I,"  and  Ulrich  B.  Phillips,  of  the  Chair  of 
History  at  Tulane,  related  his  experiences  in  affiliation  with  the 
University  of  Georgia,  Columbia,  Wisconsin  and  Tulane. 

Trist  B.  Wood,  the  first  initiate  of  Louisiana  Beta  Epsilon, 
brought  to  memory  several  interesting  features  of  the  early  life 
of  the  fraternity  at  Tulane,  and  in  his  humorous  style,  he  enter- 
tained the  audience  by  these  experiences  of  twenty-three  years  ago. 

Watts  K.  Leverich,  the  secretary  of  the  Louisiana  Alumni 
Association,  reviewed  the  work  of  the  association  in  the  past 
year  and  outlined  the  aims  of  the  organization  in  procuring  a 
house  for  the  local  chapter  in  the  next  year  after  the  incorporation 
of  the  association  under  the  Louisiana  laws. 

Joe  Chaffe  responded  to  the  toast  of  Alpha  Tau  at  Tulane. 
He  related  the  thriving  condition  of  the  active  chapter  with  its 
eighteen  men  and  recounted  a  few  of  the  signal  honors  which 
had  been  received  by  the  members. 
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Brother  Bell  called  upon  each  of  the  delegates  for  a  short 
speech.  They  were  all  prepared  to  give  a  brief  account  of  their 
chapter  activities  and  were  united  in  praises  of  the  successful 
conclave.

FOURTH  CONCLAVE  OF  PROVINCE  II. 

The  fourth  annual  conclave  of  Province  II  was  held  at 
Gamma  Xi  chapter  house  in  Chicago,  April  29th  to  May  1st. 
The  elegant,  new  and  beautifully  furnished  home  on  Chicago's 
most  fashionable  boulevard,  the  Midway — really  a  mile  long 
park — was  thrown  open  to  delegates  and  all  visiting  brothers 
and  alumni.  No  effort  was  made  in  the  line  of  decoration  for 
the  occasion,  as  the  handsome  home,  filled  with  genuine  fraternal 
hospitality,  precluded  all  need  of  such. 

Friday  morning  the  incoming  brothers  began  to  put  in  their 
appearances  and  a  genuine  welcome  was  accorded  each.  Every 
few  minutes  a  new  brother  showed  up  and  was  met,  not  by  a 
reception  committee,  but  en  masse  by  members  of  Gamma 
Xi  and  earlier-arrived  brothers.  By  early  afternoon  excursion 
parties  had  been  formed  to  take  in  the  University  of  Chicago. 
Administration  building  and  laboratory,  library  and  gymnasium, 
chapel  and  club  room  were  visited,  and  at  each  place  the  visitors 
were  made  to  feel  at  home. 

But  the  conclave  had  assembled  for  work,  as  well  as  for 
social  intercourse.  The  first  business  meeting  was  scheduled  for 
Friday  afternoon,  so  excursions  and  other  forms  of  merry-making 
were  suspended  for  a  time.  However,  Province  Chief  Wilcox 
had  failed  to  arrive  and  the  meeting  was  postponed  by  general 
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consent  till  Saturday  morning.  Other  excursions  began  at  once. 
"Bunches"  strolled  through  Washington  and  Jackson  parks, 
along  the  lakeshore,  and  through  crowded  business  districts, 
until  they  gladly  turned  their  steps  towards  home — and  dinner. 
"Mother  Kskey"  knows  human  anatomy,  as  well  as  human 
nature,  and  proved  himself  equal  to  the  task  of  feeding  a  bunch 
of  hungry  sightseers. 

Following  dinner  came  the  smoker.  Parlor,  sitting  room 
and  den  rang  with  laughter  and  music,  while  jokes  and  smokes 
made  the  rounds  until  a  late  hour. 

Saturday  morning  it  was  learned  that  Brother  Wilcox  had 
been  detained  in  Detroit,  where  he  had  an  important  case  in 
court.  The  conclave  was  therefore  called  to  order  by  Buck, 
of  Gamma  Xi.  Young,  of  Beta  Lambda,  was  elected  chair- 
man pro  tem-  and  Fales,  of  Beta  Kappa,  secretary. 

The  usual  routine  business  was  attended  to,  committees 
appointed  and  other  matters  discussed.  The  roll  call  by  chapters 
was  responded  to  without  a  single  absent  mark  being  recorded. 
Some  glowing  chapter  reports  were  given  and  their  contents 
discussed.  The  afternoon  session  was  taken  up  mainly  by  the 
reports  of  committees.  Perhaps  the  most  discussed  report  was 
that  of  the  committee  on  recommendations,  the  main  question 
being  "What  standard  of  scholarship  requirements  must  be  met 
before  a  student  may  be  elected  to  membership  in  our  fraternity, 
and  how  far  shall  a  pledge  'make  good'  before  he  is  initiated?" 
Different  delegates  reported  that  it  was  next  to  impossible  to 
get  students'  records  from  the  faculties,  while  others  said  they 
might  be  had  for  the  asking  at  their  respective  institutions.  This 
being  true  the  committee  could  only  recommend  that  the  greatest 
care  be  taken  to  avoid  rushing  students  or  initiating  pledges 
whose  scholarship  was  not  "up,"  or  whose  grades  might  later  cast 
reflections  upon  the  good  standing  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  The 
report  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  committee  on  applicant  clubs  recommended  that  such 
clubs  be  required  to  keep  up  a  good  substantial  record  for  three 
years  instead  of  the  former  two,  before  their  applications  for 
charters  be  considered.  Committees  on  affiliates,  resolutions, 
etc.,  submitted  interesting  reports. 
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No  chapter  having  extended  an  invitation  to  hold  the  next 
conclave  at  their  home,  it  was  understood  that  the  next  would  be 
held  in  Chicago. 

Seats  for  the  crowd  had  been  secured  at  the  Arkansas-Chicago 
baseball  game,  but  rain  put  an  end  to  these  plans.  But  despite 
the  inclement  weather,  thirty-five  determined  Alpha  Taus  showed 
up  at  the  La  Salle  hotel  at  7  P.  M.,  where  the  formal  banquet  was 
held.  The  college  room  of  Chicago's  newest  and  best  appointed 
hostelry  had  been  secured.  The  table  was  elegantly  decorated 
with  asparagus  fern  and  tea  roses,  and  a  large  illuminated  maltese 
cross  occupied  a  conspicuous  position.  An  excellent  course 
dinner  was  served,  during  which  time  several  flashlights  were 
taken.  Fraternal  spirit  was  at  high  tide  and  culminated  in  the 
toasts  given  by  many  of  our  gifted  brothers.  Brother  Newby,  of 
Gamma  Xi,  acted  as  toastmaster  and  was  responded  to  by  the 
following:  R.  P.  White,  Beta  Lambda,  "The  Man  in  the  Greek 
World;"  L.  A.  Stevenson,  Gamma  Omicron,  "The  College  and 
the  Fraternity;"  Julius  O.  Roehl,  Gamma  Tau,  "The  Spirit  of 
the  Greeks;"  T.  L.  Queen,  Alpha  Mu,  "Our  Brotherhood;"  C.  W. 
Bemer,  Beta  Omicron,  "The  Fraternity  Toast  and  Others;" 
G.  G.  Hippard,  Gamma  Zeta,  "The  Ideal  in  Chapter  Life;" 
J.  D.  Fales,  Beta  Kappa,  "  Pan-Hellenicism ; "  L.  T.  Curry,  Gamma 
Xi,  "Fraternity  Life  at  Chicago;"  L.  T.  Ehle,  Chicago  Alumni, 
"The  Greek  Man  in  the  World."  Brothers  Vosskuehler  (never 
without  a  Fatima),  of  Gamma  Tau,  and  Bott,  of  Chicago  Alumni 
Association,  also  gave  toasts. 

This  brought  the  conclave  to  a  close  as  far  as  the  planned 
part  of  it  was  concerned.  The  rest  of  the  time,  until  the  last 
brother  left  Sunday  evening,  was  spent  as  the  visitors  pleased, 
ball  games  and  sightseeing  occupying  the  greater  part  of  the  time. 
Delegates,  alumni,  visitors,  and  hosts  all  declare  that  ol  all  con- 
claves they  have  ever  attended,  this  was  "the  best  ever."

Clarence  B.  Roberts. 

The  news  that  C.  B.  Roberts  had  died  at  his  home  in  Monrovia 
Friday  night  was  announced  to  his  friends  in  this  city  Saturday  morning. 
Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  he  has  been  ill  for  many  months,  the 
intelligence  brought  a  tinge  of  regret  and  sadness  to  those  who  knew  him. 

For  a  number  of  years,  Mr.  Roberts  was  the  junior  editor  of  this 
paper  and  as  such  gained  a  wide  acquaintance  among  its  readers,  who  will 
be  able  to  appreciate  the  following  facts  which  they  will  read  with  interest. 

Clarence  Bertram  Roberts  was  born  in  De  Soto,  la.,  December  23, 
1870,  graduated  from  high  school  at  Van  Meter,  la.,  and  finished  his 
education  at  Simpson  College,  Indianola,  la.,  after  which  he  was  employed 
in  the  pension  office  at  Washington,  D.  C.  In  1892  he  held  the  position 
of  deputy  auditor  of  Dallas  County,  la.  Later  he  purchased  a  half 
interest  in  the  Dallas  County  News,  the  leading  Republican  paper  of  the 
county.  In  1895  he  was  married  in  Winterset,  la.,  to  Maude  Payton. 
To  this  union  were  born  three  children,  one  son,  Clarence  Payton,  Ruby 
Eloise  and  Winifred  Inez. 

In  1898  he  was  appointed  postmaster  in  Adel,  la.,  which  office  he 
held  until  he  purchased  a  half  interest  in  the  Pomona  Times,  September 
1,  1902,  and  moved  to  Pomona.  In  April,  1906,  he  and  his  wife  joined  an 
editorial  excursion  to  the  city  of  Mexico.     The  exertion  was  a  severe  tax 
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upon  his  physical  condition  and  he  returned  home  a  victim  of  typhoid. 
He  lay  near  unto  death  for  many  weeks,  which  so  undermined  his  system 
that  tuberculosis  quickly  developed,  which  ended  his  life  Friday  evening, 
February  4,  1910. 

In  his  youth  he  united  with  the  M.  E.  Church.  He  was  very  active 
at  Epworth  League  work,  having  served  both  as  state  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  that  organization.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the  International 
Epworth  League  conventions  at  Toronto,  Can.,  and  San  Francisco. 

His  wife  and  three  children,  aged  13,  11  and  9  years,  survive  him, 
also  his  father,  mother  and  one  brother,  who  live  in  Adel,  la.  No  one 
ever  made  a  stronger  fight  for  health  than  Mr.  Roberts. 

As  his  life  drew  to  its  close,  his  patience  and  tenderness  were  empha- 
sized. Never  were  these  traits  more  beautifully  exemplified  than  in 
him,  as  with  patient  fortitude  he  awaited  the  closing  chapters  of  his 
earthly  existence.  Time  after  time  he  expressed  his  readiness  to  depart 
and  be  at  rest,  sustained  as  he  was  by  the  assurance  that  Eternity  con- 
tained nothing  but  that  which  was  good  and  desirable  for  him.  He  was 
also  sustained  by  an  unfailing  trust  in  Him  to  whom  he  had  committed 
the  keeping  of  his  loved  ones,  being  convinced  that  it  would  be  well  with 
them.  Knowing  that  the  affairs  of  life  were  drawing  rapidly  to  a  close 
for  himself,  he  made  all  of  the  arrangements  for  his  burial,  expressing  his 
desires  and  also  planning  for  the  future  of  his  family. 

The  remains  were  conveyed  to  the  home  of  his  father-in-law,  W.  F. 
Pay  ton,  from  which  place  on  Sunday,  February  6,  the  funeral  services 
were  conducted.  The  Rev.  A.  W.  Lamport,  pastor  of  the  Trinity  M.  E. 
Church,  made  the  opening  prayer  and  read  the  scripture.  Rev.  C.  A. 
Kent,  of  the  Methodist  Church  at  Monrovia,  and  pastor  of  the  deceased, 
paid  a  touching  tribute  to  the  departed  in  a  few  well  chosen  words.  A 
quartet  from  the  Trinity  Church  sang  "Abide  with  Me,"  and  Miss  Ewart 
sang  a  solo,  "Face  to  Face."  After  the  friends  had  viewed  the  remains, 
they  were  conveyed  to  the  Pomona  cemetery  by  loving  hands  and  interred. 
Mrs.  Roberts  and  her  children,  after  paying  a  short  visit  with  her 
parents,  will  return  to  their  home  in  Monrovia,  but  expect  eventually 
to  make  their  home  in  this  place. — Monrovia  Times. 


William  W.  Lumpkin. 
Col.  William  Wallace  Lumpkin  was  born  at  the  old  Lumpkin  home- 
stead in  Oglethorpe  County,  Georgia,  on  February  14,  1849.  His  boy- 
hood days  were  spent  there  and  it  continued  his  home  until  the  close  of 
the  Civil  War.  After  the  war,  in  which  he  enlisted  at  the  age  of  15  years 
in  Company  D,  Third  Georgia  regiment,  his  family  removed  to  Green 
County,  Georgia,  where  he  remained  a  number  of  years,  planting  and 
practicing  law.  Here  he  became  connected  with  the  Georgia  Railroad  as 
attorney,  and  he  has  never  severed  his  connection  with  them.     He  was 
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president  for  some  years  of  the  Capital  City  Railway,  of  Milledgeville, 
Ga.,  until  it  was  absorbed  by  the  Georgia  Railroad.  He  was  transferred 
from  Milledgeville  to  Macon,  Ga.,  and  from  there,  some  15  years  ago,  to 
Columbia,  having  control  of  this  road  over  the  most  of  South  Carolina 
and  eastern  North  Carolina,  as  commercial  agent. 

Col.  Lumpkin  has  always  been  interested  in  fraternal  organizations, 
and  was  a  member  of  a  number  of  them.  Among  these  might  be  mentioned 
the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity,  the  Masonic  order,  the  Knights  Templar, 
the  Shriners  and  the  Knights  of  Pythias.  He  was  past  worshipful 
master,  past  high  priest,  past  eminent  commander  of  Columbia  cora- 
mandery,  Knights  Templar,  and  was  grand  generalissimo  for.  South 
Carolina,  which  would  have  made  him  in  another  year  grand  commander 
of  the  State.      He  was  a  member  of  Omar  Temple  of  the  Shrine. 

His  ability  as  an  after-dinner  speaker  and  orator  is  known  throughout 
Georgia,  South  and  North  Carolina,  and  there  were  few  men  more 
universally  called  on  for  such  occasions,  his  wit  and  repartee  enlivening 
all  he  said,  though  in  no  way  detracting  from  the  beauty  and  strength  of 
his  diction. 

As  regards  religious  affiliations,  he  was  a  communicant  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church,  and  took  an  active  and  earnest  part  in  the  work 
of  that  body.  He  was  a  lay-reader,  vestryman,  delegate  to  diocesan 
councils,  delegate  to  missionary  councils,  and  for  a  number  of  years  was 
a  trustee  of  the  University  of  the  South,  at  Sewanee,  Tenn.,  in  whose 
work  and  progress  he  was  deeply  interested. 

Some  years  ago  he  entered  the  race  for  the  United  States  Senate 
for  South  Carolina  and  against  a  strong  field  received  a  nattering  vote. 

His  interest  continued  to  the  last  in  his  comrades  of  the  Southern 
Confederacy  and  his  happiest  speeches  were  those  rendering  praise  to  the 
men  and  women  of  the  Confederate  States.  He  has  ever  been  active  in 
perpetuating  their  memory  and  was  a  member  both  of  his  home  camp  in 
Georgia  and  Camp  Hampton  in  Columbia.  He  was  appointed,  some 
years  ago,  as  lieutenant  colonel  on  the  staff  of  Gen.  C.  Irvine  Walker, 
commander  of  the  Army  of  Northern  Virginia. 

He  was  married  on  March  20,  1875,  to  Miss  Annie  C.  Elliott,  of 
Augusta,  Ga.,  and  she,  with  three  daughters  and  four  sons,  survive  him. 

Coming  of  a  family  intimately  connected  with  the  history  of  Georgia, 
he  numbered  among  his  friends  some  of  Georgia's  chiefest  characters. 
As  a  young  man  he  could  claim  Alexander  H.  Stephens,  Robert  Toombs, 
Ben  Hill,  Bishop  Beckwith  and  others  as  his  friends  and  advisers,  and 
among  his  most  delightful  talks  were  his  reminiscences  of  those  noble 
men.  His  close  relatives  and  predecessors  were  Joseph  Henry  Lumpkin, 
first  Chief  Justice  of  Georgia;  Wilson  Lumpkin,  Governor  of  Georgia  and 
United  States  Senator  from  that  State;  Samuel  Lumpkin  and jjoseph 
H.  Lumpkin,  Second  Associate  Justice  of  Georgia. 
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Ezra  H.  Duvall. 
Hall  of  Tennessee  Beta  Pi  Chapter. 

"It  was  the  potter  at  the  wheel  who  spake, 
Nor  mortal  man  may  know  whom  He  will  take. 
Be  ours  to  murmur  not,  but  kiss  the  rod, 
But,  oh,  the  bitter  after-void  and  ache. 

"For  some  we  loved,  the  loveliest  and  the  best, 
That  from  his  vintage  rolling  time  has  prest.

Resolved,  that  during  his  brief  sojourn  among  us  we  learned  to  love 
him  for  his  purity  of  heart,  his  trustfulness  of  spirit,  the  nobility  of  his 
ideals  and  the  beauty  of  his  resignation,  and  that  in  the  death  of  our 
loyal  brother  and  devoted  friend,  Tennessee  Beta  Pi  Chapter  of  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  has  sustained  an  irreparable  loss.      And  be  it  further

heartfelt  and  sincere  sympathy  in  this  our  common  loss,  and

'Ezra.  H.  Duvall,  a  bright  and  popular  young  man,  died  at  the  home 
of  his  mother,  Mrs.  Mamie  Duvall,  808  Boscobel  Street,  yesterday  morn- 
ing at  11.30  o'clock.  While  not  unexpected  the  news  of  his  death  will 
be  received  with  sorrow  by  his  many  friends. 

Mr.  Duvall  was  born  in  St.  Louis  nineteen  years  ago,  from  which 
place  his  family  moved  to  Columbus,  O.,  where  he  lived  until  three  years 
ago,  when,  with  his  mother  and  brother,  Andrew  Duvall,  he  moved  to 
this  city.  He  at  once  entered  Fogg  High  School  and  was  graduated 
from  that  school  in  the  Class  of  1909.  A  few  weeks  after  his  graduation 
in  June  he  accepted  the  position  of  cashier  for  the  local  agency  of  the 
Reliance  Life  Insurance  Company. 
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Determining  to  fit  himself  for  the  legal  profession,  last  fall  at  the 
opening  of  Vanderbilt  University  he  matriculated  in  the  Law  Department 
and  pursued  his  studies,  retaining  at  the  same  time  his  position  with  the 
insurance  company. 

In  his  brief  residence  in  this  city  he  made  countless  friends,  both  in 
his  social  life  and  in  that  of  an  energetic  young  business  man.  With  the 
young  men  of  the  city  he  was  especially  popular.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity  and  the  Plaza  Club. 

The  funeral  services  will  be  held  at  the  residence  this  afternoon. 
The  remains  will  be  forwarded  at  8.30  o'clock  to  Lawrenceburg,  Ind., 
where  interment  will  take  place.  The  local  chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
will  act  as  pallbearers.

Leo   Wise. 

City  Solicitor  Leo  Wise  died  this  morning  at  the  home  of  his  mother, 
Mrs.  Eusebia  Wise,  at  Fourth  and  Hamilton  Streets,  as  the  result  of 
uraemic  poisoning.  He  had  been  suffering  for  over  a  year.  While  his 
intimate  friends  knew  that  he  had  come  home  from  the  hospital  none 
was  apprised  of  the  seriousness  of  his  illness  and,  therefore,  the  announce- 
ment of  his  death  came  to  them  as  a  great  shock  and  surprise.  Many 
were  the  expressions  of  regret  at  his  early  demise. 

Mr.  Wise  was  one  of  the  best  known  young  men  in  this  city  and  made 
his  personality  felt  with  every  one  who  came  in  contact  with  him.  He 
was  an  ardent  student  and  a  hard  worker  and  perhaps  to  the  latter  may 
be  ascribed  the  ailment  which  brought  about  dissolution.  He  was 
active  in  many  spheres. 

It  was  a  year  or  more  ago  that  Mr.  Wise  began  to  complain  and  it 
was  evident  upon  his  face  that  he  was  suffering  from  some  serious  malady. 
He  went  to  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  Hospital  last  summer  and 
had  a  slight  operation  performed.  He  came  home  after  a  fortnight  and 
remained  at  the  home  of  his  mother  since  last  July.  Several  months 
ago  the  ailment  took  a  serious  form  and  it  was  decided  six  weeks  ago  that 
he  undergo  treatment  and  operation  again  at  the  hospital.  He  went 
to  Philadelphia  and  remained  there  five  weeks.  His  condition  prevented 
an  immediate  operation  and  it  was  in  the  hopes  of  building  himself  up 
to  forego  the  operation  that  he  was  brought  home  last  Monday  by  his 
wife  and  physician,  Dr.  D.  Hiestand.  The  disease  had,  however,  made 
such  inroads  upon  his  system  that  he  slowly  sank  into  the  sleep  that 
knows  no  awakening  except  in  eternity.  He  was  semi-conscious  to  the 
end. 

Mr.  Wise  was  a  son  of  Eusebia  and  the  late  James  Wise  and  was  born 
at  the  place  where  he  died  on  January  27,  1873.  He  obtained  his  edu- 
cation in  the  city  schools  and  then  entered  the  Academic  Department  of 
Muhlenberg  College  to  prepare  for  a  course  in  the  college.     He  entered 
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the  Freshman  Class  in  1888  and  graduated  in  1892.  When  there  he  was 
a  member  of  the  Sophronia  Literary  Society  and  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
Fraternity.  For  a  time  during  his  Senior  year  he  edited  The  Muhlenberg. 
Upon  graduation  he  was  given  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  in  1895 
was  awarded  the  degree  of  Mas- 
ter of  Arts.  He  was  Secretary 
of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the 
institution.  Mr.  Wise  became 
prominent  in  Greek-letter  so- 
cieties and  was  the  delegate  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Alpha  Iota 
Chapter  to  the  Twelfth  Congress 
and  was  Chief  of  Province  V  from 
September,  1901,  until  March, 
1905.  During  1902  he  made  a 
compilation  of  all  the  laws  and 
constitution  of  the  fraternity. 
He  was  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee to  revise  and  codify  the  laws 
of  the  fraternity  of  the  Eigh- 
teenth Congress  and  also  one  of 
the  three  members  of  the  revision 
committee  in  1903-1904. 

Mr.  Wise  studied  law  after 
his  graduation  in  the  offices  of 
Henninger  &  Dewalt  and  was 
admitted  to  the  Lehigh  County 
Bar  in  September,  1894.  Later 
he  was  admitted  to  practice  in 
the  District  Courts  in  Philadelphia 

and  in  the  higher  courts  of  the  State.     He  picked  up  a  lucrative  practice 
by  hard  work  and  absolute  fidelity  to  his  clients  and  honesty  of  purpose. 

In  the  spring  of  1905  he  was  elected  City  Solicitor  for  three  years 
and  in  1908  was  re-elected  to  another  term.  He  was  a  very  efficient 
city  official  and  many  new  ordinances  now  on  the  books  were  the  result 
of  his  handiwork. 

Mr.  Wise  was  married  on  April  12,  1904,  by  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  S.  A. 
Repass  to  Miss  Helen  M.  Erdman,  who  survives.  There  are  no  children. 
His  mother  also  survives,  as  do  two  brothers,  Ira,  of  this  city,  and  Guy, 
of  Philadelphia.  The  late  Asa  Wise,  who  died  in  East  Mauch  Chunk  ten 
years  ago,  was  a  brother. 

Mr.  WTise  was  active  in  secret  societies.  He  was  a  Past  Grand  of 
Lehigh  Lodge,  No.  83,  I.  O.  O.  F.;  was  Worshipful  Master  of  Greenleat 
Lodge,  No.  561,  F.  &  A.  M.,  in  1901;  a  member  of  Red  Hawk  Tribe,  No. 
55,  I.  O.  Red  Men,  and  of  the  Knights  of  the  Golden  Eagles.      As  a  con- 
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sistent  member  of  St.  John's  Lutheran  Church  he  served  in  a  number  of 
positions  and  was  a  deacon.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Elks  and  took 
a  great  deal  of  interest  in  the  Lehigh  County  Historical  Society,  of  which 
he  was  treasurer,  and  the  Pennsylvania  German  Society.  In  each  posi- 
tion he  held  in  these  organizations  he  qualified  through  merit. 

The  attention  of  the  Court  was  called  this  morning  to  Mr.  Wise's 
death  and  Judge  Trexler  appointed  Max  S.  Erdman,  A.  W.  Hagenbach 
and  R.  W.  Iobst  to  make  a  minute  of  it  for  the  court  records. 

Mr  Wise  was  a  great  lover  of  good  books  and  good  music  and  his 
attendance  could  be  looked  for  wherever  there  was  an  effort  made  to 
improve  in  either  of  these  directions.  He  left  a  very  valuable  library  of 
standard  literature. 

The  remains  have  been  taken  to  the  home  of  his  mother-in-law  at 
435  Hamilton  Street,  whence  the  funeral  will  be  held  on  Tuesday  afternoon 
at  2  o'clock.  Rev.  A.  Steimle  will  conduct  the  services  and  the  burial 
will  be  private  in  Fairview  Cemetery. — Allentown  Daily  City  Item,  April 
15,  1910.

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A.  T.  O.  IN  THE  PUBLIC  EYE. 


Senator  Robert  L.  Owen  (Virginia  Beta)  manages  to  find 
time  to  interest  himself  in  a  large  and  growing  variety  of  topics 
of  importance  to  his  fellow  citizens.  The  following,  taken  from 
the  Philadelphia  North  American,  will  indicate  the  width  of  his 
activities : 

Although  not  sure  of  obtaining  either,  the  advocates  of  a  govern- 
mental division  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  look  after  the  question  of  the 
health  of  the  country,  are  in  conflict  as  to  whether  they  shall  press  for 
the  establishment  of  a  department  with  a  member  of  the  cabinet  at  its 
head  or  a  mere  bureau,  whose  chief  would  be  a  subordinate  to  some  other 
official,  with  no  independent  voice  of  his  own. 

Senator  Owen,  of  Oklahoma,  is  moving  for  a  department,  while  a 
committee  of  one  hundred  having  the  matter  generally  in  hand  is  cham- 
pioning the  establishment  of  a  bureau.  Action  in  the  interest  of  the 
bureau  has  had  the  effect  of  calling  out  a  vigorous  protest  from  Mr.  Owen. 

He  has  written  a  letter  to  Professor  Irving  Fisher,  of  Yale,  in  which 
he  says  he  will  stand  for  the  larger  service  until  it  becomes  evident  that 
success  is  impossible,  in  which  event  he  would  accept  "half  a  loaf." 

In  the  course  of  his  letter  Senator  Owen  says: 

"The  lack  of  a  department  of  public  health  has  permitted  the 
bubonic  plague  to  infect  the  country  contiguous  to  San  Francisco  through 
the  ground  squirrel  and  wood-rat  for  over  100  miles,  while  the  commer- 
cial bodies  of  San  Francisco  suppressed  the  truth  and  made  ineffective 
the  efforts  of  one  bureau  to  suppress  it. 

"A  department  of  public  health  could  not  be  suppressed  by  the 
Board  of  Trade,  but  could  make  its  energies  effective,  while  a  bureau 
was  suppressed,  and  the  United  States  is  now  in  a  fair  way  to  be  affected 
by  the  bubonic  plague  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  just  as  India  is 
through  similar  processes." 
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Speaking  generally  of  the  importance  of  public  care  for  the  health, 
Mr.  Owen  says  that  if  the  death  rate  was  reduced  to  the  extent  of  one  in 
1,000,  90,000  human  lives  would  be  saved  annually.  Reducing  these 
figures  to  a  commercial  basis,  he  calculates  the  annual  saving  at  $400,- 
000,000.

The  following  clipping  will   be  of  interest  to  the  fraternity 
generally,  and  more  particularly  to  the  many  friends  and  acquain- 
tances of  Brother  Julius  T.  Frelin  (Minn.  Gamma  Nu) : 
A  Problem  in  Patriotism. 

A  curious  problem  in  patriotism  is  presented  by  the  case  of  Professor 
Julius  T.  Frelin  of  the  French  Department  of  the  University  of  Minnesota. 
We  give  the  facts  as  they  are  set  forth  in  a  St.  Paul  dispatch. 

The  professor  was  born  in  Alsace  before  the  Franco- Prussian  War, 
and  because  of  the  course  adopted  by  his  father  after  the  conquest  of 
the  province  by  Germany  both  France  and  Germany  now  lay  claim  to 
military  service  from  him,  though  he  is  a  naturalized  American.  And 
it  is  said  that  "he  expects  to  go  to  France  next  summer  to  serve  a  month's 
imprisonment  and  then  to  pay  a  nominal  fine  in  Germany  to  relieve  him 
of  all  obligations." 

Now  if  the  United  States  could  only  penalize  him  in  some  way  he 
would  have  an  exceptionally  full  life,  rich  to  overflowing  with  the  recog- 
nition of  the  duties  of  patriotism,  and  perhaps  a  little  less  alluring  than 
the  life  of  the  man  without  a  country. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  professor  will  be  imprisoned  in  France 
because  he  is  French  and  that  he  will  be  fined  in  Germany  because  he  is 
German.  What  would  happen  to  him  in  case  of  a  declaration  of  hostilities 
between  the  two  countries  opens  up  an  interesting  field  for  speculation. 
If  he  is  a  Frenchman  considerate  France  would  release  him  from  the 
dungeon  cell  and  use  him  affectionately  and  tearfully  as  a  target  for 
German  bullets.  On  the  other  hand,  if  he  should  be  caught  in  Germany 
the  fine  might  be  remitted  as  he  was  marched  to  battle  to  invite  the 
earnest  attention  of  French  sharpshooters. 

Better  peace  with  its  penalties  than  war  with  the  rewards  thus  offered 
by  two  beloved  countries,  and  a  chance  for  further  complications  if  a 
third  should  want  an  easy  mark  for  gun  fire.  The  professor  should  be  a 
sincere  and  anxious  advocate  of  international  arbitration  and  the  uni- 
versal brotherhood  of  man.

Besides  the  consideration  of  routine  business,  the  feature  of  last 
evening's  Council  meeting  was  the  election  of  Malcolm  W.  Gross  as 
City  Solicitor  to  succeed  the  late  Leo  Wise.  Mr.  Gross  was  made  the 
Democratic  nominee  at  a  caucus  held  prior  to  the  meeting  of  Councils. 
Mr.  Gross'  opponents  were  Dallas  Dillinger,  Jr.,  and  Edwin  K.  Kline. 
Mr.  Gross  was  put  in  nomination  at  the  caucus  by  C.  Arthur  Wagner;  Mr. 
Kline,  by  C.  S.  Frederick,  and  Mr.  Dillinger,  by  James  M.  Schneider. 

The  first  ballot  resulted  as  follows:     Gross,  12;  Dillinger,  6;  Kline,  6. 

Second  ballot — Gross,  12;  Dillinger,  7:  Kline,  5. 

Third  ballot— Gross,  12;  Dillinger,  8;   Kline,  4. 

As  per  mutual  agreement,  the  lowest  man  after  the  third  ballot, 
Kline,  withdrew.  The  fourth  ballot  resulted  as  follows:  Gross,  12; 
Dillinger,  11. 

At  the  joint  convention  of  Councils,  Mr.  Gross  was  elected  by  accla- 
mation. 

The  newly-elected  City  Solicitor  was  not  sworn  in.  He  was  born  in 
this  city,  October  14,  1872,  and  is  the  son  of  the  late  Hon.  George  T.  and 
Elizabeth  Gross.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  this  city 
and  later  entered  Muhlenberg  College,  from  which  institution  he  graduated 
in  1894.  For  several  years  he  studied  law  in  the  offices  of  the  Hon. 
Edward  Harvey.     In  1899  he  was  admitted  to  the  Lehigh  county  bar. 

Mr.  Gross  has  been  very  active  in  politics  for  the  last  ten  years.  He 
served  one  term  as  Register  of  Wills  and  as  Democratic  City  Chairman. 

Mr.  Gross  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  Elks,  and  of  the  Muhlenberg 
Athletic  Association,  with  which  organization  he  has  been  associated  for 
many  years.

As  usual  this  winter  term  has  been  a  busy  one  for  Beta  Mu  in  all 
lines  of  school  activity.     The  one  thought  uppermost  in  our  minds,  how- 
ever, has  been  the  proposed  change  in  the  university  policy  which  involves 
the  complete  "ousting"  of  all  the  fraternity  chapters  in   Wooster.     It 
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has  grown  to  be  more  than  a  possibility,  and,  as  a  result,  we  are  all  work- 
ing our  hardest  to  maintain  the  excellent  standard  always  set  by  fra- 
ternities in  Wooster.  We  believe,  indeed,  that  no  school  in  the  State 
has  a  fraternity  system  the  equal  of  Wooster's  in  good  spirit  between 
fraternity  men,  and  between  fraternity  men  and  those  outside. 

Moreover,  we  are  confident  that  in  no  other  school  have  fraternities 
a  higher  moral  standard,  a  higher  standard  in  scholarship,  or  a  more 
wholesome  regard  for  college  laws  and  customs.  Hence  we  are  at  a  loss 
to  know  how  to  meet  the  impending  crisis. 

The  history  of  the  trouble  is  this:  Mr.  L.  H.  Severance,  of  New 
York,  has  offered  a  handsome  sum  to  build  a  ladies'  and  also  a  men's 
club  house  if  the  whole  fraternity  system,  as  such,  be  abolished.  The 
board  of  trustees,  as  a  whole,  fail  to  see  the  reason  of  Mr.  Severance's 
move,  but  with  the  agitation  so  great  and  with  the  prize  so  great,  it  is  not 
certain  what  will  be  done.  It  is  not  even  certain  that  he  was  previously 
informed  as  to  the  fraternities  at  Wooster,  and,  indeed,  if  he  has  received 
any  information  at  all,  it  has  come  from  a  source  not  acquainted  with  the 
facts  in  the  case.  It  would  be  useless  to  set  forth  the  facts  and  arguments 
for  our  side  of  the  controversy  here,  but  nevertheless  we  maintain  with 
the  most  complete  assurance,  considering  not  only  Beta  Mu,  but  all  the 
other  national  fraternities  represented  here,  that  no  group  of  fraternities 
have  ever  had  more  right  to  exist. 

The  one  redeeming  circumstance  so  far  has  been  the  total  lack  of 
any  apparent  bad  feeling  in  the  student  body.

Duvall  was  taken  into  the  chapter 
at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  but  due  to  his  serious  illness  imme- 
diately thereafter,  he  attended  but  two  regular  meetings  of  the  chapter, 
when  he  was  forced  to  quit  his  studies  due  to  his  failing  health.  The 
loss  of  Duvall  was  a  sad  experience  for  Beta  Pi,  and  it  will  be  some  time 
before  the  chapter  recovers  from  the  shock.  He  was  a  man  of  sterling 
character,  and  was  destined  to  become  a  leader  in  the  university  had  not 
death  overtaken  him  on  the  very  threshold  of  his  career.  We  submit 
to  the  will  of  the  Almighty  with  hearts  bowed  down  in  sorrow. 

With  the  exception  of  the  above  sorrowful  event,  everything  has 
gone  along  smoothly  and  actively  with  the  chapter.  Only  recently 
Kain  was  elected  to  the  Owl  Club,  representing  the  best  of  next  year's 
Junior  Class.  Mitchell  was  the  sole  promoter  and  organizer  of  the 
University  Band,  of  which  he  is  now  president  and  a  prominent  member. 
It  was  one  of  the  biggest  movements  started  here  in  some  time  and 
unstinted  praise  has  been  accorded  Mitchell  by  the  whole  university. 
Canale  is  also  a  member  of  the  band. 

In  the  line  of  Y.  M.  C.  A.  work,  McGehee  succeeded  in  organizing  a 
Bible  Study  Class  among  the  law  students,  and  was  chosen  leader  of 
same.  Canale  was  also  elected  president  of  the  class.  This  class  was 
the  outgrowth  of  the  recent  visit  to  the  university  of  the  National  workers 
of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  of  which  W.  D.  Weatherford,  an  alumnus  of  Beta  Pi, 
was  one  of  the  principal  speakers.  Weatherford  is  a  true*  Alpha  Tau  and 
is  doing  a  noble  work  in  his  field. 

The  chapter  was  honored  by  a  visit  from  James  H.  Kirkland,  Chan- 
cellor of  the  university.  The  Chancellor  addressed  the  chapter  along 
the  lines  of  fraternities  and  fraternity  houses,  and  touched  upon  other 
vital  issues  of  the  present  day  fraternity  problems.  The  visit  was  a  most 
enjoyable  and  profitable  one  from  every  standpoint.  The  present  chap- 
ter of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  the  faculty, 
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the  result  of  earnest  effort  on  the  part  of  the  men  composing  it  along 
the  lines  of  scholarship  and  true  university  development.  It  is  con- 
ceded on  all  hands  that  Beta  Pi  now  stands  in  the  foremost  rank 
among  the  fraternities  at  Vanderbilt  as  an  exponent  of  real  university- 
education. 

Due  to  the  serious  illness  of  Duvall  for  some  time  previous  to  his 
death,  the  social  life  of  the  chapter  was  somewhat  subdued,  but  on  the 
evening  of  April  11th  the  chapter  entertained  a  number  of  its  girl  friends 
with  an  informal  dinner  and  dance.      All  had  a  delightful  time. 

The  present  month  will  witness  the  closing  scenes  of  active  frater- 
nity work  for  four  members  of  this  year's  chapter.  Stanton,  Turner  and 
Canale  graduate  in  the  Law  Department,  the  latter  being  class  and 
faculty  representative,  while  Yancy  Moore  finishes  his  course  in  Pharmacy. 
The  chapter  regrets  very  much  the  loss  of  these  men  and  wishes  them 
every  success  in  their  chosen  fields.  Every  man  of  them  finishes  with 
honors  which  reflects  much  credit  upon  Beta  Pi.  The  field  of  work 
among  the  loyal  alumni  lies  before  them,  and  already  the  seniors  of  1910 
have  pledged  themselves  to  enlist  themselves  among  the  active  members 
of  the  State  association. 

Our  vision  of  a  new  and  permanent  home  for  Beta  Pi  is  beginning  to 
assume  a  material  form,  and  with  the  next  installment  of  the  yearly 
subscriptions  paid  in,  the  work  on  the  house  will  begin  at  once. 

The  year  at  Vanderbilt  closes  with  unbounded  success  measured 
out  to  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  and  the  same,  active,  enthusiastic,  and  whole- 
souled  bunch  of  "fellows"  return  next  fall  to  continue  the  good  work.

In  each  of  these  positions  he 
displayed  marked  abilities,  unerring  good  judgment,  unrelenting 
energy  and  perseverance.  The  election  came,  therefore,  as  a 
reward  for  services  well  done,  as  well  as  a  recognition  of  his 
abilities  as  an  orator.  Brother  Lamar  is  an  intelligent  student 
of  the  Greek-letter  system  and  his  Atlanta  address  will  be  pregnant 
with  choice  advice  for  its  uplift. 
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The  Tax  Dodgers. 

Friend  Guy  T.  Visniskki,  the  able  editor  of  the  Kappa  Sigma 

Caduceus,    is    flaying   the   misguided    mortals    who    endeavor   to 

secure  exemptions  from  taxation  on    fraternity  houses.     He  is 

so  eternally  right  that  his  fine  sentiments  will  bear  repitition  here: 

Rather  recently  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  state  of  Maine  "decided 
that,  under  existing  statutes  in  that  state,  the  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon 
chapter  house  on  the  campus  of  the  University  of  Maine  is  subject  to 
taxation,  the  defendant  corporation  being  'entitled  neither  to  exemption 
as  an  educational  or  scientific  institution,  nor  immunity  as  an  agency  or 
instrumentality  of  the  state.'  "  The  full  quotation  is  from  a  recent 
number  of  the  Phi  Delta  Theta  Scroll,  which  goes  on  to  state  that  "we 
believe  that  this  is  the  first  decision  which  held  subject  to  taxation  chapter 
houses  occupying  sites  on  the  campus  of  any  state  university,  or  on  the 
campus  of  any  collegiate  institution  for  that  matter.  The  decision,  if 
followed  in  other  states,  as  doubtless  it  will  be,  will  impose  a  heavy  burden 
on  many  chapters,  and  therefore  it  is  the  more  important  that  fraternity 
men  everywhere  should  unite  their  influence  and  efforts  to  secure  the 
enactment  of  statutes  in  the  various  states  which  will  specifically  exempt 
fraternity  chapters  incorporated  as  literary  and  benevolent  associations." 

For  its  part  The  Caduceus  of  Kappa  Sigma  hopes  that  the  day  will 
never  come  when  the  fraternity  men  of  this  country  will  go  into  the  tax 
dodging  business  in  order  that  they  may  escape  the  burden  of  paying 
taxes  on  such  property  as  they  own  and  maintain  for  fraternity  purposes 
at  the  colleges  of  the  land.  For,  to  reconstruct  and  expand,  in  order  to 
fit  the  case  in  point,  an  editorial  which  appeared  in  The  Caduceus  of  April, 
1907,  no  good  could  come  of  such  a  movement.  On  the  other  hand, 
much  harm  to  the  fraternities  might  result  therefrom;  the  general  public, 
rightly  enough,  has  no  love  for  the  tax  dodger.  The  Phi  Delta  Theta 
Scroll  and  the  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  Record,  which  declares  that  "it  would 
be  simple  justice  to  the  fraternity  boys"  if  the  Maine  legislature  would 
pass  a  bill  exempting  their  houses  "from  taxation  in  the  future,"  seem 
to  overlook  entirely  the  fact  that  one  of  the  prime  duties  of  men  is  to 
support  the  state  which  protects  them;  and,  hence  the  spectacle  is  pre- 
sented of  the  official  organ  of  a  strong  Greek-letter  fraternity  urging 
fraternity  men  generally  to  band  together  in  an  attempt  to  put  behind 
them  their  express  duty  of  supporting  the  state  by  submitting  to  their 
just  share  of  taxation.  Both  the  Scroll  and  the  Record  are  advocating 
special  legislation  of  the  most  prenicious  type,  legislation  which  can  not 
be  excused,  as  the  Maine  Supreme  Court  decision  makes  clear,  on  the 
ground  that  a  fraternity  house  is  an  educational  or  scientific  institution, 
nor  "an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  state."  And  as  for  a  fraternity 
house  being  classed  as  a  charitable  institution — the  law  usually  exempts 
eleemosynary  enterprises  from  the  burden  of  taxation — the  only  charity 
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that  is  known  to  exist  in  the  average  fraternity  house  is  that  shown  by 
the  brothers  to  one  another  in  their  daily  association. 

The  Caduceus  feels  strongly  on  this  matter,  holding,  as  it  does,  that 
if  there  is  any  one  thing  that  a  college  education  should  bestow  upon  a 
young  man  it  is  a  deep  and  quickened  sense  of  his  duty  to  the  state  and 
an  unswerving  determination  to  perform  that  duty,  regardless  of  how  it 
may  burden  his  pocketbook  or  his  enterprises.  A  college  education,  in 
short,  should  make  a  patriot  of  its  recipient,  in  the  very  broadest  and 
highest  sense  of  the  word.  For  this  reason  it  is  with  deep  regret  that 
The  Caduceus  beholds  the  Scroll  of  Phi  Delta  Theta  calling  upon  "fra- 
ternity men  everywhere"  to  attempt  such  an  unpatriotic  and  low  piece  of 
business  as  tax  dodging. 

To  what  extent  this  pernicious  theory  may  have  found 
lodgment  in  Alpha  Tau  Omega  we  do  not  know.  We  do  know 
that  the  general  fraternity  has  never  endorsed  the  idea,  and  we 
hope  the  time  will  never  come  when  any  respectable  percentage 
of  our  membership  will  engage  in  the  tax  dodging  game. 

In  many  states  legislation  exempting  college  fraternities 
would  be  clearly  unconstitutional  and  in  any  state  it  should 
contravene  considerations  of  sound  public  policy.  Educated 
men  and  men  in  the  course  of  enjoying  educational  facilities  can 
not,  by  any  process  of  reasoning,  be  said  to  owe  less  to  the  state 
than  those  deprived  of  such  advantages.  If  anything  they  owe 
more  than  the  other  fellow.  And  this  is  most  particularly  true 
of  men  educated  upon  the  bounty  of  a  state — such  as  the  University 
of  Maine. 

College  men  are  a  peculiarly  privileged  class.  Not  one  of 
them  pays  for  what  he  gets.  Dead  men  and  living  men,  by  hard 
work  and  generous  sacrifices,  have  contributed  the  capital  that 
permits  education  to  be  offered  to  him  at  a  rate  far  and  away  less 
than  cost.  The  college  man  who  holds  a  fraternity  membership 
is  the  very  personification  of  a  special  privilege.  Why  either  of 
these  classes — and  especially  the  latter — should  ask  the  people 
of  a  state  to  tax  themselves  in  order  that  they  may  enjoy  greater 
privileges  passes  our  understanding.  No  doubt  the  tax  dodgers 
can  cite  reasons  for  it — a  tax  dodger  without  a  reason  would 
indeed  be  a  sorry  spectacle. 

Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  never  recognized  nor  endorsed  the 
movement  to  exempt  fraternity  houses  from  taxation.  We  have 
no  quarrel  with  fraternities  who  believe  that  their  true  interests 
demand  that  the  public  should  assist  them  in  maintaining  pre- 
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tentious  club,  boarding  and  lodging  houses.  We  ask  only  for  the 
right  to  pursue  the  even  tenor  of  our  way,  to  pay  our  mite  for  the 
support  of  government,  and  to  criticise,  occasionally,  our  Greek 
neighbors  who  refuse  to  render  unto  Caesar  naught  but  the  much 
abused  "claim"  for  exemption  from  taxation.

A  Chapter  Paper. 

The  chapter  at  Ohio  Wesleyan  University  has  issued  the  first 
number  of  a  paper  devoted  to  its  own  particular  interests.  The 
number  before  us  consists  of  eight  8xio  pages  and  cover  and  is 
published  "every  semi-occasion  by  the  members  of  the  active 
chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega."  The  paper  presents  a  neat 
appearance  and  is  filled  with  the  usual  college  news,  alumni 
personals,  fraternity  items,  profusely  and  finely  illustrated.  The 
purpose  of  this  paper  is  well  stated  in  the  opening  editorial : 

With  all  the  joy  of  springtime  Beta  Eta  is  going  to  cut  loose  into 
something  new.  We  have  temporarily  transformed  our  study  into  an 
editorial  room.  We  have  gathered  together  all  the  items  and  news  of 
the  several  activities  of  the  bunch  which  we  thought  would  interest  you; 
we  have  sent  our  "cub"  reporters  down  to  the. university  campus  to  cover 
the  events  of  the  "Passing  Show"  there;  we  have  almost  overtaxed  our 
Associated  Press  wire  to  find  out  what  is  going  on  in  the  outside  world 
of  our  alumni.  We  have  done  this  without  being  scooped  once,  not  even 
by  the  Palm,  and  the  result,  we  gladly  present  to  you — our  paper  and 
your  paper.  We  hope  to  continue  the  publication  of  this  chapter  review 
and  we  heartily  wish  that  any  suggestions,  letters  or  items  of  news  about 
yourselves  and  other  alumni  that  you  may  be  able  to  find,  will  be  sent  to 
us  at  any  time,  that  we  may  broaden  its  scope  and  thus  increase  the 
results. 

The  idea  is  an  excellent  one  and  is  worthy  of  the  attention 
of  all  of  our  chapters.  Several  chapters  of  other  fraternities 
have  issued  "semi-occasional"  journals  with  good  results  and 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  will  do  well  to  follow.  The  Palm  extends  its 
cordial  greetings  to  this  new  comer  in  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
publication  world. 

Leo  Wise. 

In  the  death  of  Brother  Leo  Wise,  Alpha  Tau  Omega  lost  one 
of  her  most  steadfast  and  truest  votaries.  To  him,  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  was  a  religion,  and  of  the  many  and  diverse  interests 
that  claimed  time  and  attention  none  commanded  so  large  a 
portion  of  his  heart's  devotions  as  his  college  fraternity.     For  her 
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no  sacrifice  was  too  great  and  to  her  he  consecrated  services  which, 
had  they  been  applied  in  other  directions,  would  have  yielded  him 
large  pecuniary  returns. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  Brother  Wise  yielded  up  his  life  in 
the  very  prime  of  early  young  manhood  he  was,  nevertheless,  one 
of  the  fraternity's  "old  guard."  His  first  Congress  was  that  in 
Richmond  in  1890,  and  to  the  day  of  his  decease  he  delighted  to 
recall  the  inspiring  scenes  of  that  great  gathering.  He  often 
spoke  of  his  first  meeting  with  Founder  Glazebrook  there, 
and  of  Anderson,  Green  and  the  younger  men  who  made 
up  that  memorable  Congress.  Subsequently,  he  became  a 
prominent  figure  at  our  biennial  meetings,  an  eloquent  advocate 
of  the  doctrine  of  expansion  upon  the  floor,  a  province  chief 
during  both  terms  of  Worthy  Grand  Chief  Lamar.  But  his 
greatest  and  most  valuable  services  were  rendered  in  the  capacity 
of  chairman  of  the  committee  to  revise  and  codify  the  Constitution 
and  Laws.  For  two  whole  years  he  labored  almost  without 
interruption  upon  this  stupendous  task.  For,  he  was  compelled 
not  only  to  draft  a  new  organic  law,  but  also  to  discover,  from 
the  ill-kept  archives,  what  was  the  existing  law.  This  work  he 
performed  in  a  manner  so  entirely  gratifying  that  the  Birmingham 
Congress  adopted  the  final  result  of  his  labors  with  very  few  and 
those  quite  immaterial  changes.  For  this,  alone,  there  is  due  to 
Leo  Wise  an  irredeemable  debt  of  gratitude. 

While  not  in  attendance  at  recent  Congresses  his  interest 
in  their  proceedings  was  keen  and  unabated.  At  his  request 
he  was  daily  advised  by  Brother  Max  S.  Krdman  of  the  actions 
and  proceedings  of  the  Birmingham  Congress.  The  train  that 
brought  the  Allentown  delegates  home  from  Pittsburgh  found 
him  at  the  railroad  station,  anxious  for  the  first  opportunity  for 
news  of  that  meeting.  Of  no  man  could  it  be  more  truly  said  that 
although  "absent  in  body  he  was  present  in  spirit"  at  these  meet- 
ings. 

Leo  Wise  was  absolutely  devoid  of  the  small  and  narrow 
prejudices  that  so  often  mar  otherwise  good  and  lovable  men- 
His  mind  was  as  broad  as  his  heart  was  good.  Yet  he  entertained 
one  curious  superstition.  He  never  permitted  his  photograph 
to  appear  in  the  Palm.  He  had  observed,  what  is  indeed  a  fact 
and  a  very  strange  coincidence,  that  frequently  men  whose 
features  were  produced  in  one  issue  of  the  Palm,  died  before  the 
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next  number  was  published.  He  told  us  more  than  once,  in  reply 
to  our  oft-repeated  request  for  permission  to  produce  his  photo- 
graph, "I'll  take  no  chances;  the  Palm  is  not  a  good  place  for 
the  pictures  of  living  men,"  and  his  features  were  never  shown 
in  these  pages  until  now  that  he,  too,  has  passed  into  the  Chapter 
Eternal. 

The  Palm  will  miss  Leo  Wise  more  than  any  other  fraternity 
activity.  While  he  never  wrote  for  its  pages  he  was,  nevertheless, 
a  relentless  critic  of  its  contents.  His  advice  was  eagerly  sought 
by  us  and  cheerfully  given  by  him.  He  delighted,  in  the  quaint 
and  quiet  humor  so  natural  to  him,  to  expose  the  fallaciousness, 
the  weakness,  and,  frequently,  the  fatuity  of  our  editorial  com- 
ment. He  read  all  of  the  chapter  letters  and  found  great  pleasure 
in  pointing  out  to  us  the  rather  inconsequential  remarks  often 
found  in  many  of  them.  But  nothing  that  he  said  was  tinged 
with  ill-feeling  or  rancor,  his  sole  motive  being  the  improvement 
of  the  official  journal  of  his  own  beloved  college  fraternity. 

Our  departed  brother  was  a  strong  fraternity  man.  He  had 
an  infinite  capacity  for  enduring  and  affectionate  friendships. 
He  exemplified  in  his  daily  walk  of  life  the  great  principles  that 
have  endeared  Alpha  Tau  Omega  to  a  multitude  of  men.  And 
for  this  his  friends  and  brothers  mourn  his  departure  as  an  irre- 
trievable loss. 

+ 
Affiliation. 

The  conclusion  is  irresistible  that  something  must  be  done 
to  settle  the  so-called  affiliation  problem.  The  chapters  have 
been  discussing  the  question  for  a  decade  or  more.  Lately,  the 
province  conclaves  have  heard  speeches  and  listened  to  papers 
concerning  it.  The  Pittsburgh  Congress  authorized  and  directed 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  study  and  report  upon  the 
matter.  The  issue  is,  therefore,  squarely  before  the  fraternity, 
and  the  Atlanta  Congress  will  be  recreant  to  its  duties  and  obli- 
gations if  it  does  not  formulate  adequate  legislation  for  the 
future  regulation  of  the  matter. 

In  our  view  there  is  but  one  way  to  properly  settle  the 
question  and  that  is  to  incorporate  into  the  laws  of  the  fraternity 
the  fine  and  true  sentiment  uttered  by  Founder  Glazebrook, 
years  ago:  "Once  an  Alpha  Tau,  always  an  Alpha  Tau."  Once 
an  Alpha   Tau,   always  and  everywhere  an  Alpha   Tau!     To  do 
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otherwise  is  to  forget  traditions  and  to  sacrifice  the  spirit  of  true 
fraternity  to  commercial  and  worldly  considerations. 

The  vastness  and  importance  of  the  problem  is  best  shown  by 
a  concrete  illustration,  which  came  to  the  personal  observation 
of  the  writer.  Brother  X  was  and  is  a  member  of  a  chapter 
connected  with  one  of  our  smaller  colleges.  He  was,  during  the 
four  years  of  his  active  membership,  one  of  the  most  energetic, 
aggressive  and  able  men  of  his  chapter.  His  college  career  re- 
flected credit  upon  his  fraternity,  for  he  took  prizes,  honors  and 
scholarships  without  limit.  The  fraternity  rewarded  his  merit  by 
placing  his  name  upon  its  "Roll  of  Honor";  the  college  authorities 
awarded  him  the  honors  of  his  class.  His  private  life  was  clean 
and  honorable  and,  for  a  man  of  his  years,  he  was  singularly  pure 
in  mind  and  heart.  He  was,  in  the  judgment  of  all  who  knew 
men,  an  ideal  fraternity  man,  for  with  great  mental  resources 
he  combined  the  pleasing  qualities  that  make  up  a  genial,  lovable, 
manly  and  noble  brother.  After  his  graduation  he  matriculated 
at  one  of  the  graduate  schools  of  one  of  our  greater  universities 
and  applied  to  the  chapter  there  for  the  privileges  of  affiliate 
membership.  But  for  weeks  his  presence  at  the  university  was 
ignored.  He  was  allowed  to  lose  himself  amid  the  thousands  of 
students  at  the  school.  Few  of  his  brothers  came  to  greet  him 
and  still  fewer  were  the  rather  frigid  invitations  to  visit  the 
palatial  home  of  the  university  chapter.  Finally,  after  months 
of  weary  waiting,  he  was  proposed  for  membership,  balloted  for 
and  then  invited  to  affiliate  upon  the  express  condition  that  he 
pay  to  the  university  chapter  the  difference  between  its  initiation 
fee  and  the  fee  he  had  already  paid  to  his  college  chapter.  Undis- 
mayed by  this  unfraternal  proposition  he  accepted  and  purchased 
the  privileges  of  that  charmed  circle  of  pure  and  undefiled  friend- 
ship. 

For  such  conduct  and  such  ideals  the  Palm  has  no  words 
sufficiently  stringent.  The  plea  of  confession  and  avoidance  made 
by  the  chapter  in  question — viz,  that  all  other  fraternities  at  the 
university  do  likewise — is  not  a  defence.  Who  gave  the  univer- 
sity chapter  the  power  to  pass  judgment  upon  the  qualifications 
of  a  man  already  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega? 
Who  gave  the  university  chapter  the  right  to  set  up  its  judgment 
against  the  judgment  of  the  college  chapter?  Whence  came  this 
sublime  wisdom  of  the  university  brethren  that  qualified  them 
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to  review  the  action  of  a  co-ordinate  chapter?  Upon  what  meat 
were  the  university  men  fed  that  they  undertake  to  render  a 
decision  upon  the  availability  of  a  man  already  a  member  of  a 
chapter  equal,  in  all  legal  attributes,  to  the  university  chapter? 
The  proposition  is  too  absurd  to  require  further  comment. 

Membership  upon  condition!  What  a  travesty  upon  the 
ideals  of  our  fraternity!  What  a  ruthless  perversion  of  our 
principles!  What  power  gave  trie  university  chapter  the  right 
to  impose  conditions  upon  the  exercise  of  membership  already 
granted  and  conveyed  by  a  sister  chapter?  Membership  is  not 
dependent  upon  the  size  or  amount  of  the  initiation  fee.  The 
editor  of  the  Palm  paid  possibly  one-tenth  the  fee  paid  by  brothers 
at  larger  institutions  and  yet  he  is  just  as  truly  an  Alpha  Tau  as 
any  other  man  in  this  world,  and  to  compel  him  to  pay  an  addi- 
tional fee  for  entree  into  some  circle  of  his  brothers  is  entirely  too 
cold  and  too  commercial  for  Alpha  Tau  Omega. 

The  whole  performance  must  be  made  impossible  in  the 
future.  A  fraternity  ought  not  to  permit  its  members  to  be 
measured  twice  for  the  same  suit  of  clothes,  nor  permit  the  pay- 
ment of  two  fees  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  same  privileges.  That 
other  fraternities  do  so  detracts  nothing  from  our  argument. 
For  years  upon  years  we  have  rightly  and  properly  believed  that 
we  were  somewhat  different  than  others  in  the  Greek  world.  Not 
that  we  were  better — the  spirit  of  the  Pharisee  has  no  place 
among  us !  But  we  are  not  the  same  as  our  Greek  neighbors,  and 
their  legislation  in  a  matter  so  vital  and  fundamental  can  not 
control  us.

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ALPHA  TAUS  IN  COLLEGE  JOURNALISM. 


Journalism  in  its  broader  meaning  has  become  one  of  the 
foremost  of  present  day  college  activities.  Every  college,  from 
the  smallest  to  the  largest,  has  its  annual,  its  magazine,  its  news- 
paper, and  many  of  them  its  comic  magazine.  Thus  many  stu- 
dents turn  their  efforts  toward  the  publication  of  these  periodicals, 
some  of  them  being  employed  on  the  editorial  staffs  and  some  of 
them  on  the  business  staffs.  College  faculties,  recognizing  the 
benefit  to  be  derived  from  such  work,  have  always  encouraged 
men  in  this  field  of  endeavor,  and  recently  many  schools  have 
incorporated  a  course  in  journalism  into  their  curriculum.  In 
one  of  the  large  western  universities  a  man  was  this  year  given  a 
fellowship  in  journalism. 

Alpha  Taus  in  every  chapter  have  done  their  share  in  getting 
out  the  college  publications  and  this  year  we  are  represented  by  a 
goodly  number  of  men  on  the  staffs.  Eight  men  are  editors-in- 
chief  of  the  college  annuals,  seven  men  are  editors-in-chief  of 
other  publications,  and  twelve  men  are  business  managers  of  the 
above.  In  the  publication  of  the  college  annuals  many  men  are 
employed  in  making  drawings  for  title  pages  and  headings  for 
various  departments  or  organizations.  In  this  class  of  work  our 
men  have  been  very  active,  the  case  of  Tennessee  Pi  being  very 
especially  noteworthy. 

Tennessee  Pi. 

Without  the  Alpha  Tau  "regulars,"  the  Volunteer  of  the

year  Benton  White  was  Art  Editor  and  drew  most  of  the  illus- 
trations for  the  book.  Brother  White,  in  speaking  of  this,  says 
with  becoming  modesty  that  he  was  compelled  to  do  most  of  the 
illustrating  because  there  was  no  one  else  who  would  do  it  except  his 
own  fraternity  brothers,  Stanley  Kennedy  and  Norvin  Allen.

represented  Adrian  in  the  State  Oratorical  Contest.  He  was 
also  orator  for  the  Lambda  Phi  Literary  Society  Anniversary.

Ohio  Alpha  Nu. 

Four  members  of  the  Mt.  Union  chapter  are  on  the  staff  of 
the  Unonian,  the  annual  publication  of  the  Senior  Class.  William 
H.  Geiger  and  Charles  K.  Shaw  are  on  the  editorial  staff,  Edwin 
S.  Bowles  is  doing  most  of  the  art  work,  and  Paul  T.  Holwick  is 
Business  Manager.  The  Dynamo  is  a  monthly  publication  of  the 
student  body,  which  relates  the  doings  in  and  around  the  college. 
The  Dynamo  staff  consists  of  fifteen  members,  elected  by  the 
faculty.  Geiger  was  chosen  for  membership  on  the  staff,  and 
since  his  appointment  has  been  College  News  Editor  and  Alumni 
Editor.  Shaw  has  been  College  News  Editor,  Alumni  Editor, 
Athletic  Editor,  and  is  this  year  Editor-in-Chief.  He  is  also 
college  correspondent  for  the  Alliance  Daily  Review  and  the 
Pittsburg  Tri-State  Press. 

Edwin  Stanton  Bowles,  who  has  done  most  of  the  illustrating 
for  the  '07,  '08,  '09  and  '10  Unonian,  is  winning  laurels  in  his 
chosen  field.  He  is  on  the  staff  of  the  Alliance  Leader  and  fur- 
nishes that  paper  with  all  its  cartoons.  A  glance  at  them  is 
sufficient  to  show  that  he  is  both  a  clever  and  original  artist.  He 
is  but  twenty-two  years  of  age  and  has  been  doing  this  work  for 
the  Leader  ever  since  entering  Mt.  Union  in  1906. 

Paul  T.  Holwick  is  President  of  the  Athletic  Association. 
Graduating  in  June  he  has  completed  the  full  courses  of  the 
Pittsburg  Central  High  School  and  of  Mt.  Union  College  in  one 
term  less  than  six  years. 

William  H.  Geiger  graduated  with  first  honors  from  Malvern 
High  School  in   1898.     The  following  five  years  were  spent  in 
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teaching  district  schools  in  the  winter  and  working  on  farms  in 
the  summer.

Next  year,  which  will  be  his  Senior  year,  he  will  in 
all  probability  be  Editor-in-Chief  of  The  Simpsonian. 

Louisiana  Beta  Epsilon. 

College  journalism  as  a  form  of  college  activity  to  bring  out 
the  "all-around"  university  man  does  not  find  Louisiana  Beta 
Epsilon  lacking  in  material.  Woodruff  George  is  Editor-in- 
Chief  of  the  Tulane  annual,  The  Jambalaya;  Joe  B.  Chaffe,  Jr.,  is 
university  correspondent  to  the  New  Orleans  Times-Democrat, 
and  Wilmot  H.  Moore  is  a  contributor  of  verses  to  The  Jambalaya 
and  The  Tulane  Weekly. 

Joseph  Woodruff  George  entered  Tulane  in  1906,  having 
prepared  at  Ferrell's  School  in  New  Orleans.  He  immediately 
took  an  interest  in  all  branches  of  college  activities.  For  three 
years  he  has  represented  the  University  on  the  football  team  and 
is  one  of  the  favorites  of  the  football  public.  Besides  this  he  has 
been  on  the  'Varsity  track  team,  on  inter-society  and  inter-class 
debating  teams,  and  recently  won  the  Carnot  Medal  for  debate, 
which  was  presented  by  Baron  De  Conbertin,  of  France.

Tennessee  Beta  Tau. 

Union  University  is  represented  in  journalism  by  A.  A. 
Proctor.  He  won  a  scholarship  to  Union  from  Laneview  College 
and  entered  with  the  rank  of  Sophomore.  After  two  years  he 
was  compelled  to  leave  college  and  spent  two  years  in  teaching 
at  Laneview.  This  year  he  re-entered  Union  and  received  his 
degree  in  June. 

His  greatest  interest  lies  in  the  field  of  literature.  During 
his  first  years  in  college  he  did  valuable  work  as  contributor  and 
business  manager  of  the  college  magazine,  The  Etonian,  and  for 
the  annual,  Lest  We  Forget.  This  year  he  is  Editor-in-Chief  of 
Lest  We  Forget  and  Associate  Editor  of  The  Cardinal  and  Cream, 
a  weekly  publication.

K.  W.  Merrill  was 
Editor-in-Chief  of  The  Oracle;  J.  P.  Fogwell  was  Associate 
Editor,  and  F.  H.  Rose  did  a  great  deal  of  the  art  work, 
among  his  drawings  being  the  cover  design. 

Isaac  Higginbotham  is  an  associate  editor  of  both  the  Oracle 
and  the  Echo.  He  was  born  in  England,  but  came  to  this 
country  at  an  early  age.  His  early  education  was  obtained 
under  difficulties.  In  1907  he  entered  Colby  College  and  won 
recognition  by  carrying  off  the  $50  prize  for  excellence  in  scholar- 
ship.

Howard  Williams  has  been  actively  associated  with  all  forms 
of  college  activity,  but  did  not  attempt  anything  in  the  line  of 
journalism  until  his  Junior  year,  when  he  was  elected  Managing 
Editor  of  The  Gopher.  During  the  past  year  he  has  been  an 
associate  editor  of  the  Minnesota  Magazine  and  has  contributed 
several  articles  to  the  Minnesota  Daily. 

Walter  Nuessle  was  elected  by  the  School  of  Medicine  to 
represent  them  on  the  Gopher. 

Missouri  Gamma  Rho. 

W.  Saul  Smith,  of  the  Gamma  Rho  chapter,  was  elected 
Society  and  Fraternity  Editor  of  The  Independent,  a  weekly 
student  publication,  and  showed  his  ability  in  this  line  of  work 
as  well  as  in  other  student  activities.  In  dramatics  he  has 
especially  distinguished  himself,  having  played  the  leading  roles 
in  "Old  Heidelberg,"  "Twelfth  Night"  and  the  Senior  Class 
Play.  He  was  elected  to  the  national  chemical  fraternity,  Alpha 
Chi  Sigma,  and  was  this  spring  awarded  an  "M"  for  basketball. 
By  his  graduation  this  year  the  chapter  lost  one  of  its  most  prom- 
inent and  hardworking  members. 

Massachusetts  Gamma  Sigma. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  well  to  give  a  word  of  explanation  to  the 
readers  of  this  article,  in  order  to  fully  appreciate  the  splendid 
showing  made  in  college  journalism  by  the  members  of  the  chapter 
at  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute.  One  would  naturally  expect 
but  little  literary  activity  in  a  purely  technical  school,  but  the 
contrary  is  the  case.  The  Institute  is  represented  by  three 
publications,  The  Journal,  The  Tech.  News  and  The  Aftermath. 

The  Journal  is  issued  bi-monthly  and  has  been  an  important 
factor  in  the  development  and  success  of  the  school.  It  contains 
original  articles,  dealing  with  technical  subjects,  contributed 
mainly  by  alumni  and  members  of  the  faculty.  It  also  contains 
Alumni  Notes  and  news  of  the  Institute  which  is  of  interest  to 
graduates  and  students.  The  editors  and  business  manager  are 
chosen  from  the  student  body.     It  is  now  in  its  thirteenth  year. 
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The  Tech.  News  is  published  every  Wednesday  during  the 
school  year  and  is  an  exponent  of  life  and  events  at  the  Institute 
which  are  of  especial  interest  to  undergraduates.  It  is  edited 
and  managed  entirely  by  undergraduates. 

The  Aftermath  is  the  Senior  year  book.  The  book  is  char- 
acteristic of  all  similar  year  books  and  ranks  with  the  best  of  them. 

Edward  H.  Classen  is  Assistant  Business  Manager  of  The 
Journal.  He  very  early  gave  evidences  of  business  ability  and 
spent  some  time  in  practical  work  which,  no  doubt,  aided  in  its 
development.  We  predict  a  good  year  for  The  Journal  when  he 
assumes  the  management  of  it  next  year.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
class  of  191 1,  and  was  one  of  the  most  popular  presidents  of  the 
class. 

At  present  there  are  no  Alpha  Taus  on  the  editorial  or 
business  staffs  of  The  Tech.  News,  although  James  Tabb  and 
Harold  Frizzell  have  both  contributed  articles.  Tabb  has  been 
prominent  in  athletics,  principally  baseball,  at  Tech.,  and  it 
was  not  until  this  year  that  he  attempted  anything  along  literary 
lines.  However,  his  first  effort,  "To  England  via  Cattleboat," 
was  so  well  received  that  he  has  continued  more  actively  in 
literary  work.  His  experiences  will  undoubtedly  be  of  interest 
to  Palm  readers,  so  the  article  is  reproduced. 

Gamma  Sigma  has  always  been  well  represented  on  The 
Aftermath  and  this  year  is  no  exception.  Francis  S.  Twomey  is 
Business  Manager,  assisted  by  Howard  F.  Fritch  and  Richard 
C.  Lancaster.  Charles  W.  Morden  is  Associate  Editor.  Walter 
J.  Foley  is  on  both  the  editorial  and  business  boards.  Har- 
old R.  Frizzell  will  be  Business  Manager  next  year.  Twomey, 
the  Business  Manager,  gained  literary  and  military  renown  in  his 
High  School  days.  Since  entering  college  his  sound  judgment 
and  foresight  have  asserted  themselves  in  many  ways,  and  it 
would  seem  that  the  financial  success  of  the  1910  Aftermath  is 
already  assured.  He  has  been  active  in  all  branches  of  college 
activities  and  his  worth  has  been  recognized  by  his  election 
to  the  class  presidency.  He  is  a  member  of  Sigma  Xi.  Morden 
came  to  Worcester  from  the  other  end  of  the  continent,  Portland, 
Ore.  While  attending  Portland  Academy  he  gained  no  small 
degree  of  fame  as  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  school  paper  and  "insti- 
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gator  of  student  activities."  Since  entering  the  Institute  his 
time  has  been  taken  up  between  experimenting  with  gas  engines 
and  exploiting  in  social  fields.  Lately  he  has  temporarily  aban- 
doned the  latter  occupation  to  devote  his  time  to  writing,  and 
The  Aftermath  promises  some  spicy  material  over  his  signature. 

To  England  via  Cattleboat. 

Have  you  ever  contemplated  a  trip  to  England  on  a  cattleboat,  and 
then,  because  someone  gave  you  a  rather  unpleasant  account  of  his 
experience,  given  up  your  trip?  Then  you  missed  as  pleasant  and  as 
instructive  a  summer  vacation  as  you  could  possibly  have  had  here  in 
the  States  for  an  equal  amount  of  money. 

Because  of  the  increasing  popularity  among  college  men  of  this 
mode  of  travel,  arrangements  must  be  made  some  time  in  advance. 
After  paying  five  dollars  just  because  you  are  a  college  man  and  have  a 
lot  of  money  (?),  and  receiving  instructions  as  to  what  to  say  when  you 
meet  the  Government  shipping  officer,  you  feel  as  if  you  were  going 
through  a  condition  examination  at  the  Institute.  A  couple  of  hours 
before  sailing,  all  the  "stiffs,"  as  the  men  who  receive  no  pay  are  called, 
are  put  on  the  boat,  while  the  longshoremen  load  on  the  cattle. 

The  next  morning  after  you  have  slept  all  night  in  your  clothes  with  a 
blanket  around  you  to  keep  warm,  you  are  awakened  by  "five  o'clock — 
time  to  get  up!"  You  jump  up,  put  your  shoes  on  and,  after  washing 
a  little  of  the  hayseed  out  of  your  eyes,  for  you  slept  on  a  hay  mattress, 
you  with  two  others  start  watering  about  a  hundred  steers.  If  perchance 
you  have  had  physics,  you  gain  an  entirely  new  conception  of  mass  when 
a  steer  drinks  four  to  six  pails  of  water.  About  seven  you  are  through, 
and  as  it  is  an  hour  before  breakfast,  you  decide  that  a  sleep  in  the  sun 
will  help  to  dry  up  some  of  the  water  the  steers  have  slopped  over  your 
legs  and  feet.  Of  course,  you  don't  mind  the  deck  as  a  bed,  for  although 
it  is  hard  in  places,  you  are  a  cattleman  and  used  to  rough  life,  so  you 
spend  the  next  hour  asleep.  After  breakfast  you  carry  bags  of  corn 
along  the  aisles,  and  dropping  them  at  various  places,  leave  them  for  the 
paid  men  to  distribute.  After  that,  about  half  the  "stiffs"  climb  into 
the  hold  and  help  in  the  hoisting  of  the  grain  and  hay  by  the  steam 
winches.  This  lasts  until  eleven,  and  after  feeding  hay  from  two-thirty 
to  four,  your  day's  work  is  done. 

In  the  evening  all  the  college  men  sit  on  the  deck  aft  and  the  yarns 
come  thick  and  fast.  There  are  usually  a  few  of  the  regular  hired  men 
that  join  the  number,  and  their  versions  of  various  happenings  are  often 
humorous  as  well  as  far-fetched.  In  this  manner,  time  passes  quickty, 
and  at  two  bells  all  turn  in;  but  now  your  bed  is  on  deck,  where  you  lie, 
swept  by  ocean  breezes. 

I  have  thus  far  omitted  saying  anything  of  the  food,  for  it  well 
deserves  mention  in  a  separate  paragraph.     If  you  were  at  all  "wise" 
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you  met  the  steward  'tween  decks  and  after  a  "little  persuasion,"  you 
received  three  meals  a  day.  Duck,  chicken,  roasts,  eggs,  vegetables,  jam, 
jelly,  fresh  biscuit,  cake,  and  the  like  are  on  your  bill  of  fare.  But  if 
you  are  a  non-believer  of  tipping,  you  eat  twice  a  day  a  mixture  called 
"scouse,"  a  soup  of  doubtful  antecedents,  while  for  the  other  meal,  you 
eat  bread  and  jam.  You  can  always  have  tea  or  coffee  and  prescribed 
amounts  of  sugar,  condensed  milk,  butter,  jam,  bread  and  salt. 

At  sea,  all  days  are  alike,  so  from  the  above  you  have  some  idea  of 
how  you  may  pass  the  time  during  the  trip.  This  description  may  sound 
unattractive,  but  if  you  ever  intend  taking  the  trip,  remember  it  is  only 
for  ten  days,  and  you  will  have  such  a  good  time  in  merry  England  that 
you  will  become  a  confirmed  "voyageur  de  bateau  boeuf."

Wisconsin  Gamma  Tau. 

Gamma  Tau  has  four  men  who  have  been  connected  with 
the  publications  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  These  publica- 
tions are  The  Daily  Cardinal  and  The  Wisconsin  Literary  Maga- 
zine. Promotion  on  the  Cardinal  staff  is  so  arranged  that  the 
position  of  Business  Manager  is  only  obtainable  by  the  fifth  year 
that  a  man  has  been  upon  its  staff.  Consequently,  unless  a  man 
takes  up  graduate  work  or  a  course  in  law  this  position  is  beyond 
reach. 

Julius  O.  Roehl  was  Business  Manager  of  the  Cardinal  last 
year,  and  was  so  energetic  that  he  had  to  increase  the  size 
of  the  paper  in  order  to  print  all  the  news  and  advertise- 
ments. Roehl  is  undoubtedly  the  most  representative  student 
now  at  Wisconsin,  for  he  has  won  every  possible  honor.  He  was 
elected  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa  in  his  Junior  year,  finished  the  "Hill" 
course  in  June,  1908,  the  Law  course  in  February,  1910,  and 
received  his  M.  A.  in  June.  For  excellence  in  oratory  he  was 
elected  to  Phi  Alpha  Tau,  an  honorary  oratorical  fraternity.  He 
has  been  president  of  the  Athenean  Literary  Society  and  has 
participated  in  the  Intercollegiate  and  Joint  Debates  in  each 
of  which  his  team  was  victorious.  In  his  Freshman  year  he  was 
president  of  his  class.  In  his  Junior  year  he  was  elected  manager 
of  the  football  team,  and  member  of  the  Athletic  Council.  He 
has  been  for  two  years  a  member  of  the  Students'  Conference 
Committee,  and  is  a  member  of  Iron  Cross,  the  greatest  honor 
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obtainable  at  the  University.  During  his  whole  college  course  he 
reported  university  news  for  The  Milwaukee  Sentinel  and  The 
Milwaukee  Free  Press.  However,  since  his  retirement  from  the 
Cardinal  staff  he  has  given  up  all  literary  and  newspaper  work  in 
order  to  devote  more  time  to  his  studies. 

Otto  F.  Bradley,  though  no  longer  connected  with  the  Car- 
dinal staff,  should  receive  mention  because  in  his  Freshman 
year  he  received  the  highest  money  prize  and  honorable  mention 
for  meritorious  work  as  a  reporter.  He  comes  from  Portland, 
Ore.,  and  as  a  Preparatory  School  student  was  Editor-in-Chief 
of  the  school  paper.  He  has  had  considerable  experience  in 
newspaper  work,  and  at  one  time  managed  a  western  newspaper 
during  the  temporary  absence  of  the  business  manager. 

Chester  C.  Wells  this  year  received-  the  highest  money 
prize  and  honorable  mention  for  his  work  on  the  Cardinal  staff. 
Like  Bradley  he  has  had  a  wide  experience  in  newspaper  work. 
He  graduated  from  the  Freeport  (111.)  High  School  in  1905,  and 
spent  the  following  four  years  as  reporter  and  subsequently 
Assistant  Business  Manager  of  the  Evening  Standard.  During 
this  time  he  was  correspondent  for  a  number  of  New  York,  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  and  St.  Louis  newspapers.  In  partnership  with  A.  B. 
MacDonald,  of  St.  Louis,  he  worked  up  the  New  York  World's 
ten-column,  copyrighted  scoop,  proving  that  the  father  of  John 
D.  Rockefeller  died  in  Freeport,  111.,  in  1906,  under  the  alias  of 
Dr.  William  Livingston.  He  assisted  in  the  organization  of  a 
Freshman-Sophomore  Press  Club  called  "The  Cubs,"  of  which 
he  was  elected  vice-president.  In  May  he  was  promoted  to  the 
position  of  Athletic  Editor  on  the  Cardinal,  to  fill  the  position 
left  vacant  by  the  retirement  of  the  Sophomore  who  had  held 
the  position.  Since  Freshmen  serve  only  as  reporters,  Wells 
feels  very  much  gratified  at  this  promotion,  as  it  puts  him  in  line 
for  a  better  position  later  on.  At  commencement  he  was  elected 
Editor  for  the  year  1910. 

Alvin  C.  Kessler  received  the  second  money  prize  for  meri- 
torious work  as  a  reporter  for  the  Cardinal.  He  has  been 
elected  Assistant  University  Editor  for  1910. 

John  A.  Underwood  aspires  to  greater  things  in  the  field 
of  literary  endeavor.  As  a  Freshman  he  received  the  prize 
offered  by  The  Wisconsin  Literary  Magazine  for  the  best  story 
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written  by  a  Freshman.  The  same  year  he  entered  a  play  in  the 
Junior  Play  Contest  and  won  second  place,  the  highest  place  ever 
won  by  a  Freshman.  Due  to  a  misunderstanding  in  regard  to 
the  date  on  which  plays  had  to  be  submitted,  "Jack"  found 
himself  compelled  to  write  his  play  in  three  days.  This  year  he 
has  written  several  short  stories,  which  he  is  hoping  to  dispose  of 
to  some  magazine.  One  of  them  was  recently  accepted  by  the 
Cosmopolitan  Magazine. 

Iowa  Gamma  Upsilon. 

Rex  E.  Edgecomb,  of  Iowa  State  College,  is  a  type  of  man 
that  the  chapter  there  is  made  up  of.  At  this  school  a  Freshman 
must  have  attained  a  general  average  of  85%  at  the  end  of  the 
school  year  before  he  can  be  initiated  into  a  fraternity.

During  his 
Senior  year  he  was  elected  to  the  honorary  engineering  society, 
Tau  Beta  Pi,  for  excellence  in  scholarship. 

Walter  C.  Fox,  a  Senior  in  Civil  Engineering,  is  Exchange 
Editor  of  The  Transit.  He  has  distinguished  himself  both  in  the 
class-room  and  on  the  athletic  field.  This  year  he  was  elected  to 
Tau  Beta  Pi.  His  athletic  record  is  as  follows :  'Varsity  Basket- 
ball, '07,  '08,  '09,  '10,  Captain,  '09;  'Varsity  Track  Team,  '08,  '09, 
'io;  'Varsity  Football,  '08,  '09.  In  his  Junior  year  he  was  elected 
to  "Mystic  Thirteen"  and  this  year  to  the  honorary  Senior 
Society,  "Lamp  and  Cross." 

George  Becker,  a  Junior  in  the  College  of  Agriculture,  is  the 
representative  of  his -department  on  The  Idea.  He  is  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Agricultural  Society,  was  a  member  of  the  Glee 
Club  for  three  years,  and  on  the  class  football  team  in  1908  and 
1909. 

This  does  not,  however,  complete  the  list  of  Alpha  Taus 
in  college  journalism.  It  is  with  great  regret  that  the  editors  are 
not  able  to  publish  some  news  of  the  men  from  the  University  of 
Florida,  Georgia  School  of  Technology,  University  of  Texas, 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  University  of  Nebraska,  University 
of  Maine,  Rose  Polytechnic  Institute,  and  Sewanee,  each  of 
whom  had  one  or  more  men,  who  should  have  received  mention. 
Was  it  modesty  on  their  part  that  they  did  not  send  us  a  word 
about  themselves?  College  journalism  as  a  rule  has  but  little 
recompense — it  is  generally  all  work  and  no  play.  We  have 
endeavored,  therefore,  to  give  some  praise  to  these  young  journa- 
lists, some  recognition  for  efforts  spent  in  a  worthy  though  rather 
thankless  work. 

"  What  do  we  get  for  all  this  work?" 

I  was  asked  the  other  day, 
"O,  nothing  at  all  but  thanks,"  I  said,

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GETTYSBURG  AND  PENNSYLVANIA  ALPHA  UPSILON. 


A  common  interest  attaches  to  the  beginning  and  progress 
of  every  organization  that  attains  honorable  prominence  or 
becomes  efficient  in  useful  service.  Its  present  worth  invests  its 
origin  and  all  its  growth  with  importance.  Enterprises  which 
rise  quickly  often  die  quickly.  Consequently  they  invite  no 
inquiry,  historical  or  otherwise,  as  they  merit  none.  Disappointed 
projectors  and  supporters  take  no  pride  in  lauding  failures. 
Failures  secure  no  friends  whose  love  and  gratitude  impels  them 
to  make  any  kind  of  a  memorial.  But  when  an  institution  has 
done  and  is  doing  a  creditable  and  worthy  work,  and  holds  a  large 
place  in  the  hearts  of  hundreds  of  earnest  friends,  when  its  past  is 
gratifying  and  its  future  assuring,  the  interest  is  strongly  prompted 
to  gather  up  and  dwell  upon  the  facts  of  its  origin  and  the  work  it 
has  accomplished.  On  this  principle  the  Palm  has  called  for  a 
brief  sketch  of  Gettysburg  and  Pennsylvania  Alpha  Upsilon.  We 
believe  Gettysburg  deserves  a  short  memorial  in  the  heart  of  every 
Alpha  Tau,  not  alone  for  the  interest  naturally  taken  in  each 
chapter,  but  for  the  historical  and  national  bearing  of  the  place. 

Gettysburg  College  was  founded  in  1832.  Six  years  before, 
there  was  established  a  School  of  Theology  for  the  dissemination 
of  "Polite"  literature,  but  the  need  for  a  classical  school  to  pre- 
pare men  to  scatter  such  literature  was  soon  felt.  Due  to  this 
need  the  college  originated.  At  the  time  of  the  organization  of 
Gettysburg  College,  there  was  no  institution  in  Pennsylvania  or 
in  the  United  States,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 
So  great  seemed  the  prospect  that  a  member  of  the  first  Board  of 
Trustees  exclaimed:  "We  expect  in  a  very  short  time  to  see 
Gettysburg  the  Cambridge  of  Pennsylvania,  with  its  academic 
halls  crowded  with  orderly  and  diligent  students."  Alas!  the 
fine  sentiment  of  this  enthusiastic  comrade  has  not  been  fully 
realized.  As  was  natural  under  the  circumstances  and  included 
in  its  design,  the  management  of  Gettysburg  has  been  largely  in 
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the  hands  of  men  who  "hitched"  the  ropes  of  faith  to  the  "kite' 
of  Martin  Luther,  yet  the  charter  distinctly  set  forth  the  opinion 
that  trustees,  professors,  patrons  or  other  officers  should  not  be 
rejected  on  account  of  religious  persuasion.      Hence  a  non-secta- 
rian spirit  has  always  lived  within  the  halls  of  the  institution. 

The  college  was  founded  without  any  public  grants  of  money, 
lands,  or  other  property,  depending  always  upon  the  personal 
contributions  of  friends  for  its  support.  However,  through  the 
influence  of  Honorable  Thaddeus  Stevens,  the  founder  of  our 
Public  School  system,  and  whose  name  our  Preparatory  School 
bears,  the  State  Legislature  appropriated  a  considerable  sum  to 
Gettysburg. 

A  modification  of  the  charter  took  place  in  1850  under  an  act 
of  the  Legislature  incorporating  Franklin  and  Marshall  College, 
located  in  Lancaster,  Pa.  In  1787,  a  college  had  been  founded  in 
that  place  under  the  name  of  Franklin  College,  and  under  a  Board 
of  Trustees,  one-third  of  whom  were  to  be  Lutheran  and  one- 
third  Reformed,  the  remaining  third  to  be  chosen  from  other 
protestant  denominations.  Under  this  act,  the  Legislature 
transferred  one-third  the  value  of  Franklin  College  to  Gettysburg, 
providing  that  the  fund  thus  paid  should  be  invested  permanently 
for  the  support  of  professorships.  This  transferal  placed  the 
institution  in  a  prosperous  condition  and  since  that  time  the 
endowment  has  constantly  increased. 

Gettysburg  has  not  been  led  by  the  strong  tendency  of  the 
times  to  sink  the  importance  of  the  classical  studies.  It  is  the 
confident  hope,  as  well  as  the  strong  desire  of  her  graduates, 
that  she  will  celebrate  her  hundredth  anniversary  as  the  strongest 
classical  school  in  this  Commonwealth.  Her  curriculum  has 
never  been  distinguished  by  features  that  may  be  called  peculiar. 
The  course  of  study,  from  the  beginning,  was  arranged  after  the 
best  recognized  standard  of  collegiate  education.  It  was  meant 
to  embrace  in  well-balanced  combination,  thorough  classical, 
mathematical  and  literary  instruction.  True,  no  special  theory 
of  education  has  been  adopted  so  as  to  forbid  new  methods  or 
the  introduction  of  new  courses  along  scientific  lines.  However, 
no  attempt  has  been  made  to  introduce  the  so-called  scientific 
courses.     An   honorable  grade  of  preparation   has  always  been 
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required  for  entrance;  the  collegiate  year  has  never  been  reduced 
to  the  minimum.  A  high  degree  of  order  and  system  prevents  the 
waste  of  energy,  and  steady-plodding  work  on  the  part  of  the 
student  is  necessary  to  maintain  his  class  standing. 

Attempts  have  been  made  to  establish  professional  schools 
in  connection  with  the  college  but  without  permanent  success. 
The  School  of  Theology,  though  closely  identified  with  the  interest 
of  the  college,  has  no  organic  union  with  it,  except  such  as  is 
involved  in  the  right  of  the  theological  students  to  attend,  without 
charge,  the  lectures  of  the  college  professors.  Mr.  Thaddeus 
Stevens,  in  the  year  1839,  inaugurated  a  movement  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Law  Department  in  the  institution.  Through  the 
refusal  of  several  judges  to  become  instructors  therein,  the  depart- 
ment never  became  a  reality.  From  1839  to  1861,  a  Medical 
Department,  located  in  Philadelphia,  was  operated  in  conjunction 
with  the  college.  There  was  a  faculty  of  seven  professors  and  a 
student  enrollment  of  one  hundred  and  forty,  most  of  whom 
were  Southern  born.  At  the  beginning  of  the  war  the  Southern 
students  withdrew.  This  with  other  difficulties  during  the  days  of 
the  Rebellion  caused  the  final  closing  of  this  department,  also. 
In  1888,  a  course  of  study  leading  to  the  degree  of  B.  S.  was 
introduced.  This  corresponds  very  closely  to  the  course  for 
which  a  Ph.  B.  is  given  at  other  institutions.  In  1891,  elective 
studies  were  offered,  and  the  curriculum  has  been  slowly  expand- 
ing in  this  direction  since.  Graduate  courses  leading  to  the  degree 
of  Ph.  D.  are  given,  but  the  degree  is  no  longer  conferred  causa 
honoris. 

The  first  building  on  the  present  college  grounds  was  com- 
pleted in  1838,  and  was  used  for  the  rooming  of  students  and 
and  all  other  college  purposes.  Since  that  time,  Stevens  Hall, 
a  well-equipped  Gymnasium,  Recitation  Hall,  South  College 
and  Bond  Memorial  have  been  built.  The  several  buildings  are 
the  homes  of  the  libraries,  the  mineralogical,  botanical  and 
metallurgical  cabinets,  of  which  each  of  the  first  two  contain 
10,000  specimens.  In  these  latter  years  the  gates  have  been 
opened  to  women.  For  66  years  they  had  been  closed  against 
them.     The  number  enrolled  is  small,  and  from  such  a  prestige

suffice  it  to  say  that  they  are  neither  popular  nor  desired,  the 
boys  preferring  to  do  their  courting  in  Wilson  and  other  similar 
institutions  located  nearby. 

Gettysburg  has  a  campus  of  forty  acres  situated  on  the  site 
of  the  first  day's  fight  of  the  memorable  three.  This  article 
would  not  be  complete  without  a  word  relative  to  the  days  in  the 
sixties.  Beyond  the  fact  common  to  all  the  colleges  of  the  country 
during  the  war,  that  many  students  from  all  institutions  went  into 
the  army,  a  peculiar  relation  was  sustained  by  Gettysburg  on 
account  of  its  location,  occasioning  some  special  experiences  in 
connection  with  the  great  fight.  When  Pennsylvania  was 
threatened  by  invasion  by  the  loyal  sons  of  Dixie  and  the  brave 
General  Lee,  a  company  formed  mainly  of  students  was  the  first 
to  respond  and  became  Company  A  of  the  26th  Regiment.  Though 
this  took  away  the  majority  of  the  students  the  college  remained 
in  session  until  it  was  adjourned  by  the  thunder  of  cannon  after 
the  first  recitation  on  the  morning  of  the  first  of  July.  One  of 
the  students  who,  on  account  of  his  age,  had  failed  to  get  permis- 
sion to  enlist,  went  out  to  the  fighting  line,  picked  up  a  musket, 
took  part  in  the  contest,  and  was  wounded  in  the  streets  of  the 
town  after  the  retreat  of  the  first  day.  Another,  Dr.  Goodrich 
Mitchell,  of  Virginia,  was  killed  on  the  campus.  Others  fell  dead 
or  wounded  almost  within  the  shadows  of  the  college  buildings. 
General  Lee  used  the  cupola  of  Pennsylvania  Hall  as  a  lookout, 
converted  the  students'  rooms  into  a  hospital,  and  sheltered  500 
of  his  wounded  sons,  many  of  whom  were  buried  within  pistol  shot 
of  the  building.  Blood-soaked  floors  and  volumes  in  the  library 
long  gave  evidence  of  the  occupancy.  The  spirit  of  fight  has 
always  characterized  Gettysburg  in  all  her  athletic  activities. 
She  has  never  been  known  to  raise  the  white  flag  regardless  of  her 
opponents'  strength.  "Annihilation"  has  been  her  slogan  rather 
than  "defeat." 

Pennsylvania  Alpha  Upsilon  was  the  fifth  of  six  national 
fraternities  to  be  installed  in  Gettysburg.  Phi  Kappa  Psi,  Phi 
Gamma  Delta,  Sigma  Chi,  Phi  Delta  Theta,  preceding  and  Sigma 
Alpha  Epsilon  following.  In  her  twenty-seven  years  of  history, 
she  has  been  active  and  useful  in  the  life  of  the  college.  The 
initiation  of  the  first  chapter  was  performed  by  Dr.  Wiley  Thomas, 
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who  also  was  the  chapter's  founder.  The  first  years  of  the 
chapter's  existence  was  characterized  by  sacrifice  and  sometimes 
by  discouragement,  owing  to  the  prestige  of  the  older  fraternities 
and  the  size  of  the  student  body.  For  many  years  rooms  in 
town  were  rented  for  meetings  and  social  purposes.  Since  1904 
the  Alpha  Taus  boast  of  the  finest  fraternity  house  at  Gettysburg, 
a  nice  three-story  building  of  buff  brick  trimmed  in  light  gray 
granite.  Prosperity  in  an  unusual  degree  has  followed  the  advent 
of  the  chapter  in  its  new  home.  It  bids  for  strong  men  in  the 
different  departments  and  has  been  fairly  successful  in  obtaining 
a  well  rounded  membership  of  men  who  are  leaders.  The  faculty 
is  consulted  in  reference  to  the  class  standing  of  the  different 
members,  especially  of  Freshmen,  and  frequently  it  is  impressed 
upon  one  and  all  that  the  best  fraternity  man  is  the  man  who 
seeks  to  know  all  about  his  college,  her  traditions  and  activities, 
and  makes  his  life  count  for  her  strengthening  in  them  all.  Alpha 
Upsilon  hopes  to  continue  her  prosperity  and  to  send  her  men  out 
to  join  the  hundreds  of  graduates,  who  are  now  found  as  college 
presidents,  college  professors,  distinguished  at  the  bar,  on  the 
bench,  in  Legislative  halls,  high  in  rank  in  the  healing  art,  and  in 
every  honorable  activity.  Brother  Alpha  Tau,  when  in  hailing 
distance  of  the  battlefield  town,  be  sure  to  drop  in  at  the  A.  T.  O.

In  every  walk  of  life  and  in  every  condition  of  society  there  are 
two  elements,  the  first  of  which  we  may  characterize  as  the  "active" 
element,  which  includes  all  of  those  who  take  a  hand  in  the  running  of 
things  and  the  regulation  of  their  various  communities,  and  those  who,  by 
reason  of  different  views,  oppose  others — but  all  of  whom  are  "doers." 
The  other  element  we  will  call  the  "passive"  class,  meaning  those  who 
are  satisfied  to  sit  by  and  watch  the  others  do,  acquiescing  in  what  is 
being  done,  but  taking  neither  an  active  part  nor  showing  any  opposi- 
tion other  than  perhaps  a  chronic  grumble.  College  fraternities  are  no 
exceptions  to  this  condition  of  .affairs.  *  *  *  As  a  rule,  it  is  the 
writer's  belief  that  in  the  actual  active  chapters  the  "active"  member 
is  in  the  majority.  Youth  is  naturally  enthusiastic,  and  "There  is 
nothing  so  contagious  as  enthusiasm;  it  charms  brutes;  it  moves  stones. 
Enthusiasm  is  the  genius  of  sincerity,  and  without  it  truth  accomplishes 
no  victories."  This,  then,  will  tend  to  explain  the  conditions  as  they 
exist  in  the  active  chapters. — The  Shield  and  Diamond. 
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COLLEGE  AND  FRATERNITY  CO-OPERATION. 


II.     The  Attitude  of  the  Fraternity. 

In  the  first  article  of  this  series  it  was  apparent  that  the  col- 
lege officers,  for  the  most  part,  recognize  in  the  fraternities  an 
active  or  a  promising  but  latent  force  for  good  in  college  life. 
And,  as  was  to  be  expected,  most  of  the  officers  show  a  desire  to 
co-operate  with  the  fraternities  in  raising  their  scholastic  stand- 
ards, and  in  most  cases  such  an  appreciative  understanding  of 
the  undergraduate  point  of  view  as  leaves  nothing  to  prevent 
helpful  co-operation,  unless  it  is  the  undergraduates  themselves. 

If  the  material  sent  in  by  the  chapters  themselves  means 
what  it  evidently  was  intended  to  suggest,  the  undergraduates 
are  as  willing  to  co-operate  as  are  the  college  officers  themselves. 
In  fact,  the  twenty-nine  reports  which  have  come  in  are  enough, 
almost,  to  discourage  anyone  who  is  looking  for  the  faults  in  the 
fraternity  situation,  and  to  make  unnecessary  any  more  articles 
on  the  subject.  But  perhaps  it  will  be  well  to  survey  our  virtues, 
if  our  sins  are  scarce. 

There  may  be  no  significance  in  the  fact,  but  fact  it  is,  that 
answers  were  received  from  all  of  the  colleges  to  whom  inquiries 
were  addressed,  while  but  two-thirds  of  the  chapters  found  time 
or  inclination  to  supply  the  information  sought  for.  It  would  be 
improper  to  assume  that  chapters  which  did  not  answer  would 
have  altered  materially  for  better  or  for  worse  the  general  tone  of 
the  information.  But  it  is  not  improper  to  suspect  that  chapters 
which  do  not  answer  correspondence  are  carelessly  or  indifferently 
conducted.  And  it  is  exactly  to  carelessness  or  indifference 
rather  than  to  positive  errors  of  commission  that  are  due  most  of 
the  faults  with  which  we  are  concerned.  In  some  cases  one  of 
those  reasons  may  have  combined  with  one  which  impelled  a 
chapter  to  withhold  its  answers  until  assured  by  the  Worthy 
Grand  Chief  that  to  answer  such  questions  was  "not  the  police 
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duty  that  it  seems."  The  funny  things  in  life  crop  out  in  unex- 
pected places — which  circumstance  adds  to  the  fun  at  no  extra 
cost. 

In  contrast  with  the  point  of  view  suggested  by  the  brother 
and  chapter  possessed  of  such  an  abundance  of  astute  circum- 
spection, there  are  many  who  are  anxious  that  we  all  should  get 
together  for  the  good  of  the  order,  stick  out  our  tongues  for  the 
doctor,  try  to  get  a  proper  diagnosis  of  our  ills,  and  seek  to  apply 
a  palliative  or  a  remedy.  On  the  whole,  the  fraternity  seems  will- 
ing, even  anxious,  to  be  implicated  in  the  ameliorating  of  ignor- 
ance in  its  members,  and  one  Worthy  Master  may  here  act  as 
spokesman  for  many  when  he  says:  "It  seems  to  me  that  the 
fraternity  can  do  nothing  better  than  to  keep  jogging  the  chapters 
up  along  this  line  [of  scholarship].  The  valuable  men  in  any 
chapter  are  the  juniors  and  seniors,  and  the  only  possible  way 
for  a  man  to  become  a  senior  is  to  keep  his  work  up.  In  our 
experience  we  have  usually  found  the  flunkers  to  be  a  shiftless 
lot,  not  only  as  regards  school  work,  but  also  fraternity  work, 
financial  matters,  college  activities.  With  this  in  mind  I  have  al- 
ways maintained  that  the  first  thing  the  fellows  should  ask  them- 
selves when  electing  a  new  man  is,  'Has  he  got  any  brains,  and 
if  he  has,  does  he  use  them?  What  was  his  record  in  scholarship 
in  high  school?'  If  the  chances  are  that  he  will  flunk  out  his  first 
or  second  year  it  is  obviously  foolish  to  vote  him  in,  for  he  can  do 
very  little  for  the  chapter  with  only  a  year's  experience.  And 
in  looking  over  our  alumni  list  I  have  found  that  invariably  the 
active  alumni  are  the  fellows  who  were  either  graduated  from 
college  or  at  least  spent  three  years  there." 

It  is  not  necessary  to  subscribe  to  all  of  that  statement  in 
order  to  admit  the  soundness  of  the  general  proposition,  that  if 
the  fraternity  is  going  to  encourage  scholarship  it  would  do  well 
to  begin  by  a  careful  selection  of  its  raw  material.  He  would  be 
a  foolish  merchant  who,  intending  to  deal  in  silk  purses,  should 
stock  up  with  sows' — or  boars' — ears,  especially  if  he  had  room 
for  only  a  limited  stock,  and  could  not  dispose  of  worthless 
material.  Yet  that  is  the  kind  of  business  foresight  too  often 
employed  by  some  chapters.  By  deliberate  choice  they  take  on 
brothers  who,  if  they  do  not  wear  ears  of  the    porker,  should 
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wear  those  of  Baalam's  beast.  Usually,  to  be  sure,  these  persons 
wear  also  "lovely"  clothes,  large  purses — paternal — or  auto- 
mobiles, extremely  useful  for  rushing  purposes.  But  whatever 
alluring  substitute  offered  as  just  as  good,  no  chapter,  in  the  long 
run,  can  afford  to  take  members  who  have  not  brains  and  a  will 
to  use  them. 

Inquiry  as  to  a  prospect's  scholastic  standing  in  high  school 
is  now  made  in  some  instances.  Certain  chapters  include  definite 
questions  on  that  point  in  the  recommendation  cards  for  the  use 
of  the  alumni;  and  in  some  of  the  province  conclaves  the  matter 
has  come  up.  But  much  remains  to  be  done.  The  situation 
can  never  become  wholly  satisfactory  until  the  high  school  boy 
who  is  ambitious  to  become  a  fraternity  man  in  college  under- 
stands distinctly  that  his  chance  at  an  invitation  will  be  very 
slim  unless  he  has  made  a  good  record  in  his  preparatory  work. 

But  the  heart  of  the  matter,  of  course,  lies  in  the  attitude 
of  the  chapter  toward  the  scholarship  of  the  initiated  members. 
The  task  of  securing  efficiency  will  be  lessened  by  carefully  select- 
ing the  freshmen,  but  even  well-prepared  and  earnest  freshmen 
can  soon  go  to  the  bad  without  steady  and  considerable  incentive 
to  do  otherwise.  To  what  extent  is  that  incentive  cultivated  by 
our  chapters? 

Let  us  say  at  once  that  Alpha  Tau  is  no  worse  than  any  other 
fraternity  in  its  scholastic  standing — and  no  better.  It  seems 
from  the  returns  that  the  students  believe  they  stand  a  little  better 
in  the  eyes  of  the  faculties  than  the  faculties  have  admitted  to 
me,  but  the  discrepancy  is  not  large,  and  not  at  all  discouraging. 
Two  chapters  report  that  they  do  not  know  how  they  stand, 
whether  their  records  are  satisfactory  or  not.  Two  others  report 
that  their  records  are  not  satisfactory.  One  of  these  reports  that 
only  one  fraternity  chapter  out  of  twenty-three  in  the  institution 
meets  the  wishes  of  the  faculty.  Two  which  answered  other  ques- 
tions are  mum  on  this.  Twenty-three  report  that  they  are  among 
the  elect,  or  well  on  the  way  upward  from  academic  purgatory. 
Of  these,  stand  first  among  the  chapters  in  their  respective  insti- 
tutions. There  is  something  encouraging  in  the  modesty  of  that 
number.  Time  was  when  our  chapter  letters  fairly  gurgled  with 
exultant  proclamations  of  top-notch  records — Alpha  Tau,  accord- 
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ing  to  those  reports,  always  stood  on  top,  in  everything,  and  like 
a  "measuring  worm"  on  the  end  of  a  weed,  was  reaching  out 
eagerly  for  more  opportunity.  It  has  done  us  all  much  good  to 
get  our  feet  down  out  of  the  ethereal,  to  tell  plain  facts  in  our  chap- 
ter letters — to  admit  that  we  are  not  invariably  the  best  ever,  and 
try  to  find  out  why.  The  attempts  to  brace  the  weaker  brothers 
and  keep  up  the  scholastic  standing  may  be  roughly  divided  into 
(i)  those  of  the  alumni,  operating  chiefly  through  the  Palm  and 
the  Province  Conclave  or  the  Province  Chief  personally,  and  (2) 
those  of  the  active  chapter.  We  may  pass  over  alumni  efforts 
without  remark,  except  to  say  that  no  alumnus  should  be  blind, 
deaf,  or  dumb  to  his  opportunities  to  keep  the  active  men  just  as 
much  as  the  active  men  will  stand  amicably,  and  no  more.  When 
the  chapter  house  is  owned  largely  by  alumni,  the  active  men  can 
hardly  find  fault  if  the  older  ones  insist  that  the  house  be  put  to 
proper  use.  But  the  Province  Chief,  by  means  of  the  conclave, 
has  the  greatest  opportunity  to  bring  about  co-operation  between 
the  active  and  the  alumni  members,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
what  has  already  thus  been  done  is  but  a  beginning. 

The  first  step  which  the  chapters  necessarily  take  to  keep 
the  brothers  on  their  feet  is  to  learn  the  quality  of  work  each 
member  is  doing.  To  be  effective  this  information  must  be 
secured  regularly  and  systematically.  Some  officer  in  the  chapter 
should  receive,  once  a  month,  a  definite  statement  from  the  college 
authorities  as  to  the  condition  of  each  member's  work,  and  such 
statements  should  be  acted  upon,  when  necessary,  and  filed  for 
record.  Eighteen  chapters  report  that  they  receive  such  reports 
more  or  less  regularly,  according  to  local  peculiarities.  Ten  others 
receive  verbal  or  occasional  reports,  which  do  not  amount  to  much 
and  probably  do  little  good.  Three  chapters  receive  no  reports 
whatever  on  the  scholastic  progress  of  members.  Two  others 
receive  reports  only  in  cases  of  flagrant  deficiency — a  form  of  post- 
larceny  locking  of  the  door.  "If  a  man  flunks  out  he  is  put  out  of 
school  and  goes  home  and  we  are  not  bothered  with  him,"  is  the 
debonair  explanation  given  by  the  Worthy  Master  of  one  of  these 
chapters.  That  seems  to  me  an  unworthy  attitude.  But  it  is 
no  less  helpful  than  to  get  no  report  until  a  member's  work  is 
below  passing.     Anyone  who  knows  the  law  of  falling  bodies  can 
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understand  that  the  student  who  is  just  starting  downward  can 
be  saved  more  easily  than  one  who  has  gained  much  momentum 
in  his  downward  flight.  It  is  keeping  men  out  of  the  hole,  not 
pulling  them  out,  that  counts  for  most.     That's  good  conservation  ! 

Kansas  Gamma  Mu  has  gone  about  this  matter  system- 
atically. A  scholarship  committee  furnishes  a  card,  which  is 
given  each  man,  and  on  which  he  makes  a  statement  of  his  courses, 
the  name  of  the  instructors,  the  days  on  which  he  has  each  subject, 
and  the  hour  of  the  day.  This  card  is  then  turned  in  to  the  schol- 
arship committee,  which  catalogues  the  courses  under  the  various 
instructors  and  sends  to  each  instructor  under  whom  members 
have  work  a  letter  and  a  partly  filled  blank,  reading  in  part :  ' 'The 
following  members  of  this  fraternity  are  enrolled  in  your  courses 
as  stated  below.  You  will  assist  us  greatly  in  our  efforts  by  mak- 
ing a  statement  of  the  work  of  each  student  named.  A  frank 
statement  as  to  where  improvement  is  most  needed  will  be  appreci- 
ated." A  stamped  envelope  is  enclosed.  When  the  report  is 
returned  to  the  committee  another  blank  is  filled  out  and  given  to 
each  member,  showing  just  what  his  standing  is  in  each  subject. 
Whenever  necessary,  steps  are  taken  to  help  men  of  low  standing. 

Now  that  is  troublesome;  it  takes  time,  work,  and  tact. 
But  isn't  it  better  than  the  system  that  lets  the  members  go  to  the 
dogs  if  they  wish,  and  depends  on  the  university  or  college  author- 
ities to  fire  the  delinquent,  so  that  the  chapter  will  no  longer 
be  "bothered  "  with  him.  It  is  a  thin  skim-milk  quality  of  broth- 
erhood that  will  not  "bother"  to  help  the  most  persistent,  as  well 
as  the  occasional,  flunker.  An  interesting  fact  about  that  Kansas 
scheme  is  that  the  instructors  did  not  wish  to  "bother"  about 
co-operating  with  the  scholarship  committee;  in  fact,  the  co-opera- 
tion which  the  chapter  desired  was  not  given  until  the  chancellor 
issued  an  order  that  the  faculty  should  give  their  help  to  the  fra- 
ternities in  this  way. 

Of  course,  any  effort,  organized  or  unorganized,  looking  to 
co-operation  implies  a  person  or  persons  who  will  do  the  work. 
Reports,  verbal  or  written,  must  be  made  to  some  one  who  has 
authority  to  act  on  those  reports.  A  number  of  chapters  put  that 
duty  on  the  Worthy  Master.  He  is  usually  the  strongest  man  in 
the  chapter,   and  likely  to  have  the  most  influence,  personally 
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as  well  as  officially.  But  unless  he  is  a  genius,  with  an  abundance 
of  time,  the  work  is  too  much  for  one  person  to  attend  to.  Several 
chapters  indicate  that  scholarship  reports  are  read  in  meeting 
and  the  necessary  advice  and  criticism  administered  in  the  open, 
with  good  results.  But  in  most  cases  where  the  matter  has  been 
taken  up  systematically  and  made  to  yield  the  best  returns,  a 
scholarship  or  studies  committee  has  been  appointed,  given  proper 
powers,  and  put  to  work.  "Our  studies  committee  surely  does 
a  pile  of  good  work,"  one  Worthy  Master  writes,  "but  in  the  cases 
of  the  persistent  drones  and  flunkers  very  little  is  expected.  We 
do  not  want  them  in  our  chapter,  and  the  college  deals  with  them 
very  satisfactorily.  But  with  those  men  who  through  careless- 
ness fall  down  in  a  subject  or  two  the  committee  urges  them  and 
helps  them  with  tutoring,  etc." 

Penalties  for  poor  work  are  various.  Freshmen  are  looked 
after  most  carefully,  and  by  several  chapters  are  deprived  of  prac- 
tically all  social  privileges  until  deficiencies  are  made  up.  In 
a  few  cases  upperclassmen  reported  deficient  are  put  under  fresh- 
men rules  until  they  are  up  to  the  mark.  In  some  institutions 
one  flunk  automatically  debars  a  student  from  living  or  staying 
in  his  chapter  house.  A  few  chapters  give  the  Worthy  Master 
power  to  deprive  deficient  men  of  all  privileges  accorded  by  the 
rules  of  the  chapter ;  others  deprive  members  whose  average  grade 
is  below  80%  or  85%  of  the  privilege  of  voting  in  meetings.  But 
a  number  have  no  penalties  for  poor  work,  and  most  likely  are 
left  often  in  the  embarrassing  posture  of  the  railway  conductor 
who  tried  to  prevent  Mark  Twain  from  playing  cards  on  a  railway 
train  on  Sunday,  but  could  impose  no  penalty  for  failure  to  comply 
with  the  rules. 

Fortunate  indeed  is  that  chapter  which  has  among  its  mem- 
bers one  or  more  who  have  the  gift  of  leadership,  and  by  their 
example  give  to  the  whole  group  a  spirit  of  zeal  to  accomplish  the 
purpose  for  which  their  fathers  suppose  young  men  go  to  college. 
In  such  a  chapter  no  system  is  necessary.  Nor  is  it  where  the 
upperclassmen  are  good  clean  fellows  who  carry  their  own  work 
well,  and  make  intimate  friendships  with  one  or  two  underclass- 
men, friendships  that  make  the  younger  desire  the  good  will  and 
approval  of  the  older,  and  understand  that  well  used  brains  are 
closely  kin  to  loyal  hearts. 
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Whatever  the  system,  whatever  the  penalties  for  poor  work, 
whoever  may  guide  the  wavering,  the  chief  thing  is  to  keep  the 
eye  steadily  on  the  purposes  of  college  life.  Seekers  after  truth, 
or  virtue,  or  any  other  good  in  life,  should  bear  in  mind  that  all 
delinquencies  from  duty  are  akin;  that  mental  delinquency  is 
cousin  to  moral  delinquency,  and  others.  The  kind  of  personal- 
ity which  will  make  all  these  things  clear  without  preaching  or 
scolding  is  the  best  gift  a  fraternity  chapter  can  ask  or  receive. 

A  vital  help  toward  the  ideal  fraternity  life  lies  in  the  college 
home.  Unless  the  chapter  house  or  its  substitute  is  in  reality  a 
home  it  will  not  help  this  cause.  How  our  chapter  houses  are 
conducted,  and  to  what  extent  they  fulfil  their  purposes  will  be 
the  subject  of  the  next  article  in  this  series.

In  every  branch  of  study  or  occupation,  which  includes  college 
courses,  professions,  even  the  home,  the  standard  of  maintenence, 
not  to  speak  of  excellence,  is  very  high — and  it  should  be  so — but 
in  order  to  meet  the  legitimate  demands  upon  our  strength  we 
should  pay  strict  and  unceasing  attention  to  our  physical  well 
being.  It  is  a  common  characteristic  to  plunge  with  feverish 
energy  into  "social  relaxation"  which  would  be  better  described 
as  a  stimulant,  having  the  same  certain  result,  a  recreation,  which 
leaves  the  nerves  and  muscles  more  exhausted,  more  protesting. 
We  cannot  evade  this  result  of  over  demand  upon  our  physical 
capacity,  and  as  our  human  machine  gives  many  warnings,  there 
is  small  excuse  for  a  poor  physical  condition.  We  are  all  endowed 
with  sufficient  intelligence  to  guide  ourselves  by  the  laws  of  health 
-and  this  implies  the  knowledge  that  no  two  people  can  do  exactly 
the  same  amount  of  work  or  play,  with  equal  results.  It  is  neces- 
sary to  be  one's  own  gauge,  to  learn  its  readings,  and  constantly 
guard  against  too  high  pressure.  We  are  aware  that  this  involves 
courage  for  sacrifices  great  and  small,  but  none  are  too  great  to 
save  us  from  that  toll  which  will  surely  be  demanded  if  the  warn 
ings  have  passed  unheeded. — The  Lyre  of  Alpha  Chi  Omega. 
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THE  CHAPTER  HOUSE. 


At  every  Congress,  both  during  the  sessions  and  out  of  them, 
the  one  topic  which  is  sure  to  elicit  general  interest  is,  chapter 
houses  and  how  to  build  them.  No  matter  how  divergent  or 
remote  the  brother's  interest  may  be,  this  one  topic  is  sure  to 
prove  congenial  and  to  induce  general  conversation.  Bonds, 
time  notes,  and  all  sorts  of  financing  methods,  frenzied  and  other- 
wise,  have  been   tried. 

The  average  student  is  usually  a  borrower  until  his  monthly 
check  arrives  and  then  a  creditor  until  the  next  man's  comes.  At 
the  end  of  the  four  years,  or  sooner,  he  goes  out  to  fight  the  battle 
of  life,  possibly  with  a  little  parental  aid;  but  for  a  few  years  at 
least  he  is  not  apt  to  be  troubled  with  an  overburdening  surplus. 
By  the  time  he  has  risen  a  little  above  the  struggling  mass  of 
bread-earners  the  old  college  days  have  become  hazy  memories, 
his  class  and  fraternity  brothers  have  scattered  to  the  four  corners 
of  the  earth.  The  appeal  for  a  contribution  to  a  chapter  house 
fails  to  arouse  him  in  the  face  of  the  many  other  contributions  to 
objects  nearer  home  which  every  successful  man  is  compelled  to 
make. 

Under  present  methods,  the  chapter  house  fund  must  come 
from  its  own  alumni,  who  look  upon  it  as  a  contribution  rather 
than  an  investment.  The  alumni  must  therefore  be  large,  pros- 
perous and  enthusiastic.  These  attributes  are  hard  to  find  in  one 
body  of  men,  especially  when  they  are  scattered  all  over  the 
United  States. 

A  young  chapter,  or  one  in  a  small  college,  must  necessarily 
have  a  hard  struggle  for  a  house,  no  matter  how  good  its  standing. 
If  the  chapter  house  fund  could  be  taken  out  of  the  category  of 
contributions  and  be  made  a  reasonably  safe  investment,  and  if 
the  investment  field  were  broader  than  the  limits  of  its  own  alumni, 
it  might  be  possible  for  worthy  chapters  to  secure  houses.     If 
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the  general  fraternity  were  to  become  underwriters  and  sureties 
on  the  chapter  house  bond  the  scope  of  their  sale  would  be  unlimit- 
ed so  long  as  the  credit  of  the  fraternity  is  maintained. 

A  chapter  in  Texas  wishes  to  build  a  house.  A  brother  or 
even  an  alien  in  New  York  has  a  few  hundred  which  he  wishes  to 
invest.  He  knows  that  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity  guar- 
antees the  bond.  It  will  make  little  difference  to  him  where  the 
chapter  or  property  is  located. 

There  are  many  financial  and  legal  obstacles  and  technicali- 
ties which  would  have  to  be  overcome,  but  in  a  general  way  my 
idea  would  be  that  there  should  be  a  standing  committee  on  real 
estate.  A  chapter  wishes  to  build  a  house.  It  should  apply  to 
this  committee,  submitting  plan  of  the  lot,  plans  of  the  house 
with  approximate  cost,  together  with  a  thorough  statement  of  its 
financial  condition,  and  this  must  show  that  the  chapter  has  a 
sufficiently  large  building  fund  on  hand  to  allow  for  a  reasonable 
equity.  This  committee  should  then  send  a  representative  to 
the  chapter  to  investigate  the  matter  thoroughly,  both  as  to  the 
standing  of  the  chapter  in  the  college,  the  personal  of  its  men,  both 
students  and  alumni,  and  the  character  of  the  land  to  be  purchased 
and  the  house  to  be  built.  In  short,  it  should  determine  whether 
it  would  be  a  safe  business  venture,  independent  of  any  senti- 
mental feelings.  Of  course,  this  would  cost  money  and  would 
have  to  be  provided  for  out  of  the  bond  issue.  The  question  of 
whether  the  chapter  would  only  have  to  show  an  ability  to  meet 
the  interest  on  the  bonds,  or  would  have  to  provide  a  sinking  fund 
for  their  retirement,  is  one  which  would  also  have  to  be  considered. 

If  the  committee  decide  favorably  then  the  chapter  should 
issue  a  bond  guaranteed  by  the  general  fraternity,  or  the  frater- 
nity should  issue  the  bond  in  its  own  name,  taking  for  its  protec- 
tion a  mortgage  from  the  particular  chapter. 

This  is  but  a  crude  outline  of  a  plan,  to  which  to  successfully 
carry  into  effect  will  involve  many  details  requiring  careful  con- 
sideration. But  if  found  to  be  feasible,  it  would  take  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  chapter  house  fund  out  of  the  "Charity  class."  Lift 
the  burden  of  the  local  alumni  by  asking  them  merely  to  take  care 
of  a  reasonable  equity,  which  they  could  do  either  by  contribution 
or  second  mortgage,  and  chapter  house  first  mortgage  bonds  would 
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become  a  business  proposition  which  anyone  might  safely  and 
properly  handle  independent  of  his  personal  knowledge  of  the 
chapter. 

Most  of  us  have  a  few  hundred  occasionally  which  we  would 
willingly  invest  at  four  or  five  per  cent.,  but  most  of  us  do  not  feel 
any  great  confidence  in  the  present  method  of  chapter  house  finan- 
cing and  are  not  willing  to  risk  any  more  than  we  are  willing  to 
contribute. 

The  moral  effect  on  the  active  chapter  would  be  most  bene- 
ficial. The  knowledge  that  it  was  a  strictly  business  proposition 
and  that  a  few  smokers  to- the  alumni  would  not  stave  off  interest 
payments,  would  tend  to  stimulate  activity  and  give  them  a  better 
idea  of  practical  business.

President  Schurman,  of  Cornell  University,  presented  a  seri- 
ous indictment  against  the  fraternity  and  club  system  at  Cornell 
University  in  making  public  the  scholarship  records  of  the  1,020 
men  who  are  members  of  these  organizations.  He  warned  them 
in  an  address  to  the  fraternity  and  club  men  that  they  were  still 
on  trial  and  told  them  they  had  better  set  higher  ideals  in  scholar- 
ship. Their  showing  compared  with  the  men  not  in  the  fraterni- 
ties was  significant. 

The  president  pointed  out  that  the  sophomore  year  was  a 
critical  one  for  the  men  of  a  fraternity.  He  showed  that  out  of 
the  fifty-nine  fraternity  men  dropped  at  the  end  of  the  first  term 
twenty-three  belonged  to  the  sophomore  class;  that  twenty  were 
freshmen  and  that  eleven  juniors  and  five  seniors  completed  the 
list.  In  all  135  undergraduates  were  dropped  last  term  and  fifty- 
nine  of  these  were  fraternity  men  and  seventy-six  were  not.  There 
are  at  Cornell  1,020  men  who  are  members  of  fraternities  and  2,316 
who  are  not,  making  a  total  of  3,336. — Caduceus  of  Kappa  Sigma.

Harold  O.  Kapp. 

As  a  shock  to  a  legion  of  friends  came  the  news  of  the  death  of  Attor- 
ney Harold  O.  Kapp  early  yesterday  morning  at  his  home  on  Hopkins 
avenue,  Norwood.  The  end  came  suddenly,  after  a  few  hours  of  suffering 
of  malignant  scarlet  fever. 

Mr.  Kapp  was  a  member  of  the  new  firm  of  Bolsinger,  Kapp  & 
Hawke  since  May  1,  1910,  with  offices  in  the  First  National  Bank  Building. 
For  a  number  of  years  previous  to  that  he  was  associated  with  'Squire 
Hiram  Bolsinger  in  the  Mercantile  Library  Building,  the  firm  being 
Bolsinger  &  Kapp.  But  29  years  old,  Mr.  Kapp  was  one  of  the  most 
successful  of  the  younger  members  of  the  Cincinnati  bar. 

Apparently  in  the  best  of  health,  Mr.  Kapp  attended  the  Bar  Asso- 
ciation banquet  in  honor  of  Supreme  Court  Justice  Lurton  at  the  Country 
Club  Friday  night.  From  there,  in  the  company  of  Joseph  B.  Schroeder,. 
he  walked  to  his  home  in  Norwood,  apparently  in  the  best  of  health. 
Early  Saturday  morning  he  complained  of  a  sore  throat,  which  continued 
getting  worse  during  the  day,  and  in  the  evening  developed  into  scarlet 
fever,  which  resulted  in  his  untimely  demise. 

Mr.  Kapp  was  the  son  of  Rev.  Jacob  Kapp,  pastor  of  the  First  Eng- 
lish Lutheran  Church,  who  is  now  traveling  through  Italy,  and  a  son- 
in-law  of  Congressman  Goebel.  A  cablegram  was  sent  to  Rev.  Kapp  in 
Venice,  Italy,  yesterday  morning,  apprising  him  of  the  sad  news,  but  up 
till  a  late  hour  last  night  no  reply  was  received  from  him.  Congressman 
Goebel  is  expected  to  arrive  from  Washington  this  morning. 

Mr.  Kapp  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Florence  Goebel  Kapp,  besides 
his  father  and  mother. — Newspaper  Clipping. 
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A.  T.  O.  IN  THE  PUBLIC  EYE. 


The  Philadelphia  Public  Ledger  recently  published  short 
histories  of  the  mothers  of  a  few  of  our  noted  senators.  The 
account  of  the  mother  of  Senator  Robert  L.  Owen  (Virginia 
Beta)  is  herewith  reprinted. 

A  Link  With  the  Historic  Cherokees. 

Even  if  she  were  not  one  of  the  last  links — if  not  the  very  last — 
with  the  Cherokees  of  history  and  those  of  the  present,  Mrs.  Narcissa 
Owen,  mother  of  Senator  Robert  Latham  Owen,  of  Oklahoma,  would 
be  interesting  for  her  own  sake. 

Seventy-nine,  her  next  birthday,  which  falls  in  early  winter,  Mrs. 
Owen  is  directly  descended  from  Queen  Quatsis,  lineal  successor  of  the 
seven  original  chiefs  of  Cherokee  blood  of  many  years  ago,  and  is  herself 
one-sixteenth  Cherokee. 

Practically  all  along  the  line  Mrs.  Owen  can  boast  of  an  unusual 
ancestry.  Her  father,  Thomas  Chisholm,  who  died  about  1834,  was  a 
picturesque  national  character,  who  had  dealings  with  Thomas  Jefferson 
in  behalf  of  the  Cherokees,  and  one  of  Mrs.  Owen's  most  treasured  pos- 
sessions— in  fact,  a  family  heirloom — is  a  large  silver  medal,  on  which 
her  father  is  described  by  Jefferson  as  the  last  hereditary  Cherokee  war 
chief.  Another  national  character  with  whom  Mrs.  Owen  is  connected 
was  John  Wharton,  who  took  a  commanding  part  in  the  French  and 
Indian  Wars:  and  still  another  of  her  ancestors  was  John  Beamer,  a 
missionary  of  note. 

One  of  the  intimate  traits  of  the  members  of  the  Owen  family — a 
characteristic  which,  by  the  way,  has  had  much  to  do  with  their  worldly 
success — is  their  indomitable  self-will.  This  comes  through  Mrs.  Nar- 
cissa Owen  and  her  ancestors.  The  Owenses  are  courtesy  itself  in  a 
social  way,  and  none  could  be  more  considerate  and  obliging  at  such 
times,  but  when  it  comes  to  yielding  a  point  that  seems  in  any  sense  an 
injustice  or  will  work  uncalled-for  hardship,  the  iron  hand  is  manifest 
beneath  the  silken  glove. 
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There  is  an  amusing  story  showing  this  in  connection  with  a  bit  of 
family  history  which  Mrs.  Owen  has  preserved  in  her  "Memoirs,"  a'book 
intended  for  family  use  chiefly.  It  is  a  work,  by  the  way,  that  seems 
to  compare  favorably  with  Benjamin  Franklin's  "autobiography," 
being  keyed  in  much  the  same  intimate  style;  and  although  Mrs.  Owen 
makes  no  pretense  to  professional  writing,  she  has  poured  out  her  heart 
in  a  way  that  will,  it  would  seem,  make  her  book  a  classic  among  American 
autobiographies. 

A  friend  urged  that  she  ought  to  have  her  sons  "go  over  it."  Her 
righting  blood  was  aroused.  "What,"  she  replied  firmly,  "and  have 
people  say  I  sent  my  boys  to  college  to  correct  their  mother's  writings? 
No;  the  book  must  be  printed  as  it  leaves  my  hand  or  not  at  all,  imper- 
fections or  no  imperfections.  When  my  sons  write  books  they  can  suit 
themselves,  and  I  will  do  the  same  as  long  as  I  live." 


That  Senator  Robert  L.  Owen  (Virginia  Beta)  realizes  the 
importance  of  a  direct  primary  law  is  evidenced  by  the  following 
article,  clipped  from  the  Philadelphia  North  American: 

"It  will  be  better  for  this  country,"  said  Senator  Owen,  of  Oklahoma, 
to-day,  "when  senators  and  members  of  Congress  and  State  legislators 
and  municipal  legislators  are  chosen  by  the  direct  vote  of  the  people, 
and  when  the  people  have  the  right  of  recall  by  the  nomination  of  a 
successor  to  their  public  servants.  The  people  will  never  abuse  their 
power." 

Senator  Owen  was  speaking  in  the  Senate  in  favor  of  a  resolution 
introduced  by  him,  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  of  Oklahoma,  providing  for  the  submission  of  a  constitutional 
amendment  for  the  election  of  senators  by  direct  vote  of  the  people. 

Such  an  amendment,  he  said,  would  prevent  the  corruption  of 
legislatures,  would  prevent  the  improper  use  of  money  in  the  campaigns 
by  men  ambitious  to  obtain  a  seat  in  the  Senate,  and  would  compel 
candidates  for  the  Senate  to  be  subjected  to  the  severe  scrutiny  of  a 
campaign  before  the  people  and  compel  the  selection  of  the  best-fitted 
men.  Further,  he  said,  it  would  popularize  government  and  tend  to 
increase  the  confidence  of  the  people  in  the  Senate,  "which  has  been  to 
some  extent  impaired  in  recent  years." 


Under  the  heading  of  "What  the  World  is  Doing"  in  Collier's 
Weekly,  the  following  article  is  reprinted  concerning  the  activity 
of  Graham  G.  Lacey  (Virginia  Alpha),  a  banker  of  St.  Joseph, 
Mo.:

A  record  of  how  a  part  of  the  West  is  spending  its  money  has  been 
prepared  from  the  results  of  inquiries  sent  out  by  Graham  G.  Lacey,  a 
banker  in  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  and  answered  by  more  than  six  hundred  bankers 
in  eastern  Kansas,  eastern  Nebraska,  northwest  Missouri,  and  southern 
Iowa.  In  answer  to  the  question,  "Are  the  people  living  within  their 
means,  or  are  they  contracting  debts  for  the  purchase  of  luxuries?"  the 
replies  were  that  in  farming  communities  the  standard  of  living  was 
much  higher,  but  the  general  opinion  was  that  the  farmers  didn't  buy 
such  things  as  motor  cars  without  being  able  to  pay  for  them.  A  total 
of  fifteen  million  dollars  spent  for  automobiles  was  reported  by  427  banks, 
while  only  seventeen  could  report  that  no  money  had  been  drawn  out 
for  that  purpose.  From  251  banks  eighteen  million  dollars  had  gone 
out  for  the  purchase  of  land  in  other  sections  of  the  country,  237  reported 
that  a  large  amount  had  gone  for  that  purpose,  but  could  not  give  an 
actual  estimate.  Thirty-three  per  cent,  of  the  replies  reported  larger 
deposits  than  a  year  ago,  fifty-three  per  cent,  reported  smaller,  and  eight 
per  cent,  "about  the  same."  Fifty-one  per  cent,  reported  that  the 
banks  were  carrying  more  real  estate  loans  for  customers  than  a  year 
ago,  twenty-seven  per  cent,  reported  "less,"  and  twenty-two  per  cent, 
"about  the  same  as  last  year."  Mr.  Lacey  says  that  his  questions  have 
discovered  that  country  bankers  "have  begun  to  put  a  curbing  hand 
upon  land  speculation  and  other  extravagance."  They  are  making 
careful  inquiry  in  many  cases  to  find  how  the  money  is  to  be  spent,  and 
speculators  are  being  barred. 

Editorially,  Collier's  has  the  following: 
Motors  and  Money. 

The  Boston  News  Bureau,  a  financial  newspaper,  published  a  state- 
ment to  the  effect  that  Western  and  Southwestern  bankers  "have  agreed 
to  lend  no  money  to  borrowers  who  intend  to  use  it  to  buy  motor  cars. 
In  one  Kansas  City  bank  are  fifty-two  real  estate  mortgages,  the  money 
for  which  went  for  automobiles."  Kansas  City  resents  this  statement, 
and  the  Kansas  City  Star  has  searched  in  vain  for  the  bank  with  the 
fifty-two  mortgages.  On  the  other  hand,  newspaper  accounts  show 
that  in  several  Southwestern  States  the  local  bankers  have  publicly 
deplored  some  such  condition.  The  Oklahoma  State  Bankers'  Associ- 
ation passed  this  resolution: 

"Resolved,  That  the  banking  fraternity  of  Oklahoma  should  use  their 
power  and  influence  to  curtail  the  tendency  of  the  people  of  the  State 
toward  extravagance  and  speculation  in  real  estate  and  the  prevalent 
habit  of  withdrawing  the  funds  they  sadly  need  as  capital  in  their  business 
for  investment  in  motor  cars  and  gasoline." 

In  answer  to  queries  sent  out  by  a  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  banker,  four 
hundred  and  twenty-seven  banks  in  his  neighborhood  reported  that  a 
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total  of  fifteen  million  dollars  had  been  spent  for  motor  cars,  and  only 
seventeen  banks  could  report  that  no  money  in  their  territory  had  gone 
for  this  purpose.  A  municipal  bond  buyer  last  month  refused  to  bid  on 
a  bond  issue  offered  by  a  town  in  Oklahoma,  because  he  said  he  believed 
that  the  town  showed  it  was  in  a  precarious  financial  condition  by  having 
too  many  motor  cars  in  proportion  to  the  population.  What  value  to 
assign  to  such  bits  of  news  it  is  not  easy  to  say.  Certainly,  if  they  indicate 
that  an  undiscriminating  reaction  against  the  use  of  motor  cars  has  begun, 
there  is  some  cause  for  regret.  There's  a  good  deal  to  be  said  on  both 
sides.  Undoubtedly,  a  good  many  people  ride  in  automobiles,  whose 
financial  resources  ought  to  counsel  them  to  remain  content  with  bicycles. 
And  it  is  pretty  clear  that  a  man  who  buys  a  motor  purely  as  a  matter 
of  pleasure,  ought  to  have  the  cash  in  hand  first — to  buy  on  credit  can 
be  justified  only  where  the  machine  is  to  be  an  aid  to  business.  On  the 
other  hand,  it  is  doubtful  if  any  class  of  men  has  better  justification  for 
buying  automobiles  than  the  farmer  who  has  the  money.  And  it  is 
equally  doubtful  if  any  other  part  of  the  country  has  had  more  real 
service  and  pleasure  from  cars  than  the  Southwest.  They  have  been 
of  inestimable  value  in  shortening  the  distances  between  farm  and  farm, 
and  between  farm  and  town.  They  have  given  the  opportunity  for 
social  life  to  families  that  used  to  live  in  comparative  isolation.  They 
have  enabled  city  people  to  live  in  country  homes,  even  where  no  rail- 
ways were  near.  These  services  are  not  slight  nor  do  they  exhaust  the 
list. 


The  Rocky  Mountain  News,  a  Denver  publication,  records 
the  narrow  escape  of  Oliver  P.  Fritchle  (Ohio  Beta  Eta)  and  a 
friend  while  climbing  a  high  summit  near  Denver. 

The  explosion  of  a  fuse  in  his  electric  car  as  he  was  nearing  the 
summit  of  Mount  Morrison  over  an  unused  trail  yesterday  nearly  caused 
the  death  of  Oliver  P.  Fritchle,  president  of  the  Fritchle  Automobile 
and  Battery  Company,  and  John  Brisbane  Walker,  owner  of  the  Mount 
Morrison  resort. 

Realizing  that  his  high-powered  motor  would  not  withstand  the 
strain  of  the  ascent  Fritchle  shouted  a  warning  to  his  companion,  who 
leaped  from  the  car  just  as  the  fuse  blew  out  and  the  machine  started 
back  down  the  mountain  side. 

Guiding  the  car  backward,  the  driver  at  last  was  forced  to  abandon 
the  trail  because  of  the  approach  of  a  second  car.  Fritchle  leaped  from 
his  electric  just  as  it  turned  turtle  down  the  declivity. 

Although  the  motor  car  was  badly  damaged  neither  its  driver  nor 
the  passenger  was  injured.  Their  escape  from  death  is  considered  miracu- 
lous owing  to  the  steep  grade  of  the  mountain  trail. 

The  ascent  by  Fritchle  and  Walker  was  attempted  for  the  purpose 
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of  making  the  path  for  the  hill-climbing  contest  to  be  held  July  9th. 
The  two  selected  the  unused  trail  as  the  most  accessible  route  to  gain 
the  summit  of  the  mountain.  The  trail  runs  parallel  to  the  incline 
railway. 

The  hill-climbing  contest  arranged  by  the  owner  of  the  resort  was 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  Denver  motor  car  dealers  an  opportunity  to 
show  the  climbing  possibilities  of  the  different  types  of  machines. 

When  the  two  started  to  make  the  path  to  the  summit  for  the  con- 
test arranged  for  next  month  they  were  followed  by  a  score  of  motor 
enthusiasts  who,  before  they  had  proceeded  a  great  distance  up  the  trail, 
were  forced  to  abandon  the  trip  and  to  return  to  the  starting  point. 

When  the  motor  of  the  electric  was  trembling  from  the  resistance 
of  the  steep  trail,  Fritchle  realized  that  its  fuse  would  not  last  many 
seconds.  It  was  then  he  shouted  to  his  companion  to  jump  from  the  car 
as  its  descent  would  not  be  so  swift  with  a  lone  passenger  and  that  the 
chances  for  a  more  serious  accident  might  be  lessened. 

The  machine  flew  down  the  trail  with  its  driver  dodging  and  scraping 
rocks  which  would  have  ended  its  flight.  When  he  had  reached  the 
only  level  place  in  the  trail  after  rounding  a  curve,  Fritchle  first  became 
aware  of  the  approach  of  another  automobile  and,  without  hesitation, 
he  guided  it  to  the  edge  of  the  pathway,  toppled  it  over,  leaping  for 
safety  at  the  same  time.

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in  Madison.  We  have  secured  a  remarkably  favorable  one-year  lease  and 
option  on  one  of  the  most  desirable  pieces  of  Madison  real  estate  to  be 
found,  and  are  confident  of  being  able  to  own  the  residence  by  the  end  of 
our  first  year. 

The  new  Alpha  Tau  Omega  house  is  a  historic  old  Madison  landmark, 
known  as  the  Zehnter  property,  situated  at  one  of  the  most  prominent 
corners  in  the  Latin  quarter.  The  house  is  of  sandstone,  and  has  recently 
been  newly  finished  throughout,  both  in  woodwork  and  floors.  The 
interior  is  very  handsome.     There  will  be  room  for  about  eighteen  boys 
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to  live  in  the  house.  The  lot  is  134  by  92  feet,  and  is  raised  above  the 
walk,  being  surrounded  by  a  picturesque  old  stonewall. 

We  won  the  inter-fraternity  baseball  championship  of  the  year 
with  flying  colors,  finishing  with  1000  per  cent,  on  the  last  Friday  of  the 
school  year.  We  won  two  cups  by  this  championship,  one  permanently 
and  the  circulating  cup  for  a  year,  both  of  them  very  beautiful.  On 
Saturday  night  following  the  final  game,  we  entertained  the  other  fra- 
ternity men  of  the  university  at  a  smoker.  Some  three  hundred  were 
present. 

According  to  advance  information  from  the  faculty,  which  has  been 
investigating  fraternities,  the  report  to  be  turned  in  to  the  Regents  and 
State  Legislature  next  fall  will  recommend  barring  freshmen  from  fra- 
ternity life.      No  freshman  shall  be  rushed,  pledged,  or  initiated,  or  live 
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at  the  house  during  his  first  year,  and  no  sophomore,  who  fails  to  meet 
scholastic  requirements,  is  to  be  initiated,  according  to  this  recommenda- 
tion. It  is  proposed  to  have  this  go  into  effect  in  the  fall  of  1911.  The 
faculty  committee  offers  poor  scholarship  among  fraternity  freshmen  as 
the  reason  for  this  report.  It  is  said  that  22%  of  fraternity  freshmen 
were  dropped  from  school  last  year  on  account  of  scholarship,  and  only 
about  half  that  per  cent,  on  non-fraternity  freshmen.  We  have  lost 
practically  no  freshmen  in  recent  years  because  of  poor  scholarship.

With  a  view  of  strengthening  the  powers  of  the  National 
Pan-Hellenic  the  editor  of  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  has  offered  a  sug- 
gestion, drawn  from  the  difficulties  met  by  the  Women's 
National  Pan-Hellenic  Association,  in  the  following  words: 

On  the  whole,  it  does  not  seein  as  though  the  organization  had 
accomplished  much.  The  difficulty  seems  to  lie  in  the  fact  that  every- 
thing proposed  has  to  be  referred  back  to  the  several  fraternities  for  action. 
The  conference  cannot  legislate.  It  can  only  recommend,  and  conse- 
quently it  is  a  rather  spiritless  organization. 

We  believe  that  if  the  men  are  to  succeed  better  they  will  have  to 
give  legislative  power  to  their  delegates  and  that  the  conference  will  have 
to  be  governed  by  less  than  a  unanimous  vote.  An  organization  of  this 
kind  must  have  the  power  to  punish.  Many  local  Pan-Hellenic  organ- 
izations have  been  formed  and  have  made  admirable  rushing  rules. 
One  of  these  rules  always  is  and  ought  to  be  that  pledging  shall  not  take 
place  before  a  prescribed  date.  The  rule  possibly  works  well  for  a  year 
or  two,  and  then  one  fraternity  disregards  it  and  unfairly  takes  advantage 
of  those  who  keep  it.  One  fraternity  has  so  often  been  the  transgressor 
in  this  respect  that  the  inference  is  strong  that  its  actions  are  pursuant 
to  a  settled  policy  to  treat  as  negligible  promises  made  to  other  fraterni- 
ties. If  the  fraternities  under  such  circumstances  could  invoke  the  aid 
of  the  college  authorities  and  prohibit  a  chapter  breaking  a  rule  of  that 
kind  from  initiating  any  man  pledged  in  such  an  unfair  manner,  it 
would  accomplish  much.  And  the  fraternities  themselves  could  expel 
such  a  chapter  or  expel  it  from  the  local  Pan-Hellenic  organization. 

Another  difficulty  to  be  met  with  is  the  ratio  of  representation. 
Shall  a  fraternity  with  ten  chapters  have  the  same  vote  as  one  with 
seventy?  It  ought  not  to.  The  voting  power  ought  to  be  based  on  some 
multiple  of  a  minimum  number  of  chapters  necessary  to  admission 
If  five  is  taken  as  such  a  number,  each  fraternity  might  have  one  vote 
for  each  five  of  its  chapters. 
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These  are  only  a  few  of  the  matters  to  be  considered.  The  women 
have  had  more  experience  than  the  men,  and  from  what  they  have 
accomplished  we  make  the  deduction  that  it  is  going  to  be  difficult  to 
accomplish  anything.      But  let  us  try  with  all  our  might. 


Latin-American  students  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  have 
launched  a  new  fraternity,  A  A  M,  which  makes  the  sixth  fraternity  whose 
mother  chapter  is  at  Old  Penn.  Expansion  will  doubtless  be  easy  and 
rapid,  as  there  are  strong  Latin-American  clubs  at  half  a  dozen  large 
Eastern  and  Middle  Western  Universities. — Delta  Chi  Quarterly. 


A  X  (Legal)  met  at  its  sixteenth  annual  convention  in  Colum- 
bus, Ohio,  April  7th  to  9th.  The  following  is  a  resume  of  the 
work  of  the  convention  which  is  of  interest  to  the  rest  of  us : 

The  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  fraternity  demonstrated  conclu- 
sively, the  wisdom  of  the  fifteenth  annual  convention  in  eliminating 
general  fraternity  men  from  A  X.  The  condition  of  the  fraternity  at 
large  is  excellent,  and  the  individual  chapters  have  made  substantial 
progress  during  the  past  year. 

The  petitioning  body  from  the  University  of  California  was  given 
until  January  1st,  1911,  to  eliminate  from  its  ranks  general  fraternity 
men,  and  locate  in  a  permanent  home. 

The  committee  also  recommended  inquiry  as  to  the  advisability  of 
stimulating  petitions  from  a  number  of  colleges  and  universities. 

The  pin  used  by  the  Michigan  chapter  for  undergraduate  men  under 
the  Senior  Class  in  the  Law  Department,  was  adopted,  as  was  also  the 
pledge  button  used  by  the  Ohio  State  chapter. 


0  A  0  held  its  twelfth  convention  in  New  York,  last  December,  at 
which  time  chapters  were  granted  to  bodies  petitioning  fromPittsburg  and 
Texas  Universities.  West  Virginia  was  denied  absolutely  and  North 
and  South  Dakota  were  each  deferred  until  next  convention.  In  this 
connection  it  may  be  interesting  to  note  that  to  obtain  a  charter  in  0  A  0 
a  petitioning  body  must  (1)  secure  the  endorsement  of  the  nearest  province 
president;  (2)  the  approval  of  two-thirds  of  the  chapters  in  the  province 
to  which  the  petitioners  are  assigned;  (3)  three-fourths  vote  of  the  con- 
vention. 

Two  years  ago  0  A  0  adopted  the  province  plan,  which  has  not  been 
a  complete  success  as  is  evidenced  by  the  following,  which  is  a  portion  of 
an  editorial  in  The  Brief: 

The   province   scheme   remains   a   puzzle.      It    has   cost    more    time. 
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thought  and  work  than  any  other  department  of  fraternity  work  during 
the  past  three  years.  In  that  period  we  have  tried  eighteen  men  as 
province  presidents,  some  of  them  graduates  and  others  undergraduates, 
and  we  start  the  new  year  with  six  new  men  in  these  offices.  The  results 
thus  far  are  only  three  or  four  signal  successes,  more  absolute  failures, 
some  laughable  fiascos,  and  a  large  mediocre  residue. — Delta  Chi  Quarterly.

K  A(s)  was  the  pioneer,  K  2  followed  shortly, 
and  then  came  2  N  and  B  0  II. 


Unless  a  steady  alumni  interest  is  maintained,  a  college  Greek-letter 
society  is  in  no  sense  a  fraternity.  It  is  merely  a  boys'  club.  Yet, 
loyalty  of  alumni,  which  requires  constant  artificial  stimulation,  hardly 
furnishes  the  foundation  for  a  fraternal  spirit.  There  must  be  a  spon- 
taneous desire  arising  within  each  man  to  know  and  hear  about  the 
fraternity,  to  see  familiar  faces,  to  sing  the  old  songs  again.  This  does 
not  require  by  any  means  that  we  all  love  one  another  with  an  affection 
that  outwears  time;  this  does  not  require  that  we  tell  our  family  troubles 
and  confide  our  business  secrets;  this  does  not  require  even  that  we 
delight  to  go  to  a  ball  game  or  theatre  or  social  function  with  each  and 
every  brother.  Habits  of  action  and  thought  vary  enormously,  and 
we  may  acknowledge  that  a  man  is  a  splendid  fellow  and  yet  not  yearn 
for  his  constant  companionship. 

But  fraternity  should  mean  that  we  recognize  a  certain  fundamental 
decency  in  each  brother,  a  certain  sense  of  honor,  a  certain  willingness 
to  accept  and  fulfill  obligations.  As  members  of  <P  r  A  we  have  accepted 
and  stand  ready  to  fulfil  cheerfully,  not  only  the  gentleman's  obligations 
of  courtesy,  but  the  fraternal  obligation  of  aid  and  cheer.  Being  self- 
respecting,  we  will  not  call  for  aid  except  where  either  the  smallness  of 
the  favor  or  the  greatness  of  the  necessity  will  make  a  brother  glad  to 
lend  his  hand.  This  spirit,  born  in  a  protective  community,  and  there- 
fore permitted  to  grow  to  a  lusty  maturity,  seems  worth  while  preserving 
for  the  common  good  in  an  individualistic  state  of  society.  We  find 
enough  interests  in  common  so  that  the  preservation  of  this  brotherhood 
should  be  a  pleasure  and  not  a  task. — The  Phi  Gamma  Delta. 


By  a  vote  of  11  to  10  the  congress  consisting  of  twelve  undergrad- 
uates,   twelve   alumnae,    four   faculty   members   and    President   Hazard, 
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which  was  selected  to  decide  the  future  of  the  six  secret  societies  of 
Wellesley  College,  decided  to-day  that  the  societies  should  be  opened  to 
any  eligible  student  on  application  without  any  voting  on  the  part  of 
the  societies. 

It  was  voted  that  opportunity  for  membership  in  the  societies  should 
be  limited  to  three  classes  of  diploma  grade  students,  these  grades  to 
consist  of  those  of  high  academic  standing,  those  showing  unusual  excel- 
lence in  any  department  and  those  who  have  given  evidence  of  public 
spirited  service  in  aid  of  the  college.  The  latter  qualification  is  to  be 
determined  by  a  committee  or  organization  other  than  the  societies 
alone. 

Each  society  will  continue  to  occupy  its  own  fraternity  house. — 
New  York  Sun. 


Two  new  fraternity  magazines  have  come  to  the  editor's 
desk,  The  Tomahawk  of  A  S   $  and  The  Sophomore  of  ©  N  E. 

The  Tomahawk,  now  in  its  seventh  volume,  was  re-established 
in  1909,  a  date  coincident  approximately  with  the  renewed 
activity  of  the  fraternity.  AS  $  was  founded,  we  have  recently 
learned,  in  1845,  and  the  first  volumes  were  printed  during  the 
fraternity's  first  years  of  existence.  ''Fraternities  were  at  that 
time  at  strife  with  the  faculty  and  among  each  other  at  Yale, 
and  The  Tomahawk  was  the  organ  by  which  A  S  3>  voiced  its 
sentiments  to  the  college  world." 

The  Sophomore,  published  for  the  first  time,  arrived  in  a 
green  cover.  The  green  is  only  significant  as  an  adopted  cover 
of  ©  N  E.  As  a  journalistic  effort  the  magazine  is  not  green, 
fulfilling  all  the  requirements  of  a  first  class  magazine.  It  is  a 
puzzle  to  us  why  0  N  E  should  thus  blossom  out  with  a  maga- 
zine, but  the  dedication  tells  us  that  the  society  has  entered  upon 
a  new  era,  that  it  is  going  to  turn  over  a  new  leaf,  and  doubtless 
the  leaf  has  something  to  do  with  the  new  magazine.  Credit  is 
given  to  Joseph  Hartigan  for  his  work  in  bringing  about  the 
new  era  and  his  words  on  the  avowed  intention  of  0  N  E  to  win 
back  the  favor  of  faculty  and  students  will  shed  a  new  light  upon 
the  attitude  of  the  society. 

ONE  has  long  been  the  "unknown  quantity"  of  the  college  fra- 
ternities. Its  existence  has  been  justified  by  its  adherents  from  many 
standpoints,  its  continuance  attacked  from  an  equal  number  of  opponents. 
Where  the  society  has  proven  an  element  of  good,  it  has  been  duly  praised 
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and  promoted.  Where  an  evil  it  has  been  righteously  condemned  and 
destroyed.  The  promotion  and  destruction  has  found  supporters  in  the 
ranks  of  6  N  E  as  well  as  without.  This  condition  of  affairs  proceeded  in 
a  chaotic  condition  until  the  formation  of  a  National  organization  with 
a  central  authority,  three  years  ago,  since  which  time  the  society  has  been 
gradually  eliminating  the  evil  and  bringing  the  society  and  its  members 
back  into  the  good  graces  of  the  college  world. 

The  proverbial  democracy  reputed  generally  to  be  so  manifest  in 
ONE  has  proved  one  of  its  inherent  ills  and  brought  a  chaotic  character 
in  its  leadership.  There  was  no  central  authority,  no  official  body,  to 
which  the  uncertain  could  lift  up  their  eyes.  Criticism  has  blown  where 
it  listed.  Wisdom  has  followed  a  wavering  compass  Fortunately  for 
us  and  our  descendants  all  this  has  now  changed.  Evolution,  the  great 
rectifier,  has  added  to  its  triumphs  another  application  of  its  famous 
principle  of  differentiation.  Hereafter  we  need  only  scan  the  inspired 
utterances  of  the  bigoted,  the  small  minded,  and  the  selfish,  to  learn  the 
latest  movements  of  the  Evil  Spirit  of  Untruth. 

ONE,  up  to  the  National  Convention  of  three  years  ago,  was  in  a 
most  apathetic  state,  resultant  of  a  lack  of  proper  national  control,  and 
the  moral  disinterestedness  of  its  members  locally.  The  society  locally 
in  many  institutions  was  used  for  most  dishonorable  purposes,  and  its 
members  in  many  instances  regarded  as  the  black  sheep  of  the  college 
world,  while  in  other  institutions  the  society  bore  itself  with  dignity 
equal  to  any  of  the  best  National  fraternities,  its  members  being  honor 
men  in  scholarship  and  general  attainment  in  all  things  that  are  good. 

The  convention  of  three  years  ago,  and  that  of  last  year  has  been 
mending  the  grave  deficiencies  which  for  some  years  crept  into  the  organ- 
ization and  injured  its  former  good  name.  We  are  grateful  to  the  critics 
of  the  society,  both  within  and  without,  for  the  opportunity  afforded  by 
them,  to  permit  the  society  to  reform.  We  are  ready  to  admit  our 
guilt,  and  do  concede  that  generally  the  society  had  fallen  from  grace, 
although  we  can  not  believe  that  all  the  sinners  were  within  our  ranks 
and  all  the  saints  without.  We  have  had  our  saints  and  sinners,  and  our 
saints  are  condemned  and  contaminated  by  their  unfortunate  association 
with  the  sinners.  The  past  two  years  have  proven  that  under  an  author- 
itative central  government  using  the  most  strenuous  means,  that  the 
offenses  of  many  of  its  members  and  chapters  can  be  wiped  out  by  a 
successful  effort  for  future  good. 

We  conceive  that  there  can  be  no  better  way  of  proceeding  with  the 
reform  of  6  N  E  than  by  imitation  of  the  critics. 

Many  of  the  National  fraternities  prohibit  their  members  from  joining 
ONE.  This  movement  has  increased  during  the  past  five  years.  We 
venture  the  opinion  that  with  the  representation  of  the  society  on  the 
new  and  better  moral  lines,  that  these  prohibitions  will  be  removed,  and 
the  society  will  eventually  be  regarded  as  the  melting  pot  of  college  men 
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in  the  Sophomore  year.  A  melting  pot  for  the  men  who  having  passed 
out  of  their  Freshman  year  are  members  of  fraternities  or  have  remained 
neutral.  With  the  continued  growth  of  our  colleges,  the  men  are  scatter- 
ing to  their  own  sets,  and  getting  further  away  from  the  spirit  of  co-oper- 
ation so  manifest  in  our  smaller  institutions.  6  N  E  is  a  medium  by  which 
the  neutral  and  the  fraternity  man  will  meet  on  a  common  ground,  and 
better  understand  each  other  for  the  good  of  Alma  Mater,  and  incidentally 
to  furnish  the  newcomer  in  the  Freshman  year  with  a  proper  regard  for 
the  college  customs. 

0  N  E  is  a  Sophomore  society.  It  appeals  for  and  seeks  the  honorable 
and  righteous,  not  the  wicked  and  vicious.  ONE  stands  for  the  fostering 
of  a  better  understanding  of,  and  a  friendlier  interest  among  members  of 
the  Sophomore  Class,  a  cultivation  of  the  elements  of  all  fraternities, 
societies  and  neutrals  in  her  ranks  with  a  view  to  affecting  a  more  fra- 
ternal union  among  college  men.  Through  ONE  Alma  Mater  is  brought 
closer  to  the  student  and  the  student  closer  to  his  fellows. 

The  spirit  of  6  N  E  will  prevail  after  all  else  is  done.  Without  an 
organization  it  nourished;  with  an  organization  it  will  supremely  over- 
come all  its  evils  and  rise  to  the  dignity  of  a  great  Sophomore  society,  a 
position  it  justly  deserves. 


Another  fraternity  has  come  out  from  the  obscure  and 
unknown  past.  The  newcomer  is  the  women's  fraternity  of 
A  A  <J>,  which  was  founded  at  Georgia  Wesleyan  College  in  1851, 
but  which  has  remained  a  local  organization  until  five  years  ago. 
The  year  of  their  founding  antedates  that  of  K  A  0,  which  has 
always  been  considered  the  first  of  the  women's  Greek-letter 
fraternities,  by  nineteen  years.  This  makes  A  A  $  the  oldest 
women's  fraternity,  which  fact  is  dwelt  upon  with  considerable 
pride  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Adelphean.  In  summing  up  the 
progress  of  the  fraternity  we  quote  their  own  words : 

In  five  years  this  society  has  become  a  national  sorority  It  has 
held  three  national  conventions,  with  delegates  from  all  points.  It  has 
been  recognized  in  the  Sorority  Handbook.  It  now  numbers  six  live 
active  chapters  in  A  rank  colleges.  And  to  crown  the  whole,  on  the 
nineteenth  day  of  January,  1910,  A  A  d>  was  notified  of  its  admission  into 
the  National  Pan-Hellenic  Conference,  a  well  deserved  recognition  and 
honor.     *  *  * 

"What  is  a  Chapter  Anyway?"  is  the  title  of  an  editorial  in 
the  A  X  Quarterly,  which  contains  a  thought  for  both  under- 
graduate and  alumnus. 
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Is  the  individual  chapter  one  composed  of  its  active  members  alone, 
and  are  its  alumni  to  be  regarded  as  an  adjunct;  or  is  a  chapter  composed 
of  its  entire  alumni  and  undergraduate  body?  A  correct  solution  of 
this  question  will  perhaps  bring  to  the  realization  of  every  member  of  the 
fraternity  his  proper  location  and  sphere  of  duty  toward  his  individual 
chapter  and  the  fraternity  as  a  whole. 

Our  experience  and  observation  has  led  us  to  believe  that  if  the 
undergraduates  of  any  chapter  were  asked  this  question,  the  reply  would 
be  decidedly  that  they,  the  undergraduates,  were  the  chapter — it  is  they 
who  sustain  it,  it  is  they  who  are  grouped  together  in  one  body  and  bear 
its  name,  and  that  without  them  the  chapter  would  cease  to  exist.  The 
alumnus  if  asked  about  his  chapter  would  in  most  cases  consider  it  as 
composed  of  the  active  men  living  in  the  chapter  house  and  in  attendance 
at  his  university,  regarding  it  in  about  the  same  light  as  do  the  active 
men  themselves. 

But  how  about  it?  Are  they  both  not  wrong,  and  does  not  their 
mistake  account  in  a  large  measure  for  the  exaggerated  independence 
of  the  active  man  of  the  chapter  toward  the  alumnus,  and  for  the  indiffer- 
ence of  many  of  the  alumni  toward  the  active  chapter? 

We  believe  it  does;  and  therefore  that  if  the  theory  of  what  consti- 
tutes a  chapter  were  better  understood  by  both  undergraduates  and 
alumni,  great  advantages  and  benefits  would  accrue  to  both. 

As  we  perceive  it,  the  chapter  is  composed  of  all  of  its  initiates, 
whether  they  are  now  alumni  or  undergraduates,  in  residence  at  the 
chapter  house  or  not,  in  the  university  or  out  of  it,  or  wherever  they  may 
be.  The  chapter  name  is  borne  by  all  of  these;  they  each  contributed 
toward  obtaining  and  sustaining  the  chapter  house;  and  it  is  they  who 
own  it.  The  active  members  are  part  of  this  body,  but  they  have  the 
additional  duty  of  acting  also  as  the  trustees  of  the  chapter  as  a  whole, 
and  of  serving  as  an  executive  body  elected  by  those  members  of  the 
chapter  who  are  now  of  the  alumni.  It  is  the  duty  of  this  executive 
body  to  take  care  of  the  chapter's  property,  guard,  uphold,  and  further 
its  good  name,  and  in  obedience  to  the  rules  of  the  fraternity  and  chapter, 
to  elect  to  membership  new  men  who  are  to  serve  with  them  in  the 
maintenance  and  guardianship  of  the  chapter's  possessions.  The  simile 
of  a  corporation  may  be  used  to  advantage — the  stockholders  being 
the  entire  initiate  body,  and  the  directors  being  the  active  members, 
responsible  directly  to  the  stockholders. 

So  do  we  regard  the  constitution  of  our  chapters.  The  duties  devolv- 
ing therefor  upon  each  member  are  apparent.  It  is  for  the  alumnus  at 
all  times  to  take  an  active  interest  in  his  chapter,  to  aid  and  encourage 
the  active  men  in  every  way,  to  see  to  it  that  they  perform  their  tasks 
well  and  uphold  the  good  name  of  the  chapter. 

Upon  the  undergraduates,  the  fact  that  they  are  not  the  sole  owners 
but  only  the  trustees  of  the  entire  chapter  should  make  them  keenly 
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sensitive  toward  their  duties  as  such.  They  should  keep  their  alumni 
continuously  informed  in  regard  to  the  current  affairs  of  the  chapter; 
they  should  ask  for  and  consider  carefully  the  advice  and  suggestions 
offered  by  the  alumni;  but  above  all  should  guard  well  and  faithfully 
the  chapter's  good  name  and  keep  its  membership  roll  filled  with  men  of 
the  highest  character  and  integrity. 

It  is  in  this  way  we  would  have  our  philosophy  of  what  constitutes 
a  fraternity  chapter  understood.  If  so  understood  and  acted  upon,  we 
feel  that  it  would  result  in  the  greatest  good  for  all  concerned. 


Z  XV,  one  of  the  very  conservative  fraternities,  appears  to  have 
entered  upon  a  period  of  expansion  and  is  entering  those  big 
state  universities,  where  those  fraternities  who  saw  the  possibilities 
of  these  schools  years  ago,  have  built  up  their  strongest  chapters. 
Last  year  the  University  of  Illinois  was  entered  and  this  fall  a 
chapter  will  be  placed  in  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  The 
local  at  Wisconsin  is  but  a  year  old,  but  has  already  taken  a 
lease  upon  the  old  Alpha  Tau  Omega  house  at  a  yearly  rental  of 
$1,200.

Under  the  heading,  "Kappa  Sigma's  Alleged  Antiquity," 
the  <P  A  0  Scroll  asks  to  be  "shown"  why  K  2  claims  Bologna  as 
its  birthplace.  The  editor  of  the  Caduceus  does  not  condescend 
to  answer,  except  by  a  sentence  to  the  effect  that  it  is  none  of 
anybody's  business.  Nevertheless,  it  has  puzzled  many  others 
how  the  fraternity  was  transplanted  from  Italy  to  America,  and 
as  a  simple  matter  of  fraternity  history  the  point  is  very  vital, 
especially  to  those  fraternities  founded  at  Union  College  in  the 
twenties.  However,  it  seems  to  concern  them  very  little.  The 
following  is  the  Scroll's  article: 

The  K  I  Caduceus  continues  to  publish  articles  about  the  University 
of  Bologna,  with  intimations  that  K  I  was  founded  there  five  centuries 
ago.  The  March  issue  contains  an  article  about  the  university  in  1403, 
"When  Bologna  Taught  the  World,"  giving  "A  Vivid  Picture  of  Student 
Life  in  the  Days  When  Kappa  Sigma  Was  Young."  The  frontispiece 
is  a  portrait  of  Baldassare  Cossa,  a  cardinal,  who,  when  a  student,  attended 
the  university.  Whether  or  not  he  was  a  Kappa  Sigma  is  not  stated, 
but  we  are  promised  "more  of  him  anon."  It  is  well  to  remember  that 
K  I  has  never  offered  the  slightest  proof  that  it  was  founded  in  Europe 
during  the  middle  ages.  If  there  is  any  basis  for  the  assertion,  some 
evidence  should  be  furnished,  some  historical  references  cited,  and  some 
explanation  made  of  how  the  fraternity  was  transplanted  to  the  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia  in  1869  when  K  I  originated  there. 

The  manual  of  K  I  throws  no  light  on  the  subject.  Admitting  that 
K  2  ever  existed  in  Europe,  where  are  its  European  chapters  and  members 
now?  Are  they  all  dead,  or  were  they  all  dead  in  1869?  Those  who 
write  about  Bologna  say  nothing  about  the  existence  of  K  I  there  now 
or  in  recent  centuries,  and  nothing  about  European  members  who  were 
alive  when  K  I  made  its  appearance  in  this  country.  How  did  K  I  get 
here?  Can  the  Virginia  chapter  produce  a  charter  from  any  European 
source?  If  so,  when  and  where  was  it  signed  and  who  signed  it?  If  K  I 
holds  such  a  charter  the  manual  does  not  mention  it,  nor  does  any  other 
account  of  the  fraternity  that  has  been  published. 

The  absence  of  any  evidence  forces  the  conclusion  that  K  I  has 
none    to    present.      The    surviving    founders    might    come    forward    with 
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some  sort  of  an  explanation,  but  they  have  never  enlightened  a  waiting 
world.  The  manual  says  that  the  origin  of  K  I  is  shrowded  in  tradition 
and  legend,  like  Masonry.  Doubtless  it  is  if  the  order  was  founded 
during  mediaeval  times.  But  it  seems  that  the  fraternity  is  also  trying 
to  shrowd  its  origin  in  Virginia  in  tradition  and  legend.  That  was  too 
recent  to  talk  about  tradition,  and  unless  the  founders,  of  whom  several 
are  yet  living,  make  an  explanation  or  somebody  makes  a  statement  for 
them,  no  one  outside  of  K  I  will  believe  that  it  had  any  antecedents 
older  than  those  who  were  students  at  Virginia  forty  years  ago. 

The  editor  of  the  Caduceus  thinks  that  this  is  none  of  our  business. 
Well,  it  is  our  business  when  K  I  seeks  to  derive  the  advantage  of  prestige 
by  its  claim  to  be  centuries  older  than  all  other  college  fraternities.  It 
can  not  expect  its  unsupported  claim  to  rest  unchallenged.  The  challenge 
has  been  made  before,  but  all  that  K  I  has  said  was  that  it  was  presump- 
tion for  anybody  to  question  its  assertion.  Until  proofs  are  adduced, 
college  men  will  no  more  accept  an  unproven  statement  that  K  I,  was 
founded  in  Italy  500  years  ago  than  the  world  accepted  Dr.  Cook's  claim 
that  he  discovered  the  north  pole  after  he  had  opportunity  to  present 
his  proofs  and  failed  to  do  so. 

X  0  has  long  contended  that  it  was  founded  in  1824,  which,  if  true, 
would  make  it  older  than  K  A,  which  was  founded  in  1825,  and  which  is 
recognized  as  the  oldest  of  intercollegiate  secret  fraternities.  Of  late 
an  order  named  I  II  has  claimed  to  have  been  founded  in  1752,  which, 
if  true,  would  make  it  older  than  0  B  K,  which  was  founded  in  1776, 
and  which  is  known  as  the  oldest  college  Greek-letter  society.  The 
fraternity  world  has  never  acknowledged  the  claims  of  either  X  0  or  I  U 
and  will  never  acknowledge  the  far  more  extravagant  claim  of  K  I 
unless  some  sort  of  proof  is  exhibited. 

■+- 
Boston  University,  with  an  enrollment  of  more  than  1400  student 
members,  has  less  than  70  men  in  her  undergraduate  department  as 
against  366  women  in  same  department.  Other  schools  are  medicine, 
law  and  theology.  Fraternities  are:  6  A  X,  B  6  II  and  I  A  E.  The 
latter  draws  her  men  entirely  from  the  departments  of  law  and  theology. 
The  first  two  named  are  confined  to  the  college  proper.  Sororities: 
K  K  r,  E  0  B,  A  A  A,  II  B  0  and  I  K.— Sigma  Nu  Delta.

There  are  at  least  eight  college  fraternity  clubs  in  New  York  City. 
The  St.  Anthony  club  of  A  V  is  at  29  East  28th  Street;  the  St.  Elmo  club 
of  A  0  at  105  West  43d  Street;  the  A  A  0  club  at  136  West  144th  Street; 
the  6  A  X  club  at  1424  Broadway;  the  B  0  77  club  at  46  East  25th  Street; 
the  0  E  A  club  at  34  West  44th  Street;  the  A'  I  club  at  304  West  58th 
Street;  the  J  T  A  club  at  66  West  36th  Street.  The  last  four  clubs  have 
been  established  within  the  last  three  years. 

Then,  why  not  an  A  T  Q  club? 
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A  strong  local  society  at  Albion  College  disbanded  last  fall,, 
and  many  of  its  members  affiliated  with  2  N.

A  Y  is  considering  amending  its  constitution  so  that  charters 
may  be  granted  to  petitioning  societies  by  unanimous  vote  in  the 
first  two  years  of  application,  and  by  a  seven-eighths  vote  any 
succeeding  year. 

■+- 

In  a  quarter  of  a  century  the  number  of  members  enrolled  in  the 
national  fraternities  has  risen  from  72.000  to  almost  270,000  (of  these 
30,000  are  women).  The  undergraduate  membership  in  a  normal  year 
now  ranges  between  30,000  and  35,000;  and  of  the  more  than  1,700 
branches  or  chapters  of  these  societies,  1,100  own  or  rent  houses,  which 
at  a  conservative  estimate  are  valued  at  more  than  $8,000,000.  The 
fraternity  has  ceased  to  be  an  amusement  and  has  become  an  institution. 
— New  York  Evening  Post.

According  to  the  $  K  W  Shield,  twenty-five  of  $  K  *F's 
active  chapters  live  in  houses  "owned  by  the  chapter  or  by  an 
incorporated  association  of  alumni;  fifteen  chapters  living  in 
rented  houses ;  and  four  chapters  neither  owning  nor  renting.  In 
1902  but  two  per  cent,  of  our  chapters  were  housed  in  their  own 
property,  and  only  seventy-seven  per  cent,  were  occupying 
houses." 

Twenty-three  of  the  thirty-eight  chapters  of  A  T  either  own 
or  are  building  houses. 

Of  the  fifty-seven  chapters  of  $  T  A,  twenty-four  own  their 
houses  and  twenty-four  rent.

Fire  has  recently  destroyed  a  number  of  fraternity  houses. 
$  T  A  lost  houses  at  Indiana  and  Tennessee  this  spring,  K  2 
at  Missouri  and  S  A  E,  its  newly  purchased  house  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania.

Scholarship  deterioration  is  a  frequent  refrain  in  the  present  day 
criticism  of  our  colleges.  While  we  would  in  no  way  belittle  true  scholar- 
ship, we  confess  to  being  somewhat  amused  at  the  almost  hysterical 
note  this  cry  takes  at  times.     Is  it  quite  sane  to  compare  the  average 
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scholarship  of  to-day  with  that  of  fifty  years  ago,  when  to-day  college  is 
a  matter  of  course  for  every  boy,  and  most  girls,  who  can  afford  it,  while 
then  it  was  only  the  so-thought  particularly  gifted  who  entered  college 
halls?  Can  any  one  be  found  to  maintain  that  the  grade  records  of  an 
institution  are  any  true  criterion  of  the  scholarship  of  its  students?  Yet, 
many  of  these  criticisms  are  based  entirely  on  such  records,  while  any 
one  at  all  familiar  with  college  life  knows  that  high  grades  are  often  the 
result  of  "midnight  crams,"  while  a  student,  deeply  interested  in  a 
subject,  reading  widely  along  lines  opened  up  by  the  particular  course, 
and  carrying  into  after  life  a  continued  love  and  interest  in  the  subject, 
may  have  only  average  or  perhaps  even  mediocre  grades.  Which 
stands  for  scholarship,  the  cram  and  high  grade  or  the  average  grade  and 
a  continued  interest  in  the  subject?  Grades  do  not  necessarily  mean 
excellence  in  study  which  is  also  a  thing  quite  apart  from  real  scholarship. 
Our  colleges  may  in  their  inception  have  been  primarily  for  the 
training  of  intellectual  leaders,  for  the  encouragement  of  thinkers  and 
experimenters,  who,  in  advance  of  the  thought  of  the  age,  raised  the 
nation's  ideals.  To-day  the  unanimous  ideal — if  we  can  trust  the  words 
of  our  educators — is  that  a  college  shall  train  for  effective  citizenship. 
Is  there  any  community  where  the  venerated  scholar,  the  recluse  student, 
is  listed  among  the  most  effective  citizens?  College  life  at  its  best  is  a 
life  apart,  and  four  of  the  most  impressionable  years  of  life  spent  in  this 
apart  college  community  makes  necessary  some  effort  for  adjustment 
to  one's  place  afterward  as  a  part  of  the  every  day  life  of  the  real  world. 
Will  the  student  who  at  college  does  nothing  but  study  be  the  most 
skillful  or  the  most  quick  to  become  an  effective  unit  of  real  life?  Yet, 
if  taxed  with  his  non-participation  in  college  activities,  he  will  generally 
confess  it  is  a  choice  between  a  fine  record  as  a  scholar  or  a  reputation 
for  usefulness  in  college  life.  Can  a  university  that  boasts  of  training 
citizens  reconcile  its  ideal  with  scholarship  attained  at  such  cost?  To-day, 
not  one's  own  success  but  one's  service  is  the  measure  of  a  successful 
life.  Is  it  possible  for  the  average  person — and  in  the  present  college 
constituency  we  deal  with  average  people — to  excel  in  any  one  line 
except  at  the  expense  of  other  phases  of  life?  College  is  primarily  a 
place  to  learn,  but  all  learning  is  not  found  in  books  and  class-rooms, 
and  no  system  of  measurement  will  really  measure  learning,  to  say  nothing 
of  scholarship.  The  many  demands  of  the  complex  life  of  to-day  are 
hard  to  meet  adequately;  just  as  soon  as  the  pursuit  of  knowledge  forces 
one  to  relinquish  other  phases  of  life  it  is  time  (unless  you  be  one  of  the 
rare  genuises  destined  to  lead  the  life  apart  for  the  good  of  future  man- 
kind) to  call  a  halt,  though  it  be  to  destroy  one's  chances  for  scholarship 
honors.  Scholarship  like  anything  else  can  be  acquired  at  too  great  a 
cost.  We  have  but  to  compare  the  undergraduate  scholarship  records 
of  alumni  of  whom  any  college  is  proud,  with  the  citizenship  records 
of  alumni  who  were  prize  undergraduate  scholars,  to  demonstrate  beyond 
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cavil  that  undergraduate  scholarship  records  are  no  criterion  of  a  uni- 
versity's successful  work  for  its  ideal  of  effective  citizenship. 

We  urge  upon  our  college  members  serious  study,  earnest,  hard  work,, 
which  means  sane  scholarship,  not  high  grades.  So  often  the  girl  whose 
scholarship  is  the  boast  of  the  chapter  so  obviously  lacks  those  things 
which  the  world  rightly  deems  as  essential  results  of  a  college  education 
that  claims  to  make  effective  members  of  society.  Appeals  for  higher 
scholarship  usually  reach  the  very  students  who  need  other  things  while 
passing  over  the  heads  of  the  more  careless  students  whose  scholarship 
might  be  improved  without  serious  loss  to  their  development  along  other 
lines.  But  after  all,  most  of  the  world  is  already  too  serious,  and  it  is 
only  after  years  out  of  college  that  the  true  significance  of  college  days 
can  be  justly  gauged — and  scholarship  grades  will  play  a  small  part  in 
that  estimate. 

The  ideal  of  a  college's  purpose,  the  constituency  of  the  college 
and  the  methods  of  to-day  are  all  against  high  scholarship  grades.  In- 
deed, it  is  perhaps  more  just  to  say  scholarship  is  unrelated  to  grades 
in  these  days  when  pressure  of  large  classes  forces  the  formal  examina- 
tion as  the  teacher's  sole  knowledge  of  what  his  students  are  studying 
and  when  we  have  come  to  estimate  the  value  of  a  life  by  its  usefulness 
rather  than  by  its  distinction  or  fame.  The  scholarship  critics  should 
become  acquainted  with  the  real  students,  whose  work  they  criticise 
from  records,  and  bear  in  mind  the  present  aim  of  college  so  concisely 
stated  by  President  Lowell  in  his  inaugural  address: 

"College  duty  is  to  give  freedom  of  thought,  breadth  of  outlook  and 
training  for  citizenship.  College  should  enable  a  student  to  master  one 
subject,  thus  giving  him  accuracy  of  thought,  and  it  ought  to  enable 
him  to  become  acquainted  with  the  methods  of  many  subjects  so  that 
no  department  of  thought  will  be  a  sealed  book  to  him." — Kappa  Alpha 
Theta. 


The  Michigan  Inter-Sorority  Conference  decided  at  the  last  meeting 
that  next  year  the  different  sororities  will  have  a  common  initiation  day 
as  far  as  possible.  This  will  enable  all  the  old  girls  to  see  each  other  and 
in  many  ways  will  be  more  convenient  than  the  old  way. — Anchora  of 
Delta  Gamma. 


2  X  will  erect  a  memorial  chapter  house  at  Miami.  B  6  II 
and  4>  A  ©,  the  other  members  of  the  Miami  triad,  are  located  in 
the  vicinity.  It  is  intended  to  make  the  house  a  depository  for 
all  those  things  which  have  either  a  historical  or  sentimental 
interest  to  members  of  21  X.  The  exemplification  of  the  ritual 
as  given  here  is  to  be  the  most  perfect  and  standard  for  the 
fraternity. 
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The  official  chapter  roll  of  ONE  shows  thirty-six  active 
chapters.  A  perusal  of  the  list  makes  it  evident  that  there  are 
existent  not  only  a  large  number  of  unofficial  chapters,  but  also 
that  in  several  of  the  schools  ci edited  with  chapters  the  action  of 
faculty  or  students  has  destroyed  all  semblance  of  any  chapter. 
The  society  is  willing  and  also  anxious  to  absorb  all  illegal  chapters, 
if  application  be  made  through  the  proper  channels. 


We  reprint  with  pleasure  an  editorial  from  Phi  Gamma 
Delta.  The  term  "barb"  is  ill-sounding  to  say  the  least  and  a 
little  charity  in  speaking  of  our  aliens  will  benefit  us  more  than 
them. 

At  some  time  in  the  unidentified  fraternity  past,  an  unremembered 
wit,  with  a  tongue  more  clever  than  kindly,  applied  the  designation 
"barbarian"  to  all  those  in  the  college  world  who  did  not  wear  Greek 
symbols.  Like  many  another  jibe,  the  name  stuck,  and  "barbarian" 
it  remains  to  this  day,  except  when  it  is  contracted  into  "barb."  A  few 
brave  spirits  who  are  thus  classified  exult  in  the  title,  but  when  applied 
to  the  average  college  youth  the  appelation  is  the  refinement  of  cruelty. 

Just  now  it  is  a  popular  comment  that  fraternities  are  on  trial  The 
present  writer  has  tended  to  the  view  that  college  fraternities  were  never 
so  securely  entrenched  as  at  this  moment;  but  it  is  certain,  if  fraternities 
are  in  a  probationary  stage,  the  chief  charge  that  can  be  made  against 
them  is  that  they  lack  true  democracy.  Their  scholastic  problems 
they  are  taking  in  hand  with  results  as  satisfactory  as  they  are  prompt. 
In  their  moral  influence,  at  the  very  worst,  there  is  as  much  helpful  as 
there  is  hurtful       Can  the  same  be  said  of  their  social  influence? 

An  esoteric  organization  which  refers  to  those  outside  its  charmed 
— and  self  chosen — circle  as  "barbarians"  is  in  need  of  some  enlighten- 
ment itself.  As  a  social  organization,  the  fraternity  is  perfectly  proper 
and  normal.  It  recognizes  the  natural  tendency  of  human  nature  to 
form,  for  the  purpose  of  close  association,  comparatively  small  groups; 
and  the  definite  formation  of  these  groups  is  of  inestimable  value  to  its 
members,  not  only  in  the  friendships  formed,  but  in  the  co-operative 
endeavor  during  the  college  years.  If  the  fraternity  group  is  formed 
naturally  and  properly,  it  is  formed  on  the  basis  of  congenial  personalities, 
and  identity  of  ideals  and  purposes.  But  when  a  group  is  formed,  let 
us  remember  that  the  man  on  the  outside  is  merely  different,  not  inferior. 
No  stigma  attaches  to  difference.  And  if,  perchance,  in  certain  individual 
cases,  our  unbiased  judgment  gives  us  a  feeling  of  superiority  on  any 
ground,  let  us  remember  that  culture  was  one  of  the  chief  characteristics 
of  the  Greeks,  and  that  "the  highest  culture  is  to  speak  no  ill." 
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There  will  always  be  "non-fraternity"  men,  "outside"  men,  "inde- 
pendent" men — however  they  may  be  called,  but  may  the  day  speedily 
come  when  no  man  in  the  wide  college  brotherhood  will  have  to  bear 
the  opprobrious  epithet  of  "barbarian." — Phi  Gamma  Delta. 


An  interesting  solution  of  the  affiliation  problem  has  been 
offered  by  2  X.  The  conditions  existing  at  Michigan  are  present 
in  all  of  our  large  universities,  and  2  X  has  evidently  solved  its 
problem  to  her  own  satisfaction. 

The  affiliation  problem  which  has  grown  up  in  the  larger  universities 
all  over  the  country  has  been  solved,  it  is  thought,  at  the  University  of 
Michigan. 

An  organization  which  is  called  the  "Michigan  Group  of  I  X'1  has 
been  formed  there,  which  is  composed  of  the  I  X's  from  other  chapters 
who  are  not  active  members  of  6  6  chapter.  The  "Michigan  Group," 
at  the  present  time,  has  twelve  members  on  its  chapter  roll. 

Last  year  there  were  twenty-three  non-active  Sigs  in  the  university 
not  affiliated  with  the  local  chapter.  To  affiliate  such  a  large  number  of 
men  would  mean  that  the  chapter  would  lose  most  of  its  local  identity, 
and  would  be  composed  for  the  most  part  of  I  X's  from  other  chapters. 
On  the  other  hand,  if  the  chapter  affiliates  one  man  it  ought  to  do  the 
same  with  all.  They  are  all  Sigs  and  entitled  to  the  same  rights  and 
privileges. 

Consequently  the  only  practical  way  out  of  the  difficulty  was  the 
organization  of  a  sort  of  associate  chapter,  to  whose  roll  only  non-active 
Sigs  in  the  University  of  Michigan  are  eligible.  The  local  chapter,  on 
its  part,  has  agreed  not  to  affiliate  any  Sigs,  but  all  desiring  affiliation 
are  to  be  enrolled  as  members  of  the  "Michigan  Group  of  I  X." — Sigma 
Chi  Quarterly. 


<E>  K  *F  and  K  2  have  recently  adopted  a  coat  of  arms  and 
X  Q  a  seal.  0  A  X,  dissatisfied  with  its  coat  of  arms,  has  im- 
proved upon  the  former  one. 


A  W  has  begun  the  erection  of  a  $75,000  house  at  the  Uni- 
versity  of   Pennsylvania. 

Of  the  twenty-one  fraternities  at  the  University  of  Virginia, 
A  *F  is  the  only  one  owning  its  house.  Fourteen  live  in  rented 
houses. 
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At  the  sixty-second  annual  convention  of  @  A  X,  held  in 
Chicago,  February  19th  to  22nd,  there  was  present  Andrew  H. 
Green,  Union,  '49,  the  sole  surviving  founder  of  the  fraternity. 


2  A  E  reports  the  death  of  the  last  of  her  founders,  Colonel 
John  B.  Rudolph,  who  died  in  April.  It  is  recorded  that  he 
selected  the  emblem  of  the  badge  of  the  fraternity. 


3>  r  A  has  recently  placed  a  stone  upon  the  grave  of  Daniel 
W.  Crofts,  and  now  has  marked  the  graves  of  each  of  her  six 
founders  with  a  suitable  memorial. 


We  often  wonder  just  why  a  "lost  bid"  is  always  such  a  skeleton  in 
the  fraternity  closet.  You  offer  the  privilege  of  membership  only  to 
those  you  consider  worthy  of  the  honor,  and  if  for  various  and  sundry 
reasons  the  prospective  member  finds  another  society  more  congenial, 
have  you  lowered  your  standards  any  because  you  desired  a  worthy 
person? 

It  would  be  absurd  to  proclaim  defeat  from  the  housetops,  yet  this 
wrong  conception  may  work  harm  within  any  fraternity.  Too  often 
this  aspect  is  made  the  dominant  force  in  the  final  decision.  The  chapter 
that  never  "lost  a  bid"  probably  does  not  exist  and  such  a  stagnant 
condition  could  not  work  well  in  the  long  run — wholesome  competition 
is  good  for  all  of  us  and  nothing  risked  is  generally  nothing  gained. — 
Alpha  Phi  Quarterly. 


A  X  Q  must  be  complimented  upon  the  stand  she  has  taken 
in  the  matter  of  scholarship.  Under  the  heading,  "The  Real 
Issue,"  the  following  editorial  appeared  in  the  Lyre: 

In  the  last  few  years  the  fraternity  world  has  heard  a  great  deal 
about  scholarship,  both  from  within  and  without  the  circle.  This  at 
least  is  an  encouraging  sign — it  demonstrates  the  awakening  of  a  rather 
dormant  conscience.  Scholarship  funds  have  been  started — and  realized, 
rewards  have  been  offered  for  high  scholastic  attainment,  reports  from 
deans  and  inspectors  have  been  instituted,  all  of  which  is  the  working 
out  of  the  encouraging  sign,  and  yet — the  one  thing  which  above  all 
■others,    and   with   far   speedier   results,    would   bring   better   scholarship

into  the  fraternity  and  with  it,  a  solution  of  the  majority  of  present 
difficulties,  is  met  with  averted  face.  Farther  than  "going  on  record 
as  favoring  Sophomore  initiation"  no  one  seems  willing  to  go.  This 
may  be  owing  to  the  fact  that  no  one  fraternity  believes  itself  strong 
enough  to  take  the  stand  alone.  The  National  Pan-Hellenic,  if  it  had 
legislative  powers,  as  we  believe  it  should  have,  would  be  the  rational 
body  to  decide  the  matter,  but  as  it  can  only  "recommend,"  the  initiative 
must  come  from  some  fraternity  within  that  body.  If  it  does  not, 
ultimate  action  will  surely  proceed  from  the  university  authorities,  and 
that  day  will  not  be  long  in  coming.  No  doubt,  Sophomore  initiation 
would  result  in  the  "survival  of  the  fittest,"  yet  if  we  can  not  number 
ourselves  among  the  latter,  do  we  care  to  exist? 

A  X  Q  allows  fifty  per  cent,  of  her  membership  to  be  drawn  from  the 
Affiliated  Music  Schools,  with  a  12-hour  requirement.  It  will,  therefore, 
readily  be  seen  that  Sophomore  pledging  would  threaten  her  existence 
more  than  that  of  the  others  whose  membership  is  limited  to  the  College 
of  Liberal  Arts.  Nevertheless,  those  in  the  fraternity  who  are  well 
versed  with  its  problems  and  in  touch  with  the  National  movement, 
believe  thoroughly  in  Sophomore  initiation,  so  thoroughly  they  will  ask 
others  in  the  National  Pan-Hellenic  to  join  A  X  Q  in  putting  it  into  active 
operation.  The  first  year  will  no  doubt  demand  the  backing  of  each 
Grand  Treasury  and  sincerely  loyal  alumnae.  After  that  the  fraternity 
would  feel  the  effects  of  a  more  stable  foundation  in  development  along 
the  lines  of  its  ideals,  not  against  them,  as  is  too  frequently  the  case  at 
present. 


A  new  sorority  called  J    Z  was  organized  at   De   Pauw  University 
last  May. — The  American  College. 


Perhaps  no  two  men  receive  the  same  amount  or  the  same  kind  of 
benefit  from  their  undergraduate  life  in  the  fraternity;  each  graduate 
must  make  his  own  inventory.  But  everyone  who  has  put  the  least  of 
affection  and  work  into  his  fraternity  is  conscious  as  he  leaves  the  college 
that  he  carries  something  with  him,  in  both  heart  and  mind  that  the 
college  without  the  fraternity  could  not  have  given  him;  and  he  knows 
that  it  has  a  lasting  quality  because  it  has  become  a  part  of  him. 

The  Charge  life  is  a  leveler  of  ranks,  a  purifier  of  prejudices,  a  refiner 
of  character,  a  polisher  of  personality  and  strengthener  of  manhood. 
One  fellow,  a  little  snobbish,  is  effectively  pared  down  to  his  real  worth; 
another,  a  little  diffident,  is  trained  to  geniality  and  companionship; 
another,  a  little  crude  and  boisterous,  is  toned  down  to  gentlemanliness; 
another,  inclined  to  conceit,  is  manipulated  into  normal  proportions; 
the  timid  one  gains  assurance;  the  assertive  one  learns  that  others  have 
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opinions;  every  one  of  them  learns  a  friendship  that  is  free  from  sham 
or  pretense  and  a  comradeship  that  depends  upon  worth.  The  fraternity 
searches  out  the  men  of  merit,  it  looks  below  the  surface  to  discover  the 
"making  of  a  fraternity  man"  and  sets  to  work  to  remove  the  super- 
ficialities and  bring  out  the  more  genuine  manliness.  It  has  been  a 
priceless  experience  to  us  to  see  the  sizing  up  of  candidates  or  likely 
material,  to  hear  young  fellows  debate  the  real  underlying  worth  of  the 
new  college  men  and  their  fitness  for  the  fraternity's  honor,  seeking  all 
the  time  to  get  below  the  surface  to  find  not  so  much  what  the  man  is, 
but  what  the  fraternity  can  make  of  him.  Our  own  fraternity  owes 
the  loyal  work  of  some  of  its  best  men  to  this  kind  of  discrimination, 
because  they  were  elected  not  on  the  ground  of  any  achieved  distinction, 
but  of  potential  worth.  Such  a  training  is  worth  much  to  the  young 
graduate  who  goes  out  among  men  of  the  world  to  take  up  his  share  of 
responsibility;  for  the  large  measure  of  his  real  success  will  depend  upon 
his  estimate  of  other  men.  If  he  can  choose  his  friends  and  associates 
in  business  and  society  with  the  same  care  that  he  helped  choose  his 
brethren  in  the  Charge,  he  will  do  wisely. — Shield  of  Theta  Delta  Chi.

Let  the  opponents  of  fraternities  rave.     An  act  of  charity 
covers  a  multitude  of  sins.     What  can  be  more  commendable 
than  the  act  of  Y  <J>  B's  Denver  chapter?     Surely  the  scope  of  a 
college  fraternity  is  becoming  wider,  its  interests  less  selfish. 

Each  new  year  adds  to  us  who  are  out  of  college,  but  still  interested 
vitally  in  college  and  sorority  affairs,  that  blessed  assurance  of  the  growth 
of  toleration  in  our  own  sorority,  and  not  only  toleration,  but  far  better 
and  more  encouraging,  that  broadening  of  the  sympathy  with  those 
outside  our  sorority,  without  which  all  sorority  life  is  utterly  valueless. 
We  are  glad  to  note  in  this  current  letter  from  our  6  (Denver)  chapter 
that  even  while  they  are  bending  every  effort  to  get  together  a  building 
fund  for  a  new  chapter  house,  they  are  setting  aside  a  sum  from  their 
annual  play  to  start  in  the  university  afl  5  scholarship  fund  for  needy 
students.      Could  anything  be  more  commendable?

Under  convention  instructions,  2  X's  executive  committee  is 
working  on  a  scheme  for  fraternity  accounting  and  uniform  chapter 
accounting  and  membership  records.

II    K    A    has    withdrawn    from    West    Virginia    University, 
Cumberland     University,     Wofford     University     and     Roanoke. 
With  the  going  of  II  K  A  Roanoke  lost  the  last  of  her  Greek-letter 
societies. 
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Kansas  State  University  enrolls  2,500  students  the  present 
year.  Fraternities :  B  &  II,  $  A  0,  $  T  A,  2  X,  2,A  E,  $  K  W, 
A  T  Q,  and  2  N.  Baker  University,  Kansas,  with  more  than 
1,000  students,  supports  two  fraternities:  K  2  and  ATA. 
Neither  of  these  two  fraternities  are  at  the  State  University. 


2  N  has  become  house  owners  at  Ohio  State  University, 
William  Jewell  College,  Georgia  School  of  Technology,  Bethany 
College  and  Northwestern  University.  Other  chapters  expecting 
to  build  within  the  year  are:     Cornell,  Lehigh  and  Montana. 


2  A  E  expects  soon  to  publish  a  complete  history  of  the 
fraternity.  Much  time  and  money  has  already  been  expended  on 
this  work.  The  following  extract  from  the  war  history  of  the 
fraternity  is  interesting: 

Nearly  400  young  men  in  I  A  E,  a  fraternity  organized  but  five 
years  before  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War,  with  a  membership  of  less  than 
500,  took  part  in  that  war.  Kentucky,  where  the  fraternity  had  two 
chapters,  and  Tennessee,  where  it  had  three,  gave  as  many  soldiers  to 
the  Union  army  as  to  the  Confederate.  But  most  of  our  men  were 
Southerners  and  they  fought  for  that  which  they  had  been  taught  to 
revere.  There  were  400  of  these  men,  and  from  them  came  ten  generals, 
eighteen  colonels,  twelve  adjutants,  twelve  majors,  fifty  captains,  thirty 
lieutenants.      What  a  record! 

Georgia  77  is  in  the  history.  The  chapter  which  went  to  war,  the 
chapter  which  heard  the  roll  beat  of  the  drum  in  the  night,  and  under 
the  stars  marched  away  from  the  old  military  school  to  the  battlefield. — 
Record  of  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon. 


The  chapter  house  system  of  the  University  of  Maine  is  interesting, 
and  is  believed  to  be  unique  in  some  ways. 

The  first  step  in  the  evolution  of  the  system  at  Maine  was  as  early  as 
1876,  when  the  Orono  chapter  of  Q.  T.  V. — now  the  Q  M  chapter  of 
<P  r  A — asked  and  received  permission  from  the  trustees  to  build  a  chapter 
hall  on  the  campus.  A  small  two-story  wooden  building  was  built 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  that  year,  largely  with  the  labor  of 
zealous  members  of  the  chapter.  This  hall  was  burned  in  1901.  For  a 
number  of  years  the  university  used  the  lower  floor  for  recitation  purposes, 
paying  rent  to  the  chapter. 
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In  1886  the  members  of  the  University  of  Maine  chapter  of  B  0  II 
leased  a  house  that  had  just  been  vacated  by  a  member  of  the  faculty, 
this  being  the  property  of  the  university.  For  some  years  after  the 
opening  of  the  institution  it  had  served  as  the  president's  house,  and  in 
it  were  born  three  sons  who  later  were  initiated  into  B  6  II  in  the  very 
house  in  which  they  first  saw  the  light.  This  was  the  first  chapter  house 
in  the  State  of  Maine,  and  it  is  still  occupied  as  a  chapter  house,  although 
moved  from  the  original  location  several  years  ago  in  order  to  make 
way  for  a  new  Beta  house. 

At  the  request  of  the  local  chapter  of  K  I,  the  trustees  of  the  univer- 
sity, in  1896,  built  a  house  for  it,  at  a  cost  of  about  $8,000,  using  for  this 
purpose  certain  accumulated  interest  that  was  available  at  that  time. 
In  1908  the  trustees  loaned  $4,000  toward  the  erection  of  a  house  for 
Q.  T.  V. — now  $  T  A.  Provision  was  made  in  both  cases  for  the  payment 
of  the  loan,  the  title  of  the  house  in  each  case  to  vest  in  the  university 
until   the  final   payment  was  made. 

The  University  of  Maine  is  located  in  a  town  of  about  3,500  inhabi- 
tants, and  is  a  mile  from  the  village.  There  is  only  one  men's  dormitory, 
which  will  accommodate  about  seventy-five  or  eighty.  Although  the 
number  of  students  increased  rapidly,  beginning  with  the  middle  nineties, 
no  funds  have  been  available  for  additional  dormitory  accommodations 
until  the  present  time;  plans  are  now  made  to  begin  another  dormitory 
next  spring.  As  accommodations  in  the  town  of  Orono  were  limited,, 
the  problem  of  housing  the  students  was  a  perplexing  one,  and  to  that 
fact  is  due  the  action  in  connection  with  loans  for  the  K  I  and  0  T  J 
houses. 

As  the  number  of  students  increased,  there  were  additional  frater- 
nities formed  whose  members  were  anxious  to  build,  but  they  were  without 
alumni  in  sufficient  number  or  with  sufficient  means  to  furnish  the  funds 
required.  In  view  of  the  pressure  for  student  accommodations,  the 
trustees  of  the  university  secured  the  passage  of  a  bill  by  the  State 
legislature  of  1903  which  authorized  them  to  guarantee  loans  made  for 
the  erection  of  fraternity  houses  on  the  campus.  By  taking  advantage 
of  the  opportunities  thus  provided,  six  houses  were  built  in  six  years,, 
at  a  total  cost  of  about  $75,000. 

There  are  at  present  at  the  University  of  Maine  eleven  chapter 
houses,  nine  on  the  campus  and  two  in  the  village  of  Orono.  These  houses 
accommodate  about  three  hundred  men,  a  trifle  more  than  half  of  the 
total  number  of  men  undergraduates.  All  of  the  fraternities  run  boarding 
clubs  in  their  houses,  and  most  of  them,  although  not  all,  employ  matrons. 
The  rivalry  between  the  fraternities  is  keen,  although  not  bitter.  There 
has  been  enough  good  material  so  that  the  younger  fraternities  have  met 
with  a  symbolic  reception  from  the  older  ones. — The  American  College. 
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Over  4,000  flunks  were  registered  against  the  students  for 
the  first  semester  of  1910,  which,  proportionately,  means  a  flunk 
for  nearly  every  student.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  "con." 
system  has  been  done  away  with,  a  larger  number  of  students  have 
failed  in  their  various  subjects. 


The  history  of  the  early  years  of  fraternity  life  at  Nebraska,  when 
related  by  those  who  knew  its  joys  and  pathos,  sounds  like  a  Rex  Beach 
novel.  Many  an  early  alumnus  of  Nebraska  Alpha  tells  with  gusto  and 
a  reminiscent  smile  of  the  struggles  he  had  with  an  unyielding  faculty 
and  irreconcilable  "barbs"  when  the  Phis,  the  first  men  who  wore  the 
insignia  of  a  Greek-letter  society  at  the  University  of  Nebraska,  had  to 
disown  their  affiliation  with  any  secret  society  under  the  threat  of  expul- 
sion from  school. 

Now,  however,  conditions  are  far  different  at  Nebraska,  and  the 
fraternities  are  recognized  as  an  organic  part  of  the  institution.  Through 
them  the  officers  of  the  university  control  the  social  life  of  the  students 
and  keep  much  more  closely  in  touch  with  the  underclassmen  than  they 
otherwise  could.  A  university  governing  committee,  composed  of 
Greek-letter  men  who  are  members  of  the  faculty,  meets  regularly  with 
representatives  from  the  fraternities  and  discusses  with  them  plans  for 
the  betterment  of  student  affairs,  both  inside  and  outside  of  the  secret 
societies.  Rules  governing  rushing,  pledging,  initiating,  social  affairs, 
athletics,  scholarship  and  general  university  life  are  made  by  the  council, 
no  regulation,  however,  being  in  force  until  sanctioned  by  a  majority 
of  the  fraternities. 

In  case  of  infractions,  as  in  the  instance  of  $  K  ¥,  which  last  fall 
disobeyed  one  of  the  council's  rulings,  and  was  prohibited  from  initiating 
for  a  year,  that  body  is  unyielding  in  its  punishment  for  disobedience  of 
its  rules.  The  university  supports  the  council  in  all  that  it  does  and 
assists  in  enforcing  its  orders.  This  year  the  fraternity  council  voted 
to  abolish  half  of  the  formal  fraternity  parties,  thus  saving  the  Greeks 
several  thousand  dollars,  and  passed  a  ruling  limiting  the  hour  of  all 
social  functions  to  midnight.  Three  years  ago  it  passed  rigorous  rules, 
under  which  no  freshman  can  be  initiated  until  he  has  fulfilled  high 
scholarship  requirements. 

Thus,  although  the  fraternities  number  in  their  membership  less 
than  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  male  students,  the  Greek-letter  societies  at 
Nebraska  have  a  powerful  influence  in  university  life. — The  Scroll  of 
Phi  Delta  Theta. 


The  Vanderbilt  chapter  house  of  <P  K  ¥  has  been  ordered  sold  in  court 
proceedings  to  satisfy  some  creditors.     This  house  is  one  of  the  finest  in 
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the  South  and  was  built  shortly  after  that  chapter,  which  is  one  of  the 
youngest,  entered  the  university.  It  is  situated  on  Terrace  Place,  where 
X  A,   B  6  n  and  I  N  live.— Kappa  Alpha  Journal. 


It  may  be  of  interest  to  Alpha  Taus  to  learn  that  2  N  has 
revived  its  Alpha  chapter  at  Virginia  Military  Institute.  Many 
of  our  own  brothers  have  dreamed  of  a  re-establishment  of 
our  first  chapter  at  this  institution,  but  judging  from  the  account 
in  the  Delta,  there  are  some  members  of  2  N  who  are  not  entirely 
in  sympathy  with  this  step  on  account  of  prevailing  conditions  at 
Virginia  Military  Institute. 

Once  more  I  N  holds  the  fort  within  the  walls,  in  a  sense  in  the  very 
rooms,  where  it  first  began  forty-one  years  ago.  History  repeats  itself. 
There  is  now  at  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  a  fraternity  chapter  which 
has  been  assuming  unreasonable  power  and  attempting  to  dominate  the 
entire  student  life.  This  present  Alpha  chapter  was  formed  as  a  protest 
and  rebellion  against  this  domination,  just  as  I  N  was  originally  formed 
as  a  protest  and  rebellion  against  the  domination  of  the  "Black  Feet" 
of  1869.  As  the  old  Alpha  chapter  succeeded,  so  will  this  one.  So 
effective  has  been  the  protest  already  that  Baldinger  holds  the  rank  of 
First  Captain,  and  other  offices  and  honor  are  held  by  other  members. 
Within  a  comparatively  short  time  this  chapter  will  have  such  a  standing 
that  the  other  chapters  at  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  will  be  reduced 
to  their  proper  position  and  fraternity  life  in  the  institution  maintained 
on  a  normal  basis. 

The  sentiment  which  to  so  many  so  beautifully  clings  around  the 
thought  that  Alpha  of  ^A^  lives  and  flourishes  again  probably  does  not  appeal 
so  strongly  to  the  majority  of  the  members  and  chapters  of  the  fraternity, 
which  have  come  to  be  such  since  the  time  when  Alpha  was  an  active 
chapter;  but  there  are  many  old  men  of  A,  r,  X  and (9,  as  well  as  scattering 
men  of  a  few  of  the  other  old  chapters,  whose  hearts  will  be  made  glad  by 
this  knowledge.  To  all,  however,  even  to  the  youngest  I  N,  must  be 
apparent  the  real  historical  and  traditional  value  of  the  present-day 
existence  of  the  mother  chapter  of  the  fraternity,  the  source  of  all  that 
now  is,  in  vigorous  and  loyal  life. 

It  is  felt  that  no  chapter  will  have  occasion  to  regret  the  presence 
of  Alpha  at  the  head  of  the  chapter  roll.  Men  from  the  best  families 
of  the  South  and  in  a  lesser  degree  from  similar  families  of  the  whole 
country  attend  the  Virginia  Military  Institute,  and  I  N  has  never  failed 
to  get  the  best  of  those  that  came.  In  measuring  the  institution  it  must 
be  remembered  that  it  is  not  a  college  or  a  university.  It  is  a  military 
school    conducted    almost    precisely    the    same   as   is    West    Point.      The 
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entire  training  and  education  is  military.  Therefore,  there  is  no  real 
academic  work.  The  only  degree  conferred  is  that  of  B.  S.  in  the  various 
departments  of  Engineering  and  Chemistry.  This  degree  is  conferred 
only  on  the  high  honor  men  of  each  class,  the  others  receiving  but  diplo- 
mas. This  degree  leads  to  the  full  Engineering  degrees  after  some  years 
of  post-graduate  work.  Therefore,  the  institution  can  not  be  compared 
to  the  ordinary  college  in  its  work. 

There  are  now  at  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  chapters  of  K  A, 
0  K  2 ,  and  I  A  E.  It  is  understood  that  petitions  have  been  presented 
to  two  other  fraternities  for  charters.     The  attendance  is  about  375. 


Perhaps  one  of  the  most  serious  charges  that  opponents  of  frater- 
nities bring  against  them  is  that  they  have  forgotten  the  old  definition 
of  fraternity  and  are  building  up  cliques  and  social  combines,  that  the 
qualifications  for  membership  are  too  numerous  or  too  artificial  for  mere 
manhood  and  individuality  to  avail,  that  they  attempt  to  mould  men 
into  a  certain  social  pattern  instead  of  developing  that  personality  that 
fits  a  man  to  fill  his  own  particular  place  in  the  world  as  no  one  else  could 
quite  fill  it.  Essentially  fraternity  is  democratic,  nor  aristocratic,  and 
the  reasons  for  joining  fraternal  organizations  ought  to  be  reasons  holding 
good  in  a  democracy.  Personal  worth  should  be  the  reason  for  an 
invitation  to  join  a  fraternity  and  personal  worth  in  the  chapter  should 
be  the  reason  for  accepting  such  an  invitation. — Record  of  Sigma  Alpha 
Epsilon. 


The  name  of  the  Woman's  College  of  Baltimore  has  been  changed 
to  Goucher  College.  This  is  intended  to  be  a  recognition  of  the  devotion 
and  high  minded  service  of  the  founders  of  the  college,  the  Rev.  John 
Franklin  Goucher  and  his  wife,  Mary  Cecilia  Goucher.  Dr.  Goucher 
besides  being  founder  of  the  college  was  president  for  seventeen  years. 

The  changing  of  the  name  of  the  Woman's  College  of  Baltimore  to 
Goucher  College  is  of  especial  interest  to  J  r,  as  Dr.  Goucher's  two 
daughters  are  A  7~"s.  The  trustees  have  tried  for  several  years  to  change 
the  name  of  the  college,  but  Dr.  Goucher  would  not  allow  it. — Anchora 
of  Delta  Gamma. 


At  its  last  convention  the  4>  K  A  fraternity,  hitherto  a  strictly 
Southern  fraternity,  declared  for  Northern  extension  and  soon 
thereafter  placed  a  chapter  at  the  University  of  Missouri.  The 
new  chapter  entered  "overnight,"  as  it  were,  without  the  consent 
of  the  Pan-Hellenic  and  thus  incurred  its  disapproval. 
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The  I  N  fraternity  at  the  University  of  Oregon  has  just  taken  a 
progressive  step  toward  making  good  scholarship  a  necessary  qualifica- 
tion, by  passing  a  rule  that  none  of  their  freshman  pledges  will  be  initiated 
into  the  fraternity  until  they  have  satisfactorily  passed  college  examina- 
tions giving  them  nine  full  credits  at  the  end  of  their  first  semester's 
work  each  year. 

This  rule  will  result  in  postponing  initiations  until  February.  It 
will  do  away  with  promiscuous  "rushing"  of  young  fellows  just  out  of 
high  school  into  the  fraternity  before  much  is  known  of  their  capabilities, 
and  will  be  a  great  incentive  to  good  scholarship  among  the  freshman 
pledges.  Splendid  results  in  raising  standards  of  scholarship  have 
followed  the  application  of  similar  rules  in  Eastern  colleges  and  at  the 
University  of  Washington,  where  it  is  in  general  use  by  all  the  fraternities,, 
but  it  has  never  been  tried  before  at  the  University  of  Oregon.  President 
Campbell  and  members  of  the  faculty  are  greatly  pleased  at  the  voluntary 
action  of  the  I  N's  in  adopting  it. 

There  are  seven  other  National  and  local  men's  fraternities  and  five 
girls'  sororities  at  the  university,  and  following  the  example  set  by  the 
I  N's  it  is  expected  that  most  of  them  will  adopt  a  similar  rule  by  another 
year. — Delta  of  Sigma  Nu. 


The  following  is  a  very  timely  protest  against  the  practice  of  nearly 
all  fraternity  jewelers  in  their  debasement  of  fraternity  insignia  for 
purely  commercial  purposes: 

Along  with  the  growth  of  several  recent  convictions,  touching  on  the 
use  and  display  of  fraternity  jewelry,  I  believe  there  has  arisen  in  I  N, 
as  well  as  in  other  societies,  a  very  definite  feeling  regarding  the  wearing 
of  our  honored  badge  in  any  form  other  than  as  the  regular  official  "pin." 
Every  brother's  badge,  fashioned  in  our  mysterious  design,  is,  from  the 
time  when  it  is  first  looked  upon  with  the  eyes  of  understanding,  always 
regarded  with  duty  and  respect,  if  not  with  the  love  and  veneration  which 
are  the  later  tributes. 

To  wear  this  emblem  of  our  order  in  its  shape  as  such,  is  then,  of 
the  highest  good,  and  is  one  of  the  strongest  pillars  of  our  society.  But 
what  can  we  say  of,  and  how  shall  we  consider  the  present  extensive  and 
indiscriminate  use  of  our  badge  design  as  decoration  for  hatpins,  belt- 
buckles,  cuff-links,  pipes,  cigarette  cases,  and  a  dozen  other  things, 
equally  bizarre,  cheap,  and  degrading.  Rather  than  continue,  let  us 
all  turn  aside  from  this  practice,  and  save,  in  itself,  our  badge  for  its 
intended  use,  only. 

For  our  other  jewelry,  let  us,  if  we  choose,  use  the  Greek  letters, 
or  the  coat-of-arms;  but  let  us  not,  under  a  prohibition  from  the  High 
Council  and  Grand  Chapter,  use  for  this  jewelry,  our  one  possession 
"par  Excellence,"  the  first  five-armed  star  of  IN. — Sigma  Nu  Delta. 
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A  similar  protest  has  come  from  several  chapters  of  our  own 
fraternity  and  the  future  will  undoubtedly  see  action  taken  by 
several  fraternities  in  their  national  conventions  regarding  this 
matter. 

-+- 

Along  with  the  question  of  fraternity  badges  there  has 
recently  arisen  the  vital  question  of  standard  badges.  B  0  II  has 
already  declared  for  a  standard  badge,  one  of  which  is  furnished 
to  each  initiate  by  the  chapter. 

An  important  consideration  which  is  demanding  the  attention  of 
Greek-letter  fraternities,  and  which,  sooner  or  later,  will  come  up  for 
action  before  our  executive  body,  is  the  matter  of  a  standard  badge. 
Action  has  already  been  wisely  taken  limiting  the  use  to  which  the  badge 
may  be  put  on  fraternity  jewelry  and  novelties.  There  is  sufficient 
legislation,  with  insufficient  enforcement,  relative  to  the  loaning  of  the 
pin.  There  are,  however,  still  sold  and  worn  badges  of  various  sizes, 
and  with  nearly  every  combination  of  jewels  and  near-jewels  which 
the  ingenuity  of  the  manufacturer  can  devise.  •  This  should  not  be. 
There  should  be  only  one  size  of  badge,  which  should  be  carefully  pre- 
scribed as  to  the  proper  proportions.  Many  prefer  the  plain  pin,  without 
jewels.  If  jewels  are  permitted,  they  should  be  limited  to  one  or  two 
stones  of  moderate  expense. 

In  connection  with  the  adoption  of  a  standard  badge,  it  would  seem 
wise  that  some  provision  should  be  made  whereby  each  initiate  should 
be  furnished  with  a  pin  by  the  chapter.  It  not  infrequently  happens  that 
initiates  are  without  badges  for  some  time  after  they  become  members 
of  the  fraternity.  There  are  usually  some  members  of  each  entering 
class  who  are  financially  able  to  secure  expensive  pins  at  once,  and  such 
pins  are  frequently  ordered  by  them  before  the  purchaser  has  been  ini- 
tiated. There  are  also  usually  other  members  of  the  same  class  who  are 
unable  to  purchase  similar  pins  at  the  time,  and  consequently  defer  any 
action  until  some  future  time  when  they  feel  they  may  be  able  to  secure 
a  pin  equal  to  that  worn  by  their  classmates.  Any  attempt  to  discourage 
such  action  is  merely  an  attempt  to  change  the  course  of  human  nature. 
There  is  a  keen  sense  of  pride  in  the  initiate  who  has  been  honored  by 
membership  in  the  fraternity,  and  any  effort  to  allay  such  pride  is  futile. 
In  such  cases,  which  are  common  in  the  experience  of  nearly  every 
chapter,  arises  the  necessity  of  a  standard  uniform  badge,  to  be  furnished 
by  the  chapter  at  the  time  of  initiation. — Shield  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi. 


"It  was  truthfully  stated  at  the  Inter-Fraternity  Conference  that 
the  fraternities  had  gone  through  three  of  possibly  four  stages  of  existence. 
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First,  that  of  the  secret  society  or  lodge  secret  to  the  point  of  absurdity 
and  of  open  or  implied  hostility  to  the  college  authorities.  Second,  that 
of  the  fraternal  secret  society  tolerated  with  amusement  or  indifference 
by  college  authorities,  in  which  the  members  of  the  fraternities  were 
known,  but  in  which  the  chapters  concealed  their  doings  and  frequently 
their  meeting  places.  (This  was  the  stage  of  existence  during  which  it 
was  a  current  belief  that  a  fraternity  would  ipso  facto  become  deceased 
if  its  constitution  became  public.)  Third,  that  of  home  making  and 
home  building  in  which  the  fraternities  began  to  occupy  and  erect  houses 
and  ceased  to  use  lodges  and  abandoned  many  of  the  practices  of  secret 
societies. 

"It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  fraternities  to-day,  however,  are 
not  merely  agencies  for  the  erection  of  unofficial  dormitories.  Their 
principal  aim  and  purpose  is  not  home  seeking  or  home  building,  but 
the  development  of  a  spirit  of  brotherhood;  and  the  occupancy  and 
erection  of  homes  is  an  incident  to  this  stage  of  their  existence.  We 
know  very  well  that  if  the  alumni  of  the  different  chapters  who  are  pour- 
ing out  money  for  the  erection  of  chapter  houses  with  unprecedented 
liberality  were  to  believe  that  the  development  of  the  true  fraternity 
spirit  had  ceased,  their  contributions  would  dwindle  very  rapidly  and 
cease  very  soon.  In  other  words,  the  chapters  of  to-day  not  only  have 
material  ends,  but  spiritual  aims,  and  we  ought  not  to  lose  sight  of  the 
latter  in  our  sense  of  admiration  for  the  achievement  of  the  former."  — 
Beta  Theta  Pi. 


As  we  are  to  go  to  press  a  new  arrival  has  found  its  way  to 
our  exchange  table.  The  initial  number  of  The  Sickle  and  Sheaf, 
the  official  organ  of  the  agriculture  fraternity,  Alpha  Gamma  Rho, 
has  just  been  received.  This  fraternity  is  but  two  years  old  and 
has  two  chapters  at  present,  namely,  the  Alpha  chapter  in  the 
Agriculture  College  of  the  University  of  Illinois  and  the  Beta 
chapter  in  the  Agriculture  College  of  the  Ohio  State  University. 
The  fraternity  has  about  two  hundred  members  and  will  hold  a 
convention  in  Chicago  in  the  fall.  Great  things  are  expected 
from  our  new  contemporary. 
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The  Atlanta  Congress. 

We  greatly  regret  that  we  are  compelled  to  send  this  number 
to  our  readers  without  definite  news  of  the  forthcoming  Congress 
at  Atlanta.  Indirectly,  we  are  assured  that  our  Atlanta  brethren 
have  not  been  idle  and  that  at  a  later  date  they  will  fully  report 
a  program  for  the  entertainment  that  will  entice  a  thousand 
Alpha  Taus  from  their  homes  on  or  about  December  28th,  1910. 
Atlanta  has,  by  her  former  efforts,  established  a  most  enviable 
reputation  for  lavish  hospitality,  and  the  next  Congress  will 
more  than  enhance  that  repute — it  will  positively  fix  and  se- 
cure it. 

The  December  Palm  will,  as  usual,  be  largely  devoted  to 
Congress  matters,  and  will  include  not  only  full  and  complete 
information  concerning  the  event,  but  will  forecast  the  questions 
likely  to  engage  the  attention  of  the  Congress. 

For,  after  all,  the  entertainment  provided  by  the  hospitable 
cities  biennially  visited  are  not  more  than  mere  incidents,  mere 
trimmings.  The  important  fact  is  that  the  supreme  legislative 
body  of  the  fraternity  convenes  and  proceeds  to  the  discussion 
and  decision  of  the  great  and  routine  questions  that  constantly 
engage  the  serious  attention  of  the  membership;  and  for  that 
reason,  we  urge  our  members  to  arrange  to  be  present.  The 
most  verdant  freshman  can  preserve  our  welfare  as  that  welfare 
is  involved  in  the  smoker,  the  theatre  party  or  the  ball;  but,  to 
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the  end  that  the  great  problems  now  confronting  us  may  be 
successfully  and  properly  solved,  the  presence  of  our  matured 
manhood  is  absolutely  essential. 

Let  us  have  a  great  outpouring  of  Alpha  Taus  upon  Atlanta. 
It  is  almost  a  quarter  of  a  century  since  last  we  called  upon  her 
and  in  that  time  we  have  waxed  great  and  grown  strong,  and  it  is 
due  to  her  and  to  ourselves  that  we  exhibit  the  great  change  that 
has  intervened  since  we  exchanged  our  youthful  knickerbockers 
for  the  more  subdued  habiliments  of  an  aggressive  and  sturdy 
young  manhood. 


The  Fraternity  and  Democracy. 

The  opening  of  a  new  year  seems  a  fitting  opportunity  for 
reiterating  and  emphasizing  several  statements  recently  appearing 
in  these  pages. 

The  great  charge  now  made  against  the  college  fraternity  is 
that  in  its  selection  of  men  it  creates  artificial  discriminations, 
that  it  selects  men  not  for  their  worth  as  men,  but  for  and  on 
account  of  other  and  usually  unworthy  considerations. 

Another  charge  is  that  by  segregating  its  members  from 
the  student  body  generally  and  by  binding  men  together  in  the 
bonds  of  a  friendship  that  conserves  only  the  interests  of  the 
initiated  the  fraternity  is  effectively  breaking  down  democracy 
in  our  colleges  and  erecting  an  arrogant  and  self-satisfied 
aristocracy. 

The  fraternities  can  not  successfully  maintain  the  plea  of 
not  guilty  if  each  fraternity  is  to  be  made  responsible  for  the  acts 
of  all  of  its  chapters.  Unquestionably,  there  are  chapters  of 
Alpha  Tau  Omega,  just  as  there  are  chapters  of  any  other  national 
fraternity,  that  have  erred  in  these  respects. 

But  the  coming  year  must  show  a  change  of  tact.  The 
Greek-letter  system  must  cleanse  itself  or  it  will  be  cleaned  up 
by  stronger  powers. 

Every  observant  college  man  knows  of  instances  that  will  prove 
the  specifications  of  the  above  charges.  Men  are  constantly  selected 
and   rejected   upon   and   by  false   standards.     The   freshman   of 
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wealthy  parents,  of  ancient  lineage,  of  standing  in  polite  circles, 
is  prima  facie  acceptable  irrespective  of  his  mental  qualifications. 
His  fellow  freshman  whose  wealth  consists  of  ability  and  am- 
bition, whose  name  is  yet  to  be  established  by  the  rugged  force 
of  his  own  exertions,  whose  standing  in  society  is  to  become  as 
a  fitting  reward  for  merit  and  achievements,  is  prima  facie 
negligible. 

The  result  is  disastrous  to  the  chapter  and  the  college.  The 
man  with  the  big  purse  and  little  besides  never  accomplishes 
anything  for  which  his  chapter  has  just  cause  for  praise.  The 
service  of  the  other  man  must  perforce  be  consecrated  to  less 
exclusive  circles.  Meanwhile  the  college  suffers,  for  no  public 
institution  can  long  prosper  after  the  fine  spirit  of  true  democracy 
deserts  it. 

Again,  the  spirit  of  good-fellowship  among  kindred  spirits 
is  fine;  the  development  of  sympathy  and  love  among  men  is 
proper;  the  inculcation  of  real  brotherhood  among  men  can 
not  be  too  strongly  endorsed.  But  such  objects  must  not  be 
utilized  as  pretexts  for  remaining  aloof  from  the  rest  of  humanity. 
The  man  who  loves  only  so  many  of  his  fellow  men  as  have 
achieved  distinctions  similar  to  those  enjoyed  by  himself  is 
inherently  a  most  miserably  selfish  fellow.  Ben  Adham's  name 
would  not  have  led  all  the  rest  in  the  book  of  gold  had  he  loved 
only  his  own  household  or  his  boon  companions.  The  chapter 
must  not  be  a  mere  mutual  admiration  society,  the  members  of 
which  frown  upon  the  fellow  on  the  outside.  Within  the  sphit  of 
brotherhood  must  be  developed,  but  the  spirit  thus  developed 
should  be  carried  outside  and  extended  generously  and  completely 
to  all  men.  Friendship,  brotherhood,  love  that  is  narrowed, 
cribbed  or  cabined  to  the  very  few  is  not  worth  developing  and 
merits  neither  growth  nor  encouragement. 

Let  the  fraternity  man  get  this  notion  into  his  head :  that  his 
fraternity  loyalty  is  not  impeached  when  he  forms  friendship 
with  the  "barbarians,"  when  he  becomes  one  of  them  in  thought 
and  spirit,  and  when,  without  supercilious  patronage  but  in  the 
spirit  of  genuine  comradeship,  he  accepts  them  as  men  engaged 
with  him  in  the  working  out  of  a  common  destiny  and  in  striving 
for  a  common  goal. 
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In  every  place  under  the  sun  men  are  striving  for  real  democ- 
racy. Political  equality  having  been  secured,  the  demand  is 
now  for  social  equality,  for  equal  opportunities,  for  equal  returns 
for  equal  merits  and  equal  service.  The  demand  is  not  for  a  new 
order,  but  for  a  proper  application  of  the  organic  principles  of  the 
old.  The  colleges  will  soon  echo  the  demand  of  the  world  round 
about  them  and  the  cry  of  democracy  can  not  be  withstood.

We  understand  that  it  has  been  urged  that  there  was  so  much 
doing  in  a  social  way  at  past  Congresses  that  it  interfered  with 
the  actual  work  that  should  be  attended  to,  and  that  it  has  been 
suggested  that  it  would  be  well  to  eliminate  some  of  the  social 
features.  After  considering  the  matter,  we  decided  that  we  would 
schedule  the  meetings  of  the  Congress  at  an  earlier  hour  than 
usual,  and  in  that  way  obviate  the  necessity  of  curtailing 
any  of  our  plans  of  a  social  nature;  for  we  know  that  a  large 
number  will  attend  the  Congress  for  the  purpose  of  enjoying 
themselves,  and  it  is  our  desire  to  make  them  have  the  best  time 
they  have  ever  had.

as  specified  on  certificate-receipts.  (When  routing  is  via  sl 
steamship  line  the  steamship  arbitrary  will  be  added.)

Going  Trip.  It  is  necessary  that  such  persons  procure 
certificate-receipts  from  agents  when  going  tickets  are  purchased. 
If  through  tickets  to  place  of  meeting  can  not  be  procured  at 
starting  stations,  persons  should  purchase  to  most  convenient 
stations  at  which  such  through  tickets  can  be  obtained  and 
there  re-purchase  through  to  place  of  meeting,  procuring  cer- 
tificate-receipt from  each  agent  from  whom  a  ticket  is  purchased, 
and  presenting  all  certificate-receipts  to  Special  Agent  at  place 
of  meeting.  No  refund  of  fare  will  be  made  because  of  failure 
to  procure  certificate-receipts. 

Return  Trip  (a)  Validation  for  Return.  Certificate-receipts 
will  not  be  honored  for  return  ticket  unless  signed  with  ink  by 
authorized  officer  of  our  meeting  and  by  Special  Agent  appointed 
by  carriers,  who  will  sign  certificate-receipts  only  when  satisfied 
that  two  hundred  (200)  or  more  delegates  or  members  holding 
properly  executed  certificate-receipts  have  attended  meeting. 
You  therefore  see  how  important  it  is  to  procure  certificate- 
receipts  when  purchasing  going  tickets. 

Time  Limits.  No  certificate-receipts  procured  more  than 
three  (3)  days  (not  counting  Sundays)  prior  to  or  more  than 
two  (2)  days  after  date  fixed  for  the  commencement  of  meeting 
will  be  honored. 

Certificate-receipt  must  be  presented  to  ticket  agent  during 
time  meeting  is  in  session  or  within  three  (3)  days  (not  counting 
Sundays)  after  date  fixed  for  adjournment  of  meeting. 

Not  Transferable.  Neither  certificate-receipts  nor  tickets 
issued  in  exchange  therefor  are  transferable,  and  if  presented 
by  any  other  person  than  original  purchasers,  they  will  not  be 
honored  but  will  be  forfeited. 

Tickets  for  return  trips  issued  in  exchange  for  certificate- 
receipts  will  be  limited  to  continuous  passage  by  first  train  or 
steamer  leaving  place  of  meeting  after  purchase. 

Certificate-receipts  must  be  presented  to  ticket  agents  a  suf- 
ficient time  in  advance  of  departure  of  trains  or  steamers  to 
permit  agents  to  properly  issue  tickets  and  check  baggage.  They 
will  not  be  honored  by  conductors  or  pursers.

Perhaps  no  one  part  of  fraternity  life  receives  more  adverse 
criticism  than  the  rushing  system.  It  is  urged,  and  with  effect, 
that  the  wild  scramble  and  competition  for  new  members  unsettles 
the  freshman  for  real  genuine  hard  work;  that  it  gives  him  a  false 
conception  of  fraternities,  and  more  especially  does  it  pervert 
his  idea  of  the  real  purpose  of  the  college. 

It  is  a  critical  period  in  a  young  man's  life  when  he  leaves  the 
influences  of  home  to  seek  higher  education.  He  is  impressionable, 
either  by  good  or  by  bad  influences.  He  can  be  made  industrious 
— or  he  can  be  more  easily  developed  into  an  idler.  We  are 
inclined  to  follow  the  lines  of  least  resistance,  and  it  behooves 
the  upperclassmen  to  see  that  rushing  stunts  do  not  divert  the 
freshman's  activities  from  the  proper  channel.  Make  the  fresh- 
man do  his  college  work  from  the  beginning.  By  so  doing  you 
kill  two  birds  with  one  stone,  for  you  not  only  make  a  good 
student,  but  you  develop  a  fraternity  worker.  A  good,  active, 
industrious  freshman  is  better  than  a  dozen  who  have  flunked. —

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PROBLEMS  FOR  CONGRESS .* 


A  SYMPOSIUM. 


At  the  Atlanta  Congress  it  is  probable  that  there  will  be  none 
of  the  great  and  stirring  problems  to  face  that  have  had  to  be 
struggled  with  in  former  years.  For  this  we  should  be  grateful, 
for  it  will  leave  much  opportunity  for  that  splendid  fellowship 
which  is  so  valuable.  But  there  will  be  some  questions  which 
should  be  considered  carefully. 

A  special  committee,  of  which  Brother  Van  der  Vries  is 
chairman,  will  report  on  the  whole  matter  of  affiliation — the 
relations  to  be  sustained  by  an  affiliating  brother  to  his  own 
chapter,  his  new  chapter,  and  all  the  numerous  questions  growing 
out  of  his  change  of  association.  There  will  be  opportunity 
here  for  very  thorough  and  helpful  discussion. 

It  is  probable  that  the  matter  of  a  new  song  book  may  also 
come  up.  There  is  now  a  much  greater  demand  for  such  a 
publication  than  in  any  former  time.  The  use  we  have  had  of 
our  last  song  book  has  served  to  emphasize  our  need  along  this 
line,  and  it  may  be  expected  that  a  new  committee  will  have 
less  difficulty  in  securing  the  kind  of  material  they  desire.  The 
book  we  now  have  has  been  of  great  service  and  will  be  cherished 
by  us  all,  even  if  a  new  one  is  issued. 

Some  provisions  must  be  made  for  a  new  directory — pref- 
erably another  edition  of  the  pocket  directory.  It  will  be  in 
order,  perhaps,  to  discuss  the  feasibility  of  placing  this  matter 
in  the  hands  of  a  special  commission.  It  really  is  too  great  a 
task  to  be  rendered  by  any  one  man.  The  Worthy  Grand  Keeper 
of  Annals  would  render  invaluable  assistance  to  such  a  commission, 

*  Being  answers  received  to  the  following  question  propounded  to 
twenty-five  members  of  the  fraternity:  "  What  Legislation  Should  Be 
Enacted  at  Atlanta?" 
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but  the  principal  responsibility  for  the  work  ought  not  again  to 
be  placed  on  his  shoulders,  even  though  he  is  entirely  willing  to 
bear  it. 

I  am  more  than  ever  impressed  by  the  necessity  of  some 
legislation  by  which  our  fraternity  jewelry  shall  be  better  pro- 
tected from  indescriminate  purchase  and  use.  As  things  now  are, 
no  such  protection  exists.  Any  person  wishing  to  do  so  can 
procure  our  official  emblems.  And,  in  addition,  the  badge  is 
being  used  continually  for  all  manner  of  purposes  out  of  keeping 
with  its  dignity  and  precious  significance.  It  is  high  time  that 
this  matter  be  regulated  by  Congressional  enactment. 

There  are  other  questions  that  will  arise,  undoubtedly. 
These  have  suggested  themselves  to  me  as  immediately  pressing. 
I  believe  the  Atlanta  Congress  will  be  a  good  time  for  action  on 
most  of  them,  because  there  is  every  reason  to  expect  a  record- 
breaking  attendance.  The  Atlanta  brothers  will  entertain  us 
royally,  and  they  want  us  all  to  come.

It  ought  always  to  be  a  potent  influence  in  the  formative  period 
of  boy  life.  It  generally  is  such  an  influence.  That  it  should 
be  ever  more  and  more  of  a  power  must  be  our  first  great  care.

At  the  Birmingham  Congress  a  new  constitution  was  adopted 
and  in  that  instrument  I  believe  the  fraternity  covered  the  ground 
in  such  a  manner  that  no  immediate  legislation  is  necessary. 
I  differ  from  those  who  feel  that  every  time  we  have  a  Congress 
it  is  necessary  to  pass  a  number  of  laws  whether  they  are  seriously 
needed  or  not.  I  believe  that  the  fewer  laws  we  pass  the  better 
we  are  off  unless  they  are  absolutely  necessary  to  the  welfare  of 
the  fraternity.  One  of  the  main  objects  of  our  fraternity  is 
unity,  and  I  believe  all  that  is  necessary  at  our  coming  Congress 
is  for  the  delegates  from  each  section  of  the  country  to  meet 
one  another,  become  better  acquainted,  and  thereby  help  to 
cement  the  ties  of  brotherhood  for  which  our  fraternity  stands. 
There  is  considerable  agitation  for  a  change  of  the  coat-of-arms 
and  it  might  be  well  to  settle  this  question  for  all  time.  I  under- 
stand that  a  committee  has  been  appointed  with  this  end  in  view 
and  not  being  familiar  with  the  work  of  the  committee  I  have  no 
suggestions  to  make  along  that  line.  I  hope  that  every  chapter 
will  send  its  strongest  man  to  Atlanta  that  he  may  be  able  to 
carry  back  to  his  chapter  the  information  gathered  at  that  meeting.

The  great  university  may,  and  generally  does,  offer  decided 
advantages  for  post-graduate  or  professional  study,  but  it  is  in 
some  respects  defective  as  a  nesting  place  for  fraternal  intercourse 
and  the  brotherly  adjustment  of  the  status  of  an  Alpha  Tau 
initiated  elsewhere,  who  has  taken  up  study  at  an  institution  of 
learning  where  Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  a  chapter,  appears  to  be  a 
subject  of  paramount  interest  to  us — as  indeed  this  general 
problem  deeply  concerns  most  college  fraternities. 

We  are  not  unmindful  of  the  difficulties  that  are  presented 
with  respect  to  the  affiliate  as  well  as  the  chapter,  but  there  is 
only  one  place  for  us  to  merge  our  differences  and  that  is  before 
the  altar  of  our  beloved  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  She  is  strong  enough 
to  bear  the  strain,  and  because  of  poor  human  nature,  there 
frequently  is  a  strain.  Let  us  search  out  her  teachings  and  if 
we  fail  to  find  a  solution  of  the  problem,  God  help  Alpha  Tau 
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Omega  and  all  college  fraternities  if  they  fail  at  this  point.  Do 
our  obligations  and  vaunted  love  for  each  other  not  avail  anything 
in  this  matter  of  affiliation?  Let  us  ask  ourselves  whether  we 
are  a  college  fraternity  rather  than  a  combination  of  local  clubs 
and  what  brotherhood  really  means  to  us.  Is  it  not  a  disgrace 
to  have  fraternity  break  down  like  a  slender  reed  when  the  test 
of  affiliation  is  presented?  Can  we  not  look  upon  such  an  Alpha 
Tau  as  our  guest,  extending  to  him  a  real  friendship?  What  if 
he  does  not  always  pay  his  way,  surely  we  are  not  so  poverty 
stricken  that  we  must  refuse  hospitality.  If  in  the  family  there 
be  no  provision  for  the  stranger  within  the  gates,  it  can  only  come 
from  a  luxurious  selfishness,  calling  for  the  last  penny  of  income 
to  be  spent  upon  ourselves,  often  to  make  a  vain  show,  or  worse 
yet,  from  living  beyond  that  income;  so  with  our  chapters,  let 
less  luxury  and  more  hospitality  be  our  watchword,  and  my 
word  for  it,  this  generous  welcoming  of  the  brothers  from  a 
distance  will  be  repaid  by  a  devotion  upon  their  part  and  a  loyalty 
to  the  principles  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  never  to  be  obtained  in 
any  other  way.  Let  us  waken  up  and  by  everything  we  hold 
sacred,  prove  that  we  are  banded  together  to  do  the  helpful  deed, 
not  to  sentimentalize  about  it  in  airy  words  and  gossamer  songs. 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  the  embodiment  of  unselfish  and  happy 
service,  the  love  wherewith  we  love  one  another.  We  have  no 
legislation  to  propose,  but  would  cry  aloud,  "Get  ye  back  to 
your  altars  ye  Alpha  Taus  and  pledge  again  your  love  for  each 
other  for  all  time,  not  for  a  few  short  years — '  Once  an  Alpha 
Tau,  always  an  Alpha  Tau!'  "

I  believe  Alpha  Tau  Omega  would  be  better  off  if  its  central 
organization  were  stronger,  and  should  give  more  specific  direc- 
tions to  the  various  chapters.  Though  our  Grand  officers  may 
advise,  they  have  very  little  power  to  direct  fraternity  action, 
and  I  believe  they  should  have  more. 

I  believe  it  would  be  a  good  move  for  the  Congress  to  pass  a 
regulation  prohibiting  the  initiation  of  freshmen  until  they  have 
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passed  a  reasonable  amount  of  college  work.  Our  chapters  are 
weakened  because  many  freshmen  are  taken  in  who  have  no 
definite  purpose  to  continue  in  college,  or  to  carry  their  college 
work.  Such  a  regulation  as  I  suggest  would  not  in  any  way 
handicap  the  chapters,  because  it  would  not  prevent  pledging, 
but  would  simply  prevent  initiation.  If  the  fraternities  are  to 
justify  themselves,  the  members  must  show  at  least  average 
scholarship,  and  this,  I  believe,  in  many  institutions  they  have 
not  yet  done.  Any  movement  which  will  tend  to  strengthen 
scholarship  I  believe  the  Congress  may  very  well  champion.

The  one  big  problem  in  fraternity  life  is  how  to  secure  ade- 
quate returns  for  its  members  for  their  time  and  energy.  The 
charge  oftenest,  and  perhaps  most  justly,  brought  against  fra- 
ternities is  that  they  fritter  away  valuable  time.  Scholarship 
among  fraternity  men  is  often  at  a  very  low  ebb,  because  of  the 
pressure  of  "outside"  affairs,  and  because  cards  and  dances  and 
even  plain  rag-time  gnaw  the  vitals  from  the  hours  of  study. 
The  fraternity  is,  of  course,  a  social  and  not  a  scholastic  unit  and 
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must  be  maintained  as  such;  but  the  purpose  of  its  members 
while  in  college  has  to  do  with  training,  books  and  learning, 
first  of  all.  What  can  the  general  fraternity  do  to  promote  moder- 
ation— to  secure  reasonable  time  for  study?  Should  we  have  a 
scholarship  requirement  for  candidates?  Should  we  insist  on 
approved  house  rules?  These  may  not  point  the  way  to  the 
right  solution,  but  I  am  convinced  that  the  problem  is  vital.

I  am  not  at  all  sure  that  the  fraternity  matters  which  most 
interest  me  are  subjects  for  legislation  by  Congress  at  the  present 
time,  if  at  all.  However,  I  do  hope  to  see  some  recognition, 
unofficial  or  otherwise,  given  to  certain  existing  facts  and  ten- 
dencies. I  shall  outline  briefly,  one  or  two  matters  which  seem 
to  call  for  consideration. 

First.  I  believe  it  desirable  to  express  a  sentiment  toward 
a  reduction  in  the  lavish  expenditures  made  in  entertaining 
Congress.  This  tendency  has  been  gradually  increasing,  and  if 
not  stopped  will  discourage  loyal  Alumni  Associations  from 
attempting  to  attract  future  Congresses  to  their  cities. 

I  know  absolutely  nothing  of  the  plans  of  our  Atlanta  brothers 
at  this  writing,  except  that  they  never  do  anything  by  halves; 
the  suggestion  is  purely  for  consideration  as  applied  to  the 
future. 

Second.  Another  matter  which  lacks  uniformity  through- 
out the  chapters  is  the  question  of  affiliates.  This  subject  has 
been  discussed  at  various  Province  Conclaves;  but  as  they  are 
invested  with  no  executive  power,  it  may  remain  for  Congress  to 
consider  whether  any  action  be  necessary. 

Third.  Last,  but  not  least,  comes  the  question  of  building 
chapter  houses.  I  insist,  as  in  the  past,  that  this  is  the  most 
important  factor  in  our  fraternity  future. 

If  Congress  can  take  no  other  action,  I  suggest  that  a  com- 
mission might  be  appointed  to  obtain  all  possible  data  on  this 
subject,  and  make  a  report  with  recommendations  on  same  at 
the  next  succeeding  Congress  two  years  hence.

(i)  Provide  a  fund  or  vote  an  allowance  to  the  Worthy^Grand 
Chief  so  that  he  can  pay  for  the  services  of  a  secretary  in  order 
that  the  affairs  of  the  fraternity  may  be  more  on  a  business  basis;

First.  I  should  like  to  see  our  fraternity  go  on  record  as 
the  first  to  prohibit  fraternity  jewelers  from  placing  the  badge 
on  all  pieces  of  jewelry  which  is  worn  by  women,  and  also  the 
promiscuous  articles  for  men's  use.  I  think  the  badge  should 
be  worn  only  as  a  pin ;  but  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  do  not  care 
to  wear  a  pin — meaning  alumni  only — I  think  the  badge  should 
be  allowed  to  be  worn  on  rings.  On  all  other  articles  the  mono- 
gram letters  or  the  fraternity  crest — when  we  adopt  one — should 
be  used.  Many  chapters  have  enacted  a  rule  among  themselves 
that  no  member  shall  give  or  loan  his  badge  to  any  member  of 
the  fair  sex,  excepting  mother  or  sisters,  unless  he  is  engaged  to 
the  lady.  I  think  this  is  a  good  idea,  but  nothing,  however,  on 
which  Congress  should  legislate. 

Second.  I  think  Congress  should  take  action  to  correct 
the  woeful  lack  of  knowledge  among  Alpha  Taus — not  only  about 
their  own  fraternity,  but  also  about  others.  I  have  often  mar- 
veled at  the  knowledge  which  some  other  fraternity  men  have 
about  Alpha  Tau,  and  discovered  that  the  information  originated 
in  their  fraternity  examinations.  I  have  known  men  of  other 
fraternities  who  knew  their  chapter  roll  in  the  order  in 
which  it  was  established,  while  others  knew  the  chapter  roll  of 
alumni  by  heart.  All  these  things  go  to  show  that  a  rigid  system 
of  fraternity  examinations  should  be  conducted  by  the  Province 
Chiefs  for  new  initiates  and  that  Worthy  Masters  should  see  that 
they  are  honestly  performed.  Men  should  then  be  marked  on 
their  knowledge  of   the   questions   asked.     How  many  men   at 
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Congress  have  a  good  working  knowledge  of  the  Constitution  so 
that  they  can  get  up  and  discuss  amendments  to  it?  How  many 
active  men  know  the  secret  work  and  the  cipher  thereto?  Very 
few,  I  venture  to  say.  The  rule  that  each  man  shall  translate 
for  himself  the  secret  work  of  the  fraternity  is  not  observed.  I 
have  knowledge  of  one  chapter  where  no  man  in  the  chapter  knew 
the  cipher  and  they  waited  for  a  personal  visit  from  the  Province 
Chief  to  learn  it.  Unless  a  man  learns  about  the  inside  workings 
of  his  fraternity  while  at  college,  he  will  never  know  it.  His 
interest  as  an  alumnus  is  not  usually  as  much  concerned  in  learning 
the  chapter  roll  and  deciphering  the  secret  work  as  it  is  in  paying 
his  house  notes  and  attending  Alpha  Tau  social  functions.  Fur- 
thermore, I  think  among  fraternities  we  are  woefully  lacking  in 
knowledge  of  our  own  affairs.     This  should  be  remedied. 

Third.  I  would  advocate  a  system  of  alumni  supervision 
for  the  chapters.  Whether  this  be  a  system  of  individual  alumni 
advisers  for  each  chapter,  or  a  traveling  secretary,  or  a  more 
watchful  interest  by  the  Province  Chiefs,  can  better  be  discussed 
on  the  floor  at  Atlanta.

Most  important  of  all,  the  house,  if  over  two 
stories  high,  should  have  a  fire  escape,  as  several  chapter  house 
fires  during  recent  years  have  been  attended  with  loss  of  life. 
We  can  not  too  strongly  urge  that  this  warning  be  heeded  by  all 
chapters  living  in  houses. — Clipping. 
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GEORGIA  TECH  AND  GEORGIA  BETA  IOTA. 


THE  ACTIVE  HOSTS  OF  THE  CONGRESS. 

The  movement  for  the  establishment  of  a  technical  school  in 
Georgia  was  started  in  1882,  and  at  the  session  of  the  Legislature 
of  that  year  a  committee  was  appointed  to  visit  technical  insti- 
tutions in  the  North  and  to  report  on  the  advisability  of  establish- 
ing such  an  institution  in  Georgia.  This  committee  rendered  a 
report  favorable  to  the  movement. 

A  bill  was  therefore  introduced  during  the  session  of  the 
Legislature  of  1883  providing  for  the  founding  of  the  school,  but 
this  bill  was  lost,  receiving  only  65  votes.  However,  the  friends 
of  the  bill,  led  by  Hon.  N.  E.  Harris,  to  whom  undoubtedly  the 
credit  of  the  establishment  of  the  school  is  due,  were  in  no  way 
daunted  by  this  failure.  They  kept  the  issue  before  the  people 
of  the  State  and  during  the  next  year  Mr.  Harris  proved  himself  an 
indefatigable  worker  in  behalf  of  the  movement,  spending  both 
his  time  and  means  in  his  efforts  to  arouse  the  people  to  the  impor- 
tance of  technical  education.  His  work  was  so  successful  that  a 
bill  introduced  by  him  and  calling  for  an  appropriation  of  $65,000 
was  passed  by  the  Legislature  on  October  16th,  1885. 

The  original  appropriation  was  comparatively  small  and  the 
location  of  the  school  was  settled  by  competitive  bids  from  various 
parts  of  the  State.  That  of  Atlanta  being  most  favorable  the 
school  was  situated  here.  With  the  additional  amount  secured 
from  the  City  of  Atlanta  it  was  possible  to  build  and  equip  the 
Academic  Building  and  the  Shops,  and  with  only  these  two 
buildings  and  their  modest  equipment  the  school  opened  early 
in  October,  1888.  On  April,  21st,  1892,  the  shops  were  com- 
pletely destroyed  by  fire.  The  insurance  on  the  building  and  an 
additional  appropriation  from  the  Legislature  made  possible  the 
erection  of  the  new  building,  which  was  superior  in  appearance 
and  equipment  to  the  old,  and  which  was  ready  in  a  few  months 
for  occupancy. 
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In  1896  the  Trustees  established  courses  in  Electrical  and 
Civil  Engineering,  and  two  years  later  the  Textile  Department, 
which  is  rapidly  growing  to  be  one  of  the  most  important  branches 
of  the  school,  was  established,  the  State  Legislature  appropriating 
$10,000  on  condition  that  a  like  amount  be  raised  by  public  sub- 
scription. Public-spirited  citizens  and  firms  from  many  parts  of 
the  country  responded  liberally  to  the  appeal,  and  during  the 
year  more  than  $30,000  in  machinery  and  cash  was  contributed. 
Chief  among  these  generous  friends  of  the  college  was  Mr.  Aaron 
French,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  who  became  interested  in  the  school 
in  the  preceding  year,  and,  when  asked  to  co-operate  in  raising 
the  necessary  sum,  made  donations  totaling  $8,600,  thus  bearing 
personally  a  large  part  of  the  expense  of  the  Textile  Building. 
However,  Mr.  French's  liberality  did  not  stop  here,  for  he  made 
other  generous  gifts  for  maintenance  and  for  the  founding  of 
scholarships  in  the  three  years  following.  In  recognition  of  the 
magninimity  of  Mr.  French,  in  thus  upbuilding  the  school  and 
aiding  the  cause  of  education  in  the  South,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
decided  upon  naming  the  department  in  his  honor  and  it  was 
therefore  christened  the  "A.  French  Textile  School." 

The  years  1902  and  1903  were  marked  by  gifts  to  the  school 
of  $10,000  from  the  General  Educational  Board  for  the  equipment 
and  maintenance,  and  some  $13,000  from  other  friends  of  the 
school,  and  an  additional  gift  of  $10,000,  provided  by  the  will 
of  Mr.  James  Swann.  This  amount  was  spent  in  the  purchase  of 
property  on  North  Avenue  and  the  erection  thereon  of  the  presi- 
dent's residence.  Mr.  William  R.  Hearst,  of  New  York,  also 
contributed  to  the  development  of  the  school  by  donating  $5,000. 

One  of  the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  institution  at  this  time 
was  a  Chemical  Laboratory,  the  quarters  occupied  by  the  Chemical 
Department  being  cramped  and  in  many  ways  inadequate  for  the 
needs  of  the  rapidly  growing  student  body.  Through  the  efforts 
of  President  Hall  the  Legislature  was  led  to  appropriate  $10,000 
for  the  erection  of  a  Chemical  Laboratory.  This  appropriation 
was  made,  however,  on  condition  that  equal  amount  should  be 
raised  by  public  subscription.  With  his  accustomed  zeal  for  the 
development  of  the  school,  Captain  Hall  set  to  work  soliciting  the 
necessary  funds.     This  last  arduous  task  of  his  career  as  president 
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was,  however,  too  great  a  tax  upon  his  strength,  physically  weak- 
ened as  he  was  by  incessant  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  school.  In 
spite  of  his  weakened  condition  and  heedless  of  the  advice  of  his 
friends,  he  continued  his  self-sacrificing  work  until  within  a  few 
weeks  of  his  lamented  death,  which  occurred  on  August  16th,  1905. 
That  this  building,  the  assurance  of  which  was  the  climax  of  our 
late  president's  career,  should  stand  as  a  monument  to  his  loyalty 
and  ability  is  eminently  appropriate. 

In  giving  the  new  laboratory  the  name  of  "  Lyman  Hall 
Laboratory  of  Chemistry,"  the  trustees  gave  but  a  slight  expres- 
sion of  the  love  and  gratitude  which  the  people  of  Georgia  felt 
for  this  great  educator. 

Captain  Hall's  death  was  mourned  alike  by  faculty  and 
students,  and  friends  of  the  school  and  of  education  the  country 
over  realized  with  deepest  sorrow  that  one  of  the  ablest  educators 
of  the  country,  and  one  of  the  noblest  of  Christian  gentlemen  had 
entered  into  the  great  peace. 

The  trustees  were  now  called  upon  to  appoint  a  new  head  for 
the  school.  To  find  a  man  who  would  measure  up  to  Captain 
Hall's  standard  of  zeal  and  ability  seemed  well  nigh  impossible. 
His  work  had  been  of  such  a  character  that  the  election  of  a 
successor  proved  -a  task  requiring  the  most  painstaking  consider- 
ation. Realizing  the  gravity  of  the  situation  the  trustees  made 
every  effort  to  make  a  successful  choice  and  they  finally  placed 
Professor  Kenneth  G.  Matheson  at  the  head  of  our  institution. 
Professor  Matheson  was  at  that  time  at  the  head  of  the  English 
Department.  He  was  a  close  personal  friend  of  Captain  Hall 
and  knew  perhaps  better  than  any  other  man  in  the  State  the 
standard  which  Captain  Hall  had  set  for  the  school,  and  the 
plans  which  he  wished  to  carry  out  in  its  development. 

Dr.  Matheson  entered  upon  his  new  duties  with  enthusiasm 
and  loyalty  and  has,  since  his  election,  directed  the  affairs  of  the 
school  with  the  utmost  foresight  and  judgment.  He  has  broad- 
ened the  sphere  of  usefulness  of  the  school  and  has  continued  the 
forward  movement.  His  efforts  have  been  rewarded"  by  an 
increased  attendance  and  increase  of  interest  among  friends  of 
the  school.  As  the  result  of  Dr.  Matheson's  efforts,  the  great 
philanthropist,  Andrew  Carnegie,  was  induced  to  visit  the  school 
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and  to  give  to  it  the  new  library  building,  which  has  already 
proved  of  so  much  value  to  the  institution.  Dr.  Matheson  is  a 
close  student  of  educational  work  and  his  improvements  have 
been  along  the  most  advanced  lines  of  thought. 

The  Georgia  School  of  Technology  now  has  an  enrollment 
of  over  650  students,  which  is  an  increase  of  nearly  six  hundred 
per  cent,  in  about  twenty  years.  It  is  safe  to  predict  that  the 
institution  will  continue  to  grow  and  prosper  under  its  present 
management.  That  the  South  affords  a  splendid  field  for  the 
technically  trained  man  none  can  deny,  and  in  the  present  era  of 
development  and  growth,  technical  education  should  demand 
more  and  more  attention. 

Among  the  fraternities  of  Tech,  Beta  Iota  has  a  standing 
that  is  second  to  none.  It  was  established  September  18th,  1888, 
the  same  year  of  the  founding  of  the  school,  and  for  two  years 
it  was  the  only  fraternity  in  college,  until  1890,  when  Sigma 
Alpha  Epsilon  entered.  To-day  there  are  ten  National  fraternities 
represented,  including  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon,  Kappa  Sigma, 
Sigma  Nu,  Kappa  Alpha,  Phi  Delta  Theta,  Phi  Kappa  Sigma, 
Chi  Phi,  Phi  Kappa  Alpha,  and  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  named  in  the 
order  of  their  establishment. 

Its  policy  has  been  one  of  extreme  conservatism  and  on  that 
it  has  built  up  a  chapter  whose  prestige  is  recognized  by  the 
faculty,  as  well  as  by  other  fraternities.  In  the  class-room,  on 
the  athletic  field,  and  in  social  life,  Beta  Iota  has  always  taken  a 
prominent  stand.  Not  a  year  has  passed  that  it  has  not  been 
represented  on  the  football,  baseball  and  basketball  teams.  Last 
year  the  captain  of  the  basketball  team  was  an  Alpha  Tau,  and 
this  year  we  are  represented  by  the  manager  of  the  football  team. 

Three  years  ago  we  assumed  the  responsibility  of  renting  a 
chapter  house,  after  working  for  it  for  several  years.  The  one 
drawback  that  confronted  us  was  the  uncertainty  of  the  number 
of  men  who  would  be  able  to  live  in  it,  because  of  a  ruling  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  that  all  men  of  the  two  lower  classes  were 
required  to  live  in  the  dormitories,  and  as  the  majority  of  the 
men  in  the  chapter  are  usually  in  these  classes,  we  thought  it 
would  be  hard  to  keep  up  a  house,  but  by  rubbing  elbows  we  have 
managed  to  stride  forward  and  now  we  have  one  of  the  best 
furnished  and  best  arranged  houses  at  Tech.

Born  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  November  seventh,  eighteen  hundred 
and  forty-seven,  the  subject  of  this  sketch  is  not  old  enough 
to  be  proud  of  his  longevity,  and  too  old  to  plead  youth  as  an 
excuse  for  present  follies.  He  was  not  consulted  about  his  birth, 
and  it  is  doubtful  if  his  consent  would  have  been  given  if  he  had 
been.  He  is  sure  of  this  however,  that  he  has  been  pushed  along 
through  life  by  circumstances  or  Providence  without  having  much 
to  say  in  the  matter.  At  the  end  he  will  go  out,  naked  and  alone, 
against  his  will,  not  knowing  where,  never  to  return,  and  soon  to 
be  forgotten.  According  to  his  light,  he  has  filled  the  office  of 
Worthy  High  Chancellor  of  our  beloved  fraternity  for  twenty 
years  without  self  praise;  and  it  may  be  said  he  has  done  his  duty 
in  this,  and  other  offices,  as  it  appeared  best.  Being  deprived 
of  sight  at  fifteen  (by  accident),  with  a  fair  education  for  that  age, 
he  attended  the  Maryland  School  for  the  blind  for  two  years.  He 
then  taught  there  for  two  years,  during  which  time,  under  private 
tutors,  he  studied  Latin,  Mathematics  and  German  as  a  prepar- 
ation for  the  law  course  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  from  which 
he  graduated  in  eighteen  seventy-two.  The  late  John  B.  Minor, 
dean  of  the  law  faculty  at  the  time,  did  him  the  honor  to  bring 
the  list  of  degree  men  to  his  room,  with  the  request  that  he  post 
it,  intimating  that  he  stood  at  the  head  of  the  class.  When  he 
heard  this;  he  had  the  proudest  half  hour  of  his  life.  Like  many 
college  boys  do,  he  met  and  loved  a  girl  of  the  community,  whom 
he  was  fortunate  enough  to  have  married  some  years  later. 
Changes  of  fortune  awaited  him.  By  the  failure  of  Grant  &  Ward, 
in  the  spring  of  eighty-four,  a  fortune  of  sixty-six  thousand 
dollars  was  swept  away.  Since  then,  he  has  been  at  the  wood- 
pile sawing — in  other  words,  teaching  law  at  the  University  of 
Virginia.  Before  entering  on  his  duties  here,  he  practised  in  his 
native  city  and  Richmond — spending  one  year  in  California 
clearing  up  the  docket  for  a  classmate  who  had  become  involved 
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Worthy  High  Chancel'or. 
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in  land  operations  and  more  money-making  pursuits  than  prac- 
tising law.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Supreme  Court  Bar  of  Mary- 
land, Virginia,  California  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  On 
returning  from  the  argument  of  an  equity  cause  in  the  last  named 
court,  in  eighteen  eighty-eight,  he  was  so  seriously  injured  in  a 
railroad  wreck  that  in  the  opinion  of  wise  doctors,  he  would  never 
be  able  to  walk  again.  After  spending  two  years  in  a  rolling 
chair,  the  strength  and  vitality  returned  to  his  limbs  and  he  was 
able  to  attend  the  Alpha  Tau  Congress  which  met  in  Richmond 
during  the  Christmas  holidays  of  eighteen  ninety — standing  on 
crutches  to  respond  to  the  "Goat  Toast,"  with  more  or  less 
foolishness,  as  he  has  continued  to  do  at  intervals  (with  other 
toasts)  ever  since.  The  University  of  Virginia  has  been  his  home 
for  the  past  eighteen  years.  His  duty  is  to  instruct  young 
lawyers  in  preparation  for  examination  and  to  conduct  a  summer 
law  school.  He  tries  to  be  useful  and  by  example  as  well  as 
precept — to  lead  young  men  to  practising  law  with  intelligence 
and  integrity.

It  is  an  obligation  due  to  all  the  other 
chapters  and  to  all  the  members  of  your  fraternity  as  well  as  to  all 
the  chapters  and  members  of  other  fraternities  in  your  college  and 
elsewhere. — The  Shield  and  Diamond. 
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COLLEGE  PRESIDENTS  AND  THE  "HONOR  ROLL.' 


The  chapters  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  are  familiar  with  the 
efforts  that  have  been  made  during  recent  years  to  place  the 
fraternity  in  the  very  front  rank  of  the  Greek  world  in  the  matter 
of  scholarship,  and  also  in  what  is  sometimes  termed  "general 
efficiency."  Our  former  Worthy  Grand  Chiefs,  Charles  H.  Fenn 
and  Dr.  B-  P.  Lyon,  were  pioneers  in  this  work.  Through  the 
endeavors  of  Dr.  Lyon  especially,  much  was  done  to  inaugurate  the 
movement  which  we  have  tried  to  emphasize  in  the  present 
administration.  The  "Honor  Roll"  was  one  of  the  excellent 
ideas  conceived  by  him,  and  the  fraternity  is  well  aware  of  its 
splendid  practical  results. 

The  thing  that  is  being  attempted  is  to  emphasize  anew  what 
should  be  a  clearly  recognized  fact,  viz :  that  the  college  fraternity 
and  the  college  itself  are  two  agencies,  one  within  the  other,  and 
both  working  to  the  same  end.  It  may  safely  be  asserted  that  a  very 
large  proportion  of  fraternity  men  and  of  college  officers  have  been 
overlooking  this  fact.  The  college  officers  frequently  have  believed 
(sometimes  with  good  reason)  that  the  fraternities  were  essentially 
unfriendly  to  the  best  interests  of  the  college.  And  at  the  same 
time  the  fraternity  men  have  suspected  (also  with  good  reason 
very  frequently)  that  the  college  authorities  were  entirely  inimical 
to  those  intimate  associations  which  were  so  precious  and  so 
helpful  to  the  members.  This  is  the  condition  of  mutual  sus- 
picion and  distrust  that  has  existed  all  too  generally  in  the  college 
world.  We  believe  that  where  it  has  existed,  the  explanation  is 
found  in  the  fact  just  mentioned — that  both  parties  alike  have 
forgotten  their  common  interests  and  their  common  work.  For, 
after  all,  the  college  and  the  fraternity  each  tries  to  do  the  same 
thing,  but  in  a  different  way.  Their  object  is  to  be  of  the  greatest 
service  possible  to  the  young  man.  He  is  a  "student,"  from  the 
college  view  point.  The  fraternity  calls  him  a  "brother."  Ard 
both  agencies  are  trying  to  make  him  of  the  greatest  possible 
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service  to  the  world,  into  which  he  soon  will  be  ushered.  The 
college  undertakes  to  give  him  an  intellectual  equipment  and  a 
correct  method  of  working.  The  fraternity  endeavors  to  develop 
and  perfect  his  social  nature  by  showing  him  highest  ideals  of 
personal  relations  and  conduct.  It  is  not  for  the  writer  of  this 
article  to  declare  which  of  these  ends  is  of  greater  importance. 
But  it  is  proper  for  fraternity  men  to  remember  the  college  existed 
long  before  the  fraternity  ever  had  been  thought  of,  and  that  the 
fraternity  would  not  be  at  all,  except  for  the  college. 

But  remembering  the  objects  of  these  two  institutions,  the 
one  entirely  contained  within  the  other,  and  recognizing  the  patent 
fact  of  their  fundamental  harmony,  what  a  pity  it  is  for  either 
college  officers  or  fraternity  men  to  suspect  that  there  is  an  essen- 
tial want  of  harmony!  Happily,  the  time  seems  approaching 
rapidly  now  when  there  will  be  a  clearer  mutual  understanding 
than  ever  before.  Within  the  past  two  or  three  years  several 
distinct  steps  have  been  taken  toward  bringing  these  two  great 
forces  in  the  educational  world  into  complete  mutual  understand- 
ing and  more  effective  co-operation. 

Alpha  Tau  Omega  is  not  only  a  virtual  pioneer  among  the 
fraternities  in  this  splendid  enterprise,  but  she  is  also  responsible 
for  some  of  the  most  aggressive  of  the  movements  in  this  direction. 
It  has  become  the  fixed  policy  of  the  fraternity  to  do  all  in  her 
power  to  stimulate  the  best  possible  work  by  her  active  members 
in  the  colleges,  and  to  recognize  officially  such  achievements  by 
them  as  are  particularly  noteworthy. 

It  is  not  necessary  at  this  time  to  indicate  all  the  efforts  that 
are  being  made.  One  line  of  endeavor,  however,  has  proved  so 
fruitful  of  interesting  and  profitable  result  as  to  merit  some 
extended  discussion.  On  March  ist,  1910,  the  following  letter 
was  mailed  by  the  Worthy  Grand  Chief  to  the  president  of  each 
college  and  university  in  which  a  chapter  of  our  fraternity  is 
located : 

To  Presidents  of  Colleges  and  Universities. 
My  Dear  Sir: 

For  several  years  the  fraternity,  of  which  I  am  the  executive  officer, 
has  been  making  special  effort  to  improve  the  scholarship  of  the  active 
members  of  the  several  chapters.     Various  means  are  in  use  to  effect  this. 
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We  require  the  chapters  to  make  regular  and  confidential  reports  to  the 
Grand  Officers  concerning  the  college  status  of  each  active  member.  In 
addition,  I  expect  the  chiefs  of  the  provinces  to  call  upon  the  college 
officers  or  other  suitable  persons  at  the  time  of  their  official  visits  to  the 
chapters,  and  procure  information  about  each  active  member  in  each 
chapter. 

Another  means  employed  by  us  has  proved  particularly  effective. 
The  fraternity  established  a  "Roll  of  Honor' '  that  is  open  to  all  active 
members  who  have  done  especially  meritorious  work  in  any  of  the  regular 
activities  of  the  college.  Record  of  the  new  names  on  the  Roll  of  Honor 
is  published  in  the  Palm,  our  official  magazine,  together  with  a  full 
statement  of  the  nature  of  the  work  for  which  the  recognition  is  given. 
In  addition,  a  Certificate  of  Honor  is  issued  by  the  fraternity  to  the  one 
enrolled. 

Hitherto,  there  have  been  no  fixed  standards  to  determine  what 
shall  entitle  brothers  to  this  recognition.  The  presidents  of  chapters 
have  nominated  men,  and  the  cases  have  been  acted  upon  by  me,  with 
the  approval  of  the  chairman  of  our  High  Council.  We  now  desire  to 
establish  more  fixed  standards  for  each  chapter.  I  am  taking  the  liberty 
of  enclosing  to  you  herewith  a  copy  of  my  "Official  Letter  No.  139," 
addressed  to  the  chapters,  dealing  with  the  same  subject.  It  states  the 
end  I  am  trying  to  gain. 

Now  in  addition,  may  I  request  your  assistance  in  fixing  right  stand- 
ards for  the  chapter  located  in  your  institution  of  learning?  It  will  be 
esteemed  a  great  favor  indeed,  if  you  will  be  good  enough  to  send  me  a 
statement  of  your  opinion  regarding  what,  in  your  college  or  university, 
should  entitle  one  to  such  recognition  as  we  are  wishing  to  give.  Standards 
differ  much,  we  know  And  in  every  college  there  are  local  "honors" 
attainable,  the  winning  of  which  is  virtually  on  a  par  with  election  to 
Phi  Beta  Kappa,  or  the  winning  of  an  intercollegiate  debate. 

We  know  that  you  can  be  of  invaluable  assistance  to  us  in  this 
matter.  Accordingly  I  am  taking  the  liberty  of  making  this  request. 
This  entire  plan  is  one  of  the  methods  we  are  employing  to  help  bring 
the  young  men  to  a  better  understanding  of  the  deeper  purposes  of  college 
membership.

This  letter  was  accompanied  by  a  personal  note  in  which  it 
was  stated  somewhat  more  directly  that  the  whole  purpose  was 
simply  one  to  help  all  the  young  men  in  the  fraternity  appreciate 
the  necessity  of  "putting  first  things  first"  in  their  college  life. 
The  answers  received  to  these  letters  have  been  interesting  and 
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suggestive  in  the  highest  degree.  They  were  more  than  mere 
formal  acknowledgments  of  the  communication.  Almost  without 
exception,  the  presidents  took  occasion  to  express  themselves  at 
some  length  on  the  subject  proposed.  During  the  past  summer  I 
have  studied  these  letters,  with  a  view  to  discovering  the  attitude 
of  our  leading  American  educators  toward  the  college  fraternity 
as  an  institution,  and  more  particularly  toward  this  special 
project  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega.  In  discussing  the  results  of  this 
study  in  the  present  paper,  it  has  seemed  best  to  arrange  the 
subject  matter  in  paragraphs  according  to  the  individual  points 
of  view  of  the  several  correspondents.  Of  course,  I  have  not 
violated  the  confidence  of  any  of  the  writers  by  quoting  them  by 
name,  although  I  have  felt  at  liberty  to  make  use  of  their  senti- 
ments. 

t.  The  thing  that  impressed  me  most  pleasantly  was  the 
universal  commendation  elicited  by  the  fraternity's  plan.  Scarcely 
one  of  the  persons  addressed  failed  to  express  his  gratification  and 
approval  of  the  endeavor.  Very  naturally,  some  general  appro- 
bation was  to  be  expected.  But  the  out-spoken  and  unanimous 
enthusiasm  expressed  was  more  than  had  been  looked  for.  One 
writes:  "It  is  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  us  to  know  that 
leading  men  of  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  fraternity  are  interesting 
themselves  in  the  higher  aspects  of  fraternity  life.  It  is  a  great  pleas- 
ure to  co-operate  with  you  in  this  regard."  Another  writer  says,"  I 
take  great  pleasure  in  assisting  you  to  get  the  members  of  your 
fraternity  to  'put  first  things  first/  This  is  a  matter  in  which  we 
are  much  interested  and  you  can  count  on  our  hearty  co-oper- 
ation." From  another  president  are  the  words,  "I  am  delighted 
to  see  the  steps  being  taken  by  you,  and  shall  take  pleasure  in 
forwarding  the  movement  in  any  way  within  my  power."  And 
from  a  fourth  correspondent  we  quote,  "I  am  deeply  interested 
in  the  proposition  you  have  under  consideration,  and  the  high 
purpose  which  you  have  for  the  Alpha  Tau  Omega  Fraternity. 
While  not  a  fraternity  man  myself,  I  have  always  taken  a  deep 
interest  in  the  fraternity  work  in  connection  with  our  colleges." 
These  four  men  are  representatives  of  four  different  types  of  college 
in  four  widely  separated  portions  of  our  country.  Their  senti- 
ments are  virtually  duplicated  in  all  the  letters  received  on  the 
subject.  ^ 
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2.  Another  point  of  interest  to  me  grew  out  of  the  fact  that 
many  of  the  writers  thought  at  once  of  the  relation  of  this  matter  to 
their  own  fraternity  associations.  In  the  paragraph  above  is  an 
opinion  from  a  college  president  who  had  not  belonged  to  a  fra- 
ternity. Another  man  said,  "I  am  glad  to  express  these  com- 
mendations alike  from  the  standpoint  of  a  college  president  and 
that  of  a  fraternity  man."  Some  of  the  writers  simply  stated 
the  fact  of  their  membership  or  non-membership  in  a  fraternity. 
Others  took  pains  to  add  to  their  signatures  the  Greek  letters  that 
told  the  story  of  their  student  connection.  All  of  this  was  an 
eloquent  witness  to  their  appreciation  of  the  element  contributed 
to  a  college  man's  life  by  his  fraternity. 

3.  An  idea  emphasized  by  several  of  the  presidents  was 
very  suggestive,  indeed.  It  is  their  belief  that  certain  helpful 
and  needed  influences  in  student  life  are  of  a  kind  that  can  be 
exerted  only  by  members  of  fraternities  working  along  some  such 
lines  as  indicated  in  our  general  plan.  They  recognized  the 
particularly  close  relations  into  which  fraternity  men  are  coming 
with  each  other,  and  their  willingness  to  receive  and  heed  very 
frank  counsel  from  such  sources.  Speaking  of  the  services  that 
fraternity  men  can  render  each  other,  and  the  entire  student 
body  as  well,  in  matters  of  conduct  and  morals,  one  president 
said,  "We  desire  that  they  should  be  so  sensitive  and  active  on 
points  of  honor  of  their  character  that  they  will  first  be  prompt  to 
warn,  counsel  and  restrain  their  fellows,  and  then  be  firm  in 
requiring  the  withdrawal  from  their  community  of  any  man  who 
persistently  overbreaks  the  bonds  of  propriety."  This  writer 
recognized,  as  did  others,  that  there  is  no  other  group  of  students 
in  any  student  body  wielding  so  great  personal  power  as  lies  in  the 
hands  of  active  fraternity  members.  Another  writer  mentioned 
the  serious  condition,  both  morally  and  intellectually,  existing 
at  that  time  in  the  fraternity  element  in  his  college  (such  a  con- 
dition as  has  been  duplicated  occasionally  in  other  colleges,  it 
must  be  admitted),  and  said,  "They  are  all  wrong.  The  only 
way  for  them  to  get  right  is  from  the  inside."  Possibly  his 
description  of  the  situation  is  too  severe — possibly  he  is  entirely 
correct.  But  in  either  case,  he  has  expressed  a  conviction  held 
by  several  other  writers  also,  that  the  fraternities  have  a  work  to 
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do  in  every  college,  for  their  own  men  and  for  the  student  body 
at  large,  that  can  not  be  done  so  well  by  any  other  agency. 

4.  Similar  to  this  line  of  thought,  but  having  more  direct 
reference  to  student  scholarship,  many  of  the  presidents  spoke 
particularly  of  the  opportunity  they  believed  the  Greeks  possessed. 
One  said,  "The  efforts  which  are  being  made  by  your  fraternity 
to  induce  your  members  to  put  'first  things  first'  meet  with  my 
heartiest  approbation.  If  all  the  college  fraternities  would  go  to 
work  systematically  on  the  subject  they  could  do  untold  good." 
Another  adds,  "You  will  permit  me  to  commend  very  cordially 
the  efforts  of  your  fraternity  to  improve  the  scholarship  of  active 
members.  If  all  the  fraternities  took  this  action,  they  could 
become  the  most  powerful  factors  for  good  in  college  life."  While 
a  third  wrote,  "Even  at  your  distance  you  can  be  of  much  assist- 
ance to  us  in  upholding  the  standards  of  scholarship  and  conduct 
among  the  students  of  this  university,  and  I  am  very  glad  indeed 
that  you  take  this  interest." 

5.  In  this  connection,  some  of  the  writers  expressed  them- 
selves very  frankly  concerning  the  comparative  opportunity  for 
practical  results  possessed  by  their  faculties  and  by  the  fraternity 
organizations.  One  said,  "I  have  always  believed  that  if  the 
general  officers  of  our  various  fraternities  would  take  up  the 
matter  of  trying  to  improve  the  standards  of  life  in  our  fraternities, 
they  could  accomplish  very  much  more  than  the  college  faculties." 
Following  this  quotation,  it  is  timely  to  state  that  within  the  past 
year  this  very  remark,  almost  in  the  identical  words,  has  been 
made  to  me  by  the  presidents  or  deans  of  seven  of  our  prominent 
universities,  four  of  them  having  been  State  universities.  In 
another  letter  was  this  sentiment,  "I  am  sure  that  all  faculties  and 
institutions  will  be  very  glad  to  join  hands  with  the  governing 
bodies  of  fraternities  that  their  influence  may  be  for  the  good 
entirely,  and  that  any  young  man  who  becomes  a  fraternity 
brother  may  benefit  by  such  association."  While  another  says, 
"If  the  Greek-letter  fraternities  would  address  themselves,  with 
their  thorough  organization,  to  the  raising  of  the  standard  of 
student  life  and  student  work,  they  could  do  as  much  as  the 
faculties  of  the  various  institutions." 
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6.  It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  some  of  the  writers  evidently 
look  upon  the  college  fraternity  as  being  a  very  real  problem  with 
them.  One  man,  president  of  one  of  the  foremost  universities 
in  America,  has  written,  "I  am  much  gratified  to  know  of  the 
steps  which  you  are  taking.  This  is  a  subject  which  is  giving 
much  concern  to  the  faculty  here,  I  may  say,  and  the  co-operation 
of  the  officials  of  the  fraternity  will  be  extremely  valuable." 
From  another  university  president  came  this  very  significant 
message,  "There  is  considerable  hostility  to  fraternities  in  the 
State,  and  this  hostility  can  not  be  removed  except  by  the  united 
action  of  the  fraternity  men  themselves.  Let  the  fraternity 
men  stand  for  scholarship,  subordinate  social  activities,  and 
banish  vice,  and  they  will,  in  a  short  time,  be  held  in  high  popular 
esteem."  There  were  but  few  letters  indicating  that  the  writers 
viewed  the  fraternity  system  with  anything  like  apprehension, 
but  these  quotations  are  given  in  order  that  this  opinion,  which 
did  appear,  might  be  properly  noted  in  the  gathering  up  of  many 
impressions.  Its  full  significance,  too,  should  not  be  overlooked, 
in  a  study  of  the  letters. 

7.  As  possibly  explaining  the  anxiety  caused  by  the  college 
fraternity  in  the  minds  of  these  few  presidents,  let  us  observe 
statements  found  in  two  letters  from  institutious  very  widely 
separated — one  a  State  university,  the  other  a  typical  "small 
college."  Both  men  speak  of  the  class-room  work  done  by 
fraternity  men  and  non-fraternity  men,  careful  examination  of 
the  records  having  been  made.  In  one  institution  there  are  a 
number  of  "house-clubs"  in  which  some  of  the  non-fraternity 
men  live.  The  writer  from  that  institution  says,  "We  found  that 
the  students  living  in  house-clubs  maintained  a  distinctly  higher 
standing  than  the  students  living  in  or  connected  with  the  Greek- 
letter  fraternities.  There  are  fewer  social  distractions  in  the 
house-clubs.  *  *  *  It  has  also  been  shown  that  the  average 
standing  of  the  men  who  are  not  members  either  of  the  house- 
clubs  or  fraternities  is  higher  than  the  average  standing  of  the 
men  in  the  fraternities."  From  the  other  college  comes  similar 
word,  "A  careful  scrutiny  of  the  persons  who  have  secured  these 
honors  (graduation  honors)  reveals  in  this  institution  the  fact 
that   fraternity   men    win    honors    one-fourth    as   frequently   in 
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proportion  to  number  as  non-fraternity  men."  It  is  only  fair 
to  mention  that  these  two  writers  are  the  only  persons  mentioning 
any  facts  bearing  on  this  phase  of  the  subject,  and  in  each  case 
it  is  evident  that  there  were  purely  local  reasons  for  the  investi- 
gation being  made,  resulting  in  the  figures  quoted.  And  it  is  also 
only  just  to  add  that  one  of  the  writers,  in  a  personal  conversation, 
assured  me  of  his  conviction  that  in  spite  of  this  showing,  so 
unfavorable  upon  its  face,  the  average  fraternity  man  was  the 
recipient  of  personal  and  social  and  practical  benefits  growing 
out  of  his  fraternity  life  which  far  more  than  counter-balanced 
the  class-room  figures  in  his  disfavor. 

8.  In  the  study  of  all  the  letters  before  me,  there  is  another 
note  in  which  I  have  been  interested.  Several  of  the  writers 
have  been  careful  to  mention  evidences  of  a  recognition  by  the 
students  themselves  of  their  personal  responsibility  for  the  moral 
and  mental  development  of  themselves  and  their  fellows.  The 
rapid  growth  of  the  "student  discipline"  idea,  in  which  students 
have  taken  over  all  or  a  considerable  portion  of  the  questions  of 
discipline  that  may  arise,  is  believed  to  indicate  this.  The 
fraternity  system,  with  its  emphasis  on  self-government,  has 
had  much  to  do  with  the  growth  of  this  idea  in  all  our  American 
university  life.  The  president  of  a  leading  State  university 
sums  it  up  by  saying,  "And  there  is,  I  believe,  a  pronounced 
disposition  on  the  part  of  our  young  men  toward  using  fraternity 
life  as  a  means  of  upbuilding  for  our  student  body."  In  a  personal 
conversation  with  the  writer  of  this  letter,  at  a  former  time,  he 
said  to  me,  "There  is  no  agency  in  the  university  upon  which  I 
depend  so  confidently,  when  I  want  a  moral  ally,  as  I  do  upon  the 
men  of  the  different  fraternities.  They  seem  glad  to  respond  to 
an  appeal  that  makes  them  responsible  for  something  in  the 
student  life."  More  recently,  an  officer  in  one  of  our  largest 
American  universities  made  virtually  the  same  remark  to  me, 
adding  that  "the  faculty  had  practically  handed  over  all  questions 
of  discipline  of  a  fraternity  man  to  his  own  fraternity,  because  we 
have  found  out  that  they  are  nearly  always  anxious  to  do  it  for 
the  good  name  of  the  fraternity,  and  also  they  have  some  peculiarly 
effective  ways  of  accomplishing  it  that  the  faculty  does  not  have." 
It  is  understood,  of  course,  that  the  cases  discussed  are  those  of 
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deficient  scholarship  as  well  as  questions  of  conduct — indeed, 
in  the  institution  last  referred  to,  they  are  almost  entirely  cases 
having  to  do  with  class-room  work. 

9.  I  will  mention  but  one  further  feature  that  impressed  me 
in  examining  this  group  of  correspondence.  My  inquiry,  it  will 
be  remembered,  was  primarily  with  reference  to  standards  of 
scholarship  for  which  our  "Certificates  of  Honor"  might  suitably 
be  awarded.  A  considerable  number  of  the  college  presidents  in 
replying  expressed  it  as  their  belief  that  these  standards  should 
not  be  restricted  to  "high  marks,"  or  distinctively  academic 
"honors."  One  says,  "I  have  a  strong  feeling  that  college  honors 
should  not  be  conferred  exclusively  for  class  standings,  because 
it  is  well  known  that  the  delver  into  books  may  have  the  highest 
standings  without  having  more  of  force  and  promise  of  high 
effectiveness  in  later  life.  He  may  easily  be  first  in  class  ranks, 
but  be  of  little  value  to  himself  or  the  college  community  in  its 
spirit  and  general  activities."  This  sentence  also  struck  me  as 
significant,  "It  is  not  true  by  any  means  that  'valedictorians  are 
never  heard  of  after  leaving  college,'  but  it  is  true  that  in  a  good 
many  cases  one  who  has  the  highest  standing  is  outstripped  in 
life  and  service  by  his  classmates  of  lower  class  grades."  And 
another  writer,  president  of  a  well-known  institute  of  technology, 
says,  "I  recognize  that  purely  a  scholastic  test  would  hardly  be 
fair,  for  I  think  that  a  conscientious,  hard-working,  honest  student, 
of  sterling  manhood,  who  may,  however,  be  lacking  to  some 
extent  in  brilliancy,  may  be  entitled  to  greater  honor  in  an 
institution  than  another  who,  because  of  circumstances,  previous 
preparation,  or  natural  ability,  with  far  less  application,  may 
attain  to  a  higher  standard.  It  therefore  seems  that  the  entire 
history  of  the  student  should  enter  into  the  elements  of  the 
problem."  And  another  writer  concludes  by  saying,  "My 
feeling  is  that  you  would  get  better  results  by  putting  on  the 
roll  all  of  those  who  work  hard,  attend  strictly  to  the  business 
for  which  they  come  to  college,  and  so  show  themselves  superior 
to  the  average  student."  These  several  opinions  were  very  sig- 
nificant to  me,  coming  as  they  do  so  soon,  comparatively,  since 
the  establishment  by  Cecil  Rhodes  of  the  Rhodes  scholarships 
in  Oxford  University  in  England.     For  it  will  be  remembered 
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that  Mr.  Rhodes  stipulated  that  in  the  election  of  a  student  to  a 
scholarship  "regard  should  be  had  to  (i)  his  literary  and  scholastic 
attainments,  (2)  his  fondness  for  and  success  in  manly  outdoor 
sports,  (3)  his  quality  of  manhood,  truth,  courage,  devotion  to  duty, 
sympathy  for  and  protection  of  the  weak,  kindliness,  unselfishness 
and  fellowship,  and  (4)  his  exhibition  during  school  days  of  moral 
force  and  character,  and  of  his  ability  to  lead  and  to  take  an 
interest  in  his  schoolmates."  All  of  this  might  be  summed  up  in 
the  phrase  "general  efficiency."  It  was  general  efficiency  for 
life  service  that  Mr.  Rhodes  was  striving  to  promote.  It  is  the 
same  object  precisely  that  lies  underneath  all  of  the  American 
fraternity  system  in  its  efforts  for  young  men.  And  it  is  the 
prime  value  to  society  of  what  we  have  called  "general  efficiency" 
in  young  collegians  which  undoubtedly  has  led  so  many  of  the 
presidents  to  make  this  very  practical  suggestion.  They  are 
recognizing  (and  we  believe  this  is  true  of  the  whole  educational 
world  to-day)  that  the  chief  function  of  the  college,  and  of  every 
right  agency  within  the  college,  is  to  make  him  of  the  greatest 
possible  service  to  the  world. 

The  author  of  this  paper  has  one  strong  hope  in  presenting 
this  study  of  a  very  interesting  body  of  correspondence- — a  hope 
which  he  believes  is  shared  by  all  the  officers  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega 
and  of  her  sister  fraternities — that  it  may  prove  of  some  practical 
service  in  hastening  the  day  when  there  shall  be  complete  mutual 
understanding,  sympathy,  and  co-operation  between  these  two 
great  forces  that  play  so  great  a  part  in  the  development  of  thou- 
sands of  our  most  promising  young  men  every  year.  The  young 
man's  college  and  the  young  man's  fraternity  are,  next  to  his 
home,  the  dearest  forces  he  has  known.  They  are  alike  in  their 
general  purpose  toward  him.  And  they  should  be  completely 
sympathetic  toward  each  other.

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THE  UNEARTHED  STORY  OF  OLD  BETA  GAMMA. 


The  original  Beta  Gamma  chapter  of  Alpha  Tau  Omega  was 
established  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  on  the 
evening  of  April  3rd,  1885,  and  was  the  first  extension  of  the 
fraternity  into  New  England.  At  that  time  the  nearest  sister 
chapter  was  Pennsylvania  Tau,  which  fact  undoubtedly  accounts 
for  the  meteoric  existence  of  this  old  chapter. 

William  L.  Harris,  of  Pennsylvania  Tau,  and  CharlesW.  Baker, 
of  .Pennsylvania  Upsilon,  who  were  then  attending  Technology, 
evolved  the  idea  that  Technology  offered  a  fertile  field  for  a  chapter 
of  their  fraternity,  as  with  a  student  body  of  780,  only  two  fra- 
ternities were  represented,  namely,  Sigma  Chi,  established  in 
1882,  and  Theta  Xi,  in  March,  1885.  In  view  of  this  fact,  Harris 
and  Baker  founded,  on  April  3rd,  1885,  the  Beta  Gamma  chapter 
with  the  following  men  as  charter  members:  Walter  H.  Gleason, 
Julian  A.  Cameron,  and  Quintard  Peters,  of  the  class  of  1887; 
William  Iv.  Dearborn  and  Francis  W.  Hoadley,  of  the  class  of 
1888.  Later  in  the  term,  Charles  D.  Underhill,  '87,  and  Harold 
O.  Binney,  '88,  were  initiated. 

In  the  fall  of  1885,  when  the  next  college  year  opened,  the 
chapter  went  to  work  with  a  will  and  rented  and  furnished  rooms 
in  the  vicinity  of  Winter  and  Tremont  Streets,  Boston,  which 
were  used  mainly  as  a  place  for  the  chapter  to  meet.  During 
this  college  year,  Thomas  D.  and  Henry  B.  Brainerd  were  initiated 
('87)  and  also  Charles  Cheney,  '89,  and  Henry  F.  Bigelow,  '88. 
This  is  about  all  that  is  directly  known  regarding  the  chapter  and 
was  obtained  from  issues  of  the  Palm  at  that  time.  I  have  been 
able,  however,  to  gather  considerable  information  from  other 
sources  more  or  less  indirect,  in  nature,  but  none  the  less  authentic. 

After  September,  1886,  this  chapter  seemed  to  have  passed 
out  of  existence,  unbeknown  to  the  fraternity,  as  no  chapter 
letters  occur  or  no  mention  is  made  of  the  chapter  until  the  issue 
of  the  Palm  for  December,  1888.     In  this  issue,  the  Worthy  Grand 
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Keeper  of  Annals  gives  a  list  of  ten  names  as  being  those  who 
constitute  the  Beta  Gamma  chapter,  with  the  following  footnote: 
41  There  may  be  more  initiates,  chapter  believed  to  be  dead. 
Definite  information  wanted."  In  this  manner  the  old  original 
chapter  died  in  a  silent  sort  of  way  and  passed  out  of  existence. 
Its  death  occurred  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  some  time  during 
the  latter  part  of  1886  or  forepart  of  1887. 

^The  records  of  the  general  fraternity  at  that  time  were  not 
kept  under  the  strict  business  methods  of  to-day,  or  more  definite 
information  would  be  preserved  regarding  this  chapter. 

p  In  looking  through  old  records  at  Technology,  I  found  inter- 
esting data  on  this  chapter,  which  will  supplement  the  scanty 
information  of  the  fraternity.  In  Technique,  the  Junior  annual 
for  1885  and  1886,  I  found  the  chapter  listed  with  the  following 
fifteen  (15)  members:  Henry  F.  Bigelow,  IV,  1888;  Harold  O. 
Binney,  VI,  1888;  Henry  B.  Brainerd,  IX,  1887;  Thomas  D. 
Brainerd,  IX,  1887;  Julian  A.  Cameron,  II,  1887;  Charles  Cheney, 
IX,  1888;  William  Iv.  Dearborn,  II,  1887;  Richard  Devens,  II, 
1888;  Walter  H.  Gleason,  II,  1887;  William  L.  Harris  (Aff),  VII, 
1888;  Francis  W.  Hoadley,  II,  1887;  Ouintard  Peters,  IX,  1887; 
Russell  Robb,  VI,  1888;  Benton  Sturges,  IX,  1890;  Algeron  S. 
Warren,  III,  1888. 

It  is  here  that  the  fraternity  records  show  that  it  lost  several 
brothers  as,  in  its  annals  no  record  is  made  of  H.  B.  Brainerd, 
Devens,  Peters,  Robb,  vSturges  and  Warren.  The  old  roster  of 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  printed  before  Larkin  W.  Glazebrook's  recent 
edition  of  his  pocket  directory,  only  recognizes  eight  men  as  con- 
stituting this  old  chapter,  whereas  unearthed  records  give  a  list 
of  fifteen  members.  These  six  men  were  initiates  as  shown  by 
the  chapter  roll,  but  either  through  neglect  of  the  chapter  to  report 
the  same,  or  a  loss  by  the  fraternity  of  the  records,  no  account 
has  been  kept  of  these  men,  one  of  which,  Peters,  was  a  charter 
member  and  correspondent  for  the  Palm.  A  further  search  for 
possible  members  of  this  chapter  has  met  with  no  success.  There 
may  be  a  possibility  that  more  initiates  were  taken  in,  but  no 
traces  have  been  found  of  such  missing  members.  So  far  as  records 
are  concerned,  I  think  I  am  correct  in  stating  that  the  chapter 
consisted  of  the  above-named  fifteen  members.     Technique  for 
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1887  makes  no  mention  of  the  chapter,  so  that  further  records 
of  possible  members  appear  buried  in  the  sands  of  time. 

I  have  been  able,  however,  to  learn  a  little  of  the  personnel 
of  those  fifteen  men  composing  the  chapter,  which  shows  that  they 
were  very  prominent  in  all  student  activities.  Dearborn  was 
manager  of  the  victorious  football  team,  representing  "Tech" 
at  that  time.  This  team  won  the  New  England  Intercollegiate 
championship.  Devens  was  a  member  of  this  team,  playing 
fullback;  Dearborn  was  also  director  of  the  Athletic  Club  and  one 
of  first  board  of  directors  of  the  Co-op  Society,  also  one  of  the 
editors  of  Technique  for  1888.  T.  D.  Brainerd  was  vice-president 
of  Athletic  Club;  Cheney  was  a  director  of  Athletic  Club;  Peters 
was  vice-president  of  the  Baseball  Association  and  editor  of  the 
Junior  annual,  Technique,  for  1887;  Binney  was  president  of 
C.  B.  A.  Society,  one  of  the  social  clubs  of  the  Institute  at  that 
time;  Underhill  was  director  of  the  Glee  Club;  Dearborn  and 
Cheney  made  remarkable  records  as  athletes,  winning  many 
medals  in  contests  on  the  track;  Cheney  was  also  member  of  the 
'89  Tug-of-War  team  which  defeated  the  crack  Harvard  team 
in  an  exciting  contest. 

In  order  to  encourage  athletics,  the  chapter  offered  an  Alpha 
Tau  Omega  cup  for  the  member  of  the  baseball  team  making  the 
best  batting  average  for  the  season  and  this  trophy  was  contested 
for  with  a  great  deal  of  interest.  It  can  be  seen  from  this  data, 
that  these  Beta  Gamma  men  were  primarily  a  very  athletic 
crowd,  but  they  also  entered  other  fields  of  activity,  in  which 
they  took  a  leading  part.  Records  show  that  this  chapter  had  a 
very  energetic  crowd  of  men  with  great  stamina  and  ability  to 
succeed.  They  were  men  not  only  prominent  in  all  student 
activities,  but  good  students  and  well  thought  of  by  the  faculty. 
The  fact  that  the  chapter  stood  well  scholastically  is  brought  out 
when  we  see  that  out  of  the  fifteen,  eleven  received  their  degrees. 
Records  of  the  Institute  accredit  degrees  to  Bigelow,  H.  B. 
and  T.  D.  Brainerd,  Cameron,  Devens,  Gleason,  Harris,  Peters, 
Robb,  vSturges  and  Warren.  This  percentage  of  graduates  is 
very  good  and  higher  than  most  of  the  active  chapters  attain 
to-day. 

This  record  is  even  better  when  we  consider  that  Underhill 
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left  after  his  first  year  to  enter  Harvard  Medical  School.  Hoadley 
left  at  the  same  time  for  De  Soto,  Wis.,  and  Cheney  returned  to 
his  home,  being  obliged  to  give  np  his  studies  on  account  of  his 
eyes.  Of  the  remaining  men,  Binney  stayed  at  the  Institute  four 
years  and  Dearborn  four  years,  without  getting  degrees,  so  that 
the  percentage  receiving  degrees  was  eleven  out  of  a  possible 
thirteen,  which  is  excellent. 

The  cause  of  the  downfall  of  this  chapter  which  had  so  bright 
a  future,  is  still  buried  in  the  sands  of  time.  I  have  had  corre- 
spondence with  several  of  these  men  of  the  original  chapter  and 
they  seem  very  hazy  on  this  vital  point.  So  far  as  I  have  been 
able  to  learn,  the  chapter  had  some  trouble  with  the  general 
fraternity,  which  caused  ill-feeling  and  they  withdrew  from  the 
fraternity  and  disbanded.  The  consensus  of  opinion  goes  to 
show  that  trouble  and  dissension  existed,  but  if  the  chapter 
withdrew,  no  official  recognition  was  ever  made  in  the  fraternity 
records.  My  opinion  is  that  the  chapter  did  not  withdraw 
officially,  but  just  disbanded  in  an  unofficial  way,  and  when  the 
men  graduated  the  chapter  naturally  became  defunct.  What 
became  of  the  chapter  I  can  not  say,  as  its  history  seems  intangible. 
The  present  chapter  has  a  duplicate  of  this  old  charter  and  signed 
by  N.  Wiley  Thomas,  who  was  Worthy  Grand  Chief  at  that 
time.  The  exact  details  of  the  death  of  this  chapter  which  started 
on  such  a  brilliant  career  is  still  shrouded  in  mystery;  the  sands 
of  time  seem  to  have  buried  them  too  deeply  to  be  unearthed. 
The  author  would  welcome  any  bits  of  information  which  any  of 
the  older  brothers  of  our  fraternity  might  have,  relative  to  this 
point  in  the  chapter's  history. 

So  this  chapter  of  old  Beta  Gamma  died,  and  not  until  over 
twenty  years  had  elapsed  did  the  fraternity  again  recognize  a 
chapter  of  the  same  name.  Beta  Gamma  was  born  again  on 
March  12th,  1906,  and  entered  upon  the  rolls  of  the  fraternity 
with  sixteen  charter  members  of  the  re-established  chapter.  It 
was  only  natural  at  this  time  that  the  new  charter  members 
should  be  desirous  to  learn  something  of  the  boys  who  composed 
the  old  chapter,  and  it  was  due  to  this  strong  desire  that  I  at- 
tempted to  pick  up  the  threads  of  time  after  they  had  lain  in  the 
dust  twenty  years.       It  is  surprising  how  quickly  history  buries 
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itself,  for  it  has  only  been  with  utmost  diligence  that  I  have  been 
able  to  gather  the  few  facts  which  I  have  correlated. 

To  bring  old  Beta  Gamma  down  to  the  present  time,  I  will 
say  that  the  present  status  of  nearly  every  one  of  these  original 
fifteen  men  has  been  learned  and  to-day  we  find  these  boys  of 
'85  and  '86  in  the  following  positions:

Algeron  S.  Warren,  died  November  3,  1907,  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y. 

Of  these  men,  Binney  is  now  president  of  the  influential 
Technology  Club  of  New  York,  and  Underhill  was,  until  recently, 
president  of  the  Massachusetts  Alumni  Association  of  Alpha  Tau 
Omega.  The  others  have  not  been  identified  so  much  with  alumni 
activity. 
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I  have  traced  somewhat  incoherently  this  old  chapter  from 
its  beginning,  through  its  meteoric  career  and  endeavored  to  give 
some  idea  of  its  personnel,  both  past  and  present.  I  would  like 
to  say  in  closing  that  I  would  like  to  see  this  old  chapter  receive 
its  due  recognition  from  our  fraternity  and  I  think,  with  all 
justice  to  previous  records,  that  the  fraternity  should  enroll  and 
recognize  the  six  men  which  through  some  mistake,  she  has  lost 
all  these  years.  Records  show  them  to  be  Alpha  Taus  and  if  the 
axiom,  "Once  an  Alpha  Tau,  always  an  Alpha  Tau,"  holds  good, 
these  six  lost  brothers  should  receive  some  recognition. 

Old  Beta  Gamma  is  now  only  a  record  of  history,  for  upon 
its  ashes  the  new  Beta  Gamma  has  grown  and  is  now  flourishing 
and  growing -stronger  and  more  influential  as  the  years  roll  by. 
The  Beta  Gamma  chapter  is  now  entering  its  fifth  year  since 
re-established,  but  its  twenty-sixth  year  since  founding,  and  it 
hopes  to  continue  active  and  foremost  in  Alpha  Tau  Omega  for 
many  years  to  come.

In  the  selection  of  new  men  it  is  assumed  that  each  chapter 
aims  to  secure  men  of  the  highest  character.  A  careful  investi- 
gation of  Greek  letter  Fraternity  data,  however,  reveals  the  fact 
in  two  important  features,  at  least,  the  chapters  exercise  too  little 
care  in  pledging  men.  In  many  cases  proper  investigations  as 
to  the  pledge's  scholarship  and  his  likelihood  of  completing  his 
course,  is  not  made.  These  are  the  two  most  vulnerable  points 
in  fraternity  life,  and  it  is  toward  them  that  most  of  the  criticism 
of  fraternities  is  directed.  It  matters  not  how  the  fraternities 
compare  with  the  non-fraternity  men  in  these  particulars  in 
various  colleges;  the  fact  remains  that  the  percentage  in  the 
fraternities  is  too  small.  Consideration  of  these  points  in  selecting 
men  is  essential  to  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of>wthe  chapter  and 
fraternity  alike. 
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RUSHING  REFORM  AT  WISCONSIN. 


Fraternities  and  sororities  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin 
have  been  placed  under  the  "one-year  rule"  by  the  faculty,  by 
which  they  are  to  be  prohibited  from  initiating  freshmen  until 
one  year's  scholastic  work  has  been  completed,  and  also  from 
initiating  any  student  in  bad  standing  scholastically.  The 
ruling  further  provides  that  freshmen  who  may  be  pledged  may 
not  live  or  eat  at  chapter  houses  until  after  their  first  year.  The 
ruling  is  to  become  effective  in  191 2,  or  not  until  1913  if  the 
fraternities  find  their  condition  too  weak  to  withstand  a  year 
without  new  men,  starting  in  the  fall  of  191 2. 

This  ruling  was  passed  by  the  faculty  early  in  October  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  a  fraternity  investigating 
committee.  An  investigation  of  the  alleged  absence  of  democracy 
among  fraternity  men  was  ordered  from  the  regents  by  the 
State  Legislature  last  year.  The  regents  in  turn  passed  the  task 
over  to  the  faculty. 

The  committee  originally  intended  to  recommend  that  no 
pledging  or  rushing  be  allowed  during  the  first  year,  but  con- 
ferences with  the  inter-fraternity  council  were  effective  in  inducing 
the  faculty  to  keep  its  hands  off  rushing.  The  fraternities  have 
agreed  to  take  steps  among  themselves  tending  to  abolish  all 
spectacular  rushing  and  ostentatious  display.  It  is  probable 
that  the  rushing  season  will  not  be  started  until  after  the  first  two 
weeks  of  school. 

The  situation  at  Wisconsin  is  typical  of  many  of  the  great 
universities  of  the  Middle  West.  The  clash  between  fraternity 
and  non-fraternity  men  appears  to  be  inevitable,  and  the  faculty 
took  official  recognition  of  the  situation  in  a  number  of  ways  at 
Wisconsin  within  the  past  few  months.  With  regard  to  the  issue 
of  democracy,  which  the  committee  was  originally  commissioned 
to  look  into,  a  white-wash  report  was  given,  as  it  was  stated  that 
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leaders  in  fraternities  were  invariably  democratic,  and  the  fra- 
ternities have  pledged  themselves  to  the  promotion  of  democracy 
as  one  of  their  purposes. 

Fraternity  scholarship,  however,  was  the  gravest  criticism 
of  the  committee,  which  consisted  of  both  fraternity  and  non- 
fraternity  professors.  It  was  shown  that  fraternity  men,  as  a 
rule,  are  lower  than  non-fraternity  men,  while  sorority  girls  are 
about  on  an  average  with  the  non-sorority  girls.  In  making  the 
one-year  ruling,  the  main  purpose  of  the  action  has  been  to  better 
fraternity  scholarship. 

Fraternity  enrollment  has  increased  in  a  greater  ratio  than 
the  total  enrollment  of  the  school  during  the  past  quarter  of  a 
century. 

Of  peculiar  interest  is  the  finding  of  the  committee  with  regard 
to  cost  of  living  in  and  outside  fraternities.  Within  the  past  ten 
years,  there  have  been  practically  no  increases  in  the  cost  of 
fraternity  room  and  board,  while  boarding  and  rooming  houses 
have  increased  steadily,  and  now  are  in  considerable  excess  of 
the  fraternities. 

Throughout  the  investigation,  which  has  continued  for  six 
months,  the  fraternities  gave  every  possible  aid  to  the  committee, 
and  the  inter-fraternity  council  was  instrumental  in  having  the 
final  recommendation  changed  from  one  forbidding  the  rushing 
and  pledging  of  freshmen,  to  simply  forbidding  them  the  right  to 
live  in  fraternity  homes.

George  Gettys  Stahl. 

George  Gettys  Stahl  was  a  member  of  Ohio  Beta  Mu  chapter,  gradu- 
ating from  the  University  of  Wooster  with  the  class  of  1899.  He  was 
the  youngest  of  three  brothers,  all  of  whom  were  members  of  this  chapter. 

While  in  college  Stahl  was  known  as  one  of  the  most  earnest  and 
conscientious  members  of  the  student  body,  being  especially  active  in 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  in  literary  society  work.  Since  graduation,  he  has 
given  himself  to  teaching,  and  was  principal  of  the  High  School  of  Middle- 
town,  Ohio,  until  within  less  than  a  year  of  his  death.  In  the  fall  of 
1909  he  resigned  in  order  to  pursue  graduate  studies  in  the  University 
of  Chicago. 

His  influence  as  a  teacher,  a  citizen,  and  a  Christian  was  immeasur- 
ble  and  constant.  He  was  the  leader  of  a  most  remarkable  class  of  men 
in  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Middletown,  Ohio. 

Stahl  had  been  in  ill  health  for  more  than  a  year  prior  to  his  death. 
But  it  was  believed  that  he  was  steadily  improving,  when  he  was  stricken 
in  the  city  of  Chicago,  and  died  August  9,  1910.  A  mournful  coincidence 
is  the  fact  that  his  brother  next  older  than  himself,  Jesse  Stahl,  died  in 
the  same  city  in  1893,  while  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Columbian 
Guard. 

Stahl  leaves  a  widow  and  a  young  son,  born  two  months  before 
his  death.  His  eldest  brother,  Ira  W.  Stahl,  is  principal  of  one  of  the 
High  Schools  of  Chicago.  In  the  death  of  Stahl  the  fraternity,  and  all 
who  knew  him,  suffer  irreparable  loss.

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A.  T.  O.  IN  THE  PUBLIC  EYE. 


Senator  Robert  L.  Owen  (Virginia  Beta)  has  again  made  a 
statement  which  the  newspapers  have  secured  and  circulated. 

"The  greatest  issue  before  the  country  to-day  is  initiative  and 
referendum,"  declared  Senator  Owen,  of  Oklahoma,  to-day  in  an  inter- 
view in  which  he  likened  the  future  of  the  country  to  France  before 
the  revolution.  "Until  such  a  law  is  enacted  in  all  states  there  will 
be  no  relief  from  influences  that  now  oppress  people.  In  no  other  way 
than  by  initiative  and  referendum  can  an  effective  corrupt  practice  act 
be  passed.  Such  an  act  is  essential  to  break  the  hold  on  the  government 
held  by  political  machines  operated  by  big  interests." 


Norval  Richardson  (Tennessee  Alpha  Tau),  who  was  recently 
appointed  to  the  office  of  Secretary  of  the  American  Legation 
at  Havana,  Cuba,  has  produced  a  novel,  "The  Lead  of  Honour," 
whose  authorship  has  been  denied  and  about  which  much  criticism 
has  been  written.  Being  a  Southerner  the  Northern  newspapers 
have  made  him  the  object  of  their  criticism.  The  following  is  an 
extract  from  the  Chicago  Inter-Ocean: 

In  a  brief  publisher's  announcement  Norval  Richardson,  the  author 
of  "The  Lead  of  Honour,"  is  mentioned  as  Mr.  Richardson. 

But  he  who  writes  these  lines  does  not,  somehow,  believe  this  Norval 
Richardson  to  be  a  man.  He  thinks  that  Norval  Richardson  is  a  woman: 
one  who  was  Miss  Charlotte  Prentiss,  daughter — no  granddaughter — of 
the  Sergeant  Prentiss,  far  famed  in  the  South,  who  is — under  the  name  of 
Sergeant  Everett — the  hero  of  the  book. 

The  reasons  the  reviewer  has  for  so  believing  are  two  good  ones: 

First,   "The    Lead   of    Honour"    is    written   in  a  style  richly  poetic 
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and  remindful  of  the  very  style  one  found  in  verses  published  by  Miss 
Charlotte  Prentiss  in  the  last  few  years. 

And,  second,  Sergeant  Everett — the  man  who  stands  for  Sergeant 
Prentiss  in  the  tale — is  by  the  author  drawn  with  a  deep  love,  an  almost 
adoration,  which  a  man  could  feel,  perhaps,  but  scarce  express,  which 
seems  a  very  loving  daughter's  love,  forsooth. 

Miss  Charlotte  Prentiss  married,  but  a  year  or  so  ago,  a  man  whose 
name  is  unknown  to  the  reviewer.  It  may  be  his  name  is  Richardson. 
Again,  it  may  well  be  that  Norval  Richardson  is  just  a  nom  de  plume. 
At  any  rate,  he  who  now  writes  these  lines  feels  very  sure  "The  Lead  of 
Honour"  is  the  work  of  Sergeant  Prentiss'  granddaughter. 

Anyway,  the  book  is  a  strong  story,  rarely  fine  in  sentiment  and 
wording,  with  at  times  a  touch  of  big,  broad,  glowing  color  that  one 
might  call  Thackerayan  without  libeling  the  foremost  among  English 
novelists.  You  know  his  gift  of  having  you,  the  while  you  read  "The 
Newcomes,"  "Henry  Esmond,"  "The  Virginians,"  for  example,  wish  to 
rise  out  of  your  chair  and  bow  to — shake  hands  with — the  Colonel, 
Henry  or  young  Warrington?  Well,  that  same  gift  belongs  to  Richard- 
son, the  author  of  "The  Lead  of  Honour,"  too,  although,  of  course,  not 
to  the  same  degree. 

Laid  in  the  South  of  sixty  years  ago,  the  story  is  that  of  Sergeant 
Everett,  a  genius  not  in  mind  alone,  but  heart.  He  loves  a  girl — who  is 
charmingly  portrayed — so  dearly  that  to  make  her  happiness  great,  pure 
and  lasting  he  renounces  all  the  hope  he  has  of  happiness  to  come  to  him. 
The  other  characters — Judge  Houston,  Jervais,  Mrs.  Jervais,  sweet  old 
Mrs.  Houston,  Morgan,  Dicey — are  presented  to  us  with  so  much  of  art 
and  of  conviction  as  to  breathe  and  move.  And  right  along  the  style  is 
clear  and  true  and,  as  we've  said,  poetically  rich.  . 

Indeed,  "The  Lead  of  Honour"  can  not  but  make  those  who  read 
it  better  pleased  with  life  and  with  humanity  (the  which  is  much!), 
because: 

It's  so  undoubtedly  a  work  of  love. 


J.  Rea  Stockton  (Ohio  Beta  Mu),  a  graduate  of  Lafayette 
College,  has  made  rapid  progress  in  his  chosen  vocation.  An 
extract  herewith  produced  relates  the  rise: 

Friends  will  be  pleased  to  learn  of  the  election  of  J.  Rea  Stockton, 
of  Pittsburg,  son  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  J.  V.  Stockton,  to  the  position  of 
director  and  secretary  of  the  Willard  Brown  Company,  a  large  mail-order 
house  having  headquarters  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.

Hon.  H.  Garland  Dupre  (Louisiana  Beta  Epsilon),  former 
State  Senator  of  Louisiana,  has  been  elected  to  the  United  States 
Congress  from  the  second  district  of  Louisiana.  The  following 
clipping  is  a  pre-election  editorial  of  one  of  the  Southern  news- 
papers : 

There  is  positively  no  opposition  to  the  candidacy  of  Hon.  Garland 
Dupre  for  election  to  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  for  the  Second  District  of  Louisiana,  and  within  a  day 
or  two  the  district  Democratic  committee  will  meet  to  formally  declare 
him  the  candidate. 

H.  Garland  Dupre  is  in  the  bloom  and  prime  of  young  manhood. 
A  native  of  St.  Landry  Parish,  of  the  best  French  and  English  stock,  the 
greatest  part  of  his  life  has  been  passed  with  and  in  the  presence  of  the 
people  of  this  city,  and  he  is  able  to  stand  before  his  countrymen  free  from 
reproach  or  moral  blemish.  His  character  is  the  highest,  his  disposition 
is  admirably  friendly  and  frank  and  his  manners  are  charming.  Intel- 
lectually he  is  brilliant. 

Educated  in  the  academic  courses  and  in  law  at  Tulane  University, 
he  at  once  turned  to  public  life,  becoming  an  assistant  city  attorney 
under  the  able  and  brilliant  Gilmore  in  1896.  He  was  elected  to  the 
Louisiana  Legislature  in  1900,  was  appointed  chairman  of  the  House 
committee  on  ways  and  means,  1904  to  1908,  and  was  chosen  speaker  of 
the  House,  1908  to  1910. 

When  Hon.  Samuel  L.  Gilmore  died  a  few  weeks  ago  Garland  Dupre 
was  generally  mentioned  as  his  proper  successor,  and  the  sentiment  which 
was  then  general  in  his  favor  has  grown  and  strengthened  into  a  popular 
decree. 

There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  he  will  be  an  able  and  efficient 
representative,  and  when  he  shall  have  vindicated  his  claim  to  the  place 
he  should  be  kept  in  it  as  long  as  possible.  It  is  only  by  long  service 
in  either  house  of  Congress  that  the  usefulness,  influence  and  power 
properly  to  serve  his  state  and  people  reaches  its  culmination.  It  is  by 
such  a  course  that  little  states  like  Maine,  Massachusetts  and  Rhode 
Island  have  exerted  such  extraordinary  influence  in  the  Senate.  It  is 
done  by  putting  the  ablest  men  in  such  places  and  when  they  make  good 
then  keep  them  there. 
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Louisiana  and  New  Orleans  are  destined  to  play  great  parts  in  the 
future  of  this  mighty  nation,  and  they  need  able  representatives  in  the 
national  councils. 

A.  F.  Kovarik  (Minnesota  Gamma  Mu),  who  is  an  instructor 
at  the  University  of  Minnesota,  was  allowed  a  leave  of  absence 
for  a  year  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  a  fellowship  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Edinburgh.

Kovarik,  during  the  past  year  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Ruther- 
ford, he  has  been  awarded  the  John  Harting  fellowship.  This  is  an 
honor  almost  never  granted  to  an  outsider.  The  regents  have  granted 
Mr.  Kovarik  a  second  year's  leave  of  absence  that  he  may  benefit  by  this 
fellowship.

<£  K  *F  held  its  twenty-sixth  Grand  Arch  Council  in  Toledo, 
Ohio,  June  22nd-25th,  1910.  Chicago  was  selected  as  the  meeting 
place  for  191 2. 

A  Y  met  in  San  Francisco,  September  I2th-i4th,  1910.  A 
special  trans-continental  train  was  made  up  at  Chicago  and 
frequent  stop-overs  and  side  trips  were  made  along  the  route  for 
members  of  the  party. 

The  twelfth  biennial  convention  of  A  X  Q  met  in  Detroit, 
August   28th   to   September   3rd. 

2  4?  E  held  its  sixth  biennial  conclave  in  Washington.  The 
grand  historian's  report  showed  519  alumni,  of  which  324  are 
graduates,  62  plus  per  cent.  Seventeen  out  of  twenty-seven 
chapters  showed  a  graduation  of  over  fifty  per  cent.  A  new 
chapter  has  been  established  at  Baker  University. 

The  twenty-first  biennial  convention  of  II  B  $  was  held  with 
the  Swarthmore  chapter  in  June.  Chapters  were  granted  to 
petitioners  at  Oklahoma,  Wooster  and  Wyoming. 

K  S  met  in  New  York,  July  I3th-i5th. 

$  A  0  met  at  Niagara  Falls,  August  8th- 15th. 

2  K  met  in  convention  with  the  University  of  Illinois  chapter. 
Three  things  about  the  convention  should  be  noted : 

First.  The  fact  that  I  K  has  decided  upon  the  word  "Sorority" 
rather  than  "Fraternity."  After  deciding  that  the  word  "Sorority" 
was  a  perfectly  good  word,  consistent  int  meaning  with^what  it  stands 
for,    and    believing    that   inasmuch    as    the    word    "Fraternity"    means

"brotherhood,"  consequently  that  a  "woman's  fraternity"  would  mean  a 
"womanly  brotherhood,"  which  we  are  not,  the  argument  was  finally 
clinched  by  the  fact  that  I  K  is  chartered  as  a  "Sorority"  and  incor- 
porated in  various  states  as  a  "Sorority."  We  do  not  wish  to  change 
our  charters  nor  to  be  re-incorporated,  hence  we  are  a  "Sorority." 

Second.  Two  points  of  Pan-Hellenic  interest  were  acted  upon. 
After  a  thorough  and  detailed  discussion  with  our  Pan-Hellenic  delegate, 
Mrs.  Miller,  the  committee  presented  the  following  resolutions: 

(a)  "In  view  of  the  fact  that  Pan-Hellenic  has  not  defined  ' rushing,' 
and  it  is  feared  that  such  a  restriction  can  not  be  honestly  kept,  I  K  is 
opposed  to  restrictions  on  rushing  before  matriculation." 

This  does  not  mean  that  we  approve  of  organized  summer  rushing, 
but  simply  that  individual  attentions  to  personal  friends  is  often  termed 
rushing  by  our  competitors,  and  since  it  is  many  times  necessary  that 
such  attentions  be  paid,  we  can  not  approve  of  restrictions. 

(b)  "That  the  time  is  not  yet  ripe  for  Sophomore  pledge  day." 
Third.     The    active    chapters    have    assumed    the    entire    financial 

responsibility  for  the  publication  of  the  Triangle.  They  have  practically 
pledged  themselves  to  get  600  subscribers  for  next  year.  Chapters  are 
apportioned  among  a  committee  and  each  chapter  receives  credit  for 
subscriptions  obtained. 


A  review  of  our  contemporary  Greek  journals  shows  a  united 
and  decided  favor  for  the  growing  Western  colleges.  Fraternities 
which  have  shown  a  tendency  toward  liberal  expansion  have  not 
been  as  active,  even  as  the  more  conservative,  thus  showing 
that  an  unusual  opportunity  must  be  here  present.  T  4>  B,  which 
has  established  only  twelve  chapters  during  its  existence  of 
thirty-six  years,  has  entered  Oregon  and  Idaho  within  the  year. 
2  N,  already  of  exceptional  strength  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  has 
added  chapters  at  Washington  State  College  and  Montana  Uni- 
versity. KA  B  entered  almost  the  same  day  the  Universities  of 
Oklahoma,  Montana  and  Oregon.  4>  A  0  entered  Idaho  and 
South  Dakota.  KKT  has  recently  entered  Montana  University. 
K  S  is  represented  at  Oregon,  Washington,  Idaho  and  Oklahoma 
State  Universities.  B  0  II  has  placed  chapters  at  Oregon, 
Denver  University  and  Oklahoma.  II  B  $  has  chartered  locals 
at  Wyoming  and  Oklahoma.  S  X  has  entered  South  Dakota 
and  Utah.  AAA  has  recently  placed  chapters  at  Washington, 
Colorado,  Oklahoma  and  Oregon.  A  A  <I>,  one  of  the  ultra 
conservatives,  has  entered  the  University  of  California.     A  little 
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further  east  we  find  2  4>,  with  only  eight  chapters,  entering  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  *F  T  entering  the  University  of  Illinois, 
and  Z  *F  both  Wisconsin  and  Illinois.  II  B  <I>  entered  the  Uni- 
versity of  Oklahoma,  September  ist,  and  the  University  of 
Wooster,  September  20th,  1910. 


A  r  is  advocating  Western  expansion  as  these  words  from 
the  editorial  columns  of  the  Anchora  show: 

A  r  is  confronted  by  a  problem  which  involves  a  complete  change  of 
policy.  We  have  advocated  conservatism  in  granting  charters  for  so 
many  years  that  many  of  the  alumnae  will  wonder  at  the  need  of  expan- 
sion. In  the  last  twenty  years  we  have  granted  nine  charters,  while  we 
have  refused  many  petitioners.  Our  reasons  have  been  good  ones  and  as 
a  result  we  have  nineteen  chapters,  all  in  colleges  of  good  standing  and 
all  ranking  with  the  best  in  those  colleges.  By  having  so  few  chapters 
we  have  been  able  to  keep  in  touch  with  each  one  and  to  give  help  where 
it  was  needed.  In  the  meantime  we  have  been  strengthening  the  financial 
and  business  side  of  the  fraternity.  Now  we  are  in  a  position  to  take 
care  of  more  chapters  and  keep  in  even  closer  touch  with  each  one. 

In  visiting  chapters  and  investigating  college  conditions  your  officers 
have  found  that  the  fraternities  which  had  the  foresight  to  grant  charters 
when  the  college  was  a  small  but  growing  college,  have  a  great  advantage 
over  those  who  waited  until  later  thinking  there  was  plenty  of  time. 
These  latter  fraternities,  whether  ifor  some  other  one,  have  had  uphill 
work.  And  though  they  may  have  succeeded  in  the  end  in  arriving  at 
the  top  they  have  had  to  compete  with  old  and  established  alumnae 
both  in  the  college  town  and  in  the  State.  High  School  girls  can  not  be 
expected,  even  in  these  days  of  enlightenment  as  to  national  standing,  to 
go  into  a  fraternity,  no  member  of  which  she  has  ever  known,  just  because 
it  has  a  small  chapter  roll  of  good  chapters.  They  will  join  the  fraternity 
which  is  known  locally,  and  so  in  the  long  run  will  help  that  fraternity 
just  so  much  nationally. 

Conservatism  has  been  the  best  policy  so  far  and  we  have  undoubtedly 
profited  by  it,  but  the  time  for  expansion  has  come  and  we  must  make 
the  most  of  good  openings. 

The  State  university  promises  the  best  field  for  expansion.  It  is 
not  always  possible  to  send  girls  who  live  in  the  West  and  Southwest  to 
the  women's  colleges  in  the  East.  As  a  result  many  girls  who,  if  living 
in  the  East,  would  go  to  a  woman's  college,  go  to  their  State  university. 
These  State  universities  of  the  West  are  growing  faster  than  any  colleges 
in  the  United  States.  Few  fraternities  have  as  yet  granted  charters  in 
them.      Those  granting  them  now  will  have  the   strongest  chapters  and 
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the  best  start.      If  we  are  to  enter  these  colleges  it  will  not  do  to  wait, 
we  must  do  it  now  or  we  will  find  we  are  not  wanted. 

The  question  of  whether  we  are  to  expand  is  not  a  question  that  is 
to  be  settled  five  years  from  now  or  even  next  year;  it  must  be  decided 
now!  Shall  we  expand  and  so  keep  up  with  our  contemporaries,  or  shall 
we  rest  on  our  laurels,  cling  to  traditions,  preach  conservatism,  and  then 
wake  up  to  find  ourselves  left  behind? 

K  A  0  voices  a  similar  sentiment : 

Wisconsin  and  Minnesota  are  but  examples  of  what  many  of  the 
Western  universities  are  certain  to  become;  and  the  Dakotas,  Montana, 
Oregon,  Oklahoma,  and  all  of  the  newer  states  are  laying  even  broader 
foundations  for  just  as  serious  growth  and  expansion.  The  rawness  is 
being  trained  out  of  these  institutions,  their  development  is  in  the  hands 
of  fair-minded,  experienced  organizers  of  broad  culture  who  are  seconded 
on  every  hand  by  enthusiastic  citizens. 

The  strong  fraternity  of  the  future  will  be  the  one  that  is  shrewd 
enough  to  discern  which  are  the  coming  great  institutions,  and  then  to 
grant  charters  to  "first  groups"  applying  for  them.  To  refuse  a  charter 
to  the  first  in  the  field  results  very  often  in  subsequent  handicaps;  for 
while  the  group,  nothing  daunted,  is  determinedly  waiting  for  eventual 
success,  other  fraternities  may  enter  the  institution  and  the  race  becomes 
an  unequal  one  between  local  and  national  organizations.  Is  it  good 
fraternity  economics  to  place  a  local  chapter  at  a  serious  disadvantage 
through  the  refusal  of  a  charter,  and  then  some  time  later,  after  granting 
it,  to  stand  at  a  safe  distance  and  watch  a  struggle  back  to  the  coveted 
early  first  place? 

The  editor  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi  realizes  that  a  fraternity  to  be 
national  must  expand  with  the  development  of  the  country.  He 
points  out  a  new  field  for  expansion  in  the  following  words: 

There  is  a  wide  field  toward  which  4>  K  W  should  give  intelligent 
thought,  and  from  which  she  should  choose.  Great  universities  through- 
out the  West  have  made  remarkable  strides  during  the  past  few  years, 
and  strong  fraternities  have  been  quick  to  grasp  the  situation.  We 
sometimes  labor  under  the  illusion  that  only  the  larger  or  State  univer- 
sities should  be  considered  desirable  institutions  for  0  ¥  cultivation.  A 
study  of  our  own  history  will  reveal  the  fallacy  of  such  an  assumption. 
Pennsylvania  Beta  and  Wisconsin  Gamma  are  in  colleges  having  less 
than  400  students  to-day,  yet  how  generously  they  have  contributed  to 
the  list  of  loyal  and  prominent  #  Y's.  A  small  college,  if  growing,  well 
endowed,  and  not  overcrowded  with  fraternities,  often  offers  superior 
advantages.  Manifestly,  the  most  desirable  time  to  enter  any  institu- 
tion is  to  be  among  the  first  enrolled.  Some  natural  prestige  arises 
therefrom.      But  this  is  by  no  means  a  requisite  of  a  successful  career. 
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Again,  an  inspection  of  our  history  will  shed  some  light.  Or,  to  go 
outside  our  own  fraternity,  we  find  A  A  0,  one  of  the  most  conservative 
of  fraternities,  the  twenty-first  to  place  a  chapter  at  California. 

2  $  E  has  also  been  enlisted  in  the  movement  for  Western 
extension,  but  the  words  of  her  journal  regarding  the  situation 
at  the  University  of  Oklahoma  come  as  a  surprise;  for  this  school 
has  been  reported  to  be  endowed  to  the  extent  of  $9,000,000. 
Besides  this,  future  extension  is  to  be  provided  for  by  a  special 
tax  of  $2,500,000. 

We  have  just  returned  from  a  visit  to  our  Western  chapters  and  the 
investigation  of  some  of  the  institutions  from  which  we  have  applications. 
The  conditions  in  the  West  are  most  gratifying.  I  0  E  chapters  there 
are  made  up  of  a  sturdy  manhood,  with  an  avowed  purpose,  striving 
hard  to  reach  their  goal.  In  these  chapters  our  percentage  of  graduation 
is  high,  and  the  social  and  moral  standing  is  the  best.  These  conditions 
readily  enlist  us  in  the  cause  of  Western  extension.  At  a  number  of 
institutions,  where  locals  have  corresponded  with  us,  we  found  ideal 
conditions  for  new  chapters,  but  we  can  not  refrain  from  calling  atten- 
tion to  one  institution  that  looks  well  on  paper — viz:  University  of  Okla- 
homa. When  the  application  was  received  from  there  we  congratulated 
ourselves.  There,  we  thought,  was  an  opportunity  to  get  in  a  growing 
institution  before  it  was  crowded  with  fraternities.  The  name  Oklahoma 
seemed  to  imply  progress.  Our  visit  there  was  a  shock.  The  campus 
covers  about  fifty  acres,  This  institution,  with  six  hundred  students,  and 
half  of  them  women,  is  all  housed  in  two  medium-sized  buildings.  A 
new  administration  building  has  been  started,  but  work  has  been  sus- 
pended, presumably  on  account  of  lack  of  funds,  yet  we  are  informed 
that  this  State  is  one  of  the  richest,  and  has  one  of  the  best  educational 
systems  in  the  country. 

After  some  questioning  we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  politics  were 
of  more  importance  to  the  people  of  Oklahoma  than  the  development  of 
the  University. 

Upon  our  return  we  found  in  a  copy  of  the  fourth  annual  report  of 
the  Carnegie  Foundation  our  opinion  of  Oklahoma  verified.  It  is,  of 
course,  very  gratifying  to  find  that  others  agree  with  you,  and  in  this 
case  we  natter  ourselves,  as  we  understand  that  the  Foundation  has  made 
a  thorough  investigation. 

We  trust  that  all  I  $  E  brothers  that  have  been  anxious  for  a  chapter 
at  Oklahoma  will  appreciate  our  position,  and  see  the  wisdom  of  holding 
out  for  a  few  years  longer. 

-+- 
And  the  editor  of  the  Kappa  Sigma  magazine  is  chuckling 
to  himself  in  unholy  glee. 
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Gradually  but  surely  those  fraternities  that  raised  up  their  hands  in 
holy  horror  when  K  I  and  other  aggressively  progressive  fraternities 
began  establishing  chapters  in  Western  colleges  are  now  doing  likewise — 
to  the  best  of  their  ability.  For  example,  there's  B  6  II,  which  has  just 
gone  into  Oklahoma  and  Oregon;  and  these  are  not  the  only  instances 
where  that  fraternity  has  entered  institutions  which  formerly  it  looked 
down  upon  either  openly  or  covertly — for  fraternity  purposes. 


Regarding  expansion  in  general  the  editorial  in  the  Arrow  of 
II  B  $  points  out  a  number  of  the  dominant  advantages  of  a 
larger  chapter  roll,  namely:  increased  efficiency  due  to  closer 
proximity,  added  strength  due  to  stronger  inter-chapter  relations, 
and  the  advantages  of  strong  alumnae  clubs  to  chapters  situated 
where  such  clubs  have  been  formed. 

Almost  any  college  chapter  of  any  fraternity  will  tell  the  inquirer 
that  her  fraternity  is  scarcely  conservative  enough.  To  the  editor  it 
seems  as  if  the  question  is  not,  are  we  conservative  enough,  but  rather 
are  we  not  too  conservative  for  the  proper  development  of  the  fraternity? 

The  fact  that  the  women's  fraternities  nearest  to  us  in  number  of 
chapters,  have,  in  the  first  case,  thirty-five,  and  in  the  second  case, 
thirty-two  chapters,  might  lead  us  to  think  that  77  B  <fl,  with  her  forty 
chapters,  is  a  large  organization.  When,  however,  we  compare  ourselves 
with  the  men's  fraternities,  whom  all  fraternity  literature  credits  us  with 
imitating,  we  shall  find  that  after  all  we  have  made  a  rather  sorry  job 
of  that  imitation.  Of  the  men's  fraternities  that  are  reckoned  as  powerful 
organizations  AT  Q  has  60  chapters;  ARE  has  42;  J  T  A  has  54;  K  A  has 
48;  K  I  has  77;  0  A  0  has  73;  d>  P  A  has  57;  0  K  ¥  has  44;  1  A  E  has  70; 
I  X  has  61 ;  I N  has  66,  and  B  0  77  has  73. 

In  comparison  we  do  not  shine.  And  yet  these  large  men's  frater- 
nities feel  that  they  are  not  living  up  to  their  opportunities.  Mr.  William 
R.  Baird,  the  editor  of  Baird's  Manual  of  American  College  Fraternities, 
himself  for  twenty  years  the  editor  of  the  Beta  Theta  Pi,  the  oldest  fra- 
ternity magazine,  said  the  other  day  in  writing  to  the  editor  of  the  Arrow: 
"  Your  fraternity  as  well  as  mine  could  have  three  times  as  many  chapters 
without  being  weakened  and,  in  fact,  the  increased  chapter  roll  would 
greatly  increase  its  efficiency." 

And  that  must  be  the  key  to  whatever  action  we  undertake.  We 
must  look  forward  not  to  belonging  to  the  biggest  fraternity,  not  to 
have  the  largest  number  of  chapters,  but  to  giving  our  fraternity  the 
greatest  efficiency.  Miss  Carpenter  has  indicated  how  the  increased 
size  of  a  fraternity  which  one  is  likely  to  think  of  as  merely  indicating 
increased  number  of  chapters,  in  reality  is  one  of  the  most  powerful 
factors  for  efficiency  by  strengthening  internal  development.     It  stands 
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to  reason  that  the  strength  of  a  fraternity  is  due  to  the  strength  of  its 
chapters.  And  they  in  turn  are  strong  in  proportion  as  their  inter- 
chapter  relations  are  well  developed.  To  the  undergraduate  it  means 
more  to  belong  to  a  fraternity  that  has  chapters  in  all  the  good  neighbor- 
ing colleges  than  to  belong  to  a  fraternity  whose  nearest  chapter  is  500 
or  even  300  miles  away.  To  the  alumnae  it  means  more  to  belong  to  a 
fraternity  with  strong  alumnae  organizations  in  every  city  of  prominence. 
Logically,  if  we  believe  in  exclusiveness  we  should  have  remained  a 
local  organization.  It  is  only  in  a  local  organization  that  the  individual 
members  can  control  the  make-up  of  the  society.  Hence,  the  local  that 
decides  to  become  a  national,  has  thus  decided  to  limit  its  growth  only 
when  it  shall  have  chapters  in  every  college  that  measures  up  to  the 
standard  set  by  the  fraternity  in  question.  That  is  the  only  logical 
outcome  of  the  existence  of  a  fraternity  and  is  the  great  advantage  a 
fraternity  possesses  over  a  local  organization.  Back  in  the  beginning 
our  founders  planned  for  a  national  organization.  And  our  building 
must  be  at  least  commensurate  with  their  plans. 


Many  fraternities  are  bending  their  efforts  toward  removing 
the  tombstones  from  their  respective  graveyards.  The  following 
removals  have  been  made:  21  X  has  revived  its  chapters  at  the 
University  of  Georgia  and  at  Wabash  College.  ATA  has 
re-entered  Lafayette  and  Wooster.  2  N  has  re-entered  the 
University  of  Virginia  and  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  where 
its  first  chapter  was  founded.  4>  K  *F  has  been  re-established 
at  Missouri.  0  A  X  has  been  re-established  at  the  University 
of  Virginia. 


An  alumnus  inquiring  about  his  chapter  usually  asks  the 
question:  "What  sort  of  freshmen  have  you?"  Why  this 
question  is  so  pertinent  is  found  in  a  clipping  from  the  Rainbow: 

It  is  a  truth  almost  without  exception  that  the  man  who  attains 
leadership  in  any  line  of  activity  and  successfully  meets  the  requirements 
of  such  leadership  is  the  one  who  has  served  faithfully  in  the  ranks  and 
has  won  his  right  to  leadership  by  a  faithful  discharge  of  one  duty  after 
the  other,  from  the  lowest  to  the  highest.  In  fraternity  work  this 
qualification  for  successful  leadership  is  especially  demanded.  We  find 
that  the  men  who  in  their  senior  year  are  leaders  in  our  active  chapters 
have  been  those  who  as  freshmen  discharged  most  faithfully  any  duty 
which  was  assigned  to  them,  whether  it  was  bathing  the  dog,  building  the 
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fires  or  attending  to  the  mail.  For  this  reason  we  are  generally  able  by  a 
scrutiny  of  a  chapter's  freshman  delegation  to  pick  out  those  men  who 
will  later  be  the  leaders  in  that  chapter. 


K  2  has  set  aside  $5,000  of  the  funds  of  the  general  treasury 
as  a  nucleus  for  a  permanent  endowment  fund. 


$  K  *F  and  ATA  have  established  a  ruling  that  $25  shall 
be  the  sum  required  for  a  life  subscription  to  their  respective 
magazines. 

The  John  Stetson  University,  De  Land,  Florida,  is  fast 
becoming  a  leader  among  Southern  institutions.  Already  it 
ranks  first  among  Florida  colleges  and  universities.  As  yet  no 
National  has  entered  there,  but  locals  are  beginning  to  attract 
attention  to  themselves. 


The  Yale  chapter  of  A  X  P  has  an  enviable  record  for  scholar- 
ship. Every  one  of  the  seven  founders  of  the  chapter  is  a  member 
of  either  4>  B  K  or  21  S.  The  total  membership  of  the  chapter 
is  sixty.  Of  these  there  are  fourteen  $B  K  men  and  five  21  S 
men,  making  one-third  of  the  whole  number  in  the  chapter  who 
have  won  their  key. 


A  local  honorary  fraternity  at  Missouri — N  P  B — has  united 
with  similar  organizations  of  Columbia  and  the  University  of 
Indiana  to  form  a  national  educational  fraternity,  to  be  known 
as  $  A  K. 


An  honorary  business  fraternity  has  been  established  at  the 
University  of  Illinois,  called  A  K  X,  which  is  to  bear  the  same 
relation  to  students  in  the  business  courses  as  4>  B  K  does  to  those 
in  the  College  of  Literature  and  Arts. 
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George  Ade  has  always  been  very  popular  with  the  American 
college  student  and  although  his  speech,  which  follows,  is  not 
written  in  the  style  in  which  we  are  accustomed  to  find  history 
written,  it  is  interesting  reading  because  George  Ade  said  it: 

Last  summer,  while  I  was  not  looking,  somebody  hit  me  on  the  head 
and  when  I  came  to  I  learned  that  I  was  a  Grand  Consul.  I  did  not  know 
at  that  time  what  it  meant  to  be  Grand  Consul,  but  since  then  I  have 
learned  enough  about  the  new  order  of  things  in  chapter  life  to  justify  me 
in  declaring  that  those  of  us  who  were  active  Sigs  during  the  sixties, 
seventies  and  eighties  were  mere  yaps  and  amateurs.  We  thought  we 
were  fairly  nifty  with  our  low-crowned  derbies,  single-breasted  Prince 
Alberts  and  hair  cut  pompadour,  but  comparing  our  provincial  simplicities 
with  the  complex  and  differentiated  student  activities  of  to-day  we  are 
forced  to  the  conclusion  that  we  belonged  to  the  stone  age  of  2  X. 

I  was  taken  into  the  fraternity  in  1885.  I  did  not  join — I  was  taken 
in.  At  that  time  the  badge  was  about  two  inches  long  and  had  a  chain 
leading  off  to  a  jeweled  appendix.  I  used  to  wear  mine  on  my  coat.  One 
day  a  man  asked  me  why  I  wore  it  on  my  coat  and  I  told  him  it  was 
because  I  could  not  wear  it  on  my  hat.  The  population  of  the  world 
was  roughly  divided  into  two  parts;  the  Sigs  being  the  chosen  and  elect 
of^God,  and  the  non-Sigs,  or  those  who  dwelt  in  outer  darkness. 

Whenever  I  saw  -a  girl  wearing  the  White  Cross  I  wanted  to  marry 
her.  The  only  thing  that  saved  her  was  the  fact  that  a  marriage  license 
cost  $2.  I  did  not  hate  the  barbs — I  simply  pitied  them.  I  pitied  any 
man  who  did  not  know  the  grip  and  who  never  had  gone  into  a  darkened 
room  to  be  brutally  assaulted  by  those  who  loved  him  dearer  than  life. 
My  yearning  affection  for  every  member  of  our  little  band  made  the 
time-honored  friendship  between  Damon  and  Pythias  look  like  a  Ken- 
tucky feud. 

I  am  glad  that  we  were  imbued  with  the  real  spirit  of  2  X,  because 
looking  back  on  that  period  I  can  see  that  it  was  practically  our  only  asset. 
We  were  exceedingly  shy  on  wardrobe.  I  did  not  own  a  suit  of  evening 
clothes  until  four  years  after  I  left  college,  and  then  I  was  working  nights 
on  a  newspaper  and  had  no  chance  to  wear  it.  All  I  could  do  was  to  have 
myself  photographed  in  it. 

We  had  no  chapter  house,  with  private  bedrooms  and  study  rooms 
and  a  banquet  hall  and  a  colored  chef  and  pictures  of  actresses.  We  had 
one  small  room  up  a  back  stairway  and  the  furniture  consisted  of  a  third- 
hand  piano,  six  kitchen  chairs,  one  home-made  coffin  and  a  skeleton, 
the  history  of  which  I  can  not  reveal  at  this  time,  as  I  am  unfamiliar  with 
the  Indiana  statute  of  limitations. 

As  a  chapter,  we  thought  we  were  very  active,  but  our  energies  were 
mostly  directed  toward  calling  on  young  women  that  were  coveted  by 
our  hated  rivals,  capturing  places  on  the  program  of  some  literary  society, 
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and  writing  pieces  for  the  paper  extolling  our  social  eminence.  We  had 
no  intercollegiate  athletics,  no  daily  papers,  no  traditional  customs,  no 
bands  and  glee  clubs  and  dramatic  societies,  no  standing  with  the  faculty, 
and  no  desire  to  co-operate  with  any  other  organization  of  human  beings. 


Eight  national  intercollegiate  fraternities  and  four  sororities 
are  represented  at  Iowa.  These  are,  in  the  order  of  their  installa- 
tion, as  follows:  B  0  II,  $  K  *F,  A  T  A,  S  X,  $  A  0,  2  N, 
K  2,  and  S  A  E;  II  B  $,  K  K  T,  A  T,  and  AAA.  All  of  these 
organizations  occupy  chapter  houses,  which,  without  exception, 
are  leased.     The  college  has  an  attendance  of  about  2,500  students. 


On  December  10th,  1909,  the  J  T  Fraternity  became  an  incorporated 
body  and  on  February  8th,  1910,  the  first  meeting  of  trustees  chosen  by 
their  respective  chapters  was  held  at  the  Republican  Club,  in  New  York 
City.  About  twenty-five  representatives  were  present  at  both  afternoon 
and  evening  sessions,  as  well  as  a  number  of  other  interested  A  Y  men, 
who  were  invited  to  attend. 

Many  matters  close  to  the  hearts  and  thoughts  of  all  J  T  men  were 
brought  up  for  consideration,  chief  of  which  was  the  all-absorbing  question 
of  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  secretaryship  for  the  fraternity. 
It  was  the  unanimous  opinion  that  such  a  step  was  desirable  and  urgent 
at  this  time,  and  the  details  of  a  plan  for  raising  the  necessary  funds  to 
maintain  a  permanent  secretary  were  left  to  the  directors  to  work  out. — 
Delta  Upsilon  Quarterly. 


A  X  P  has  just  published  its  first  official  song  book.  The 
Garnet  and  White  for  September  is  called  the  tenth  anniversary 
number.  In  relating  the  history  of  the  publication  it  states  that 
it  has  the  unique  distinction  of  having  published  a  letter  from  every 
chapter  in  every  issue.  The  Garnet  and  White  is  probably  the 
only  college  fraternity  publication  that  was  established  as  early 
as  the  sixth  year  of  the  fraternity  that  it  represents. 


Regarding  its  policy  of  alumni  supervision  of  the  chapters, 
the  Rainbow  of  A  T  A  is  liberal  in  its  praise. 
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The  Greek-letter  fraternity  as  it  exists  in  our  American  colleges  is  a 
peculiar  organization  when  you  analyze  it,  and  not  the  least  of  its  pecu- 
liarities is  the  fact  that  the  election  of  its  new  members  is  left  entirely  in 
the  hands  of  its  least  experienced  members.  What  a  wise  idea  it  was 
then  to  provide  a  check  on  the  official  actions  of  the  undergraduates  by 
the  provision  for  an  officer  who  should  work  in  the  chapter,  but  not  be  a 
member  of  it;  who  should  be  the  direct  link  between  the  active  chapter 
and  the  governing  body;  and  who  should  be  provided  with  almost  unlim- 
ited local  authority. 


A  recent  number  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  contained  a  series  of 
vocational  articles.  The  plan  was  to  put  the  members  of  the 
fraternity  in  touch  with  the  work  women  are  doing  in  the  world. 
The  articles  were  written  by  members  of  the  sorority  prominent 
in  the  respective  vocations. 


Fraternities  at  the  University  of  South  Carolina  are  prohibited  by 
State  law,  but  sub-rosa  chapters  of  different  fraternities  do  exist  and  on 
account  of  the  contention  which  exists  between  them,  conditions  are 
about  as  bad  as  could  be  found  anywhere. — The  Angelos  of  Kappa  Delta. 


The  fraternities  at  the  University  of  Chicago  are  discussing  a  plan 
for  the  erection  of  a  fraternity  quadrangle. — Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  Record. 


ATA  announces  the  establishment  of  a  chapter  at  Syra- 
cuse University  on  the  9th  of  November. 


AXQ  entered  the  University  of  Washington  on  the   13th 
of  October. 
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The  Atlanta  Congress. 

Elsewhere  we  publish  the  detailed  information  that  fully 
vindicates  our  prediction  that  the  Atlanta  Alumni  would  undoubt- 
edly provide  an  entertaining,  enjoyable  and  profitable  program 
for  the  Congress.  The  Atlanta  Congress  will  be  a  great  meeting. 
In  point  of  attendance  it  will  most  certainly  eclipse  all  former 
gatherings.  Its  social  features  will  undoubtedly  excell  those  of 
any  previous  Congress.  The  business  sessions  will  be  no  less 
important  than  those  of  former  years.  In  all  respects,  therefore, 
the  twenty-second  biennial  Congress  will  be  an  important  event 
in  our  history. 

In  recent  years,  the  biennial  meetings  of  the  fraternity  have 
been  so  uniformly  and  so  entirely  successful  that  no  great  dis- 
tinction can  be  drawn  between  them.  Whether  held  in  the 
North  or  held  in  the  South  the  meetings  have  been  of  immense 
value  to  the  order  and  of  great  pleasure  and  enjoyment  to  the 
participants.  But,  all  candid  men  will  admit  that  a  meeting  in 
the  sunny  South  is  always  bound  to  be  successful.  The  reasons 
for  it  are  not  vague.  There  are  more  Alpha  Taus  to  the  square 
mile  in  Georgia  and  Alabama  than  in  any  other  State  in  the 
Union.  The  fraternity  is  older  and  better  known  to  the  South 
than  to  the  North.  Then,  too,  our  brethren  below  the  historic 
Mason  and  Dixon  line  can  dispense  that  delightful  welcome  and 
good  cheer,  peculiar  to  the  section,  inborn  in  the  people  and 
known  the  world  over  as  "Southern  hospitality." 

The  Atlanta  Congress  will  be  a  success.  The  Palm  knows  a 
thing  or  two  about  Congresses  and  about  the  committees  that 
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arrange  for  them,  and,  the  Palm  asserts  without  mental  reserva- 
tion that  the  Atlanta  brethren  are  a  bunch  of  hustlers  who  are 
determined  to  make  good.  The  plans  are  perfected,  all  arrange- 
ments are  completed  and  the  only  requirement  now  is  the  attend- 
ance of  men  to  partake  of  the  good  things  provided  for  them. 
We  urge,  therefore,  a  large  attendance. 

The  active  chapters  will,  of  course,  send  a  full  quota  of 
delegates.  The  alumni  associations  will  be  generally  represented 
by  alumni  delegates.  The  Southern,  especially  the  Georgia  and 
Alabama,  chapters  will  contribute  a  large  number  of  active  and 
alumni  brothers.  Now  let  the  North,  the  East  and  the  West  send 
several  hundred  men  "on  to  Atlanta"  and  Alpha  Tau  Omega  will 
enjoy  the  greatest,  the  largest  and  the  best  Congress  of  its  history. 

There  are  one  or  two  reasons  that  will  excuse  absence.  The 
dead,  the  sick  or  the  decrepit  need  not  come — all  others  are 
expected  and  all  live  and  healthy  Alpha  Taus  should  go.  A 
further  invitation  than  that  included  in  these  pages  is  not  required. 
All  that  is  required  are  a  suit  case,  a  spare  collar  or  two,  a  broad 
smile,  a  steady  handshake  and  a  soul  filled  with  good  cheer.  A 
dollar  or  two  in  change  and  a  return  railroad  ticket  may  be  of 
use — Atlanta  will  supply  the  rest.

Business. 

The  Atlanta  Congress  will  not  be  all  fun.  That  prince  of 
good  fellows,  Province  Chief  John  N.  Van  der  Vries,  advises 
Palm  readers  in  the  "Problems  for  Congress"  symposium  to  get 
acquainted.  And  the  Palm  thinks  John's  advice  is  correct.  No 
one  ought  to  go  to  Congress  without  meeting  John  and  getting 
a  grasp  of  his  fraternal  grip  or  without  basking  in  the  sunshine 
of  his  perpetual  smile.  By  all  means,  let  us  get  acquainted,  but 
let  us  not  forget  that  business  is  business  and  that  Congress  is 
primarily  the  deliberative  and  legislative  body  of  the  fraternity. 

Alpha  Tau  Omega  has  not  solved  the  riddle  of  the  universe. 
It  has  succeeded  fairly  well  in  setting  its  house  in  order.  It  has 
enacted  a  fundamental  basis  for  legislation.  It  has  adopted  a 
Constitution  that  ought  not  to  be  altered  or  amended  for  light  or 
transient  causes.  It  has  provided  a  system  of  government  that 
is  adequate  without  being  cumbersome  and  frictionless  without 
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being  uncontrollable.  But  the  millenium  has  not  dawned  and 
Alpha  Tau  Omega  may  not  sit  back  self-satisfied  and  figurately 
pat  its  own  back  for  its  wonderful  achievements.  Its  real  work 
has  just  begun. 

In  our  symposium  several  writers  have  suggested  legislation 
of  infinite  value.  Dr.  Clark's  letter  is  particularly  true.  The 
time  is  past  when  fraternities  were  to  be  regarded  as  mere  ladders 
for  social  advancement  or  as  exclusive  clubs  dwelling  in  swell 
mansions.  The  fraternity  is  now  regarded  as  a  pretty  serious 
proposition  and  it  must  be  treated  as  the  means  to  end  and  not 
as  the  end.  The  great  object  is  the  man  in  the  chapter,  his 
intellectual,  moral,  physical  welfare,  and  some  means  must  be 
devised  whereby  the  fraternity  will  be  his  responsible  guardian 
from  tender  freshmanship  to  immatured  seniority.  If  any 
Alpha  Tau  is  ambitious  to  grow  two  blades  of  grass  where  one 
grew  before  here  is  a  problem  the  correct  solution  of  which  will 
bring  the  Greek  world  to  his  doors. 

Dr.  Thomas  has  touched  upon  a  vital  topic.  The  affiliation 
question  must  be  solved  and  it  must  be  solved  at  Atlanta.  And 
it  must  be  settled  right.  Dr.  Glazebrook  said  years  ago,  "Once 
an  Alpha  Tau,  always  an  Alpha  Tau,"  and  we  must  write  into 
our  laws  the  fine  fraternal  spirit  of  those  lines.  The  real  nub  of 
the  proposition  is  merely  a  question  as  to  which  is  to  control — the 
chapter  or  the  Congress.  If  the  chapter  is  to  control  we  will 
have  as  many  regulations  as  chapters  and  an  Alpha  Tau  of  good 
standing  in  Allentown  may  be  a  mere  barbarian  in  Philadelphia. 
If  the  Congress  controls  we  can  have  one  rule  for  all  chapters  and 
for  all  cases  and  the  rule  is  most  likely  to  be  founded  upon  fraternal 
justice.  Let  us  settle  the  affiliation  question,  for  the  man  from 
the  small  chapter  can  no  longer  submit  to  the  arrogance  and 
snobbishness  of  his  brother  in  the  university  chapter. 

Other  contributors  in  the  symposium  have  suggested  further 
legislation  and  much  of  it  will  undoubtedly  meet  with  the  approval 
of  the  Congress.  Atlanta  will  not  and  should  not  be  the  scene  of 
mere  jesting  and  youthful  jollity.  There  is  much  serious  business 
to  be  done  and  the  Palm  loses  its  guess  if  our  twenty-second 
meeting  does  not  produce  some  of  the  most  effective  and  most 
needed  legislation  ever  placed  upon  our  books. 
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Kappa  Sigma's  Antiquity. 

Our  learned  associate  who  contributes  the  excellent  "Greek 
World"  department  used  two  pages  of  valuable  space  in  the 
September  number  to  tell  Palm  readers  of  the  doubts  entertained 
by  certain  wise  gentlemen  as  to  the  origin  of  a  sister  fraternity, 
to  wit,  Kappa  Sigma. 

It  seems  that  Kappa  Sigma  has  been  humping  herself  on 
her  early  organization.  She  claims  to  have  been  founded  at  the 
University  of  Bologna  in  1403  and  that  Kappa  Sigma  in  America 
is  a  legitimate  offspring.  (It  is  due  to  justice,  however,  to  state 
that  Kappa  Sigma  claims  neither  Columbus  nor  Martin  Luther 
as  initiates.)  If  the  claims  of  Kappa  Sigma  are  allowed  she 
would  have  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Kappa  Alpha  (Northern)  and  some 
other  old-timers — to  say  nothing  of  Phi  Delta  Theta  and  Beta 
Theta  Pi — wiped  off  the  map  as  far  as  pretensions  to  antiquity 
and  all  that  are  concerned. 

It  seems,  too,  that  Kappa  Sigma  has  made  the  fatal  error 
of  not  confiding  the  secret  of  her  organization  in  1403  to  any  one 
except  her  own  initiates.  Hence,  it  comes  to  pass  that  the 
Greek  editors  from  Boston  to  Nashville  and  beyond  are  diligently 
calling  for  the  proofs.  One  of  them  places  Dr.  Cook  and  Kappa 
Sigma  in  the  same  class  and  cries  out  aloud  the  war  cry  of  Missouri 
and  Manhattan,  "Show  me!" 

It  is,  therefore,  quite  natural  that  the  Palm  should  be 
absorbingly  interested  in  the  great  and  timely  question.  The 
Greek  world  has  formed  the  habit  of  waiting  for  the  Palm's 
judgment  in  such  matters  and  we  must,  of  course,  be  true  to  our 
obligations  to  the  Greek  world  and  declare  our  mind  to  the 
waiting  world. 

But  we  can  admit  to  no  curiosity  on  the  subject.  We  have 
no  more  interest  in  the  date  of  Kappa  Sigma's  birth  than  we  do 
in  the  date  of  the  founding  of  the  great  and  glorious  order  of  good 
fellows.  All  we  know  is  that  Kappa  Sigma  is  a  pretty  nice  fellow 
to  have  as  a  Greek  neighbor  and  whether  he  came  from  Europe 
or  from  Virginia  is  of  no  great  moment  to  us.  If  Kappa  Sigma 
persists  in  claiming  the  University  of  Bologna  as  his  birthplace 
and  the  year  1403  as  the  time  we  will  try  to  get  along  with  our 
neighbor  as  best  we  can  in  spite  of  the  heavy  burden  of  foreign 
origin  carried  by  him.  As  for  comparing  him  to  Doctor  Cook — 
that's  unfair.     Dr.  Cook  was  proven  a  liar. 
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We  do  not  understand  this  curiosity  on  the  part  of  some  of 
our  Greek  neighbors.  Just  what  right  they  have  to  ask  Kappa 
Sigma  to  reveal  the  skeletons  of  its  household  is  hard  to  fathom. 
Kappa  Sigma  has  a  right  to  her  secrets — the  same  right  as  Beta 
Theta  Pi  has  to  her  size,  or  Phi  Delta  Theta  to  her  numbers.  It 
is  time  wasted  to  further  enlarge  on  this  secret.
